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AT  a time  when  both  obfervation  and  theory  re- 
ceive the  greatefl:  encouragement  from  the 
profeffion  of  phyfic,  an  apology  for  a work  of  this 
kind  would  appear  quite  needlefs,  were  it  not  ne- 
celfary  to  preclude  any  wrong  opinions  concerning 
this  tranllation.  The  great  obje£t  of  every  writer 
ought  to  be  inftru£tion  and  knowledge,  the  com- 
munication of  fome  new  truth,  or  the  elucidation 
of  others  which  are  but  partly  eflablifhed.  A 
tranllation,  it  may  be  faid,  can  accomplifh  neither 
of  thefe,  and  fuch  a work  may  be  conftrued  a pre- 
fumption  on  the  ignorance  of  mankind.  There 
are,  notwithftanding,  fome  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  it,  which  may  not  be  fo  evident  at  firft  fight ; 
allowing  at  the  fame  time  every  phyfician  to  have 
all  the  knowledge  which  his  profeffion  requires. 
Thefe  are  the  eafe  by  which  a fa£t  is  afcertained  in 
language  which  we  are  perpetually  converfant  with;

P R E F A C E. 


and  the  want  of  leifure,  which  will  prevent  phyfici- 
ans  of  eminence  from  paying  too  great  attention  to 
a dead  language  and  obfolete  and  obfcure  phrafes. 
It  muft  be  a work  of  time  to  read  with  pleafure 
fuch  a hiftory  as  this  which  I have  tranilated,  in  the 
original.  In  order  to  become  acquainted  howe- 
ver with  it,  I undertook  the  tafk  at  firft  for  my  own 
emolument,  and  when  I had  finifhed  it  I was  de- 
li ro  us  to  communicate  it  to  mankind,  to  fave  them 
the  fame  trouble,  and  perhaps  too  great  an  occupa- 
tion of  their  time.  I was  at  the  fame  time  furnifh- 
ed  with  a number  of  commentators  and  a variety  of 
editions  of  the  works  of  Hippocrates,  I therefore 
made  the  tranllation  rather  a ftudy  than  a mere  ver- 
bal interpretation  : I was  willing  to  tranllate  rather 
as  a phylician  than  as  a grammarian.  This  may 
have  occafioned,  perhaps,  fome  millakes  in  the 
words,  which  I hope  however  have  been  rectified 
by  giving  the  true  fenfe  of  the  author,  tho’  fome- 
times  by  a prolix  periphralis,  or  too  concife  a de- 
fcription.  In  many  places  it  is  poflible  I may  have 
miftaken  the  fenfe  ; but  this  I can  affirm,  that  I 
never  had  an  intention  to  deceive.  And  as  I 
have  no  prejudice  in  favour  of  any  preconceived 

theory, 


theory,  I have  had  no  temptation  to  facrifice  the 
truth,  I can  only  fay  further,  that  as  I received 
great  fatisfaftion  in  the  furvey  of  the  valuable 
truths  as  they  prefented  themfelves,  I would  wifh 
to  recommend  the  perufal  of  this  part  of  the  works 
of  Hippocrates  to  every  ferious  and  candid  phyfu 
cian;  and  if  he  fhould  condemn  this  tranilation  I 
am  perfuaded,  if  he  reads  it  with  care,  he  will  ne- 
ver defpife  the  original  in  which  it  was  written. 
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JT  is  generally  imagined  that  difeafes  arife  from 
fome  caufe  which  is  cognizable  by  the  human 
underftanding;  and  that,  by  an  accurate  enquiry, 
we  can  trace  the  primary  origin  from  which  they 
are  derived.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  certain 
circumftances  of  the  animal  ceconomy  inherent  in 
the  conftitution,  have  a tendency  to  promote  that 
degeneracy  from  a found  ftate,  which  conftitutes  a 
diforder.  We  are  liable  too,  to  a variety  of  acci- 
dents from  food,  from  the  weather,  from  all  the 
habits  of  our  nature,  and  from  every  deviation  from 
them.  Thefe  have  a certain  and  conftant  effect, 
which  we  can  predetermine  with  fome  degree  of 
accuracy;  and  which  need  only  to  be  known  to  di- 
rect the  mode  of  cure  which  is  neceffary  to  be  a- 
dopted. 


But 
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But  there  are,  be  (ides  thefe,  fome  latent  caufes, 
which  cannot  be  fo  eafily  comprehended,  and 
which  have  eluded  the  moll  diligent  inveftigation. 
We  fee  very  obfcure  villages,  as  well  as  better  inha- 
bited towns,  nay  a whole  country,  invaded  by  a 
difeafe,  which  feems  to  acknowledge  no  caufe 
which  is  certain  and  determinate,  and  upon  this 
account  it  hath  generally  been  attributed  to  the  air, 
or  fome  blalis  of  wind  which  palling  over  a large 
diftrifl,  carry  with  them  a number  of  deleterious 
particles  with  which  they  are  impregnated;  thefe 
overtake  us  unawares,  and  it  is  imagined  that  as 
there  is  no  remedy  for  the  evil,  we  mull  fubrnit  to 
the  flroke  which  affefls  us.  There  is  another  circum- 
ftance  too  belonging  to  this  Rate  of  the  air  which 
defervcs  notice  ; this  is  the  communication  of  the 
difeafe  from  one  perfon  to  another,  and  which 
feems  peculiar  to  difeafes  contrafted  in  this  manner. 
An  exception  I am  aware  will  prefent  itfelf  here, 
which  may  tend,  in  fome  meafure,  to  over-rule  our 
idea,  from  the  infection  of  the  venereal  virus, 
which  feems  to  be  communicated  merely  by  con- 
tact; but  how  far  that  difeafe  was  originally  dependent 
on  the  air  remains  to  be  explained.  The  pfora 
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likewife  feems  to  offer  another  exception,  but 
which  will  admit  of  an  eafy  folution,  as  we  hope 
to  fhew  when  we  come  to  treat  of  the  particular 
difeafes  of  this  kind. 

That  the  air  is  fubjeSl  to  a great  variety  of  hates, 
of  heat  and  cold,  drynefs  and  moihure,  denfity  and 
lightnefs,  is  evident  from  the  common  obfervations 
on  the  weather  glaffes ; but  the  refult  of  thefe  hath 
never  been  brought  into  any  regular  fyftem,  fo  as  to 
form  a judicious  theory  upon  them.  Of  late  too 
the  air  has  been  confidered  as  a compounded  body, 
and  to  be  undergoing  a perpetual  alteration,  from 
other  circumhances  than  thofe  which  we  have  men- 
tioned, and  which  indeed  are  moh  likely  to  pro- 
duce epidemical  and  infeflious  difeafes. 

Moihure  and  drynefs,  by  a conhant  energy  up- 
on the  animal  machine,  may  indeed  produce  a re- 
laxed or  rigid  hate  of  the  fibres,  and  the  fame  ef- 
fects may  likewife  be  attributed  to  heat  and  cold, 
denfity  and  lightnefs;  but  none  of  thefe  can  ever  be 
able  to  account  for  any  diforder  of  a pehilential  ten- 
dency, which  ffiall  reign  not  only  where  thofe  cir- 
cumhances 
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cumftances  prevail,  but  fhall  extend  into  regions 
where  no  particular  difference  of  this  kind  is  to  be 
perceived.  The  relaxation  of  the  animal  fibre  is  in- 
deed produ6five  of  putrefaCtion,  as  the  rigidity  of 
it  promotes  inflammation;  but  putrefa£lion  may 
refide  where  there  is  no  relaxation,  and  it  is  not 
evident  that  every  infectious  difeafe  .is  dependent 
on  putrefaction,  or  difpofed  to  that  procefs. 

The  impurity  of  the  air  has  been  found  to  be 
diffinguifhed  by  its  diminution  ; whatever  there- 
fore tends  to  diminifh  the  volume  of  air  which  oc- 
cupies a certain  fpace,  alters  its  flate,  renders  it 
unfit  for  the  breathing  of  animals,  is  productive  of 
many  diforders,  and  is  molt  probably  the  caufe  of  e- 
pidemical  difeafes.  It  may  be  worth  while  there- 
fore to  enquire  into  the  various  means  by  which 
this  effeCt  is  produced,  then  compare  this  effeCt 
with  the  general  prevalence  of  many  complaints, 
and  at  laft  indicate  fome  modes  of  curing,  or  at 
leaft  remedying  that  {fate  of  the  air  which  gave  rife 
to  them.  Could  we  effeCt  the  latter,  we  fhould 
free  mankind  from  much  anxiety,  and  cure  thefe 
difeafes  with  greater  eafe. 


The 
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The  air,  as  I before  obferved,  is  a compound- 
ed body,  and  that  not  only  by  being  impregnated 
or  rather  loaded  with  the  effluvia  of  certain  fub- 
ftances  which  it  covers,  or  over  which  it  is  conti- 
nually paffing;  but  it  enjoys  in  itfelf  a chemical 
conftitution,  if  I may  be  allowed  the  expreffion: 
and,  like  every  other  body  in  nature,  is  fubjedf 
to  be  decompofed  by  the  application  of  fubftances 
which  have  a greater  affinity  with  fome  of  the  in- 
gredients which  enter  into  it’s  compofition  than 
with  others.  It  is  not  clearly  eftablifhed  what  the 
original  principles  of  air  are,  and  indeed  we  fel- 
dom  fee  it  in  that  perfectly  pure  hate  as  to  be  able 
to  make  a juft  analyfis  of  it.  One  of  the  ingredi- 
ents of  which  air  is  compofed  is  an  acid,  which  is 
evident  to  fenfe  and  the  moft  acute  obferva- 
tion.  We  can,  by  a variety  of  means,  extra6f  it 
from  the  air,  and  by  application  of  thofe  fub- 
ftances which  bear  a ftrong  affinity  to  it,  we  can 
let  loofe  other  bodies  which  muft  have  been  join- 
ed to  it  before.  And  it  is  moft  probable  that  thefe 
bodies,  when  feparated,  are  what  produce  the  dif- 
mal  effe6ts  of  epidemical  diforders.  The  nature  of 
this  acid  is  not  thoroughly  known,  and  perhaps  it 
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may  be  of  a peculiar  kind  ; but  having  a clofer  con- 
nexion with  the  other  fubftances  which  conftitute 
air,  it  is  not  fo  eafily  detached  from  them,  and 
therefore  forms  an  intimate  union  with  every  other 
cid,  all  of  which  almoft  may  eafily  be  feparated 
from  this  fubftance.  That  there  is  a variety  of  a- 
cids  hath  been  generally  allowed  ; but  from  what 
it  proceeds  is  not  well  eftablifhed,  and  indeed, 
from  the  late  difcoveries  on  air,  there  feems  to  be 
fome  foundation  for  the  idea,  that  there  is  but  one 
fimple  principle  or  element  of  this  fubftance  from 
which  the  different  fpecies  are  derived;  and,  if  this 
be  the  cafe,  the  acid  of  the  air  may  approach  near- 
er to  this  element  than  any  other;  and  for  this  rea- 
fon,  that  it  eludes  the  cognizance  of  our  fenfes, 
which  may  judge  of  bodies  more  perfectly  in  a date 
of  combination  than  in  their  fimpler  form.  Thus 
light  is  more  fimply  elementary  than  lire,  but  is  not 
fo  evident  to  this  teft,  and  the  real  matter  of  lire 
hath  perhaps  never  been  fairly  exhibited,  but  If  ill 
remains  a fubjeX  of  fpeculation. 

Another  ingredient  of  air  is  earth,  which  hath 
been  evidently  Ihewn  by  Dr.  Priestley.  Whether 

earth 
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earth  however  is  truly  an  elementary  principle  is  a 
doubt ; it  feems  to  be  rather  the  principle  of  folidi- 
ty  in  bodies,  as  air  feems  to  be  the  principle 
of  fuch  a disjunction  as  makes  them  inviftble  to 
our  perceptions.  When  earth  is  faicl  then  to  be  an 
ingredient  of  air.  it  can  only  mean  that  the  fub- 
fiance  which  our  fenfes  acknowledge  under  the  ap- 
pearance of  earth,  is  fo  divided  or  diffolved  as  not 
to  be  perceived  by  them,  and  that  when  the  air  is 
decompofed  this  appears  in  its  original  form.  That 
earth  however  can  take  upon  itfelf  the  elaftic  prin- 
ciple of  air,  cannot  admit  of  an  argument,  and  the 
various  appearances  of  the  atmofphere,  with  regard 
to  muddinefs  or  clearnefs,  muft  in  a great  meafure 
depend  upon  this  fubftance. 

Rut  the  moft  important  ingredient  of  the  air  is  a 
fubftance  which  our  fenfes  never  have  acknowledg- 
ed, and  yet  no  one  I believe  with  reafon  can  doubt 
of  ids  exifience.  This  is  what  is  called  by  modern 
chemifls,  and  efpecially  modern  philofophers,  Phlo - 
giflon.  This  fubftance  is  evident  in  the  compofition 
of  many  bodies,  to  which  it  gives  not  only  new  che- 
mical properties,  but  likewife  mechanical  powers. 

b 2 That 
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That  it  may  exifl  in  air  is  evident  from  its  being  ex- 
tracted from  thofe  bodies  where  it  is  known  to  re- 
fide,  and  from  its  conftituting  the  bafis  of  all  the 
airs  which  are  acknowledged  to  be  impure  and  un- 
fit for  the  refpiration  of  animals.  That  it  exifts  in 
atmofpherical  air  is  likewife  evident,  from  the  expe- 
riments by  which  an  air  more  pure  than  common 
air  is  produced  by  depriving  it  of  this  fubflance. 

An  acid,  earth  and  phlogifton  may  juftly  be  fup- 
pofed  then  to  form  that  fubflance  which  is  well 
known  by  the  name  of  air,  and  which  hath  been 
imagined  to  be  the  caufe  of  epidemical  difeafes.  It 
is  the  beft  fitted,  probably,  for  the  purpofes  of  ani- 
mal life,  as  thefe  are  mixed  in  their  due  proportion. 
Upon  what  its  elaflicity  depends,  and  of  confe- 
quence  its  denfity  and  lightnefs,  moifture  and  dry- 
nefs,  heat  and  cold,  all  which  have  great  influence 
on  the  animal  machine  is  not  fo  well  afcertained. 
And  indeed  the  attrahent  and  repulfive  powers  of 
nature  are  acknowledged,  but  cannot  be  fo  eafily 
explained;  and  the  new  difcoveries  upon  air,  by 
which  it  appears  that  almofl  all  bodies  may  by 
means  of  heat  be  rendered  volatile  or  put  in  the 

form 
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form  of  airs,  are  only  referring  to  a principle  of 
which -we  have  but  very  incompetent  ideas. 

Rut  to  enquire  more  particularly  into  that  (late 
of  the  air  which  renders  it  mo  ft  impure  : — We  have 
already  obferved,  that  all  the  impure  artificial  airs 
abound  with  phlogifton  as  they  are  derived  from 
thofe  fubftances  which  are  known  to  have  fuch  a 
body  incorporated  in  their  nature.  A teft  likewife 
hath  been  difcovered  by  which  we  may  know  whe- 
ther the  common  air  is  over  faturated  with  it,  or 
how  to  feparate  it  from  it.  This  is  by  applying 
the  fame  mode  of  judgment  to  the  common  air  as  to 
the  factitious  ones.  All  air  derived  from  phlogif- 
tic  bodies  is  found  to  occupy  lefs  fpace  than  thofe 
which  have  lefs  connection  with  them.  Nay,  air 
has  been  fo  phlogifticated  as  not  to  occupy  any 
fpace  at  all.  It  is  not  fo  eafy,  however,  to  find 
the  diminution  of  air  without  a good  deal  of  trou- 
ble ; another  method  therefore  of  afcertaining  this 
point  has  been  difcovered  by  a faturation  with  phlo- 
gifton of  common  air  by  means  of  air  which  is 
more  phlogifticated,  viz.  the  nitrous  air  (made  by 
the  combination  of  a metallic  fubftance  and  the  ni- 
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trous  acid).  Such  a teft  of  impure  air  then  being 
provided,  it  hath  been  eafy  to  fhew  what  are  the 
fubftances  which  produce  it,  and  of  which  I fhall 
give  a fhort  claffical  enumeration, 

I.  All  fubftances  in  a ftate  of  inflammation,  or 
affedled  much  by  heat,  but  moftly  thofe  which  are 
known  to  abound  with  phlogifton,  fuch  as  charcoal, 
candles,  & c, 

II.  The  calcination  of  metals,  which  are  known 
to  be  brought  into  their  ftate  of  malleability  by 
means  of  feme  inflammable  body, 

III.  Inflammable  fubftances  themfelves,  as  oil 
of  turpentine,  fpirit  of  wine,  liver  of  fulphur, 
white  and  red  paints,  fulphur,  and  filings  of  iron, 
&c, 

IV.  Bodies  in  a ftate  of  putrefaftion,  and  the 
vapours  which  arife  from  them,  which  feem  to  me 
to  have  a peculiar  effeft,  and  to  a6l  in  a different 
manner  from  the  others;  but  this  will  be  hereafter 
explained ; efpecially  as  by  fome  late  experiments 

the 
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the  air  of  bog-houfes,  &c.  have  been  found 
to  be  very  little  different  from  the  common. 

V.  The  air  which  is  breathed  by  animals.  This 
is  found  to  be  very  impure,  and  Dr.  Priestley 
has  founded  a theory  upon  it  by  deriving  it  from 
a phlogiftic  procefs  which  is  perpetually  carrying 
on  in  the  fyfiem,  and  promoted  by  the  heat  of 
the  body.  1 fhould  rather  think  it  depended 
more  upon  the  fame  principle  as  the  lad  article. 

VI.  Alkaline  fubftances,  as  lime,  volatile  and 
fixed  alkali,  but  in  mixture  with  metals  and  fome- 
times  with  acids. 

VII.  The  ele£lric  fpark.  This,  as  it  fo  often 
infefts  the  air,  nay,  as  perhaps  the  air  is  conftantly 
in  an  ele6tric  Hate,  and  fome  little  events  of  this 
kind  are  continually  occurring,  it  is  worth  while 
to  pay  confiderable  attention  to  this  fubjeft.  It 
feems  to  me  to  be  the  great  pabulum  of  impurity, 
and  much  depends  upon  its  influence.  We 
have  difcovered  many  means  of  corre&ing 
its  more  powerful  effe&s.  It  is  to  be  hoped 

therefore 
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therefore  that  feme  future  experiments  will  de- 
termine upon  fome  mode  of  cure  for  thofe  which 
are  more  pernicious,  though  not  felt  perhaps  in 
fo  violent  or  terrifying  a manner.  Lightning  has 
generally  bee  n imagined  to  purify  the  air,  but 
that  is  only  by  the  concuffion  and  changing  the 
place  of  it. 

VIII.  There  are  many  other  fubftances  like- 
wife  which  have  been  difeovered  to  be  pofTeffed 
of  the  power  of  producing  this  effedl,  but  they 
all  either  belong  to  the  feveral  heads  we  have 
mentioned,  or  can  be  reduced  to  no  general  ar- 
ticle. There  are  fome  of  the  acids,  fuch  as  con- 
centrated vinegar,  fulphur  during  its  fublimation, 
nitre,  the  vitriolic  acid  air,  and  phofphorus,  to- 
gether with  diamonds,  which  have  been  men- 

O 

tioned  by  authors  as  contributing  to  the  diminu- 
tion of  the  air.  Nay,  the  molt  odoriferous  plants, 
as  well  as  animal  bodies  and  many  other  fub- 
ftances, are  fuppofed  to  contribute  their  fhare  to 
communicate  difeafe  and  deftru£tion  to  mankind. 
But  let  us  not  be  too  much  alarmed  at  fuch  con- 
fequences,  when  perhaps  our  own  folly  and  indi- 
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fcretion  may  be  more  efficacious  in  deftroying 
our  health,  than  this  voluminous  farrago  of  latent 
and  more  diffant  caufes.  Prepolfelfed  in  favour 
of  a fyffem,  we  are  too  apt  to  prejudge,  even  in 
the  faithful  decifions  of  experiment,  and  to  em- 
brace, perhaps  too  haftily,  Sentiments  which  agree 
with  our  theory,  but  which  a future  experiment 
would  entirely  overturn.  We  cannot  be  fur- 
prized,  therefore,  to  fee  gentlemen  of  the  bell 
chara£fer  differing  about  the  fame  experiment  and 
which  appears  by  each  to  have  been  faithfully 
made,  and  as  faithfully  delivered  to  their  readers. 
I cannot  help  fearing  that  fome  of  the  experi- 
ments with  regard  to  the  diminution  of  the  air, 
will  meet  with  this  fate,  and  efpecially  when  fome 
doubts  will  occur  from  the  fucceeding  theory, 
whether  the  nitrous  air  is  a tell  that  will  infallibly 
fuit  in  all  cafes.  I could  wiffi  the  experiments 
with  acids  were  better  ascertained.  The  Salubrity 
or  impurity  of  the  air,  muff  always  be  in  a fluc- 
tuating flate,  and  this  muff  depend  on  the  pre- 
valence of  thofe  fubje&s  which  compofeit;  or  it 
may  depend  on  another  caufe,  the  decomposition 
of  it,  and  its  purifying  or  noxious  ingredients, 

c being 
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being  let  loofe  and  fuffered  to  operate  by  them- 
felves.  Thus  an  acid  being  known  to  be  the 
caufe  of  its  purity,  a fuperfaturation  of  that  body 
muff  neceffarily  occafion  the  moft  healthy  hate ; 
phlogifton  being  found  to  be  the  caufe  of  its 
noxious  property,  when  that  prevails  it  may  pro- 
portionally be  unfit  for  animal  life.  Rut  fuppofe 
a body  fhould  be  found  which  will  attra£f  the 
acid  more  powerfully  than  the  phlogifton  does, 
a decompofition  of  air  will  take  place,  and  the 
phlogifton  being  let  loofe,  will  produce  all  the 
deleterious  effe£ls  of  phlogifticated  or  noxious 
air.  And  in  this  cafe  we  need  not  feek  for  the 
caufe  of  impurity  in  the  fuperfaturation  of  the 
air  with  phlogifton,  or  argue  that  the  bodies  which 
produce  phlogifticated  air,  are  themfelves  endued 
with  this  quality  ; it  will  be  fufficient  to  fhew 
that  they  have  a ftronger  affinity  with  acids 
than  with  phlogifton.  Experiments  indeed  can- 
not be  faid  much  to  favour  this  hypothefis,  but 
every  chemift  knows  how  much  a proper  mode 
of  operation  is  neceffary  to  bring  bodies  into 
their  fpheres  of  attra6fion.  And  perhaps  for 
want  of  knowing  this  mode  we  may  be  in  the 

dark 
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dark  with  regard  to  the  attra£lion  of  certain  bodies 
in  their  aerial  ftate  which  may  differ  from  what 
they  enjoy  in  their  more  folid  form.  The  ftrongeft 
union  in  chemical  bodies  is  found  to  be  between 
phlogifton  and  acid.  And  next  to  that  between 
acid  and  alkali.  The  former  is  well  known  in 
the  combination  of  fulphur,  and  the  latter  in  the 
neutral  falts  of  various  kinds.  The  effe6t  how- 
ever of  heat  in  deftroying  thefe  combinations,  feems 
to  lhew  that  by  altering  the  mode  of  operation  we 
leffen  the  force  by  which  thefe  fubftances  were 
conjoined.  Perhaps  too  by  fome  fuch  mode  we 
might  alter  the  force  of  their  attra6lion. 

We  may  fuppofe,  however,  fomething  of  this 
kind  to  take  place  in  the  atmofphere,  and  for  this 
reafon,  that  without  it  we  cannot  fo  well  account 
for  difeafes  occafioned  by  the  air,  and  with  it  we 
may  eftablifh  a theory  which  is  at  lead;  plaufible. 
A fuperfaturation  of  phlogifton  is  hardly  fufficient 
for  this  purpofe,  where  it  does  prevail,  the  effecl 
is  not  conftantly  attached  to  it,  and  that  is  often 
produced  where  there  is  no  probability  of  its  ex- 
iftence.  But  this  leads  to  the  fecond  obje£l  of 
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confideration,  or  the  dependence  of  epidemical 
diforders  on  the  impurity  of  the  atmofphere  which 
we  breathe.  But  before  I proceed  any  further  I 
would  wifh  to  relieve  the  reader,  by  informing  him 
that  by  epidemic  difeafes,  I do  not  mean  all  the 
complaints  occafioned  by  the  varieties  of  weather, 
&c.  That  is  indeed  the  true  meaning  of  the  word, 
and  as  fuch  is  adopted  by  Hippocrates  in  the  work 
which  I have  attempted  to  tranfiate,  but  for  want  of 
a better  word,  I am  obliged  here  to  transfer  it  to 
thofe  difeafes  which  are  infe£Iious,  which  for  many 
unforefeen,  as  well  as  forefeen  caufes,  frequently 
ravage  a country,  and  bring  the  greateft  number 
of  its  inhabitants  under  fubje£lion.  Such  was  the 
plague  in  former  days,  and  is  now  in  fome  coun- 
tries ; fuch  are  many  malignant  fevers  which  appear 
at  certain  feafons ; fuch  are  the  frequent  influenzas 
which  have  lately  appeared  in  Europe,  under  the 
form  of  coughs,  See. ; fuch  are  ulcerated  fore 
throats  and  the  fcarlet  fever  attendant  upon  them  ; 
fuch  very  commonly  are  confumptions  and  other 
pulmonary  and  hepatic  complaints ; and  fuch  are 
the  fmall  pox,  meafles,  See.  and  moil  probably  the 
venereal  difeafe  when  it  firft  began  to  infefl  man- 
kind 
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kind  v/ith  its  venom.  All  thefe  difeafes  are  of  the 
fame  kind,  and  feem  to  differ  more  in  their  degree 
of  malignancy  than  in  the  nature  and  variety  of 
their  fymptoms.  And  as  they  refemble  very  much 
thofe  difeafes  which  are  bred  in  clofe  and  confined 
places,  fuch  as  jails,  camps,  &c.  and  upon  the  bor- 
ders of  ftagnating  marfhes,  where  an  impure  air  is 
evident  to  the  fenfes  of  mankind ; it  is  mod  pro- 
bable that  they  muff  acknowledge  the  fame  caufe, 
tho’  under  a different  modification,  as  mentioned 
above,  viz.  a phlogifticated  date  of  the  air.  And 
here  I would  beg  leave  to  form  the  diftindtion  to 
which  I alluded.  In  camps  and  jails,  and  other  clofe 
places,  the  variety  of  corrupting  procelfes  which 
are  carrying  on  by  the  numbers  of  people  crouded 
together  in  fuch  a fmall  fpace,  and  breathing  over 
and  over  that  air  which  is  unfit  for  the  refpiration 
of  animals,  and  the  feveral  means  of  putrefaftion 
which  continually  occur ; give  every  reafon  to 
eftablifh  the  fa£t,  that  the  air  is  loaded  with  that 
fubftance  which  is  the  caufe  of  its  impurity.  At 
the  fame  time  however  it  evinces,  that  in  epidemic 
diforders  this  fubftance  muft  be  produced  in  a dif- 
ferent manner,  or  elfe  why  are  not  difeafes  pro- 
duced

duced  with  a malignancy  in  proportion  to  their 
caches ? Why  is  not  ajailfevera  worfe  diforder 
than  the  plague  ? 

From  the  hiftory  of  thofe  peflilential  difeafes 
with  which  mankind  have  been  infefted  from  time 
to  time,  it  appears  that  a peculiar  hate  of  the  at- 
mofphere  always  prevails,  and  this  ftate  is  the  fame 
as  what  produces  putrefaffion  in  animal  bodies, 
which  are  deprived  of  life  and  of  vegetables  like- 
wife  under  the  fame  circumftances.  This  has  been 
generally  great  heat  and  moifture  joined  together. 
But  thefe  are  not  all  that  is  neceffary  for  the  pur- 
pofe,  for  if  that  were  the  cafe,  as  in  dead  bodies 
indeed  does  happen,  they  would  produce  a fimilar 
effe6!  in  a room  which  was  well  adapted  to  it. 
And  tho’  a putrid  malignant  fever  fimilar  to  the 
jail  fever  may  be  produced  by  thefe  means,  yet  I 
believe  no  one  will  advance  that  the  plague  or  the 
fmall  pox  was  ever  generated  by  them.  Thefe  and 
other  epidemic  difeafes,  feem  to  depend  upon  a 
peculiar  ftate  of  the  atmofphere  in  general,  and  not 
upon  any  particular  part  of  it  as  affefled  by  heat 
and  moifture.  Nay,  perhaps  this  heat  and  moifture 
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themfelves  may  derive  their  origin  from  the  fame 
caufe,  and  thus  inftead  of  being  the  fource  of  fuch 
difeafes,  may  be  a fynchronous  effecl  with  them. 

The  myfleries  of  nature  are  fo  difficult  to  evolve, 
and  upon  the  befl  philofophy  as  we  afcend  high  in 
the  fcale  of  caufes,  there  refts  fuch  an  obfcurity, 
that  all  the  knowledge  and  experiments  of  men 
are  little  better  than  conjeSlures  ; it  is  to  be  hoped 
then  that  I fhall  be  excufed  if  in  this  fubjeSl  of  fuch 
infinite  importance  to  mankind,  I fall  fhort  of  what 
I am  at.  Indeed,  I would  only  wifh  to  venture 
upon  a theory  which  if  it  be  found  fallacious,  can- 
not injure  mankind  in  the  idea.  And  if  it  be  not 
truth,  it  may  be  at  leafl  a well  advifed  caution.  In 
the  natural  world,  the  experience  of  mankind  hath 
difcovered  the  caufe  of  all  the  great  revolutions 
which  have  happened  in  it,  of  earthquakes,  volca- 
noes and  thunder.  The  fame  caufe,  viz.  the  elec- 
tric fire  hath  had  a very  confiderable  influence  upon 
the  atmofphere,  and  every  one  is  fenfible  how 
much  animal  and  vegetable  life  is  fubjeSf  to  its 
controul,  and  that  not  only  from  the  fhock  of 
lightning,  but  even  previous  to  that  effe6L  We 

have 
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have  feen  likewife  that  it  is  the  caufe  of  great  im- 
purity in  the  air.  And  tho’  in  artificial  experi- 
ments the  drynefs  of  the  air  is  neceffary  to  excite 
the  ele6tric  fire,  yet  that  does  not  feem  to  be  requi- 
fite  in  natural  explofions,  where  a degree  of  moif- 
ture  is  required,  and  every  one  is  acquainted  with 
the  effeff  of  heat  at  fuch  times.  There  feems  then 
to  be  a difpofition  in  the  atmofphere  at  certain 
times,  from  what  caufe  we  cannot  fo  eafdy  afcer- 
tain,  to  let  fall  its  phlogiflon,  probably  by  a decom- 
pofition  from  the  attraffion  of  fome  fubflances 
to  its  other  conffituent  particles.  The  confequence 
of  which  muff  neceffarily  be  a change  of  its  nature, 
and  poffibly  to  occafion  in  the  air  and  earth,  thofe 
violent  effeXs  which  we  have  juft  mentioned.  Cyan 
we  quefiion  then  its  capacity  of  producing  difor- 
ders  in  the  animal  conffitution,  over  which  we  may 
obferve  every  little  change  of  the  atmofphere  to 
have  fo  much  influence  ? 

Some  kind  of  proof  too  may  be  derived  from  his- 
torical faffs,  if  they  be  allowed  to  have  any  con- 
nexion in  this  place.  (1)  Warm  countries  are 
moff  fubjeX  to  epidemical  difeafes.  They  are  like- 

wife 
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wife  moil  fubje£l  to  thunder,  to  earthquakes,  tor- 
nadoes, &c.  (2)  The  cultivation  of  the  earth, 

which  hath  in  the  more  temperate  climes  ren- 
dered the  effe&s  of  thunder,  &c,  lefs  injurious, 
hath  at  the  fame  time  eradicated  peftilential  dif- 
eafes.  (3}  The  ceffation  of  earthquakes,  &c.  to 
any  degree,  have  kept  pace  likewife  with  their 
abolition.  (4)  The  Aurora  Borealis,  which  feems 
to  me  to  be  a means  of  carrying  off  from  the  at- 
mofphere  the  ele£lric  fluid,  never  appeared  in 
England  ’till  long  after  the  laft  great  plague,  and 
that  phenomenon  is  feldom  vifible  in  thofe  coun- 
tries where  it  now  prevails.  (5)  The  laft  influ- 
enza in  England  occurred  at  a time  when  the 
air  feem’d  to  be  peculiarly  ele&ric;  when  there 
were  very  frequent  ftorms  of  thunder  and  light- 
ning during  the  whole  year;  and  an  earthquake 
was  felt  in  the  weftern  parts  of  the  kingdom  in 
the  month  of  September,  and  again  about  the 
fame  time  the  year  following.  (6)  It  is  recorded 
by  writers  on  the  plague,  that  people  are  very 
often  ftruck  dead  in  the  ftreets,  in  a fimilar  man- 
ner to  thofe  who  are  killed  by  lightning ; nay, 
this  is  fometimes  to  be  obferved  when  the  plague 

d does 
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does  not  prevail,  and  only  a fudden  blaft  fweeps 
over  the  ground  and  deffroys  all  the  vegetables 
and  animals  which  it  finds  within  its  courfe.  (7) 
It  has  been  remarked  likewife  that  thofe  people 
who  have  been  killed  by  lightning,  as  well  as 
cattle,  have  been  fubjeSl  almoft  immediately  to 
putrefa£tion. 

From  the  concurrence  of  all  thefe  circum- 
flances,  may  we  not  conie6ture  that  the  fame  caufe 
maybe  the  origin  of  both  thefe  effe6ts.  And  as  a 
quantity  of  phlogifton  is  acknowledged  in  one 
cafe,  as  it  hath  a great  {hare,  tho’  by  a different 
modification,  in  occafioning  fa£titious  air,  and  as 
it  is  by  no  means  inadequate  to  the  effe6t  we 
would  wifh  to  afcribe  to  it;  it  feems  probable 
that  we  are  not  far  from  the  truth  in  this  fur- 
mife.  It  only  remains  to  be  confidered  what 
fubffance  can  have  this  effect  upon  the  air;  and 
from  the  conflant  folution  of  air  in  water,  from 
the  difficulty  with  which  phlogifton  is  combined 
with  it  in  the  fa£fitious  noxious  airs,  and  from 
the  eafe  with  which  acids  of  all  kinds  are  joined 
with  it,  nay  the  greedinefs  with  which  they  are 
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attra£led  by  it ; it  may  be  fuppofed  that  water  is 
always  robbing  the  air  of  its  acid  more  or  lefs,  and 
of  confequence  where  there  is  a compleat  fatura- 
tion  of  phlogifton  mull  let  that  fubftance  go  free, 
and  of  confequence  the  air  become  noxious.  This 
then  may  be  the  fubflance  which  by  fome  peculiar 
mode  of  action  may  produce  the  effect  we  have 
mentioned,  viz,  fuch  a ftate  of  air  as  occafions 
epidemical  diforders.  If  we  confider  too,  that  the 
endemial  difeafes  occafioned  by  marfh  miafmata 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  low  places,  muft  be  attri- 
buted to  fome  fuch  caufe,  our  fentiments  will  in 
a great  meafure  be  confirmed. — The  only  obje6iion 
to  them  is,  that  water  contributes  to  purify  foul 
air:  but  in  fuch  experiments  a large  quantity  of 
water  is  made  to  operate  upon  a fmall  quantity  of 
air,  and  by  this  means  it  may  imbibe  not  only  the 
acid,  but  the  phlogifton  likewife. — And  as  it  is  only 
in  fome  rare  and  very  diftant  inftances,  when  a 
truly  epidemic  difeafe  is  produced,  the  quantity 
of  phlogifton,  and  the  mode  of  operation  neceffary 
for  the  effe£f,  may  yet  want  to  be  accounted  for. 

The  fum  of  our  idea  then  upon  this  fubje6l  is 

d 2 the 
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die  following,  dial  die  procatarCtic  caufe  of  epi- 
demical contagious  difeafes  is  the  impurity  of  the 
air  ; that  this  is  occafioned  by  a quantity  of  phlo- 
giflon  let  loofe  from  its  combination  in  the  air,  by 
means  of  water  attra6ling  from  it  the  acid  which 
kept  it  in  folution.  How  this  can  ad  upon  the 
human  frame  fo  as  to  produce  the  effeft  afcribed,  is 
an  important  confideration,  and  therefore  worthy 
of  notice. 

We  have  already  advanced,  that  all  infectious 
difeafes  depend  in  a great  meafure,  if  not  folely, 
upon  the  air.  This  will  be  more  evident  if  we 
confider  the  means  by  which  they  are  produced, 
Thefe  are  either  by  expofure  to  the  fame  kind  of 
air,  or  by  contagion  more  immediately  of  one  fick 
perfon  with  the  other,  The  former  needs  no 
proof,  and  the  reafon  why  all  perfons  are  not 
equally  affected,  muft  depend  on  the  peculiar  dr- 
cumflances  of  the  confutation,  or  the  methods 
adopted  to  prevent  the  difeafe  from  taking  place. 
The  latter  is  not  fo  apparent.  It  feems  probable 
however,  that  there  is  a peculiar  atmofphere  of 
impurity  which  furrounds  the  fick,  and  thus  not

only  adds  fuel  to  the  caufe  of  the  difeafe,  but  like- 
wife  by  its  own  power  produces  the  fame  effeCh 
This  however  is  only  enlarging  the  remote  caufe. 
The  more  proximate  by  which  it  affeCts  the  animal 
body,  feems  to  be  derived  from  the  fennentatory 
procefs  which  is  the  conftant  work  of  phlogifton 
in  all  parts  of  nature.— Wherever  we  fee  bodies 
producing  upon  contaCf  with  each  other  an  elaftic 
fluid,  or  changing  their  nature  from  an  attraCHve 
to  a repellent  hate,  (unlefs  this  is  done  by  heat, 
and  that  effeCt  it  is  not  our  bufmefs  to  explain,) 
we  may  be  certain  of  the  prefence  of  phlogiffon, 
and  it  is  by  this  fubftance  that  all  the  factitious  air 
is  produced,  and  ah  fermentatory  proceffes  are 
occafioned.  The  word  fermentatory  procefs  there- 
fore is  what  we  (hall  adopt  in  this  place  for  all 
effedfs  of  this  kind,  Now  there  is  a peculiar  dr* 
eumftaoce  which  attends  fueh  a procefs  or  fermen- 
tation with  regard  to  animals  and  vegetables,  and 
that  is,  that  the  metis  of  a very  Bn  all  quantity 
of  fuch  matter  in  this  date,  from  whatever  caufe 
derived,  communicates  the  fame  quality  to  a 
mafs  which  before  was  quiefeent,  let  it  be  ever  fo 
large.  And  althcf  living  fubftances,  either  animal 

or 
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or  vegetable,  are  by  fomethmg  in  the  powers  of 
life  protebied  from  a fpontaneous  degeneracy  into 
fuch  a date,  which  is  always  produced  when  they 
are  dead,  yet  the  aflimilation  upon  the  accefs  we 
mentioned  above  is  condantly  produced.  Upon  the 
quantity  of  air  in  an  inelaftic  date  in  bodies,  their 
cohedon  feems  to  depend  ; the  converfion  of  it 
therefore  into  an  eladic  or  repuldve  date,  mud 
dedroy  that  cohefion,  and  of  confequence  produce 
diforders  in  the  fydem,  and  derange  all  the  func- 
tions by  which  life  can  alone  be  fupported.  Hence 
it  is,  that  almod  all  Phyficians  have  attributed  the . 
mod  violent  of  the  epidemical  difeafes  to  putre- 
faction, which  is  only  another  name  for  the  pro- 
cefs  we  have  been  defcribing. 

It  may  be  neceffary  perhaps  to  enquire  into  the 
nature  of  thofe  difeafes,  which  are  prevalent  under 
the  chara£ter  of  epidemics  and  contagious  com- 
plaints. The  mod  virulent  of  them,  and  indeed  of 
any  diforder,  and  which  often  reigns  with  fuch 
violence  as  to  fweep  off  a great  proportion  of  the 
inhabitants  of  thofe  countries  where  it  rages,  is 
what  is  in  England  denominated  the  Plague.

This  difeafe,  it  hath  generally  been  obferved,  is 
moft  common  in  warm  countries  bordering  upon 
the  fea,  or  fome  large  extenfive  marfhes,  or  over- 
grown woods : And  fromthofe  places  it  is  imported 
into  other  countries  where  it  prevails,  more  pro- 
perly by  infedtion,  yet  it  is  more  or  lefs  deleterious 
in  proportion  to  the  heat  and  moifture  of  the  fea- 
fon,  the  cleanlinefs  of  the  inhabitants,  and  their 
expofure  to  great  lakes,  or  other  large  bodies  of 
water.  The  attack  of  it  is  like  that  of  all  thofe  dif- 
eafes  which  arife  where  putrefa6lion  is  acknowledg- 
ed to  be  the  caufe.  Great  depreffion  of  fpirits,  and 
a weaknefs  of  the  animal  powers,  with  fome  erup» 
tion  either  of  the  phlegmonous  or  erylipelatous 
kind  are  generally  its  concomitants.  Hence  the 
greateft  danger  is  foon  apparent,  and  the  hiftories 
of  cures  are  fo  very  {lender,  that  the  beft  way  of 
managing  it,  is  by  efcaping  the  difeafe.  I believe 
it  hath  been  feldom  known  to  rage  in  England 
alone,  and  it  is  generally  brought  from  the  more 
fouthern  countries.  Its  fpread  however  is  enorm- 
ous, and  it  extends  generally  through  all  Europe, 
after  it  hath  once  palled  into  any  of  the  improved 
countries  of  that  region.  Great  pains  have  been 

taken 
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taken  to  prevent  its  ravage,  and  it  has  been  little 
known  for  this  laft  century.  But  as  much  perhaps 
may  be  due  to  the  alteration  of  the  manners  and  food 
of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  great  cultivation  of  the 
ground,  with  the  drying  up  of  marfhes,  and  de- 
ftruflion  of  woods  and  forefts ; as  to  the  mere 
Hopping  of  the  infe£lion  by  quarantines,  which  by 
the  bye  are  not  ftri£tly  obferved ; or  to  other 
fchemes  which  at  firft  might  be  purfued,  but  are 
now  grown  obfolete,  and  of  courfe  can  be  of  no 
ufe.  This  difeafe  however  doth  not  feem  to  be 
abfolutely  eradicated  even  in  thefe  countries ; it 
hath  perhaps  only  loft  its  malignity  and  thofe  dire- 
ful fymptoms  with  which  it  was  formerly  accompa- 
nied.— We  are  very  frequently  vifited  with  difeafes 
from  the  fame  caufe  which  prevail  as  univerfally 
amongft  the  inhabitants,  but  feldom  terminate  fo 
fatally  with  us.  They  are  frequently  however 
of  a very  alarming  nature  ; and  there  is  no  doubt 
but  that  they  are  communicated  from  the  air,  as 
well  as  from  infection.  Poftibly  they  may  origi- 
nate even  in  this  region,  but  what  the  ftate  of 
the  air  is  in  which  they  arife,  or  the  places  where 
they  begin,  depend  on  too  minute  circum- 
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fiances  exactly  to  afcertain,  at  leaf!  we  have  not  ob- 
tained a fufficient  hiftory  of  the  viciffitudes  of  the 
atmofphere  for  the  purpofe. 

Another  difeafe  which  feems  evidently  to  de- 
pend on  the  fame  caufe,  is  the  Small  Pox.  This 
however  is  not  fo  apparent  as  the  former.  Rut  it 
is  a diforder  of  fo  peculiar  a nature,  and  depends 
fo  much  on  infection,  and  is  fo  ftrikingly  commu- 
nicated by  the  air,  if  it  doth  not  originate  in  it, 
that  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  fource  from 
whence  it  fprings.  It  is  however  generally  com- 
municated by  topical  infection,  or  at  leaf!  from 
that  atmofphere  which  furrounds  the  fick  perfon. 
This  may  perhaps  not  be  fo  common  as  is  ima- 
gined, and  its  increafmg  or  ceffation  agreeably  to 
the  direclion  of  the  winds  or  the  hate  of  the  wea- 
ther, feems  to  argue  a dependence  on  fomething 
more  than  local  contagion.  Nay  its  hidden  ac- 
ceflion  in  fome  places  where  no  infection  can  be 
traced,  and  in  others  where  for  years  perhaps  it 
hath  not  been  known,  as  well  as  its  hrft  appear- 
ance,  which  was  not  many  centuries  paft,  and  that 
in  the  torrid  zone,  feem  to  determine  its  depend- 
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ance  on  the  caufes  to  which  we  have  attribut- 
ed it. 

But  what  fhall  we  fay  to  another  difeafe  which 
feems  to  depend  entirely  on  the  will  of  the 
patient.  We  are  very  much  in  the  dark  with 
regard  to  the  origin  of  the  lues  venerea,  nay  when 
it  firft  appeared  is  a matter  of  doubt.  It  will  be 
manifeft,  I think,  from  the  Tranflation  which  is 
here  offered  to  the  public,  that  no  difeafe  of  this 
kind  prevailed  in  the  time  of  Hippocrates.  In- 
deed he  enumerates  fome  of  its  fymptoms,  but 
chaftity  muff  have  been  much  more  in  fafhion  than 
it  is  at'prefent,  or  his  pages  would  have  abounded 
with  dreadful  accounts  of  its  ravage.  Some  have 
attributed  it  to  America,  and  have  dated  the  pe- 
riod of  its  rife  in  Europe  from  the  difcovery  of  that 
Continent.  I rather  think  the  contrary,  and  that 
it  has  been  carried  from  hence  into  that  region. — 
It  feems  to  me  like  all  other  putrid  difeafes,  to  have 
arifen  from  a peculiar  concurrence  of  circumftances 
which  never  arofe  before,  nor  perhaps  may  ever 
arife  again,  and  affeHing  in  a certain  manner  the 
genital  parts,  made  them  the  means  of  communi- 
cation 
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cation  of  fome  part  of  the  difeafe.  When  once  a 
communication  of  this  kind  is  eftablifhed,  and  the 
proper  means  of  prevention  is  not  difcovered,  it  is 
inconceivable  how  far  it  may  be  carried;  nay  I 
don’t  know  how  it  can  be  flopped,  but  by  a deftruc- 
tion  of  the  means,  and  that  feems  to  be  impoflible. 
An  epidemic  difeafe  arifing  therefore,  and  leaving 
behind  fuch  fymptoms,  is  no  improbable  means  of 
accounting  for  its  origin,  and  we  leave  the  vices  of 
mankind  to  account  for  its  progrefs. 

The  pfora  and  other  eruptions  of  that  kind  feem 
to  be  more  truly  epidemical,  and  this,  as  fome 
have  imagined,  whether  they  depend  on  animal- 
cula,  which  infeft  the  fkin  or  not,  Thefe  animal- 
cula  muft  refide  in  the  atmofphere,  and  mull  be 
owing  to  fuch  a ftate  of  it  as  will  afford  them  nutri- 
ment and  generation.  But  the  animalcula  feem, 
if  they  always  exift,  to  be  rather  the  effete  than  the 
caufe  of  the  difeafe,  which  tho’  generally  arifing 
from  infe£iion,  may  depend  on  fome  flight  blafts 
of  air,  which  will  only  fix  with  any  venom  where 
dirt  and  uncleanlinefs  afford  them  an  afylum.  Nay 
perhaps  thefe  things  may  by  their  putrefeent  nature 
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occaiion  that  Hate  of  the  air  which  gives  rife  to  the 
difeafe. 

The  next  objedf  of  confideration  is,  whether  by 
any  attention  to  the  hate  of  the  air,  and  to  this 
view  which  we  have  taken  of  it ; we  can  attempt 
an  amendment  of  a body  fo  large,  fo  fludfuating, 
and  fo  uncertain.  It  may  be  faid  too  that  it  would 
hardly  repay  us  for  our  pains  if  we  could  effedf  it. 
The  Plague,  it  may  be  advanced,  hath  deferted  us 
for  many  years,  the  Small  Pox  is  reduced  by  Ino- 
culation to  a very  trifling  difeafe,  and  the  various 
Influenza’s  that  occur  at  different  times,  are  more 
alarming  than  dangerous,  and  as  foon  as  they  are 
known  to  be  epidemical,  are  brought  under  a proper 
management.  In  anfwer  to  this  I would  fay,  Is 
it  not  better  to  prevent  a difeafe  than  to  cure  it  ? 
Does  not  every  difeafe,  tho’  of  the  flighted  nature, 
leave  behind  it  fome  difagreeable  confequences  ? 
To  what  befides  can  we  attribute  the  Gout,  Rheu- 
matifms,  Phthifes,  and  many  other  chronic  dihem- 
pers?  Nay  may  not  medicines  themfelves  rack  and 
torture  the  animal  conhitution,  and  become  the 
parent  of  many  a direful  diforder  ? But  befides  all 

this. 
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this,  the  Plague  itfelf  is  not  at  fo  great  a dillance, 
but  that  by  great  negligence  and  inattention  to  the 
caufes  which  give  rife  to  it,  it  may  eafily  be  in- 
troduced. Phylicians  therefore  ought  never  to  ne- 
glect that  proper  attention  which  is  due  to  every 
difeafe,  which  can  as  well  as  what  doth  infeft  their 
fellow-creatures.  They  fhould  always  be  upon  the 
watch  for  the  word  events,  and  be  as  able,  as  wil- 
ling to  attend  the  fick  under  the  misfortunes  of 
human  nature. 

That  air,  which  is  evidently  made  impure  by 
the  various  means  which  we  have  already  defcrib- 
ed,  may  have  its  deleterious  principles  dedroy- 
ed ; is  now  fully  eltablifhed  by  many  modern 
Philofophers,  whofe  names  are  too  well  known  to 
be  mentioned  in  this  place.  But  whether  the 
atmofphere  to  any  extent  is  not  too  unwieldy  to 
admit  of  more  than  a mere  local  amendment,  feems 
doubtful.  Let  us  do  however  all  that  is  within  our 
power,  and  extend  the  fphere  of  purity  as  far  as 
we  are  able.  It  would  be  a fatisfadlion  too  by  the 
means  offered  to  us,  if  regiders  were  kept  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  kingdom  of  the  date  of  the  air 
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in  this  refpe£t,  and  efpecially  when  any  diforders 
prevail.  It  might  be  of  ufe  too  if  the  eledric  ffate 
of  the  air  were  to  be  frequently  examined,  and 
by  this  would  be  known  how  far  that  condition  of 
this  element  correfponded  with  the  influence  of 
dileafes. 

To  reduce  however  the  means  by  which  it  may 
be  reafonable  to  fuppofe  the  air  might  be  amended, 
to  fome  kind  of  fyftem ; I fliall  confider  them 
under  the  different  heads  of  vegetation,  evapora- 
tion, abforption,  and  corre6tion  by  addition  of 
different  forts  of  fubftances.  In  the  firft  place, 
therefore,  it  has  been  difcovered  by  the  ingenious 
Dr.  Pr  iestly,  the  father  of  this  philofophy,  that 
plants  during  the  time  that  they  vegetate,  purify 
the  air,  nay  fome  plants  are  endued  with  the  qua- 
lity of  yielding  a new  kind  of  air  which  is  devoid 
of  phlogiflon,  and  which  he  has  called  for  that 
reafon  dephiogifticated  air.  The  means  therefore 
that  might  be  ufed  for  this  purpofe  would  be  by 
judicious  plantations,  kept  in  fuch  a manner  as  to 
be  properly  ventilated  and  admit  the  rays  of  the 
Sun  to  the  roots,  as  well  as  to  the  branches  of 
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the  trees.  By  this  means  all  moifture  which 
for  want  of  that  luminary  is  encouraged,  would 
be  prevented.  Large  forefts  and  wild  woods  in 
uncultivated  countries,  we  have  already  obferved 
to  produce  that  noxious  hate  of  the  air  which 
may  be  the  caufe  of  epidemical  difeafes.  But 
in  thofe  cafes  the  trees  are  planted  fo  clofe  toge- 
ther as  to  exclude  the  friendly  beams  of  the  Sun, 
by  which  a degree  of  moifture  equal  if  not  fupe- 
rior  to  a lake  of  like  extent  is  occafioned;  and 
befides  this,  the  rotting  of  the  leaves  and  fallen 
trees,  produce  a high  degree  of  putrefasftion,  which 
whilft  it  fupports  perhaps  the  growing  vegetable, 
muft  contaminate  to  a very  great  degree  the  at- 
mofphere  which  furrounds  it.  Plantations  there- 
fore, in  places  fubje6I  to  endemiai  difeafes,  fhould 
be  kept  as  clean  as  poiTible;  and  perhaps  the  bell: 
method  of  fecuring  this  effe£I,  is  by  having  them 
in  hedge  rows,  according  to  the  modern  huf- 
bandry.  They  fhould  always  be  made  too,  near 
large  lakes  or  marfhes,  for  the  benefit  of  peculiar 
fpots,  as  well  as  in  the  neighbourhood  of  cities 
and  populous  towns.  For  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  country  too,  they  might  be  made  upon 
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the  high  hills,  which  generally  are  left  barren 
and  ufelefs,  and  can  be  of  no  confequence  to 
■fociety.— — To  this  end,  likewife,  the  univerfai 
cultivation  of  this  country  may  in  a great  roeafure 
contribute,  and  when  it  dial!  be  every  where 
pra&ifed  to  cultivate  grades  with  corn,  and  to 
allow  of  no  fallows,  together  with  a general  in- 
clofure,  a perpetual  date  of  vegetation  will  be 
kept  up.  We  fee  then  that  not  only  the  benefit 
of  the  community  in  an  ceconomical  view,  but 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  is  intimately  con- 
nected with  a proper  cultivation  of  the  land. 

The  next  means  we  fhall  mention  of  purifying 
the  air  is  by  evaporation.  This  indeed,  tho*  lefs 
within  our  power  than  the  laft,  may  yet  be  prac- 
ticed in  fome  degree.  They  are  furprifing.  effe&s 
that  arife  from  heat  and  moifture,  viz.  coldnefs 
and  drynefs,  which  are  brought  about  by  evapo- 
ration. By  thefe  means  it  would  be  advantage- 
ous to  health.  But  it  is  found  by  fome  modern 
difcoveries,  that  vapour  firongly  attrafts  impure 
airs,*  caufes  an  ebullition  in  them,  and  deftroys 

their 
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their  noxious  quality.  How  it  may  be  ufed  to 
prevent  the  impurity  of  the  atmofphere,  or  at 
leaft  to  correct  it,  muff  be  left  to  the  improvements 
in  mechanifm.  It  may  however  be  ufed  with  eafe 
in  fick  rooms,  and  perhaps  in  fmall  diftri£ts. 
Should  that  dreadful  difeafe  the  Plague  ever  vifit 
us,  it  would  be  worth  while  to  keep  water  conftantly 
boiling  in  the  chimnies  of  the  houfes  which  might 
be  fuppofed  liable  to  infe£tion.  Something  of  this 
kind  may  likewife  be  ufed  in  Jails,  Hofpitals,  Camps, 
and  in  Holds  of  Ships. 

The  third  means  of  amending  the  air  was  by 
abforption,  and  as  few,  if  any,  bodies  which  are 
called  abforbent,  haVe  been  found  as  yet  to  attra£l 
the  acid  from  the  phlogifton,  but  will  abforb  them 
both  together,  a fufficient  variety  is  offered  to  our 
ufe.  They  can  hardly  be  applied  however  in  a 
quantity  fufficient  to  have  any  effe6t,  excepting  it 
be  in  rooms  and  fmall  diftri£ls.  Cultivation  how- 
ever affords  us  great  affiftances  in  this  particular, 
and  the  plough  and  the  Ipade  may  be  confidered 
as  beneficial  to  the  health  as  to  the  nutriment  of 
mankind.  In  cafes  of  alarm  the  public  ftreets 
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might  be  cover’d  with  lime  or  with  earth  for  this 

O 

purpofe,  and  indeed  if  fomething  of  this  kind  were 
frequently  introduced,  it  might  be  always  an  ad- 
vantage to  the  inhabitants. 

4.  The  fourth  means  of  correcting  the  air  is  by 
various  fubftances,  which  by  feveral  modes  of  ope- 
ration are  found  upon  experiment  to  produce  the 
effeCt.  All  of  them  cannot  be  employed  however 
upon  the  atmofphere,  and  fome  would  occalion 
the  contrary  to  what  we  wifh.  All  thofe  which 
can  properly  a&  this  way  muft  be  by  loading  the 
air  with  a greater  quantity  of  acid,  and,  as  appears 
from  experiment,  by  earth  likewife.  But  perhaps 
the  moft  practical  way  of  doing  it  would  be  by  ni- 
tre expofed  to  a confiderable  degree  of  heat,  after 
having  been  mixed  with  fome  inert  earth,  as  mi- 
nium,  chalk,  wood  afhes,  &c.  which  as  they  are 
cheap  fubftances,  might  be  employed  in  large  quan- 
ties  at  a very  fmall  expence.  Nitre  will  bum  very 
rapidly  with  two  thirds  its  quantity  of  minium 
when  wetted  and  ground  up  together  in  a pafte. 
I would  only  wifh  to  intimate  therefore  that  fome- 
thing of  this  kind  might  be  employed  in  thofe 
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places  where  malignant  diforders  are  much  to  be 
fufpefted.  And  it  would  be  worth  while  to  try 
it  in  thofe  countries  where  the  plague  hill  re- 
gularly prevails  every  year,  and  where  at  the  fame 
time  falt-petre  is  a native  produ6tion.

IN  the  autumn,  atTHASus,  about  the  Equinox,  and  the 

fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  there  was  much  rain,  conftant  and 
foft,  fuch  as  generally  falls  with  a foutherly  wind.  In  the 
winter,  the  South  wind  blew  at  firft,  but  was  fucceeded  by 
fmall  Marts  from  the  North,  and  attended  with  a confide- 
rable  fhare  of  dry  weather  : Upon  the  whole,  this  feafon  re- 
fembled  the  Spring  in  its  mildnefs.  The  foutherly  wind 
blew  principally  during  the  Spring,  which  was  cold,  and 
attended  with  fmall  rain.  The  Summer  was  generally  clou® 
dy,  and  free  from  rain.  The  Etertan  winds,  which  blow 
here  annually,  were  flight,  occurring  feldom,  and  at  a great 
diftance  of  time  from  each  other. 
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The  ftate  of  the  air  then  being  upon  the  whole  dry, 
'with  a South  wind,  which  was  juft  contrary  to  what  hap- 
pened the  year  before,  when  the  North  chiefly  prevailed; 
there  were  but  few  inflammatory  fevers,  and  thefe  were 
of  a mild  difpofition,  very  few  being  attended  with  hae- 
morrhages, and  much  fewer,  if  any,  with  death.  There  were 
many  which  were  accompanied  with  tumours  behind  the 
ears;  fometimes  on  one  fide,  and  fometimes  on  both.  Thefe 
happened  likewife  to  many  perfons  who  were  walking  about, 
and  free  from  fever,  tho’  a little  heat  attended  moft  of  them. 
None  of  thefe  tumours  were  injurious  ; nor,  as  is  ufual  with 
fuch  as  arife  from  other  caufes,  did  any  of  them  come  to  a 
fuppuration  ; but  they  were  of  a lax  nature,  large,  and  much 
diffufed,  without  inflammation  or  pain,  and  foon  vanifhed 
without  any  concomitant  flgn.  They  affedted  children, 
young  perfons,  and  thofe  who  were  arrived  at  years  of  matu- 
rity, and  efpecially  thofe  who  ufed  much  exercife,  yet  but  few 
women.  Many  perfons  were  troubled  with  dry  coughs,  they 
fpit  but  little,  nor  were  thefe  coughs  accompanied  with 
hoarfenels.  Many  at  this  time  had  inflammations,  attended 
with  pain,  break  out  in  one  or  both  tefticles,  with  fever  and 
without  it.  In  fome  thefe  complaints  were  very  trouble- 
fome;  but  in  the  reft,  who  did  not  want  the  care  of  the 

phyfician,  they  were  very  trifling.

Before  the  fummer,  and  even  during  that  feafon,  nay 
in  winter  likewife,  there  were'  many  who  had  been 
difpofed  to  a phthifls,  who  were  now  afflicted  with  that 
difeafe;  others  in. whom  it  had  been  dubious,  were  now 
confirmed  in  it.  In  fome  it  now  began  firft,  and  thefe 
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feemed  naturally  difpofed  to  it : Many,  nay  mod:  of  thefe 
died ; and  of  thofe  who  took  to  their  beds,  I fcarcely 
know  of  one  who  furvived  a very  moderate  time  : They 
died  in  a much  fhorter  time  than  ufual,  efpecially  where  they 
had  been  previoufly  feized  with  other  diforders  of  longer 
continuance,  and  joined  with  fevers  which  did  not  prove 
mortal,  of  which  mention  will  be  made  hereafter;  for  many 
of  thofe  who  recovered  from  the  difeafes  of  the  feafon,  were 
carried  off  by  a confumption.  Thefe  were  the  fymptoms 
with  which  they  were  generally  attacked  : Great  rigors 

preceding  the  fever,  which  kept  up  an  even  and  rapid  force, 
whild  it  laded,  and  never  leaving  them  altogether.  It  was 
of  the  nature  of  a femi-tertian,  one  day  being  flight  and  the 
other  more  vehement.  The  fweats  were  conflant,  but  not 
equally  diffufed.  The  extremities  were  generally  very  cold, 
there  was  feldom  any  heat  in  them.  The  dools  were  bili- 
ous, fmall,  without  any  mixture  of  foreign  matters,  loofe 
and  griping,  with  frequent  occafion  to  repeat  them.  The 
urine  was  thin  and  crude,  difcoloured,  and  in  fmall  quantity, 
having  a fmall  proportion  of  thick  fediment,  but  crude,  and 
by  no  means  critical  with  refped:  to  time.  The  fpitting 
with  the  cough  was  in  fmall  quantity,  and  thick,  well  digefl- 
ed,  but  brought  up  with  difficulty,  and  feldom.  But  in  thofe 
who  were  very  much  didrefled  there  was  not  the  fmalled  di~ 
gedion,  and  they  fpit  condantly  a crude  matter.  In  many  of 
them  the  fauces,  thro’  the  courfe  of  the  difeafe,  were  affe&ed. 
with  rednefs  and  inflammation,  with  a thin,  fmall,  acrimo- 
nious defluxion.  With  this  they  were  much  afflicted,  and 
wafted  away  very  fad.  They  grew  averfe  to  all  kinds  of 
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food,  and  even  to  drink  ; and  near  death  many  became  deli- 
rious. Thefe  were  what  happened  to  confumptive  perfons. 

In  the  fummer  and  autumn  there  were  many  fevers,  con- 
Eant,  but  not  violent.  They  were  of  fome  duration,  but  not 
to  thofe  who  were  afR idled  with  other  complaints.  The 
bowels  were,  in  many  perfons  very  little  disturbed,  but  fuf- 
fered  no  inconveniences  worth  mentioning.  The  urine  in 
many  was  free,  natural,  and  of  a good  colour,  but  thin;  yet 
concodted  about  the  crilis.  The  cough  was  not  troublefome, 
nor  was  the  expectoration  difficult.  There  was  no  averfi on  to 
food,  but  rather  a craving  for  it.  Upon  the  whole,  thofe 
who  became  confumptive  were  not  affedled  as  in  common. 
But  thefe  being  feized  with  rigours,  they  perfpired  a little ; 
others  were  attacked  with  vague  and  uncertain  acceflions,  nor 
did  the  fever  leave  them  fuddenly,  but  put  on  the  type  of  a 
tertian.  In  thofe  who  had  it  for  the  fhorteft  time,  the  crilis 
was  obferved  upon  the  twentieth  day,  but  in  many  on  the  for- 
tieth, and  in  fome  on  the  eightieth.  Nay  it  ceafed  altogether 
in  others,  where  it  was  more  wandering,  without  any  crilis  at 
all.  To  many  of  thefe  the  fever  returned  again  in  a ffiort 
fpace  of  time,  and  in  thefe  returns  it  obferved  regular  periods. 
In  many  cafes  it  was  prolonged  even  to  the  winter.  In  all 
thofe  who  complained  under  this  conftitution  which  is  here 
defcribed,  there  were  none  who  died  but  fuch  as  were  af- 
fedted  with  confumptions : Thofe  who  were  attacked  with  fe- 
vers efcaped  altogether. 
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TN  Thasus,  before  the  autumn,  not  in  their  proper  feafon, 
there  were  many  wintry  ftorms  of  fome  violence,  with 
North  and  South  winds,  and  great  moifture.  Thefe  happened 
at  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  and  before  they  fet.  The  win- 
ter was  attended  with  the  North  wind,  and  many  violent  falls 
of  fnow  j but  with  thefe  there  was  often  intermixed  ferene 
and  calm  weather.  The  cold,  however,  was  by  no  means 
inconfiderable.  After  the  winter  folftice,  and  at  the  time 
when  the  Well:  winds  begin  to  blow,  it  was  very  cold  ; there 
were  high  north  winds,  and  conftant  fnow  and  rain  ; the 
heavens  were  much  difturbed  with  high  winds  and  continual 
clouds,  and  this  kind  of  weather  lafted  even  to  the  Equinox. 
The  Spring  was  cold,  with  a North  wind,  rainy,  and  cloudy; 
nor  was  the  Summer  at  all  warm.  The  annual,  or  Etelian 
winds,  blew  conflantly  during  this  feafon  ; but  under  Ardtu- 
rus  there  was  a good  deal  of  rain,  with  a North  wind.  The 
year  upon  the  whole  then  being  moift,  cold,  and  ftormy,  in 
the  Winter,  people  found  themfelves  in  good  health  ; but 
upon  the  approach  of  Spring,  many,  nay  moll,  were  very  dif- 
agreeably  affedted. 

In  the  firft  place,  there  appeared  defluxions  upon  the  eyes, 
moift  and  crude,  attended  with  much  pain ; and  in  many, 
fmall  fordid  concretions,  breaking  out  with  difficulty  : Thele 
were  very  obftinate,  and  did  not  go  off  till  the  Autumn. 
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About  Summer  and  Autumn,  dyfenteries,  and  tenefmus’s, 
and  lienteries,  and  diarrhoeas  prevailed ; in  which  the  ftools 
were  in  fome  cafes  bilious,  loofe,  and  griping,  and  in  many 
watry.  In  many  there  was  a defluxion  upon  the  urinary  paf- 
fages,  attended  with  pain  and  ftrangury,  of  a bilious,  watry, 
Jflringy  or  ramentofe  and  purulent  nature,  which  did  not  arife 
from  any  defed  of  the  kidneys,  but  was  owing  to  a tranfla- 
tion  from  another  evacuation. 

There  were  likewife  vomitings  of  bile,  phlegm,  and  indi- 
gefted  food.  Thefe  were  accompanied  with  violent  fweats. 
And  in  all  cafes  there  was  an  appearance  of  great  moifture. 
This  was  evident  in  many  who  were  not  confined,  or  in  fe- 
vers, but  more  particularly  in  thofe  who  were  feized  with 
them } of  which  mention  will  be  made.  Many  became 
phthifical,  attended  with  fevere  pain.  But  now  about  the 
Autumn  and  Winter,  Fevers,  which  never  left  the  pati- 
ent, prevailed ; nay,  there  were  a few  inflammatory  and 
ephemeras,  fome  which  raged  only  in  the  night,  femiterti- 
ans,  pure  tertians,  quartans,  or  thofe  of  uncertain  intermif- 
fion.  Some  of  each  of  thefe  prevailed ; but  the  ardent  or 
inflammatory  were  few,  and  without  any  violent  fymptoms  : 
For  there  was  little  or  no  hemorrhage  from  the  nofe,  and 
that  only  in  a few  cafes.  None  were  affeded  with  delirium, 
and  every  thing  elfe  went  on  well.  An  exceeding  good  crifis 
was  formed  by  an  intermiflion  in  feventeen  days.  There 
were  none  that  I know  of,  which  terminated  fatally,  or  to 
which  a phrenzy  fucceeded.  But  the  tertians  were  both 
more  in  number  and  more  fevere.  They  proceeded  regularly 
thro’  four  revolutions,  or  intermiflions,  and  were  compleatly 
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judged  in  feven  ; nor  did  any  of  them  return.  The  quartans 
kept  a regular  courfe  from  the  beginning,  but  there  were  not 
a few  of  other  fevers  which  took  upon  them  this  type,  and 
thefe  continued  a long  time.  The  quotidians,  and  noctur- 
nals, and  irregular  intermittents,  continued  a long  while, 
both  to  thofe  who  went  about  and  thofe  who  were  confined, 
and  many  of  them  lafted  after  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  and 
through  the  Winter.  Many,  efpecially  children,  were  feized 
with  convulfions,  attended  with  fever  ; and  in  others  they 
fucceeded  the  fever.  Thefe  obferved  daily  revolutions,  but 
were  without  danger,  unlefs  that  arofe  from  fome  other  com- 
plaints. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  moil  common  were  fuch  fevers  as  ne- 
ver intermitted,  but  they  all  invaded  the  patient  in  the  man- 
ner of  a tertian  ; yet  they  were  one  day  flight  and  the  other 
fevere.  They  were  violent,  of  long  continuance,  and  attended 
with  pain.  In  the  beginning  they  were  flight,  but  increafed 
in  violence,  having  a paroxyfm  upon  the  critical  days,  after 
which  they  grew  worfe.  But  if  the  patients  were  a little  re- 
lieved, they  were  violently  affeded  between  the  fits,  and  on 
the  next  critical  day  were  much  worfe  than  before.  In 
thefe  cafes  the  rigors  were  frequent,  but  uncertain,  of  fhort 
continuance,  and  not  violent,  but  more  confiderable  than  in 
other  fevers.  The  fweats  were  violent,  but  few,  bringing 
no  relief,  but,  pn  the  contrary,  they  were  injurious.  There 
was  a great  coldnefs  of  the  extremities,  which  fcarcely 
ever  were  warm.  There  was  no  conftant  watchfulnefs,  tho’ 
it  was  confiderable,  and  at  times  the  patients  were  comatofe 
and  flupid.  The  bowels  were  very  much  diflurbed,  and  the 
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ftools  bad,  fome  of  them  of  the  worft  kind.  The  urine  was 
in  moft  cafes  either  thin,  crude  and  pale,  and  after  a Ihort 
time  a little  concofted,  but  without  any  critical  appear- 
ance, or  turbid,  without  any  fediment,  or  any  thing  fwim- 
ming  quite  unconcocfted  on  the  top,  feparate  from  the  reft; 
or  it  was  in  fmall  quantity,  but  of  a bad  kind,  the  crude 
part  uppermoft.  A cough  for  the  moll  part  attended  thefe 
fevers,  but  brought  neither  benefit  or  difadvantage  worth 
mentioning.  They  continued  a long  time,  and  were  very 
obftinate,  irregular,  and  without  concocftion,  having  no  de- 
termined crifis,  either  in  thofe  cafes  which  did  well  or  thofe 
which  ended  in  death.  If  any  intermitted  a little,  they 
quickly  returned  again.  There  were  fome  which  had  a crifis 
on  the  eightieth  day,  and  in  fome  of  thefe  there  was  a relapfe, 
fo  as  to  continue  through  the  winter.  Thefe  left  moft  perfons 
without  any  crifis,  which  happened  the  fame  to  thofe  who 
recovered  and  thofe  who  did  not.  But  as  there  were  various 
circumftances  in  thefe  fevers,  and  a very  great  uncertainty 
with  regard  to  the  crifis,  fo  one  of  the  moft  confiderable  and 
worft  fymptoms  was  an  entire  lofs  of  appetite,  and  this  es- 
pecially in  thofe  who  did  not  do  well.  Thirft,  however, 
was  not  improper  ; but  after  a long  courfe  of  time,  when 
there  was  much  pain,  and  great  confumption  of  body,  with 
a bad  habit,  there  was  a tranflation  of  humours  into  differ- 
ent parts,  which  was  either  greater  than  the  natural  ftrength 
could  fupport,  or  too  infignificant  to  bring  relief.  It  gene- 
rally turned  inward,  and  induced  bad  confequences.  From 
this  proceeded  dyfenteries,  tenefmus’s,  lienteries,  and  fluxes, 
and  in  many,  dropfies.  Alfo  there  were  great  naufeas,  and 
thefe  arofe  in  fome  either  with  the  foregoing  fymptoms,.  or 
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without  them.  Whatever  happened  violently  either  was 
borne  with  difficulty,  or  was  of  no  fervice.  Small  exanthe- 
mata appeared,  but  being  unequal  to  the  magnitude  of  the 
difeafe,  quickly  vanished,  as  did  al fo  tumours  behind  the 
ears  without  any  fign.  In  fome  there  was  a depofit  on  the 
limbs,  efpecially  the  hip,  and  in  a few  this  was  critical,  but 
it  loon  returned  into  the  habit. 

Some  perfons  died  of  all  ages,  but  chiefly  children  juft 
taken  from  the  bread,  and  fome  older  of  eight  or  ten  years  of 
age,  and  who  were  not  yet  arrived  at  puberty  : And  in  thefe 
many  of  the  above  fymptoms  appeared,  but  not  in  all.  But 
the  only  good,  nay  the  bed  fymptom  in  thefe,  and  which 
happened  from  a tranflation  of  the  humours,  was  a difficulty 
of  making  water,  or  ftrangury.  This  happened  likewife  to 
many  of  this  age  who  were  not  confined,  as  well  as  to  the  dif- 
eafed.  Upon  this  fymptom  a very  fudden  change  arofe  in  all. 
If  the  bowels  were  too  open,  they  became  coftive,  the  appe- 
tite foon  returned,  and  the  fever  became  mild  : but  the  ftran- 
gury itfelf  was  tedious  and  painful.  The  urine  was  more 
plentiful  than  before,  thick,  with  different  lhades  of  red 
in  colour,  and  fometimes  purulent,  and  was  attended  with 
pain.  Whoever  had  thefe  fymptoms  efcaped,  nor  do  I know 
of  any  who  died. 

But  in  thofe  cafes  in  which  there  was  no  danger,  and  where 
a concodtion  was  made  in  proper  time,  it  Ihould  be  confidered 
whether  the  tranflations  of  humours  were  good  or  critical 
flgns.  Concodtions  always  portend  a crifis,  and  fafety  from 
the  difeafe ; but  crudities,  or  inconcodtions  are  foon  conver- 
ted into  bad  tranflations,  or  a defedt  or  want  of  crifis,  or 
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pain,  or  a duration  of  the  difeafe,  or  death,  or  a relapfe.  What 
will  happen  from  thefe  fhould  be  confidered  from  other  cir- 
cumftances,  as  to  know  what  is  paft,  to  difcern  what  is  pre- 
fent,  and  to  predidt  the  future.  Aud  thefe  two  things  in 
difeafes  are  particularly  to  be  attended  to,  to  do  good,  and 
not  to  do  harm.  The  whole  art  of  medicine  may  be  circum- 
fcribed  in  three  diftindtions,  medicine,  the  lick-man,  and 
the  phyiician  who  is  the  minifter  of  the  art ; and  the  con- 
flict lies  between  the  fick-perfon,  the  phyiician,  and  the 
difeafe.  If  a fever  fhould  accompany  pain  and  heavinefs  in 
the  head,  or  if  thefe  fhould  happen  without  fever,  in  a per- 
fon  with  a phrenfy,  convulfions  would  fucceed,  elpecially  if 
attended  with  bilious  vomiting,  and  they  will  terminate  fa- 
tally. In  an  inflammatory  or  other  fever  with  a pain  in  the 
head,  and  a fenfe  of  weight  about  the  temples  ; if  a dark 
cloud  fhould  feem  to  obftrudt  the  fight,  and  there  fhould  be 
diftrefs,  with  dull  pain  about  the  praecordia,  it  betokens  an 
haemorrhage  from  the  nofe.  But  thofe  who  perceive  this 
fenfe  of  weight  over  the  whole  head,  and  are  affedted  with 
pain  in  the  ftomach,  and  naufea,  will  vomit  bile  and  phlegm. 
In  fome  cafes,  efpecially  in  children,  convulfions  will  follow. 
The  fame  will  happen  to  women,  with  pains  about  the  ute- 
rus. But  to  older  perfons,  and  who  have  loft  their  natural 
heat,  palfies,  mania,  and  blindnefs. 
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CONSTITUTION  the  T H I R D. 

A Little  before  the  rifing  of  Ardturus,  nay  during  the  ap- 
pearance of  that  conftellation,  there  was  much  rain  in 
Thasus,  and  the  wind  blew  brifkly  from  the  North.  But 
about  the  Equinox,  and  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  there  was 
moderate  rain,  with  a South  wind.  The  Winter  was  ftormy 
from  the  North,  with  great  drought,  cold  winds,  and  much 
fnow.  About  the  Equinox,  the  cold  was  intenfe.  The 
Spring  likewife  was  attended  with  northerly  winds,  generally 
dry,  with  fmall  and  cold  rains.  About  the  middle  of  Sum- 
mer there  was  much  rain,  and  great  cold  in  the  Dog-days. 
From  this  to  the  rifing  of  Ardturus  there  was  great  heat, 
with  warm  winds,  and  thefe  blew  conflantly,  and  with  fome 
violence,  but  there  was  no  rain.  The  Etefian  winds  blew  as 
ufual.  From  Ardturus  to  the  Equinox  there  was  much  rain, 
with  the  wind  blowing  from  the  South. 

Under  this  conflitution,  in  the  Winter,  there  were  many 
palhes,  and  fome  who  were  affedted  with  them  died  in  a fhort 
time.  This  difeafe  was  epidemic,  but  no  other  particularly 
prevailed.  But  rather  before  the  Spring,  inflammatory  fevers 
began,  and  raged  at  the  Equinox,  and  in  the  Summer. 
Thofe  perfons  who  were  feized  in  Spring  or  Summer,  in  ge- 
neral recovered,  a few  only  died ; whilft  to  thofe  who  were 
affedted  in  Autumn,  thefe  fevers  proved  fatal. 

The  following  were  the  fymptoms  which  attended  thefe 
fevers,  A plentiful  and  free  haemorrhage  at  the  nofe  was  a 
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fign  of  recovery,  and  I fcarcely  knew  any  who  bled  pro- 
fufely  in  this  manner,  under  this  conflitution,  who  died.  Phi- 
liscus,  indeed,  and  Epaminon,  and  Silenus,  to  whom 
this  bleeding  happened  on  the  fourth  and  fifth  day,  and  that 
in  fmall  quantity,  fubmitted  to  fate.  Moil  of  the  fick  were 
attacked  with  rigors  about  the  crifis,  efpecially  thofe  who 
had  no  haemorrhage ; but  this  rigor  generally  produced  a 
fweat.  In  fome  there  was  a yellownefs  on  the  fkin,  which 
appeared  on  the  fixth  day  : And  thefe  had  an  evacuation  by 
urine,  or  were  relieved  by  plentiful  ftools,  or  a large  hae- 
morrhage from  the  nofe.  As  for  inftance,  Heraclides, 
who  lay  fick  at  Aristocydes,  who  had  a very  profufe 
bleeding,  whofe  bowels  were  much  emptied,  and  who  made  a 
quantity  of  urine.  The  crifis  in  that  cafe  was  on  the  twen- 
tieth day,  not  as  in  the  fervant  of  Phanagoras,  who  having 
none  of  thefe  figns  died.  This  haemorrhage  broke  out  in 
moft,  but  efpecially  in  young  perfons  and  thofe  of  mature 
age,  and  thofe  died  who  were  not  affedted  with  it.  The 
older  perfons  had  the  yellownefs  in  the  fkin,  and  they  were 
difturbed  by  a purging  of  the  intefiines,  or  a dyfentery,  as 
happened  to  Bion,  who  lay  fick  with  Silenus.  In  the 
Summer  dyfenteries  became  epidemic,  and  thofe  who  were  ill 
of  the  other  difeafes,  and  had  the  haemorrhage  of  the  nofe, 
fell  into  this  complaint,  as  Mullus,  and  the  fon  of  Era- 
ton  is,  who  after  a profufe  bleeding  were  affedted  with  a 
dyfentery,  and  recovered. 

There  appears,  therefore,  to  have  been  a great  redundancy 
of  bilious  humour  in  the  blood.  For  about  the  crifis,  there 
was  not  only  no  haemorrhage  at  the  nofe,  but  tumours  which 
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had  appeared  behind  the  ears  vanifhed ; and  upon  this  there 
arofe  pains  in  the  fide  and  about  the  hips.  After  the  crifis 
likewife,  when  there  was  continual  pain,  and  pale  urine  was 
made,  there  happened  a fmall  haemorrhage.  About  - the 
twenty- fourth  day  an  abcefs  appeared,  or  there  was  a tranjla- 
tion  of  humours , after  an  haemorrhage,  in  Antiphontus, 
the  fon  of  Critobulus.  This  went  off,  and  a perfect  crifis 
was  made  on  the  fortieth. 

Many  women  fell  lick  at  this  time,  but  not  fo  many  as  the 
men,  and  fewer  died.  Many  had  difficult  parturitions,  and 
being  feized  afterwards,  moft  of  them  fell  a facrifice,  as  the 
daughter  of  Telobolus,  who  died  the  lixth  day  after  deli- 
very. In  many  during  the  fever,  the  menfes  appeared,  (and 
in  fome  a haemorrhage  at  the  nofe)  which  in  many  young 
girls  now  happened  for  the  firfb  time. 

In  fome  the  eruption  of  the  menfes  occurred  together  with 
the  haemorrhage,  as  in  the  daughter  of  Diatharsis,  in 
v/hom  this  evacuation  now  frit  arofe,  and  the  bleeding  at 
the  nofe  was  very  confiderable.  None  of  thefe  that  I know 
of  died,  but  fome  favourable  circumftance  generally  hap- 
pened. But  pregnant  women  who  were  affefted,  mifcarried, 
at  leaft  all  thofe  whom  I knew.  The  urine  was  for  the 
moft  part  of  a good  colour,  but  thin  and  with  a light  fedi- 
ment,  with  loofe  bilious  ftools.  In  many  in  whom  the  cri- 
fis was  different,  there  were  dyfenteries,  as  in  Xenophanus 
and  Critia,  and  in  thefe  the  urine  was  copious,  watry, 
free  from  other  matters,  and  thin;  and  about  the  cribs  a good 
fediment  was  made,  and  other  things  were  happily  determi- 
ned. 
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ned.  I will  mention  to  whom  thefe  things  happened.  Bion, 
who  lay  lick  with  Silenus,  Cratia  with  Xenophanus, 
the  fon  of  Areton,  and  the  wife  of  Ministratus;  all 
of  whom  were  affeded  With  dyfenteries : But  it  remains 
to  be  enquired,  whether  becaufe  the  urine  was  watry  or  no.

Many  fevers  about  the  time  of  Ardurus  were  terminated  by 
a cribs  on  the  eleventh  day,  and  thefe  buffered  extraordinary 
relap fes.  Many  perfons  likewife  at  this  time  became  coma- 
tofe,  efpecially  boys,  and  thefe,  more  particularly  than 
others,  died.  But  about  the  Equinox,  and  under  the  Plei- 
ades, and  in  the  Winter,  inflammatory  fevers  prevailed  ; and 
of  thefe  many  phrenfies,  of  which  a great  number  died,  yet 
few  of  them  occurred  during  the  Summer.  In  thefe  ardent 
fevers  the  danger  foon  appeared  ; for  a fmart  fever  at  firft  at- 
tacked the  patient,  with  a very  flight  rigor  or  fhivering, 
great  watchfulnefs,  anxiety,  and  third:,  accompanied  with 
a fmall  fweat  about  the  forehead  and  bread:  bones,  but  none 
over  the  whole  body.  The  delirium  was  violent,  with  great 
diftrefs  and  defpondency  y and  there  was  great  coldnefs  about 
the  feet,  and  efpecially  the  hands.  Exacerbations  arofe  on 
the  even  days,  and  in  mod:  cafes  great  pains  on  the  fourth, 
with  cold  fweats,  but  no  heat  in  the  extremities:  On  the 
contrary  they  were  cold  and  livid;  and  there  was  no  third:  af- 
ter this.  The  urine  was  black,  thin,  and  in  fmall  quantity, 
and  the  inteflines  were  bound.  There  was  no  haemorrhage 
at  the  nofe,  but  a fmall  quantity  iffued  from  it.  This 
brought,  however,  no  relief,  for  mod:  perfons  died  on  the  fixth 
day  in  a cold  fweat.  All  thefe  things  did  not  happen  to  thofe 
who  were  affeded  with  phrenfy,  for  this  was  often  deter- 
mined 


mined  by  a crifis  on  the  eleventh  and  on  the  twentieth  day,. 
Thofe  who  were  not  feized  with  the  phrenfy  in  the  begin- 
ning, on  the  third  or  fourth  day,  but  had  the  difeafe  gentle 
at  firft,  experienced  the  greateft  violence  about  the  feventh. 
There  were  many  affected  with  difeafe  at  this  timer  and  of 
them  many  died,  but  cfpeci.ally  young  perfons,  and  others  in 
the  flower  of  their  age,  and  thofe  of  a fmooth  fkin,  black 
hair,  and  bla.ck  eyes,  leading  a fedentary  life,  with  a high, 
florin,  and  rough  voice,  talkative  and  paffionate,  particularly 
women  of  this  kind  : Thefe  generally  died.  In  this  confti- 
tution,  thofe  who  recovered  were  relieved  by  the  four  fol- 
lowing figns  : A haemorrhage  from  the  nofe,  a large  quan- 
tity of  urine,  in  which  there  was  a confiderable  fediment, 
and  of  a good  kind,  a bilious  evacuation  of  the  inteftines, 
or  a dyfeniery.  And  fome  were  determined  not  by  one  of 
thefe  figns  only,  but  by  all,  and  where  they  powerfully  pre- 
vailed. All,  however,  who  had  them  recovered.  Women 
and  girls  alfo  experienced  thefe  figns,  and  they  were  of 
peculiar  benefit  to  them  in  forming  a crifis,  where  the 
menfes  at  the  fame  time  appeared ; and  I fcarcely  know  one 
of  thefe  in  whom  the  difeafe  terminated  fatally.  For  the 
daughter  of  Philo,  tho’  fire  had  a large  bleeding  at  the 
nofe,  yet  having  made  an  untimely  fupper  on  the  feventh 
day,  unfortunately  died. 

An  involuntary  flow  of  tears  in  thofe  who  were  attacked 
with  thefe  ardent  fevers,  and  whilfi:  other  fymptoms  were 
not  deleterious,  gave  an  expectation  of  an  haemorrhage  from 
the  nofe ; but  if  the  other  fymptoms  had  a fatal  tenden- 
cy, it  portended  death  rather  than  an  eruption  of  blood. 
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Tumours  appearing  behind  the  ears,  attended  with  pain* 
after  the  crifis  of  the  fever,  and  which  could  not  be  ap~' 
peafed  or  brought  to  fuppuration,  were  generally  diffolved 
upon  the  coming  on  of  a diarrhoea,  or  a dyfentery,  or  a fe- 
diment  in.  the  urine,  as  happened  to  Hermippus  of  Cla~ 
zomene.  The  judgment  that  was  formed  concerning  the 
crifis  was  fometimes  the  fame,  fometimes  different,  as  in 
the  cafe  of  two  brothers,  who  were  together  fick  at  the 
Theatre' of  Epigonis.  In  the  elder  of  thefe  the  crifis  was 
formed  on  the  fixth  day,  in  the  younger  on  the  feventh. 
They  both  relapfed  at  the  fame  hour,  after  the  fever  had 
intermitted  five  days ; and  in  this  relapfe,  the  crifis  was 
determined  in  both  on  the  feventeenth  from  the  beginning. 
In  many  a firft  crifis  was  formed  on  the  fifth,  the  iritermif- 
miflion  lafted  feven,  and  after  the  return,  the  crifis  was  on 
the  fifth.  In  fome  the  fir  ft  crifis  was  on  the  feventh,  the 
intermiffion  took  up  another  feven,  and  the  latter  crifis 
three.  In  fome  the  firft  wason  the  fifth,  the  intermiffion  was 
feven,  the  return  three,  then  there  was  an  intermiffion  of 
one,  and  a return  of  one.  In  others  the  firfl  was  made  on 
the  fixth,  then  there  was  an  intermiffion  of  fix  more,  and  the 
return  continued  three,  then  there  was  another  intermiffion 
of  one,  and  a relapfe  of  one.  This  happened  to  the  fon  of 
Evagontus,  of  Daitharsus.  In  fome  likewife  the  firft 
crifis  was  on  the  fixth,.  the  intermiffion  was  feven,  and  the 
fecond  crifis  was  on  the  fourth,  as  in  the  daughter  of  Ag la- 
id as.  All  thofe  who  were  fick  under  this  conflitution  ex- 
perienced a difeafe  of  this  type,  and  I knew  of  none  of  thofe 
who  recovered  who  did  not  fuffer  a relapfe,  according  to  the 
defcription  above ; and  all  thofe  that  I knew,  recovered  who 
had  this  kind  of  relapfe,  I do  not  remember  that  in  any 
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of  them  it  returned  another  time.  Moil  died  on  the  fixth 
day,  as  Epaminondas,  Silenus,  and  Philiscus  the  fon 
of  Antagoras. 

The  crifis  was  formed  in  thofe  who  had  tumours  behind 
the  ears  on  the  twentieth  day.  Thefe  were  generally  termi- 
nated by  refolution,  as  all  did  not  come  to  a fuppuration,  but 
there  was  a tranflation  of  the  humours  to  the  bladder.  In 
Cratistonactus,  who  lived  at  Heraclius,  and  the 
maid  fervant  of  Scymnus  the  Fuller,  there  was  a fuppura- 
tion, and  they  died.  In  thofe  who  had  the  criiis  on  the 
feventh,  and  there  was  an  intermilfion  of  nine  days,  the  fever 
returned,  and  another  criiis  was  made  on  the  fourth ; but  in 
thole  to  whom  the  firft  happened  on  the  feventh,  and  the 
intermilfion  laffced  fix  ; upon  the  return  the  next  crifis  was 
on  the  feventh,  as  in  Phanocritus,  who  lay  lick  at  Gna- 
tho  the  Painter  s. 

In  the  winter,  and  under  that  folftice,  nay  even  to  the 
Equinox,  there  were  many  inflammatory  fevers  and  phren- 
fies,  and  many  who  were  feized  with  them  died.  The  criiis 
was  various.  In  fome  it  happened  on  the  fifth  day  from  the 
beginning,  and  there  was  then  an  intermilfion  of  four  days.  It 
again  returned,  and  the  crifis  in  the  return  was  on  the  fifth  : 
Making  in  all  fourteen.  This  was  the  cafe  with  moll  boys, 
and  with  fome  grown  perfons.  In  fome  the  firft  crifis  was 
made  on  the  eleventh,  the  relapfe  on  the  fourteenth  ; and 
a perfedt  termination  on  the  twentieth.  In  thofe  who  were 
feized  with  a rigor  on  the  twenty-ninth,  a perfedt  crifis  was 
not  formed  till  the  fortieth.  There  were  many  who  had  ri- 
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gors  about  the  crifis,  from  the  beginning.  Thofe  who  had 
rigors  with  the  hr  ft  crifis,  had  them  with  the  crifis  in  the 
relapfe.  There  were  few  had  rigors  in  the  Spring,  more  in 
Summer,  ftill  more  in  Autumn,  and  moft  in  the  Winter. 
The  haemorrhages  from  the  nofe  had  now  ceafed. 


SECTION  III. 

gKILFUL  perfons  distinguish  difeafes,  {or  form  their  diag- 
noflics)  from  the  common  nature  of  all,  and  from  the 
peculiar  nature  of  each  ; from  the  difeafe  itfelf,  and  from 
the  patient  who  is  affedted  with  it ; from  thofe  things  which 
are  administered,  and  from  the  perfon  who  adminifters  ; 
(from  thefe  it  becomes  lighter  or  more  diStreffmg)  from  the 
general  or  particular  constitution  of  the  air,  and  the  country 
we  inhabit ; from  cuStom,  from  diet,  from  the  manner  of 
living,  from  the  different  age,  from  the  fpeech,  from  the 
behaviour,  from  the  filence  of  different  perfons  ; likewife 
from  their  thoughts,  from  their  Sleeping,  from  their  watch- 
fulnefs,  and  from  their  doling  ; in  fome  perfons  alfo  from 
their  fcratchings,  from  their  itching,  from  their  fears,  from 
the  paroxyfm  of  the  difeafe,  from  the  State  of  the  inteftines, 
from  the  urine,  from  vomitings,  and  from  Spittings.  Thofe 
things  likewife  Should  be  examined  which  portend  changes 
in  the  difeafe,  as  translations  of  matter,  or  a crifis,  as  fweats, 
rigors,  cough,  fneezings,  hiccough,  dyfpnaea,  eradiations, 
filent  and  noify  eruptions  of  wind,  and  haemorrhages  from  the 
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anus  : And  whatever  betides  is  the  confequence  of  thefe,  is 
to  be  confidered. 

Fevers  are  either  conilantly  upon  lick  perfons,  or  they 
leave  them  by  night  and  affedt  them  by  day,  or  they  affedt 
them  by  night  and  leave  them  in  the  day.  Thefe  are  ferniter- 
tians,  tertians,  quartans,  quintans,  weekly  and  of  nine  days 
continuance.  The  firft  fort  are  of  the  fmalleft  duration, 
the  moil  violent,  and  moil  fubjedt  to  danger.  The  fafeft  of 
all,  the  miluelt  in  its  nature,  and  of  the  longeft  continuance, 
is  the  quartan.  And  this  not  only  from  its  own  nature,  but 
as  it  alleviates  every  other  difeafe.  The  femitertian  ealily  be- 
comes conflant,  and  is  often  fatal.  Befides  that,  a phthilis, 
and  many  other  complaints,  are  apt  to  put  on  this  type. 
The  fever  which  occurs  at  night  is  not  deadly,  but  is  of 
long  duration.  That  which  happens  by  day  is  longer,  and 
often  is  fucceeded  by  a phthilis.  The  weekly  fever  is  long, 
but  not  fatal.  That  of  nine  days  is  Hill  longer,  but  in  the 
fame  manner  is  not  deleterious.  A tertian  has  a quic  crilis, 
and  is  fafe.  But  a quintan  is  the  world  of  all ; for  it  either 
precedes  a phthifis,  or  when  it  affedts  perfons  with  that  com- 
plaint, they  generally  perilh.  But  there  are  in  all  thefe  fe- 
vers, both  thofe  which  are  conflant  and  thofe  which  inter- 
mit, types,  conflitutions,  and  paroxyfms.  In  the  conflant 
there  is  an  acceffion,  a perfedtion,  and  a Rate  of  danger  : 
But  about  the  crifis,  and  along  with  the  crilis,  they  go  off. 
In  fome  they  begin  gently  and  foftly,  encreafe  every  day  with 
fome  new  acceffions,  but  about  the  crifis  and  at  that  time  are 
very  powerful.  In  others  they  encreafe  from  moderate  be-

ginnings  to  the  crifis,  and  then  go  off  mildly.  Thefe  things 
happen  in  almoft  every  difeafe,  as  well  as  fever. 

It  is  neceffary  to  confider  what  kind  of  food  is  to  be  given 
in  thefe  fevers,  and  for  this  purpofe  many  figns  are  to  be  exa- 
mined, both  thofe  which  have  been  mentioned,  and  thofe 
which  remain  : And  it  ought  to  be  confidered  and  examined, 
how  far  the  difeafe  is  dangerous,  or  how  acute  it  is,  or  how 
fafe,  or  whether  any  thing  fhould  be  given  or  not,  or  how 
much  and  what  is  its  nature. 

Thofe  fevers  which  have  exacerbations  on  the  equal  days, 
will  have  a cribs  on  the  equal ; and  thofe  which  have  accef- 
fions  on  the  unequal  will  be  determined  on  the  fame.  The 
equal  days  on  which  the  crifis  may  appear,  are  the  fourth, 
fixth,  eighth,  tenth,  fourteenth,  eighteenth,  thirtieth,  forty- 
eighth,  fixtieth,  eightieth,  and  hundredth.  The  unequal  are 
the  third,  fifth,  feventh,  ninth,  eleventh,  feventeenth,  twenty- 
firft,  twenty-feventh,  and  thirty-firft.  It  fhould  be  confidered 
alfoif  there  are  any  other  days  befides  thofe  mentioned  on  which 
a crifis  may  be  formed,  either  portending  danger  or  relapfe. 
We  fhould  alfo  give  our  attention  at  thefe  times  to  any  in- 
dications which  may  be  (hewn  to  health  or  injury,  or  to  difpo- 
fitions  for  the  worfe  or  the  better.  We  fhould  alfo  examine 
into  the  critical  termination  of  irregular  fevers,  and  quartans, 
quintans  and  feptans. 
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FOURTEEN  CASES  of  DISEASE. 

CASE  I. 

"OhilisCus  who  lived  near  the  walls,  took  to  his  bed  on  the 
firft  day  of  his  feizure  with  an  acute  fever ; he  was  dif- 
pofed  to  fweat,  and  had  a very  troublefome  night.  The  next 
day  all  his  fymptoms  were  aggravated,  but  after  a loofe  ftool 
from  a clydier  he  was  relieved,  and  had  a quiet  night.  On 
the  third  day  in  the  morning,  and  till  the  evening,  he  ap- 
peared to  be  free  from  fever;  but  about  the  evening  the  fever 
was  very  violent,  attended  with  fweating  and  third: ; the 
tongue  was  dry  and  parched,  the  urine  was  black,  he  had  a 
very  didxefiing  night,  dept  none,  but  was  very  delirious. 
On  the  next  day  every  thing  was  increafed,  and  the  urine 
continued  black.  In  the  night  he  was  much  eafier,  and 
the  urine  was  of  a better  colour.  On  the  fifth,  about  mid- 
day, a fmall  quantity  of  pure  blood  was  voided  at  the  nof- 
trils  ; but  the  urine  was  of  various  colours,  having  fome 
fmall  round  globules  refembling  femen,  floating  about  in  it, 
but  not  forming  any  fediment  at  bottom.  A fuppofitory  be- 
ing adminiflered,  produced  only  a fmall  quantity  of  wind. 
He  had  a troublefome  night,  with  little  deep,  was  very 
talkative  and  delirious,  the  extremities  were  cold,  nor  could 
any  heat  be  raifed  in  them.  He  made  black  urine,  dept  a 
little  the  next  day,  bnt  loll  his  voice  ; his  fweats  were  very 
cold,  the  extremities  became  livid,  and  about  the  middle  ot 
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the  day  (being  the  dxth)  he  died.  In  this  man,  at  the  dole 
of  the  fever,  the  refpiration  was  like  a perfon  calling  back, 
but  feldom  made,  and  of  long  duration.  The  fpleen  was 
elevated  in  a round  and  gibbous  form.  There  were  cold 
fweats  to  the  end,  and  the  exacerbations  were  on  the  equal 
days. 


CASE  II. 

CILENUS,  who  lived  in  Platamone,  near  the  houfe  of 
Evalcis,  from  fatigue  and  drinking,  and  unfeafonable 
exercife,  was  feized  with  a fever.  It  began  with  pain  and  a 
fenfe  of  weight  about  the  loins  and  in  the  head,  with  a dif- 
tenlion  of  the  neck.  On  the  firft  day  he  had  a loofe,  bilious, 
unmixed,  frothy,  and  high-coloured  (look  The  urine  was 
black,  having  likewife  a black  fediment.  He  had  great  third:, 
his  tongue  was  parched,  and  he  dept  none  in  the  night. 
On  the  next  day  the  fever  was  violent.  He  had  many  loofe 
and  frothy  ftools,  the  urine  was  black,  the  night  was  diftref- 
dng,  and  he  raved  a little.  On  the  third  day  every  fymptom 
was  aggravated,.  There  was  a great  diftenfion  of  the  hypo- 
chondria, on  both  fides,  extending  even  to  the  navel,  but 
foft.  The  ftools  were  loofe,  of  a blackifh  hue,  the  urine 
was  turbid  and  dark  coloured.  He  had  no  deep  in  the  night, 
but  talked  much,  intermixing  laughing  and  finging  : He 
could  by  no  means  be  quieted.  On  the  fourth  the  fame 
fymptoms  prevailed.  O11  the  fifth,  the  ftools  were  un- 
mixed, bilious,  loofe,  greafy  ; the  urine  thin  and  pelluced  ; 
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fome  dawns  of  reafon  appeared.  On  the  fixth  he  fweated  a 
little  about  the  head,  but  the  extremities  were  cold  and  livid. 
He  had  great  reftlefnefs,  no  ftool,  the  urine  continuing  the 
fame,  with  the  fever  very  high.  On  the  feventh  he  led;  his 
voice,  the  extremities  could  not  be  warmed,  and  he  made  no 
urine.  On  the  eighth  a cold  fweat  was  dirfufed  over  the 
whole  body,  accompanied  with  fmall,  red,  and  round  puf- 
tules,  like  lopfa  : They  continued,  and  made  no  tranda- 
tion.  The  inteftines  were  but  little  moved  ; the  ftools  were 
loofe,  indigefted,  and  painful.  The  urine  was  alfo  made 
with  much  pain.  The  extremities  were  a little  heated,  the 
deep  was  light,  but  the  coma  was  confiderable.  The  voice 
was  gone,  the  urine  thin  and  pellucid.  On  the  ninth, 
things  continued  in  the  fame  ftate.  On  the  tenth  he  could  not 
drink,  was  comatofe,  and  had  a little  deep  : His  ftools  were 
the  fame  as  before.  In  the  urine  was  a thick  fediment:  This 
was  like  dour,  and  white.  The  extremities  were  ftill  cold, 
and  on  the  eleventh  day  he  died.  From  the  beginning  to 
the  end,  the  refpiration  was  long  and  feldom,  and  there  was 
a conftant  palpitation  of  the  prsecordia.  He  was  twenty 
years  old. 


CASE  - III. 

A N acute  fever  feized  Heropiion.  He  had  very  flight 
ftools  and  a tenefmus  in  the  beginning,  but  afterwards 
the  ftools  were  loofe,  bilious,  and  in  fmall  quantity.  He 
was  without  deep,  and  the  urine  was  black  and  thin.  On 
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the  fifth  day  in  the  morning,  a deafnefs  came  on,  and  all  the 
fymptoms  were  aggravated.  The  fpleen  appeared  much 
fwelled,  and  there  was  a great  diftenfion  of  the  hypochondria. 
The  evacuations  by  ftool  were  few  and  black,  and  he  was 
delirious.  On  the  fixth  the  delirium  continued,  and  in  the 
night  a fweat  broke  out.  He  was  however  cold,  and  the 
delirium  flill  remained.  On  the  feventh  the  extremities  were 
very  cold,  and  he  became  thirfly,  but  was  flill  d.elirious.  In 
the  night  his  reafon  returned,  and  he  flept.  On  the  eighth 
he  had  much  fever,  the  fpleen  fubfided,  and  he  became  more 
reafonable.  He  complained  of  a pain  in  his  groin,  and  a 
tumour  appeared  in  the  direction  of  the  fpleen,  and  after- 
wards the  pain  palled  into  both  thighs.  He  had  a good 
night,  the  urine  was  of  a good  colour,  and  there  was  a fmail 
fediment.  On  the  ninth  he  fweat,  and  a crifis  was  made, 
the  fever  beginning  to  go  off  or  intermit.  On  the  fifth  it  re- 
turned again,  and  the  fpleen  was  tumified  : The  fever  was 
violent,  and  the  deafnefs  acceded.  On  the  third  day  after 
the  relapfe  the  fpleen  was  reduced,  and  the  deafnefs  was  lef- 
fened.  The  pain  again  feized  upon  the  limbs.  In  the  night 
he  fweat,  and  afterwards  on  the  feventeenth  day  the  criiis 
was  made  again.  He  was  not  delirious  during  the  relapfe. 


CASE  IV. 

IN  Thasus,  the  wife  of  Philinus  having  juft  before  been 
delivered  of  a daughter,  and  the  proper  difcharges  being 
made,  and  other  circumflances  favorable,  on  the  fourteenth 

day

day  from  delivery  was  feized  with  a violent  fever,  accompa- 
nied with  rigors.  She  complained  much  of  pain  about  the 
region  of  the  domach,  and  the  right  hypochondrium.  She 
had  alfo  pains  about  the  pudendum,  and  a fuppreflion  of  the 
difcharges.  But  a pefifary  being  applied  the  was  relieved 
there,  but  the  pains  of  the  head,  neck,  and  loins,  conti  - 
nued. She  had  no  deep,  the  extremities  were  cold,  and  fhe 
became  thirdy.  The  intedines  were  very  hot,  and  die  had  a 
dight  ftool.  The  urine  was  thin,  and  from  the  beginning 
very  pale.  On  the  night  of  the  dxth  day,  fhe  became  deli- 
rious at  fird,  but  her  reafon  afterwards  returned.  On  the 
feventh  die  was  thirdy,  and  had  bilious  dools.  On  the 
eighth  die  had  a new  rigor  and  this  was  fucceeded  by  a high 
fever.  She  had  alfo  convulfions  attended  with  pain,  and  die 
was  very  delirious.  A fuppofitory  being  adminidered,  die 
rofe,  and  had  a very  copious  dool  : She  did  not  deep  that 
night.  On  the  ninth  day  the  convulfions  returned.  On  the 
tenth  fhe  began  to  be  fenfible,  on  the  eleventh  die  dept, 
and  her  memory  returned,  but  almod  immediately  fhe  be- 
came again  delirious.  Whild  the  convulfions  were  upon 
her,  fhe  made  a quantity  of  pale  urine,  tho’  but  feldom,  and 
when  defired  by  the  attendants.  It  was  turbid  and  white, 
fuch  as  often  depofits  a fediment,  but  there  was  no  fuch  thing 
in  this,  but  in  colour  ond  thicknefs  it  refembled  that  of  cat- 
tle : Such  was  what  I faw.  On  the  fourteenth  palpitations 
had  feized  the  whole  body,  fhe  talked  much,  and  fometimes 
fenfibly.  On  the  feventeenth  her  voice  failed  her,  and  on  the 
twentieth  die  died. 
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CASE  V. 

rjF'HE  wife  of  Epicratus,  who  lay  fick  at  Archegetes, 
when  flie  was  near  her  time  of  delivery  was  feized  with 
a violent  rigor,  and  as  it  was  faid  did  not  grow  hot  after  it. 
The  next  day  no  alteration  arofe.  On  the  third  fhe  was  de- 
livered of  a daughter,  and  this  was  attended  with  every  fa- 
vourable circumdance.  Two  days  after  delivery  die  was 
feized  with  a violent  fever,  attended  with  pain  about  the  re- 
gion of  the  ftomach  and  the  pudendum  : Upon  the  applica- 
tion of  a pedary  the  lad  was  relieved,  but  fhe  was  attacked 
with  pains  in  the  head  and  about  the  loins.  She  had  no  deep 
that  night.  She  had  a few  bilious,  loofe,  and  unmixed 
dools,  and  the  urine  was  thin  and  dark  coloured.  On  the 
fixth  day  after  die  was  feized  with  the  fever,  die  was  deliri- 
ous in  the  night.  On  the  feventh  every  thing  was  aggrava- 
ted. She  was  without  deep,  fhe  was  delirious  and  thirdy, 
her  ftools  were  bilious,  copious,  and  high-coloured.  On 
the  eighth  die  had  a new  rigor,  and  dept  much  after  it.  On 
the  ninth  die  was  much  the  fame.  On  the  tenth  die  com- 
plained of  a pain  in  her  legs  and  about  the  ftomach,  with 
heavinefs  in  the  head,  but  without  any  delirium  ; fhe  dept 
much,  and  was  codive  in  her  bowels.  O11  the  eleventh  the 
urine  was  of  a good  colour,  having  a large  fediment,  and  die 
became  much  eader.  On  the  fourteenth  die  had  a frefh  ri- 
gor, and  a violent  fever  after  it.  On  the  fifteenth  the  dools 
were  bilious  and  yellow,  attended  with  vomiting.  She 
fweated  without  any  fever,  but  in  the  night  the  fever  was 
very  high,  and  the  urine  was  thick  with  a white  fediment. 
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On  the  fixteenth  the  fymptoms  were  aggravated  in  the  night, 
die  was  very  uneafy,  did  not  deep,  and  was  delirious.  On 
the  eighteenth  die  became  thirdly  and  the  tongue  was  parch- 
ed, flie  dept  none  but  raved  much  : She  had  likewife  great 
pain  in  her  legs.  On  the  twentieth  in  the  morning  die  had 
a fmall  rigor,  and  after  it  became  comatofe.  She  then  dept 
fweetly,  after  die  had  vomited  a fmall  quantity  of  black  bile. 
In  the  night  die  became  deaf.  On  the  twenty-fird  in  the 
morning  die  was  attacked  with  a dull  pain  in  the  left  dde, 
attended  with  a fmall  cough.  The  urine  was  now  thick  and 
turbid,  of  a red  colour,  but  without  any  fediment.  Other 
things  appeared  more  favorable,  but  die  was  not  free  from 
fever.  From  the  drd  die  had  a pain  and  rednefs  in  her  throat, 
the  uvula  was  loofe  and  enlarged,  and  an  acid,  diarp,  and  fait 
defluxion  continued  to  the  end.  On  the  twenty-feventh  day  die 
was  free  from  all  fever,  there  was  a fediment  in  the  urine,  but 
the  pain  in  the  fide  continued.  On  the  thirty-firfl  the  fever 
came  on  again,  and  die  had  bilious  ftools,  She  vomited  a 
little  bile  on  the  fortieth,  and  on  the  eightieth  a complete 
crifis  was  formed,  and  die  was  quite  recovered  from  this  fever. 


CASE  VI. 

A Violent  fever,  tho’  of  a vague  and  uncertain  type,  at- 
**■  tacked  Cleonactus,  who  lay  fick  with  Heracleus. 
He  complained  of  pain  in  his  head  and  left  dde,  and  his  limbs 
likewife,  with  great  laflitude.  The  paroxyfms  were  very  ir- 
regular, without  any  order,  fometimes  with  fweats,  fome-

times  without  them.  They  generally  happened  on  the  criti- 
cal days.'  On  the  twenty-fourth  his  hands  became  cold. 
He  vomited  fome  yellow  bile  in  large  quantity,  and  after 
fome  time  what  was  become  putrid,  and  by  this  he  was  re- 
lieved of  all  his  complaints.  On  the  thirtieth  he  had  a hae- 
morrhage from  both  noftrils,  and  this  happened  irregularly 
till  the  crifis.  Pie  had  no  averfion  to  food,  nor  was  thirfty 
the  whole  time,  neither  did  he  want  fleep.  The  urine  was 
white,  but  not  colourlefs.  On  the  fortieth  he  voided  red- 
di£h  urine,  with  a copious  fediment  of  the  fame  colour,  and 
after  this  he  began  to  recover.  The  urine  was  afterwards 
various,  fometimes  with  a fediment  and  fometimes  without 
it.  On  the  lixtieth  there  was  much  white  and  light  fedi- 
ment. All  things  remitted,  and  the  fever  went  off.  The 
urine  was  after  that  thin,  but  of  good  colour.  On  the  fe- 
ventieth  he  was  free  from  fever,  which  left  him  for  ten  days 
more.  On  the  eightieth  he  had  a fre£h  rigor,  fucceeded  by 
a fmart  fever : He  fweat  much,  and  the  urine  had  a light 
red  fediment. 


CASE  VII. 

METO  was  feized  with  a violent  fever,  and  fenfe  of 
weight  and  pain  in  the  loins.  The  next  day  after 
drinking  a large  quantity  of  water,  he  was  relieved  by  a 
happy  evacuation  by  flool.  On  the  third  he  had  gieat  hea- 
vinefs  in  his  head,  and  his  fcools  were  loofe,  bilious,  and  of 
a redd i 111  colour.  On  the  fourth  all  his  fymptoms  were  ex- 
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aggcratcd,  blood  flowed  twice  from  the  right  noftril,  he  had 
a reftlefs  night,  and  the  ftools  were  the  fame  as  on  the  third, 
but  the  urine  was  dark  coloured,  and  had  fomething  fwim- 
ming  in  it  of  the  fame  colour,  and  of  a loofe  texture,  and  not 
difpofed  to  fubflde.  On  the  fifth  he  had  a large  efflux  of  blood 
from  the  left  noftril,  he  fweat,  and  a crifis  was  made.  After 
the  crifis  he  became  watchful,  and  talked  irrationally.  The 
urine  was  light  and  blackifh.  Having  wafhed  his  head,  he 
llept,  and  his  reafon  returned.  This  difeafe  had  no  relap fe, 
but  a haemorrhage  from  the  nofe  frequently  happened  after 
the  crifis. 


CASE  VIII. 

RASIMUS,  who  lived  near  the  Cataradt  at  Boota,  was 
attacked  with  a violent  fever  after  fupper.  He  had  a 
troublefome  night.  The  next  day,  which  was  the  flrft  of 
the  difeafe,  he  lay  quiet.  On  the  fecond  every  thing  grew 
worfe,  and  in  the  night  he  became  delirious.  On  the  third 
he  was  in  much  pain,  and  was  ftill  without  reafon.  On  the 
fourth  he  was  much  worfe,  and  flept  none  at  all  in  the  night. 
He  dofed,  and  talked  much  as  in  dreaming,  but  was  very 
bad,  all  his  fymptoms  increafing,  and  portending  great  dan- 
ger. With  thefe  he  was  affedted  with  fear  and  with  pain. 
On  the  fifth  in  the  morning  he  was  fomewhat  compofed,  and 
was  quite  fenfible.  : But  about  noon  he  raved  much  again, 
and  was  exceedingly  uneafy.  The  extremities  were  cold  and 
livid,  and  the  urine  crude  : About  fun-fet  he  died.  To  the 
end  of  this  fever  there  was  a conftant  fweat,  and  a fwelling 
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of  the  hypochondria,  with  didendon  and  pain.  The  urine 
was  black,  with  round  fubdances  fwimming  about  in  it 
which  never  fubfided.  The  belly  was  loofe,  he  had  a con- 
tinual third:,  but  not  great ; and  at  the  time  of  his  death 
eonfiderable  convullions,  with  fweats. 


CASE  IX. 

/^>RITO,  in  Thasus,  whild  he  was  walking  about  was 
feized  with  a pain  in  his  foot,  which  began  in  his 
great  toe.  On  the  fame  day  he  took  to  his  bed,  with  fhiver- 
ings  and  lofs  of  appetite,  fometimes  indeed  growing  hot. 
In  the  night  he  was  delirious.  The  next  day  his  foot  was 
confiderably  fwelled  all  over,  and  was  very  red  and  much  dif- 
tended  about  the  ancle.  At  the  fame  time  there  arofe  in  the 
fkin  fmall  black  pudules,  the  fever  was  very  violent,  and  the 
delirium  was  furious.  The  dools  were  of  pure  bile,  but 
in  large  quantity.  The  next  day  he  died. 


CASE  X. 

CLAZOMENES,  who  lay  fick  near  the  well  at  Phry- 
nichida,  was  feized  with  a fever.  He  complained  at 
fird  of  a pain  in  his  head,  neck,  and  loins.  Then  he  was 
attacked  with  deafnefs,  and  he  could  not  deep.  The  fever 
became  violent,  and  the  praecordia  were  much  fwelled,  but 
not  didended.  The  tongue  was  dry.  He  was  delirious  on 
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the  night  of  the  fourth  day.  On  the  fifth  he  had  much  pain, 
and  other  fymptoms  were  increafed.  On  the  eleventh  they 
remitted  a little.  His  ftools  were  from  the  beginning 
to  the  fourteenth,  loofe,  copious,  and  watry.  The  urine  to 
the  end  was  light,  of  a good  colour,  and  had  a large  quantity 
of  loofe  matter  fwimming  about  in  it,  which  did  not  fubfide. 
About  the  fixteenth  the  urine  became  thicker,  having  a fmall 
fediment  in  it.  He  was  in  fome  meafure  relieved,  and  his 
reafon  was  a good  deal  reftored.  On  the  feventeenth  the 
urine  was  again  light,  and  tumors  arofe  behind  both  ears,  at- 
tended with  pain.  He  did  not  fieep,  but  was  delirious,  and 
complained  of  pain  in  his  legs.  The  crifis  happened  on  the 
twentieth,  he  being  quite  free  from  fever 4 he  did  not  fweat, 
and  was  perfectly  fenfible.  About  the  twenty-feventh  a vio- 
lent pain  arofe  in  the  right  hip,  but  very  foon  went  off.- 
The  tumors  behind  the  ears  neither  fuppurated  nor  were  re- 
folved,  but  continued  painful.  About  the  thirtieth  he  had 
a violent  diarrhoea,  with  many  watry  ftools  and  dyfentery  ■ 
the  urine  was  at  that  time  thick,  and  the  pain  of  the  ears 
was  appeafed.  On  the  fortieth  he  complained  of  pain  in  his 
right  eye  and  dimnefs  of  fight,  but  thefe  were  foon  relieved. 


CASE  XI. 

rJ1HB  wife  of  Dromeada,  having  been  juft  delivered  of 
a daughter,  under  every  favourable  circumftance,  was 
the  day  after  feized  with  a rigor,  which  terminated  in  an 
acute  fever.  She  complained  befides  on  this  firft  day  of  pain 
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about  the  praecordia,  with  an  averhon  to  food,  frequent  diiv- 
erings,  and  great  redlefnefs,  and  for  many  days  fine  had  no 
deep.  Her  refpiration  was  feldom,  deep,  and  drawn  back  as 
it  were  with  a fpafmodic  affedtion.  The  day  after  the  rigor 
die  had  a laudable  evacuation  by  dool.  The  urine  was  thick, 
white,  and  turbid,  fuch  as  often  is  feen  where  there  is  a fedi- 
ment,  but  no  fuch  thing  happened  in  this  cafe.  She  dept 
none  in  the  night.  On  the  third  day  about  noon  die  had  a 
fredi  rigor,  and  fucceeded  by  a violent  fever.  The  urine  was 
as  before,  but  the  pains  about  the  praecordia  and  the  difdain 
of  food  continued.  The  night  was  troublelbme,  and  die  did 
not  deep.  She  had  a cold  fweat  diffufed  over  the  whole  body, 
and  this  was  foon  fucceeded  by  warmth.  On  the  fourth 
the  pains  of  the  praecordia  yielded  a little,  but  die  had  great 
pains  and  heavinefs  in  the  head.  She  dozed  a little,  and 
fome  fmall  drops  of  blood  fell  from  the  nodril.  The  tongue 
was  parched,  and  die  was  thirfty  3 the  urine  was  light  and 
oily ; die  dept  a fhort  time.  On  the  fifth  Ihe  was  dill 
thirdy  and  difdained  food,  the  urine  was  the  fame  as  before  : 
She  had  no  dool.  About  the  middle  of  the  day  die  was  very 
delirious,  and  then  in  a diort  time  became  quite  fenfible. 
After  getting  up  die  fell  into  a dofe.  She  felt  fome  dight 
cold.  In  the  night  die  dept,  but  was  delirious.  On  the 
fixth  in  the  morning  die  had  another  rigor,  and  foon  after 
die  grew  warm  ; a fweat  diffufed  itfelf  over  the  whole  body, 
yet  the  extremities  were  cold  : She  was  dill  delirious.  The 
refpiration  was  feldom  made  and  deep.  A little  after,  convul- 
fions  came  on,  beginning  at  the  head,  and  die  foon  died. 
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XII. 


Man  when  he  was  very  warm  fat  down  to  fupper,  and 


drank  much.  He  vomited  during  the  whole  night,  and 
had  a violent  fever,  with  pain  in  the  right  praecordium,  and 
a confiderable  abfcefs.  He  had  a troublefome  night.  The 
urine  was  from  the  beginning  thick,  of  a reddidi  colour,  and 
without  any  fediment.  The  tongue  was  parched,  but  he  was 
not  very  thirfty.  On  the  fourth  day  the  fever  was  very  high, 
and  he  was  in  pain  all  over.  On  the  fifth  he  voided  a large 
quantity  of  light  oily  urine,  and  his  fever  continued  fmart. 
On  the  fixth  he  was  very  delirious  till  the  evening,  nor  did  he 
deep  in  the  night.  On  the  feventh  all  the  fymptoms  were 
aggravated,  but  the  urine  was  the  fame,  he  talked  much,  and 
was  exeecdingly  reftlefs.  He  had  fome  fharp,  watry,  and 
troublefome  ftools,  in  which  he  voided  fome  worms.  The 
night  was  troublefome.  The  next  morning  he  had  a frefh 
rigor,  and  fmart  fever  after  it.  This  was  fucceeded  by  a 
warm  fweat,  after  which  the  fever  difappeared,  but  he  did 
not  deep  much.  After  he  did  deep  he  was  very  coldL^and 
had  a copious  ptyalifm.  In  the  evening  he  was  very  deliri- 
ous, and  a Ihort  time  after,  he  vomited  a little  black  bile. 
On  the  ninth  the  coldnefs  continued,  with  great  delirium, 
and  he  had  no  deep.  On  the  tenth  he  was  feized  with  a 
pain  in  his  legs,  every  thing  encreafed,  and  he  was  quite  loft. 
On  the  eleventh  he  died. 
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A Woman  who  lay  fi.ck  upon,  the  diore,  in  the  third  month 
Iiof  her  pregnancy  was  feized.  with  a fever,  and  at  the 
lame  time  with  a pain  in  her  loins.  On  the  third  day  it  at- 
tacked her  head  and  neck,  fhoulders,  and  right  hand.  Im- 
mediately upon  this  die  loft  her  voice,  and  her  right  hand 
was  affedted  by  a convulfton  like  that  of  perfons  in  a palfy. 
She  wras  delirious,  the  night  was  very  troublefome,  and  fhe 
did  not  deep  She  had  fome  fmall  bilious  ftools.  On  the 
fourth,  the  tongue  was  entirely  paralytic,  fo  that  die  could  not 
fpeak  at  all;  and  the  convulfions  and  pains  continued  the  fame. 
About  the  prcecordia  there  was  a tumour,  with  pain.  She  did 
not  deep  that  night,  but  was  quite  delirious,  Ihe  had  fome 
ftools,  and  the  urine  was  ligh  t,  yet  of  a bad  colour.  On  the  fifth 
the  fever  was  very  violent,  as  well  as  the  pain  of  the  praecor- 
dia.  She  was  very  delirious,  and  had  fome  bilious  ftools. 
She.  fweated  in  the  night,  and  the  fever  left  her.  On  the 
fixth  her  fenfes  returned,  and  die  was  relieved  every  where, 
except  that  the  pain  of  her  left  fhoulder  continued.  She  was 
thirfty,  the.  urine  was  ftill  light,  and  die  did  not  deep.  On 
the  feventh  die  was  feized  with  a general  tremor,  was  a 
little  delirious,  .and  the  pains  of  her  clavicles  and  hands  con- 
tinued. She  was  relieved  in  every  thing  befides,  and  was 
quite  fenfible,  and  for  three  days  was  entirely  free  from 
fever.  On  the  eleventh  die  relapfed,  and  had  a fredi  rigor 
and  feveridi  accedion  ; but  on  the  fourteenth  die  vomited  a 
quantity  of  yellow  bile,  and  after  that  die  fweated,  and  the 
fever  came  to  a crifis.  CASE 
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CASE  XIY. 


MELIDIA,  who  lay  lick  near  the  temple  of  Juno,  began 
to  complain  of  pains  in  her  head,  neck,  and  bread:, 
and  immediately  was  feized  with  an  acute  fever.  The  men- 
Rrual  flux  appeared  at  the  fame  time,  but  in  fmall  quantity, 
and  the  pains  continued  with  them.  On  the  fixth  day  fhe 
became  comatofe,  had  a great  naufea  and  diflike  of  food,  with 
fhiverings  and  rednefs  in  the  cheeks.  She  was  a little  deliri- 
ous. On  the  feventh  fhe  fweated,  and  the  fever  left  her, 
but  the  pains  continued.  The  fever  returned  again,  and  fhe 
had  but  little  fleep.  The  urine  throughout  the  whole  was  of 
a good  colour,  but  thin  or  light.  The  evacuations  by  flool 
were  loofe,  bilious,  and  griping,  but  voided  in  fmall  quan- 
tity, were  of  a darkifh  colour,  and  very  offenfive  to  the  fmell. 
In  the  urine  there  was  a white  and  light  fediment : She 
fweated  profufely.  On  the  eleventh  day  a perfect  crifis  was 
made. 
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BOOK  II. 

SECTION  I. 


IN  Cranon  there  were  frequent  boils  during  the  Summer, 
and  in  the  great  heats  there  was  much  rain,  particularly 
from  the  South,  at  which  time  there  were  alfo  eruptions  on 
the  Ikin.  As  they  approached  to  a termination,  they  were 
attended  with  great  heat  and  itching.  Puftules  then  arofe 
like  burns,  and  were  affected  with  a fimilar  fenfation.  In 
the  violent  heats  of  Summer  fevers  appeared,  but  without 
any  fweat.  But  if  a fhower,  tho’  ever  fo  flight,  happened,  a 
fweat  broke  out  in  the  beginning.  Thefe  fevers  had  rather  a 
difficult  crifls  than  otherwife,  but  more  eafy  than  thofe  whofe 
fweat  arofe.  not  from  the  flate  of  the  air,  but  rather  from  the 
nature  or  type  of  the  difeafe. 

* Ardent  fevers  arofe,  efpecially  in  the  Summer,  and  at  other 
times  befides  ; in  the  Summer,  however,  they  were  lefs  re- 
lieved by  perfpiration. 

In  the  Autumn  particularly,  fome  perfons  were  fubjedt  to 
worms,  and  pains  in  the  ftomach,  and  tho’  thefe  difeafes  were 

not 
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not  malignant,  yet  they  continued  a long  time.  Afcarides 
tormented  them,  efpecially  in  the  evening,  agreeably  to  the 
feafon  of  the  year,  which  correfponds  to  that  part  of  the  day. 
They  were  very  fevere,  not  only  on  account  of  the  time  when 
pain  is  mod:  tedious,  but  from  their  own  power. 

In  the  Autumn  difeafes  were  very  violent,  and  attended 
with  death,  and  a reafon  may  be  affigned  for  this,  by  their  hav- 
ing a conftant  exacerbation  every  evening,  as  if  the  whole 
year  were  confined  to  a certain  number  of  paroxyfms.  For 
conftant  as  is  the  day  to  the  difeafe,  and  the  evening  to  the 
exacerbation,  fo  conftant  is  the  difeafe  to  the  conftitution 
of  the  feafon,  when  it  is  not  interrupted  by  foine  fpecies  that 
went  before,  or  by  fome  other  conftitution  a power  is  ob- 
tained. Thus  the  year  feems  to  keep  the  conftitution  to 
itfelf. 

But  at  certain  and  fettled  feafons,  and  when  the  weather 
was  temperate,  difeafes  of  a good  difpofition,  and  which  were 
eafy  of  folution,  appeared.  In  unfettled  feafons,  thofe  which 
were  inconftant  and  of  difficult  folution,  as  thofe  which  hap- 
pened at  Perinthus,  where  the  winds  blew  violent  or  mo- 
derate, and  where  either  great  wet  or  drought,  or  heat  or 
cold,  prevailed.  The  Spring  was  the  moft  healthy  feafon, 
and  the  leaft  fatal. 

In  the  beginning  of  a difeafe,  we  ffiould  conftder  if  it  be 
likely  to  come  to  a height.  This  will  be  evident  from  its 
increafing,  and  its  increafing  from  its  periods.  And  from 
thefe  the  crifis  will  be  difcovered  ; and  from  the  exacerbati-

ons  during  certain  periods,  whether  it  will  come  on  eahly 
or  no,  and  whether  it  will  occupy  much  time  or  not,  and 
whether  or  no  it  will  be  of  confiderable  violence ; and  from 
all  thefe  whether  likewife  it  will  be  condant  or  intermit,  will 
be  attended  with  wounds  or  expectorations,  with  pain,  or 
abfceffes,  or  any  other  phcenomena.  We  may  likewife  judge 
from  fome  common  things.  What  comes  on  quickly  will 
produce  a hidden  crihs,  what  more  howly  a more  deliberate 
one.  And  in  the  periods  between  the  exacerbations,  in  fome 
the  difeafe  continues  the  fame,  in  others  it  increafes.  Thofe 
who  die  fuddenly  have  a more  rapid  crihs,  as  well  as  more 
violent  and  condant  pains  -y  but  the  critical  figns  in  thofe 
who  do  well  do  not  fo  immediately  appear. 

The  appearance  of  a crihs  without  producing  any  effeCt, 
betokens  either  death  or  a difficulty  in  folution  : A premature 
crihs  whild  things  are  in  a crude  date,  a relapfe  ; but  if  they 
are  in  fmall  quantity,  a defedt  in  the  crihs ; and  if  they  ex- 
ceed, a bad  folution  of  the  difeafe.  Thofe  things  which  are 
formed  for  critical  hgns,  if  they  do  not  produce  a crihs,  pro- 
long or  perplex  the  difeafe ; but  if  they  aCt  contrary  to 
it,  they  indicate  fatality.  Now  not  only  thefe  things  pre- 
vent the  crihs,  but  thofe  which  from  their  original  na- 
ture, approach  towards  contraries,  no  lefs  than  thofe 
which  a6t  immediately  as  fuch.  For  thofe  are  often  bad 
figns ' which  have  only  a contrary  tendency.  This  ffiould 
be  conhdered  in  the  different  kinds  of  food,  a compref- 
hon  of  the  veins,  and  tumours  of  the  hypochondria, 
either  above  or  below.  Many  other  indances  might 
alfo  be  given,  as  the  haccidity  of  the  breads  in  caffs  of 
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abortion ; for  here  no  contrariety  appears,  no  more  than  in 
the  ceflation  of  a cough  upon  the  fwelling  of  the  tefficles. 
This  fwelling  of  the  tefficles  from  the  cough  fhews  a mutual 
concert  between  the  parts  of  generation,  the  voice,  the  tho- 
rax, and  the  breaffs. 

Tranflations  of  the  humours  are  made  by  the  veins  and  ar- 
teries, by  the  bones,  by  the  nerves  (or  tendons),  by  the  fkin, 
and  by  other  parts.  They  are  of  good  tendency  when  they 
are  made  below  the  feat  of  a difeafe,  fuch  as  varices  and 
heavy  pains  of  the  loins,  if  derived  from  a fuperior  part.  But 
the  beft  of  all  are  fuch  as  are  made  very  low  down,  far  below 
the  abdomen,  and  very  remote  from  the  difeafe,  and  thofe 
which  are  made  by  fome  emiflary,  as  a flux  of  blood  from 
the  nofe,  pus  from  the  ears,  expectorations,  and  urine  : And 
in  thofe  organs  likewife  which  have  no  excretion,  (in  which 
the  tranflation  is  made  difficultly)  as  in  the  teeth,  eyes,  nofe, 
and  fweat.  Likewife  in  whatever  breaks  out  upon  the  fkin, 
fome  difcharging  humours,  and  others  generating  matter  or 
pus,  and  fome  becoming  ulcers  j befldes  exanthemata,  and 
fcales,  a falling  off  of  the  hair,  vitiligines,  leprofy,  and  other 
eruptions  of  the  fame  kind,  which  arife  fuddenly  and  cover 
the  whole  body.  Thefe  are  not  unworthy  of  being  a means 
of  terminating  a difeafe,  as  happened  to  the  niece  of  Teme- 
neus,  who  in  an  acute  fever  had  lomething  breaking  out  by 
tranflation  upon  her  finger,  which  when  it  was  not  fufficient 
to  carry  off  the  difeafe,  receded,  and  fhe  died. 

Tranflations  are  made  by  the  veins,  inteffines,  nerves  or  fkin, 
and  are  carried  off  by  the  bones,  or  medulla  fpinalis,  or  fome 
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emiflaries,  as  the  mouth,  pudendum,  ears  and  nofe,  and  by  the 
uterus  in  the  flow  of  the  menfes,  This  lafb  brings  on  a crifls, 
the  day  after  women  are  affedled  with  pains  in  the  loins  or 
thighs,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  tranflation  of  a cough  is 
made  upon  the  teilicles,  and  from  one  tefliicle  to  another. 
Tranflations  of  a cough  upon  the  upper  part  of  the  abdomen, 
are  not  fo  beneficial  in  the  end.  Large  eruptions  of  blood 
from  the  nofe  make  the  moft  happy  terminations ; which  the 
phyficians  did  not  fufficiently  obferve  in  the  cafe  of  Hera-

Thofe  who  have  naturally  rough  voices,  have  likewife 
rough  tongues;  and  thefe  afperities  accompany  their  difeafes. 
But  then  they  arife  from  the  nature  of  the  organ,  not  from 
the  difeafe.  Thofe  of  a foft  nature  are  more  flow  in  receiv- 
ing a difeafe,  and  in  recovering  from  it.  We  fliould  confi- 
der  alfo  the  length  of  the  head  from  the  nature  of  the  food, 
and  the  length  of  the  neck  with  its  various  inflexions.  Alfo 
the  capacity  and  thicknefs  of  the  veins  from  the  fame,  and 
their ftreightnefs,  and  breadth,  and  fhortnefs,  and  exility,  from 
the  contrary.  Thofe  who  have  broad  veins,  have  their  bel- 
lies and  their  bones  broad,  they  are  generally  thin,  but  fat 
perlons  have  fuch  things  reverfed.  Thofe  who  ftarve  them- 
felves  are  in  a moderate  way.  We  fhould  confider  likewife 
what  thofe  things  are  which  increafe  the  body  : Alfo  the  dis- 
tance at  which  the  veins  are  placed  from  each  other. 

Ruptures  of  the  abdomen  which  are  made  above  the  pubis, 
are  immediately  attended  with  no  injury.  But  thofe  which 
happen  a little  above  the  navel,  on  the  right  fide,  bring  on 
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pain  and  anxiety,  and  a vomiting  of  the  excrements,  as  in 
the  cafe  of  Pittacus.  They  are  occafioned  by  a blow,  or 
laceration,  or  feme  other  adt  of  violence.  What  is  produced 
between  the  fkin  and  the  belly,  occafions  an  empbyfema  or 
tumour  of  wind,  which  is  very  troublefome.  It  puts  on 
a pale  colour  aproaching  to  white,  fuch  as  happens  in 
difeafes  of  the  liver,  and  from  this  arife  fuch  difeafes,  and  a 
jaundice  which  originates  in  the  liver,  and  foon  occafions 
this  difcoloured  fwelling  as  well  in  dropfical  as  leucophleg- 
matic  perfons ; whilfl  thofe  who  are  affedted  with  difeafes  of 
the  fpleen,  both  dropfical  and  jaundiced,  have  a blacker  hue 
in  their  fkins.  Ulcers  alfo  in  perfons  who  have  this  white 
appearance  are  cured  with  difficulty,  and  never  cicatrife,  but 
run  between  the  fkin,  as  happened  in  the  cafes  of  Antilo- 
chus  and  Aleva.  They  arofe  in  them  from  a fait  humour 
falling  down  under  the  fkin  from  the  head,  chiefly  upon  the 
lungs,  and  there  occafioning  an  inflammation. 

The  caufes  of  difeafes  alfo  are  objedts  of  confiderati- 
on,  whether  it  be  a pain  of  the  head  or  of  the  ears,  or  of 
the  pleura.  In  fome  likewife  a pain  in  the  teeth  is  a fign  of 
difeafe,  and  in  others  a fwelling  of  the  groin.  Where  ulcers 
arife  and  form  a crifis  in  a fever,  a&  well  as  tumours ; in 
the  cafes  where  no  fuch  things  happen  there  is  no  crifis,  but 
where  they  remain  within,  a certain  relapfe  may  be  pro- 
nounced. Where  there  were  very  loofe  and  crude  flools,  the 
feeds  of  millet  boiled  whole  in  oil  flopped  the  evacuation,  as 
happened  in  the  fon  of  a failor,  and  Myriochaune. 
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Woman  was  affeCted  with  a pain  in  her  flomach,  and 


nothing  would  continue  in  it.  Some  grains  of  barley, 
macerated  in  the  juice  of  quinces,  and  taken  once  a day,  flop- 
ped the  vomiting,  as  happened  likewife  to  Charion. 
Alterations  are  of  ufe  when  they  do  not  induce  dangerous 
fymptoms,  as  vomiting  occafioned  by  medicines  on  account 
of  a fever.  The  termination  of  a difeafe  by  unmixed  matters 
is  a mark  of  putrefaction. 

Serapis  after  a very  liquid  flool,  fwelled  in  his  body. 
He  had  an  itching  on  a certain  day,  but  it  did  not  continue. 
He  had  an  abfcefs  in  his  fide,  which  grew  black  (being  fpha- 
celated)  and  he  died. 

The  wife  of  Stymargus  after  a fmart  purging  of  her  in- 
teflines  for  fome  days,  became  coflive,  and  after  the  abortion 
of  a female  infant  of  four  months  recovered,  but  lhe  fwel- 


‘Moscho  who  was  dreadfully  troubled  with  the  gravel, 
had  a fmall  fpeck  on  the  upper  eye  lid,  on  the  fide  towards 
the  ear,  and  it  was  ulcerated  within.  On  the  fifth  or  fixth 
day  an  ulcer  difcharged  itfelf  from  the  inner  part : After 
that  it  was  refolved.  Then  there  arofe  a tumour  of  the 
glands  under  the  ears,  and  down  the  neck  in  thofe  which 
correfponded  to  thefe  parts.

EPIDEMICS. 


The  brother  of  the  wife  of  Aristzeus,  after  great  fatigue 
in  travelling  grew  warm,  and  a fmall  tumour  like  the  feed  of 
the  hr  tree  arofe  on  the  tibia.  After  that  he  was  feized  with 
a violent  fever,  and  the  next  day  he  fweated,  and  this  always 
happened  on  the  equal  days  along  with  the  fever.  His  fpleen 
was  now  affeded.  Blood  flowed  frequently  from  the  left 
noftril,  and  in  a fliort  time  the  crifls  was  formed.  The  day 
after,  a tumour  arofe  behind  the  left  ear,  and  on  the  next  day 
one  behind  the  right,  which  however  was  lefs  and  was  at- 
tended with  heat.  Both  of  them  fenflbly  vanifhed  away, 
and  did  not  arrive  at  fuppuration. 

A man  who  came  from  Alcibiades  had  a flight  fever, 
and  juft  before  the  crifls  he  had  a fwelling  of  the  tefticle  on 
the  left  fide.  He  had  befides  a large  fpleen.  The  crifls  of 
■his  fever  happened  on  the  twentieth  day  : He  then  grew  very 
warm  at  times,  and  fpit  up  a quantity  of  florid  blood. 

One  who  had  a cough,  but  fpit  nothing  of  confequence, 
loft  the  ufe  of  her  right  arm  and  left  leg.  She  was  not  al- 
tered in  any  thing  befides,  neither  in  her  countenance  nor 
underftanding  : Neither  was  there  any  thing  originally  excel- 
lent in  them.  She  grew  better  on  the  twentienth  day.  This 
was  at  the  time  of  the  flux  of  her  menfes,  and  perhaps  this 
was  the  firft  time  they  appeared,  for  fhe  was  a virgin. 

Apemantus,  and  the  father  of  that  fmith  who  broke  his 
head,  and  Nicostratus,  did  not  expedorate  with  their 
coughs.  They  had  however  great  pain  in  their  kidneys, 
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which  they  attributed,  upon  being  afked,  to  excefiive  eat- 
ing and  drinking.  .

Violent  pains  are  dillinguifhed  upon  infpedtion  from 
others,  by  the  dread  or  the  eafe  of  differing,  by  experience* 
or  by  being  previoufly  unacquainted  with  them.  Water 
which  mod  readily  becomes  hot  or  cold  is  the  lighted.  We 
want  experience  with  regard  to  meats  and  liquors,  to  know 
what  are  moll  profitable.  We  fhould  remark  that  a great  ef- 
flux of  blood  occafions  palenefs  of  the  countenance,  and  other 
things  of  the  fame  kind  as  they  occur  : Likewife  what  con- 
tributes to  moidure  or  drynefs,  to  heat  or  cold,  and  many 
things  which  may  be  difcovered.  The  abortion  of  a 
male  child  in  fixty  days,  enfures  fafety  to  the  mother  after 
delivery.  Hercules  fwelled  on  the  eighth  day  of  the  difeafe. 
A dyfentery  hath  the  mod  pain  which  is  attended  with  a te- 
nefmus.  A woman  who  fuckled  her  child  had  an  eruption 
upon  her  body,  which  went  off  in  the  dimmer  when  die 
weaned  it.

The  wife  of  the  tanner  who  prepared  fkins,  after  a fafe  de- 
livery, was  found  to  have  a remainder  of  fome  of  the  mem- 
branes  not  taken  away  ; it  came  off  on  the  fourth  day  with 
fome  violence  : For  die  was  troubled  with  a very  conddera- 
ble  drangury.  She  conceived  foon  after,  and  brought  forth 
a male  child,  but  die  was  for  many  years  affedted  with  the 
complaint  in  her  urine,  nor  had  die  her  menfes  afterwards. 
At  times  of  delivery,  the  drangury  left  her  for  a dibit  in- 
terval. . ... 
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A woman,  previous  to  her  conception,  complained  of  a 
violent  pain  in  her  hip.  It  went  off  upon  conception,  and 
returned  the  twentieth  day  after  delivery.  She  was  delivered 
of  a male  child.  In  another  pregnant  woman  there  broke 
out  puftules,  about  the  third  or  fourth  month,  upon  her 
right  leg,  and  on  her  right  hand  near  the  thumb  ; for  which 
frankincenfe  was  ufed.  I do  not  know  whether  fhe  was  ever 
delivered,  for  I left  her  on  the  feventh  month  ; but  fhe  lived, 
if  I do  not  miftake,  in  the  houfe  of  Arche laus  near  the 
rocks. 

The  wife  of  Antigonus,  who  lived  near  Nichomachus, 
brought  forth  a boy,  very  flefhy,  and  with  all  its  limbs  dif- 
tind,  but  it  was  no  more  than  four  fingers  in  length,  with- 
out any  bones,  and  thick  and  round.  She  was  affeded  with 
a fhortnefs  of  breath  before  delivery,  and  during  the  time, 
and  vomited  a fmall  quantity  of  pus,  fuch  as  is  voided  in  an 
abfcefs.  A woman  who  was  with  great  difficulty  delivered 
of  female  twins,  and  whofe  difcharges  were  not  compleat, 
fwelled  all  over,  and  after  that  her  belly  became  very  large, 
and  the  other  fwellings  fubfided.  Till  the  fixth  month  ffie 
had  a difcharge  of  blood,  and  after  that  the  fluor  albus  du- 
ring the  reft  of  the  time.  Thefe  fluxes  were  the  caufe  of 
great  pain  in  venery,  after  which  much  clear  blood  was  dis- 
charged. 

In  a long  continued  lientery  an  acid  emulation  which 
never  happened  before  was  a good  fign,  as  in  the  cafe  of  De- 
meneta.  This  may  be  attempted  by  art,  for  thefe  difeafes 
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of  the  bowels  may  be  altered,  and  then,  perhaps*  the  acid 
erudations  may  put  a flop  to  the  loofenefs. 

Lycia  who  was  cured  by  a draught  of  Hellebore,  was  af- 
ter that  affeded  with  a large  fpleen,  attended  with  pain  and 
fever.  The  pain  was  chiefly  in  the  (boulders.  The  vein 
which  runs  on  the  fide  of  the  fpleen  was  opened  in  the  arm, 
and  the  blood  flowed  very  rapidly.  Sometime  after  when 
the  vein  was  not  opened,  blood  flowed  out  along  with  the 
perfpiration.  The  fpleen  extended  to  the  right  fide,  and  her 
perfpiration  feemed  to  be  doubled  within,  but  was  not  very 
deep  : She  was  a little  delirious,  and  was  chilly.  She  had  a 
difcharge  of  wind,  but  no  (fools,  nor  did  fhe  void  any  urine. 
She  died  before  delivery. 

Tumours  about  the  fauces  did  not  ulcerate,  but  pafled 
over  to  the  left  fide.  A pain  in  the  fpleen  was  not  critical. 
Hiero  had  a crifis  on  the  fifteenth  day.  The  filter  of  Cous 
had  a fwelling  of  the  liver,  fimilar  to  that  of  the  fpleen,  and 
(he  died  on  the  the  fecond  day.  Bion  who  voided  a large 
quantity  of  urine,  but  without  fediment,  had  a haemorrhage 
from  the  left  noftril.  He  had  a hard  and  elevated  fpleen : 
He  remained  free  from  difeafe  for  fome  time,  but  afterwards 
relapfed. 

There  were  fome  perfons  who  were  affe&ed  with  fore 
throats,  after  the  following  manner.  The  vertebras  of  the 
neck  were  bent  inwards,  fome  more  and  fome  lefs,  and  the 
neck  itfelf  on  the  outfide  had  a confpicuous  cavity,  which 
was  very  painful  to  the  touch.  In  fome  it  was  below  the 
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bone,  which  from  its  refemblance  is  denominated  from  the 
teeth,  but  here  it  was  not  fo  painful.  In  others  it  occupied 
a larger  fpace.  If  it  was  not  near  the  bone  juft  mentioned, 
the  fauces  did  not  inflame,  but  were  foon  quieted*  The 
parts  under  the  jaw  which  fwelled,  neither  were  inflamed,  nor 
were  the  glands,  but  feemed  as  in  nature.  The  tongue  wras 
not  eafily  moved,  and  appeared  to  the  patients  to  be  large  and 
prominent,  and  under  the  tongue  the  veins  could  eafily  be 
perceived.  Tney  could  not  fwallow  at  all,  or  with  great  dif- 
ficulty ; and  what  they  attempted  got  up  into  the  nofe,  ef- 
pecially  if  they  ufed  any  violence.  They  fpoke  likewife 
through  the  nofe,  but  the  refpiration  in  thefe  perfons  was 
not  very  difficult.  But  in  fome  the  veins  of  the  head,  neck, 
and  temples,  were  much  fwelled  : And  in  fome  of  thefe  the 
pains  were  exafperated,  aud  the  temples  were  heated,  altho' 
there  was  no  fever.  In  many  the  breath  was  not  flopped, 
unlefs  there  had  been  a great  delire  of  fwallowing  any  thing, 
nor  were  the  eyes  fixed.  Thofe  who  had  the  tumours  di- 
redly  in  front,  not  verging  to  either  fide,  had  no  paralytic 
affedion,  nor  did  any  of  them  die.  Thofe  who  died  I 
will  endeavour  to  remember,  but  all  whom  I now  recoiled 
recovered.  Some  were  relieved  almoft  immediately,  but 
moft  of  them  continued  Tick  for  forty  days,  yet  in  all  this 
time  were  free  from  any  fever.  Many  continued  to  be  trou- 
bled a much  longer  time  with  a part  of  the  tumour,  of  which 
the  deglutition  and  voice  gave  an  indication.  The  uvula 
likewife,  from  a defluxion  upon  it,  gave  a fign  of  fomething 
bad,  altho’  no  inconvenience  really  arofe  from  it.  Thofe 
who  had  tumours  verging  towards  either  fide,  fuffered  a pa- 
ralitic  affedion  on  that  fide  of  the  vertebrae,  and  the  mufcles 
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were  drawn  towards  the  other.  This  was  mofl  evident  in  the 
face,  in  the  mouth,  and  in  the  palate.  The  lower  jaws  likewife 
were  drawn  down.  Thefe  paralytic  affections  did  not  extend 
through  the  whole  body,  as  from  other  caufes,  not  further 
indeed  than  the  hands.  Some  perfons  from  this  fore  throat 
fpit  a concoCted  matter,  yet  in  fmall  quantity,  and  with  dif- 
ficulty. Thofe  who  had  the  tumours  in  front  alfo  fpit. 
They  who  were  affeCted  with  fever  had  a much  greater  dif- 
ficulty of  breathing,  and  talked  delirioufly,  their  veins  were 
very  much  fwelled,  and  their  feet  very  cold  : Although  this 
circumftance  affeCted  all,  yet  thefe  more  particularly.  They 
were  likewife  unable  to  ftand.  All  of  them  did  not  die  im- 
mediately, but  thofe  whom  I knew  fell  a facrifice. 


SECTION  III. 

WE  came  toPERiNTHUs  about  the  middle  of  Summer, 
after  there  had  been  a mild  winter  with  the  wind 
foutherly.  But  the  Spring  and  Summer  were  both  very  dry, 
even  to  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades.  The  rain  that  fell  was 
very  fmall,  like  dew.  The  Etefian  winds  did  not  blow 
much,  and  then  they  were  difperfed,  or  blew  at  great  dis- 
tances of  time  from  each  other.  In  the  Summer  inflamma- 
tory fevers  prevailed  the  mofl:,  being  epidemic,  but  they 
were  not  attended  with  vomiting  ; and  the  evacuations  from 
the  inteftines  were  loofe,  watry,  not  bilious,  but  frothy,  and 
fometimes  depofiting  a fediment  refembling  what  had  long 
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been  expofed  to  the  air.  Thofe  (tools  which  were  of  the 
fame  kind  altogether  were  a bad  fign.  In  thefe  fevers  many 
perfons  were  comatofe  and  (lightly  delirious,  and  efpecially 
when  they  were  juft  awakened  from  deep,  for  when  they 
were  quite  roufed  they  were  fenfible.  The  refpiration  was 
not  much  quickened.  The  urine  in  molt  was  thin,  and  in 
fmali  quantity,  but  was  not  difcoloured.  No  haemorrhage 
happened  from  the  nofe  except  in  very  fmali  quantity,  nor 
were  there  tumours  behind  the  ears,  of  which  I (hall  write 
hereafter,  nor  were  the  fpleen  or  right  hypochondrium  dwel- 
led, or  the  latter  affedted  with  pain.  There  was  fomething 
of  a cribs,  and  this  happened  principally  upon  the  fortieth 
day,  in  a few  by  fweat,  in  a few  others  by  rigors.  There 
were  fome  who  relap  fed.  After  fome  gentle  blowers  in  the 
Summer  a perfpiration  arofe.  And  of  thefe  fevers  fome  be- 
gan with  a fweat,  but  they  were  not  of  a bad  fort,  and  after 
fome  time  they  had  a cribs  by  the  fame  evacuation.  In  thofe 
which  arofe  in  the  Summer,  about  the  feventh,  eighth,  or 
ninth  day ; fmali  miliary  elevations  of  the  (kin,  like  the  bite 
of  a gnat,  made  their  appearance,  but  were  not  very  trouble- 
fome.  They  continued  till  the  cribs.  Thefe  lpots  were 
never  feen  upon  male  fubjedts,  yet  no  woman  who  had  them 
died  : But  mob  became  comatofe  and  deaf,  altho’  they  were 
not  fo  before,  nor  did  they  continue  fo  the  whole  time. 
They  were  moftly  comatofe  and  beepy  in  the  Summer,  and 
about  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  and  after  that  they  were 
apt  to  be  watchful.  Upon  the  whole  this  conbitution  was 
not  fatal.  But  it  was  not  proper  to  bop  an  evacuation  in  the 
intebines  by  food  ; what  was  done  by  w^ay  of  cure  was 
contrary  to  common  reafoning.  For  mob  of  the  bck  were 
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much  expofed  to  cold,  and  cold  was  found  to  produce  ulcers; 
yet  heat  was  gradually  to  be  produced,  and  fo  that  no  violent 
force  might  be  put  upon  nature.  The  figns  of  this  coldnefs, 
which  happened  more  or  lefs,  were  fhivering,  cough,  trem- 
blings, fneezing,  erudations  of  wind,  and  other  things  of 
the  fame  kind,  all  which  were  pernicious. 

Thofe  who  were  feized  with  fever,  attended  with  anxiety 
and  fhivering  on  the  accefs,  had  a rednefs  in  the  countenance, 
a latitude  of  the  whole  body,  pains  in  the  eyes,  heavinefs  in 
the  head,  and  flight  paralytic  affedions  of  the  limbs.  In  wo- 
men there  was  a fhew  of  the  menfes  and  fometimes  for  the 
firfl:  time,  and  in  virgins  and  thofe  who  were  irregular,  whe- 
ther it  was  the  proper  time  or  not,  and  they  became  pale 
with  them. 

It  is  of  great  confequence  in  difeafes  to  know  what  will 
happen,  at  what  time,  and  to  what  kind  of  perfons,  but  ef- 
pecially  to  thofe  who  are  affeded  with  bilious  fevers,  and  to 
thofe  who  have  a depoflt  upon  their  legs. 

We  know  the  nature  of  medicines  from  their  effects.  For 
all  do  not  ad  in  the  fame  manner,  but  fome  one  way  and 
fome  another.  Some  likewife  ad:  fooner  than  others,  fome 
later.  They  differ  likewife  according  to  their  various  pre- 
parations, whether  they  are  given  in  a dry  form,  or  bruifed, 
or  in  decodion.  I omit  many  things,  as  the  perfons  to  whom 
they  are  to  be  given,  and  in  what  difeafes,  and  at  what  time 
of  the  difeafe,  the  age  of  the  patient,  his  form  and  his 
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way  of  living,  the  time  of  the  year  alfo,  and  what  preceded 
his  complaint,  and  fuch  like. 

Zoilus,  who  lived  near  the  walls,  after  a well  digefted 
cough  was  feized  with  an  acute  fever,  accompanied  with  a 
rednefs  of  the  face,  and  a coftivenefs  of  the  intelfines  beyond 
what  was  neceffary.  He  had  alfo  a pain  in  his  left  fide,  and 
a very  fevere  pain  in  his  ear,  but  his  head  was  not  much  af- 
fected. During  the  whole  of  the  difeafe  he  fpit  a purulent 
matter,  and  a cribs  was  made  with  regard  to  his  other  com- 
plaints on  the  eighth  or  ninth  day,  when  a great  quantity  of 
pus  iffued  from  his  ear.  On  the  ninth  he  was  entirely  free 
from  any  pain  in  it.  But  I do  not  know  how  far  the  cribs  was 
made  with  any  rigor.  He  fweated  violently  in  the  head,  but 
there  was  fill  a burning  pain  of  the  ear  and  left  bde.  After 
this,  both  his  ear  and  bds  were  appeafed,  efpecially  the  laft,  j uft 
about  the  fcapula  ; but  now  as  well  as  before,  he  fpit  much  of 
clear  pus  as  in  the  beginning,  and  about  the  feventh  or  eighth 
day,  and  on  the  laft,  with  much  difficulty.  Pie  was  coftive 
in  his  bowels  about  the  ninth  and  tenth  day  : The  pain  had 
ceafed,  the  tumours  had  fubhded,  and  a perfpiration  broke 
out but  no  cribs  was  made,  as  was  evident  from  the  ftools 
and  other  things ; for  from  the  beginning  of  the  pain  of  the 
ear  the  bowels  were  difturbed.  On  the  ninth  day,  pus  was 
evacuated  at  the  ear,  and  on  the  fourteenth  a perfeCt  cribs 
was  made,  but  without  any  rigor.  Upon  the  fame  day 
he  had  a copious  and  well  digefted  expectoration,  after  the 
evacuation  from  the  ear  became  more  powerful.  But  fweats, 
and  ulcers  fpreading  in  the  head  a long  time  after,  infefted 
him.  They  were  healed  in  about  three  days  after  breaking 
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out.  Whatever  difappeared  without  the  lign  of  a crilis,  made 
a bad  crifis,  as  happened  in  the  cafe  of  an  eryfipelas,  in  the 
maid  of  Polemarchus. 

Fevers  which  arife  upon  the  fuppuration  of  the  glands,  un- 
lefs  they  are  ephemeras,  (or  fevers  of  a day  s continuance ) are 
in  general  bad.  Alfo  thefe  Suppurations  when  they  happen  in 
fevers  are  the  worft,  if  the  fevers  are  of  the  remitting  kind. 
Flatus’s  or  wind  firft  occafion  a foft  elevation  of  the  hypo- 
chondria, with  a diftenlion  not  difpofed  to  one  tide  more 
than  the  other  ; but  if  above,  a round  tumour  on  the  right 
lide,  like  what  contains  pus.  Other  tumours  are  what  in- 
creafe  in  length  or  are  more  extended,  or  make  downward 
alfo  with  a difteniion  even  unto  the  navel.  In  all  cafes  where 
they  have  a tendency  upwards,  if  they  put  on  the  round  form, 
as  if  apparently  diftended  by  wind,  they  are  eafily  fupprefled 
without  a crilis,  by  means  of  heat ; but  if  this  be  prevented 
then  they  proceed  to  fuppuration.  In  fuch  cafe  the  refpira- 
tion  becomes  thick  and  Short,  deep  and  Slow,  and  Short  and 
How ; i.  e.  deep  externally  and  Short  within,  the  one  ex- 
tended, the  other  quick,  appearing  to  be  doubled,  like  a re- 
calling of  the  breath,  as  when  cold  is  thrown  upon  a perfon 
that  is  warm.  A long  breathing  is  the  cure  of  frequent  Shi- 
verings  ; a Short  breathing  is  of  advantage  to  thofe  who  do 
not  drink  much. 

Diftenlions  of  the  praecordia  and  tides,  with  pain,  and 
likewife  tumours  of  the  Spleen,  are  attended  with  haemor- 
rhages from  the  nofe.  What  remains  after  a crilis  is  made, 
generally  conduces  to  a relapfe. 
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Firft  therefore  in  tumours  of  the  fpleen,  unlefs  there  be  a 
depofition  on  the  joints,  there  is  an  haemorrhage  from  the 
nofe,  as  in  diftenfions  of  the  praecordia,  unlefs  there  be  a 
flow  of  urine : For  thefe  are  interruptions  in  both  cafes,  and 
occafion  a relapfe.  It  is  neceflfary  then  to  induce  fometimes 
tranflations  of  the  humours,  and  to  divert  them  from  the 
way  in  which  they  were  proceeding  : But  to  receive  at  the 
fame  time  what  are  profitable,  and  in  the  place  where  they 
may  be  of  fervice,  to  affift  thofe  which  are  not  fufficiently 
powerful,  and  to  avert  thofe  which  are  injurious,  or  if  poffi- 
ble  to  prevent  them.  Haemorrhages  from  the  nofe  on  the 
fourth  day  make  a difficult  crifis.  Fevers  which  intermit 
one  day  and  have  rigors  on  the  other,  have  their  crifis  with 
a rigor  on  the  feventh. 

Scopus,  after  fome  mucous  and  bilious  ftools  with  an  in- 
flammation of  the  fauces,  became  coflive  in  his  bowels,  and 
was  feized  with  an  acute  fever.  His  tongue  was  of  a florid 
colour,  and  he  was  watchful.  There  was  a great  diftenfion 
of  the  pubis  equally  all  over,  but  a little  more  to  the  right 
on  the  lower  part.  His  refpiration  was  frequent,  and  he 
had  great  pain  in  the  praecordia  when  he  breathed,  and  when 
he  was  turned.  He  fpit  without  coughing.  Peplus  being 
given,  the  praecordia  were  relieved,  but  he  pafled  nothing. 
The  day  after,  two  fuppofitories  were  adminiftered,  yet  pro- 
duced no  appearance.  The  urine  was  thick  and  turbid,  with 
a light  and  uniform  fediment.  The  bowels  were  a little 
opened  but  the  ftools  were  coftive,  yet  upon  this  the  belly 
became  fofter.  The  fpleen  was  elevated,  and  pointed  down- 
wards, He  ufed  a drink  of  vinegar  and  honey.  On  the 
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tenth  day  a fmall  quantity  of  watry  blood  flowed  from  the 
left  noftril,  but  he  was  not  much  relieved  by  it.  The  urine 
had  a fediment,  and  in  this  there  was  fomething  white  and 
thin  which  adhered  to  the  veflel,  and  fomewhat,  tho’  not  en- 
tirely, refembled  the  femen  : It  flowed  out  in  a very  fhort 
time.  On  the  next  day  there  was  a crifis,  and  the  fever  went 
off ; and  on  this  day,  which  was  the  eleventh,  he  had  a vif- 
cid  flool,  and  after  that  a loofe  one  mixed  with  bile.  He 
voided  a large  quantity  of  urine  with  fediment  in  it,  which, 
before  he  began  to  drink  a little  wine,  was  loaded  with 
phlegm.  He  had  but  few  ftools  on  this  eleventh  day,  and 
they  were  vifcid  and  turbid.  In  this  manner  was  the  crifls 
made,  as  alfo  in  the  cafe  of  Antigonus  in  Perinthus. 

There  are  certain  collections  of  matter  often  made  about 
the  tongue,  and  painful  calculi,  and  other  concretions  in  per- 
fons  affeCted  with  pains  in  their  feet  upon  the  account  of 
wreaknefs  in  their  limbs.  For  nature  is  the  fource  of  the 
bones,  and  ordains  whether  they  fhall  be  indurated  or  ex- 
tended. 

In  the  wife  of  Hippostratus  there  arofe  a fwelling  of 
the  left  prsecordium,  from  a quartan  which  had  laded  a year. 
After  a trifling  acceflion  of  cold,  a fweat  over  the  whole 
body  broke  out,  and  a crifls  was  made.  Befides  this,  the 
menfes  flowed  in  great  quantity,  and  after  a long  time,  for 
they  had  been  fupprefled.  There  was  no  tranflation  of  the 
humours  which  feemed  to  continue  in  any  part.  In  haemor- 
rhages from  the  blood  veflel s it  is  neceflary  to  find  out  the 
extent  of  the  circle  which  they  make,  that  if  it  be  too  great 
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it  may  be  reduced.  For  in  phlebotomy  ligatures  make  an 
impetus  in  general,  but  if  they  be  too  tight  they  prevent 
the  eruption  of  blood.  Thofe  who  are  naturally  fanguine- 
ous  or  bilious  have  acid  erudtations,  and  it  is  to  be  feared 
they  will  become  atrabilarious.  Rigors  in  women  begin  in 
the  loins,  and  run  through  the  back  to  the  head.  In  the  men 
likewife  they  occupy  rather  the  pofterior  than  the  anterior 
part  of  the  body,  as  the  arms  and  thighs.  A thin  fkin  in- 
dicates much  hair  in  animals. 

To  thofe  pregnant  women  who  meet  with  no  accidents 
during  the  time  of  geftation  a living  child  is  born.  Signs 
of  pregnancy  fhould  be  obferved  according  to  the  months 
when  they  happen.  For  pains  arife  at  certain  periods,  and 
the  fcetus  who  begins  to  move  in  feventy  days*  is  perfected 
in  three  times  that  number.  After  the  evacuation  of  the 
menfes,  the  mouths  of  the  uterine  veffels  both  on  the  right 
fide  and  left  are  opened  ; if  therefore  there  be  too  great  hu- 
midity, it  muit  be  corrected  by  food  of  a dry  nature.  That 
which  (in  the  womb)  is  fooneft  quickened  and  perfected,  is 
flower  afterwards  in  its  growth.  Pains  come  on  generally 
on  the  fifty-third  and  one  hundred  and  fixth  day ; but  if  you 
follow  the  reckoning  by  months,  on  the  fecond  and  fourth. 
Wefhould  confider  the  nature  of  the  foetus  in  feven  months, 
but  if  you  reckon  from  the  flow  of  the  menfes,  or  from  the 
time  of  conception,  in  nine  months,  or  according  to  the 
Greeks  in  two  hundred  and  feventy  days.  We  fhould  know 
likewife  if  thefe  things,  happen  to  the  male  or  female  infant 
particularly.  From  eating  and  drinking  plentifully,,  the 
fhoulders  and  breafts  fwell,  and  indigeflion  and  inflations  of 
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winds  make  an  increafe  in  the  head.  The  periods  of  the 
menfes  continue  in  women  till  the  bones  become  quite  folid. 
Thofe  who  happen  to  be  pregnant  juft  before  their  ceflation, 
generally  mifcarry  about  the  eighth  month  if  it  be  the  firft 
child.  The  milk  of  pregnant  women  derives  a change  from 
the  aliment,  and  is  abfolutely  perfected  in  the  eighth  month. 
A flow  of  the  menfes  is  injurious  to  thofe  who  proceed  to 
the  tenth  month,  as  to  thofe  who  mifcarry  on  the  eighth. 

In  large  and  deep  wounds,  if  the  tumours  which  arife  do 
not  appear  externally  there  is  no  danger.  If  they  are  loofe 
and  foft  they  are  beneficial,  but  if  they  point  internally  they 
are  injurious'.  They  fometimes  in  ulcers  free  the  patient 
from  convulfions  and  from  madnefs.  But  if  they  are  fud- 
denly  diflipated,  they  induce,  if  on  the  back  part,  of  the  bo- 
dy, convulfions  with  pain  ; if  on  the  fore  part,  either  mad- 
nefs or  fharp  pains  in  the  pleura,  or  a bloody  dyfentery  in  the 
inteftines.  For  thefe  tumours  bring  a falfe  relief  if  it  be 
fudden,  as  was  the  cafe  with  the  fon  of  Andronicus,  in 
whom  it  brought  on  an  eryfipelas.  If  they  do  not  return  to 
the  fame  place  it  is  generally  a good  fign.  They  began  here,  juft 
after  he  was  born,  behind  the  ears,  but  afterwards  broke  out 
about  the  pubis.  In  another,  they  appeared  on  the  third  day 
after  birth,  and  were  fuppurated  on  the  ninth.  On  the  feventh 
the  former  was  quite  well.  Thofe  are  the  moft  malignant 
which  difappear  very  fuddenly. 
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SECTION  IV. 

On  the  VEINS. 

THAT  which  belongs  to  the  liver  goes  down  as  far  as  the 
largeft  vertebra;,  paffes  between  the  vertebras,  and  then 
goes  up  to  the  liver,  and  after  that  through  the  diaphragm  to 
the  heart,  and  then  to  the  clavicles.  Here  part  of  it  goes  to 
the  neck,  and  other  parts  to  the  fhoulder  blades,  and  others 
bending  downwards  go  off  to  the  vertebrae  and  ribs  : And  on 
the  left  fide  one  branch  goes  to  the  clavicles,  and  on  the 
right  another  to  fome  other  place  : Then  bending  downwards 
a little,  where  it  had  originally  left  the  firft  parts,  it  paffes 
into  the  ribs,  and  then  goes  forwards  till  it  gets  into  the 
heart,  tending  a little  to  the  left.  It  then  continues  down- 
wards to  the  vertebrae,  and  then  afcends,  penetrating  the 
ribs,  and  giving  off  branches  to  each  of  them,  proceeding  all 
the  way  from  the  heart  rather  upon  the  left  fide.  Then  it 
goes  under  the  artery,  until  it  be  loft  and  comes  to  the  liver 
whence  it  fet  out.  But  before  it  comes  to  this  place,  about 
the  two  lowermoft  ribs,  it  is  divided,  and  part  of  it  is  fpent 
there,  and  part  goes  off  to  the  vertebrae  and  is  loft  in  them. 
That  branch  which  goes  diredtly  from  the  heart  to  the  clavi- 
cles paffes  over  the  artery,  and  from  this,  as  alfo  below  the 
artery  near  the  loins,  it  flips  into  the  liver,  and  part  of  it 
goes  to  the  opening  of  the  lobes,  and  the  other  part  to  the 
reft  of  it  juft  under  the  diaphragm  : But  this  lies  fo  clofe  to 
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the  liver,  that  it  cannot  eafily  be  feparated  from  it.  The  veins 
are  divided  into  two,  near  the  clavicles,  and  from  hence,  one 
in  one  way  and  the  other  in  the  other,  they  pafs  on  towards 
the  abdomen  : But  how  they  are  carried  further  I do  not 
know.  From  the  diaphragm  they  go  to  the  vertebras  below 
the  ribs,  and  are  evident  in  that  part  where  the  kidneys  fepa- 
rate  from  the  artery.  From  thefe,  likewife,  arteries  arife  and 
have  a nerve  attending  upon  them,  and  here  the  vein  which 
proceeds  from  the  heart  and  palTes  thro’  the  liver  ceafes. 

From  the  liver  there  are  two  great  veins  palling  thro’  the 
diaphragm,  and  afcending  throw  off  a very  great  number  of 
branches,  which  are  fent  through  the  diaphragm  and  adhere 
to  it.  They  are  mod  confpicuous  in  its  upper  part.  But 
two  nerves  which  are  fent  off  from  the  brain  penetrate  thro’ 
the  upper  part  of  the  larged;  vertebras,  and  proceeding  to  the 
ftomach  by  the  fide  of  the  artery  coalefce  together,  and  where 
the  diaphragm  and  vertebras  join,  altogether  ceafe  : Although 
fome  feem  only  to  join,  and  in  this  junction  to  be  carried  to  the 
fpleen  and  to  the  liver.  Another  nerve  goes  from  both  fides 
the  vertebrae,  and  is  diftributed  upon  the  ribs,  and  this  the 
fame  as  the  veins  feems  to  extend  through  the  diaphragm  to 
the  mefentery.  But  from  that  place  where  the  diaphragm 
arifes  it  is  carried  from  the  middle  of  it  below  the  artery,  to 
the  vertebrae,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  veins,  by  which 
running  to  the  os  facrum  it  is  there  finally  loll. 

In  /Enos  thofe  who  eat  conflantly  of  beans,  both  male 
and  female,  were  affedted  with  weaknefs  in  their  legs,  from 
which  they  efcaped  with  difficulty  ; and  thofe  who  eat  peafe

were  troubled  with  pains  in  their  bones.  It  is  neceflary  that  the 
mind  be  quickly  agitated,  both  upon  account  of  renewing 
the  natural  colour,  and  of  pulhing  the  blood  through  the  bo- 
dy. Likewife  to  attend  to  the  extremes  of  joy  and  fear, 
and  other  affedtions  of  this  kind  ; and  if  the  reft  of  the  body 
is  any  way  difordered,  that  it  be  cured  at  the  fame  time  : 
But  if  it  is  not,  it  will  be  fufficient  to  attend  to  this  com- 
plaint. 

Idumaea,  who  was  a fervant  to  Stymargus,  after  being 
delivered  of  a daughter,  had  an  inverfion  of  the  mouth  of  the 
uterus,  and  at  the  fame  time  pain  in  the  hip  and  in  the  legs. 
A vein  was  opened  in  the  foot,  and  the  recovered,  but  was 
diftrefled  with  great  tumours  over  her  whole  body.  It  was 
neceflary  to  apply  to  the  immediate  as  well  as  more  diftant 
caufe. 


SECTION  V. 

PHYSIOGNOMY. 

THOSE  who  have  a yellow  tkin  and  tharp  nofes,  with 
fmall  eyes,  are  fubjedl  to  dangerous  difeafes.  Thofe 
•who  have  a yellow  tkin  and  flat  nofes,  with  large  eyes,  are 
more  fecure.  Dropflcal  perfons  have  blue  eyes,  and  are  bald. 
A tumour  of  the  tefticle  of  either  fide,  deftroys  a thrill  voice, 
and  without  this  it  cannot  be  altered.  Large  and  bald  per- 
fons who  are  very  talkative,  and  have  thrill  voices,  are  fafe  ; 
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but  fuch  talkative  and  bald  perfons,  with  fhrill  voices,  or 
thofe  who  have  a good  deal  of  hair  upon  their  bodies,  are 
apt  to  be  melancholic. 

Thofe  who  have  a helitation  in  their  fpeech,  from  the 
tongue,  or  from  a bad  conformation  of  their  lips,  are  fub- 
jc£t  to  become  confumptive,  from  frequent  fuppurations  (of 
the  lungs).  Deafnefs  deflroys  a violent  pain  in  the  inferior 
parts.  A haemorrhage  from  the  nofe  and  infanity  have  the 
fame  eflfedt.  If  convulfions  fhould  attack  a woman  confined 
after  delivery,  they  are  the  caufe  of  a fever:  For  it,  put  a large 
quantity  of  warm  wax  into  a bladder,  and  make  it  into  a 
clyfler.  If  a bone  of  the  head  fhould  be  fradtured,  milk  and 
wine  in  equal  parts  fiiould  be  given  for  a drink.  But  if  there 
be  an  ulcer,  it  will  be  necefiary  to  open  fome  internal  vein 
(of  the  arm),  unlefs  there  fhould  be  a fever.  If  there  be  a 
delirium,  the  head  fhould  be  rubbed,  unlefs  the  praecordia 
at  the  fame  time  are  elevated.  When  there  is  a pain  in  the 
head,  it  proceeds  to  the  bread:,  then  to  the  hypochondria, 
and  after  that  to  the  loins.  But  every  part  cannot  be  in  pain 
at  the  fame  time.  Flatuofities  are  flopped  by  venefedlion, 
and  fluxes  by  medicines.  For  a flux  arifes  from  the  great 
vein  (vena  cava).  If  it  fhould  be  fpontaneous,  let  the  pati- 
ent fall,  or  drink  two  parts  of  water  to  four  of  milk.  Bar- 
rennefs  is  cured  by  fomentations  and  by  medicines. 

If  any  one  be  fuddenly  deprived  of  his  voice  without  a 
fever,  let  him  ufe  phlebotomy.  The  eyes  draw  defluxions 
of  phlegm  from  the  breafts,  and  a catarrh  from  the  nofe  falls 
upon  the  lungs.  A dry  cough  is  not  refolved,  unlefs  there 
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be  a {harp  pain  upon  the  lungs.  A dry  cough  is  not  refolved 
unlefs  there  be  a (harp  pain  upon  the  hips,  or  in  the  legs, 
or  in  the  tefticles.  If  a cough  attack  a dropfical  perfon, 
unlefs  it  be  attended  with  conftant  faintings,  let  him  ufe 
every  thing  warm  ; but  otherwife,  let  him  ufe  to  excefs  all 
vinous  liquors,  and  fill  himfelf  as  much  as  poflible  with 
food.  Phlebotomy  fhould  be  ufed  in  all  epileptic  difeafes. 
Thefe  are  likewife  refolved  by  pains  in  the  hip,  diftorfions  of 
the  eyes,  blindnefs,  a fwelling  of  the  tefticles,  and  plump- 
nefs  of  the  breafts.  If  in  a fever  the  parts  about  the  face 
fhould  grow  thin  upon  an  unequal  day,  on  the  next  it  will 
be  refolved.  A cough  in  a dropfy,  with  a fwelling  of  the  legs, 
is  a bad  fign.  If  there  be  a pain  in  the  ear,  let  milk  be  ufed 
for  it.  If  a fever  doth  not  remit  upon  an  unequal  day,  a 
relapfe  will  of  neceffity  follow.  The  man  whofe  pulfe  beats 
hard  in  the  wrift,  is  mad  or  angry,  but  he  who  hath  it  very 
flow  or  quiet  is  dull  and  ftupid.  If  blood  flow  from  a wound, 
do  not  wet  the  ulcer,  but  pour  warm  water  upon  the  head. 
If  there  be  a pain  at  the  mouth  of  the  ftomach,  give  bread 
warmed  in  pure  wine.  To  deftroy  a vomiting  let  a quantity 
of  warm  water  be  drank,  and  let  the  patient  vomit  with  it. 
If  any  parts  are  fphacelated,  let  the  veins  be  cut  fo  as  to  be- 
come ulcers,  and  then  let  them  be  cured.  If  there  be  a 
convulfton  of  the  fingers  of  the  hand,  without  fever,  let 
them  be  fcarified  unlefs  there  is  a pain  in  the  head,  and  in 
that  cafe  warm  water  fhould  be  poured  upon  that  part.  A 
receipt  for  the  eyes  : Of  fpodium  twelve  parts,  faffron  five, 
frankincenfe  one,  cerraffe  one,  myrrh  one.  Pour  cold  water 
upon  the  head,  and  give  for  a food  garlick  with  the  bread 
called  maza.  Tumours  in  bald  perfons,  if  they  are  not  large. 
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are  apt  to  produce  madnefs.  For  a rough  eruption  and  lepra, 
pour  upon  them  lime  mixed  with  water,  but  fo  as  not  to  ul~ 
cerate.  If  the  fecundines  are  not  properly  difcharged,  they 
are  to  be  purged  off  at  the  nofe  by  means  of  flernutatories, 
and  at  the  fame  time  that  they  are  applied  to  the  noftrils  let 
the  mouth  be  compreffed. 

SECTION  VI. 

PHISIOGNOMY,  as  an  Index  of  the  Mind. 

THOSE  who  have  large  heads  and  fmall  eyes,  and  who 
are  talkative,  are  prone  to  anger.  Thofe  who  have  a 
profpe6t  of  long  life,  have  a great  number  of  teeth.  Talka- 
tive perfons  and  who  talk  quickly  alfo,  are  melancholy,  and 
fubjedt  to  have  much  bile.  Thofe  who  have  their  eyes  fixed 
and  fteady,  are  apt  to  be  angry.  A great  head,  large  black 
eyes,  a thick  and  flat  nofe,  are  good  figns.  Large  eyes  of  a 
blue  colour,  a fmall  head,  thin  neck,  narrow  chefl,  are  the 
marks  of  perfons  of  the  bell;  difpofitions.  He  who  has  a 
fmall  head  is  never  talkative,  nor  is  he  bald,  unlefs  he  hath 
very  fhining  eyes.  The  voice  being  reftored  after  convulfi- 
ons,  in  cafes  of  epilepfy,  on  an  unequal  day  terminates  the 
difeafe.  Pour  water  upon  a woman  in  a puerperal  fever  at- 
tended with  pain  and  give  her  a warm  thick  ptifan  on  the 
third  day.  A boy  is  brought  up  by  his  nurfe  till  the  feventh 
.or  ninth  or  tenth  month,  and  his  voice  is  efbiblifhed,  his 
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animal  powers  increafed,  and  his  hands  become  of  ufe  to 
him.  When  the  voice  is  loofened,  every  thing  is  refolved. 
For  a general  folution  anfwers  to  that  of  the  fpeech.  But  it 
is  made  on  an  unequal  day.  A very  Strong  pulfe  at  the  wriit, 
with  a florid  countenance,  and  a hardnefs  of  the  praecordia, 
fignify  a long  difeafe,  which  will  not  terminate  without 
convulsions,  or  a large  haemorrhage  from  the  nofe,  or  pains 
in  the  loins.  In  a pain  in  the  throat,  warm  water  poured 
upon  the  head  will  be  of  fervice,  unlefs  great  cold  Should 
prevail,  and  in  that  cafe  let  there  be  applied  warm  bread  and 
pure  wine.  In  a loofenefs  of  the  belly,  boiled  beans  are  to 
be  given,  unlefs  there  be  a colledtion  of  bile  in  the  parts 
above ; or  cummin  feeds  may  be  given  with  the  beans  for  a 
diet : But  the  difeafe  will  not  go  off  unlefs  it  be  upon  an  un- 
equal day,  nor  will  it  begin  but  upon  an  equal  day,  or 
month,  or  year.  Anoint  the  abdomen  with  Egyytian  nitre, 
corriander  feeds,  and  cummin,  rubbed  together,  and  made 
into  an  ointment  with  oil.  Thofe  to  whom  a difeafe  is  fatal 
die  upon  an  unequal  day,  month,  or  year.  It  is  right  to 
prognosticate  either  death  or  very  Sharp  pains.  If  the  power 
of  the  eyes  do  not  continue,  it  is  a Sign  of  death.  If  any 
thing  Should  happen  on  an  unequal  year,  it  is  neceSTary  that 
death  Should  be  both  on  an  unequal  day  and  year  : But  if  it 
Should  happen  on  an  equal  year  or  day,  fatality  will  enfue  on 
the  unequal  day.  In  numbers  the  third  is  the  fafeit.  Phle- 
botomy is  of  fervice  in  an  angina  (fore  throat)  and  ophthal- 
mia. Upon  a wound  of  the  inteftines,  an  infenflble  refpira- 
tion  is  made  at  the  injured  part,  and  the  thorax  is  emptied  3 
give  therefore  milk  and  wine  in  equal  parts.  Thofe  who  ge- 
nerate bile  in  the  Stomach  are  fubjedt  to  be  talkative,  mania- 
cal.

and  bald.  They  who  are  deformed  from  their  birth,  are  flu- 
pid,  fubjedt  to  the  flone,  and  to  infanity.  They  who  are 
otherwife  are  by  nature  free  from  thefe  evils.  The  right 
breafl  and  the  right  eye  have  the  greatefl  excellence,  as  well 
as  the  parts  below  on  that  fide,  for  the  males  are  born  on 
the  right  fide  of  the  uterus.  If  you  would  flop  the  flow  of 
menfes  in  a woman,  apply  a large  cupping  glafs  to  the  breafl. 
With  a boy  foetus  of  three  months  every  thing  is  apparent, 
and  milk  is  found  in  the  breafls  of  the  mother.  If  much 
milk  flow,  the  foetus  will  be  weakened  whilfl  in  the  womb.. 
The  more  folid  are  the  breafls,  the  flronger  will  be  the  child. 
In  both  breafls  there  is  a large  vein,  hence  there  is  great 
care  requiflte  to  preferve  them.  Phlebotomy  will  put  an 
end  to  a flrangury.  If  the  fuperior  parts  and  which  are  about 
the  head  are  difpofed  to  fwell,  they  are  relieved  by  an  open 
ulcer  as  a drain,  by  vomiting  and  by  fweating. 

If  an  internal  ulcer  fliould  arife,  with  a loofenefs  of  the 
belly,  or  a cough,  it  will  be  fignifled  by  a bitter  tafte  in  the 
mouth.  Give  Elaterium  to  drink  twice  or  three  times,  un« 
lefs  the  patient  be  talkative.  Exhibit  alfo  the  burnt  flower 
of  brafs  until  the  yellownefs  goes  of,  and  fponge  if  he  be 
not  talkative.  Anxiety,  fhiverings,  and  tremblings,  are 
relieved  by  wine  with  an  equal  part  of  water  or  milk.  A 
very  violent  pain  in  the  ear  is  taken  off  by  a cupping  glafs. 
If  pains  arife  in  the  upper  parts  of  the  body,  they  are  remo- 
ved by  a pain  in  the  loins,  or  in  the  knees,  or  by  an  aflhma 
fucceeding.  In  a difeafe  of  the  inteflines  if  not  violent,  cold 
pure  wine  may  be  given  in  a large  quantity,  until  fleep,  or 
a pAn  in  the  legs  fupervene.  This  is  of  fervice  likewife  in 
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a fever,  and  dyfentery  without  pain.  In  a diftenfion  of  the  prae- 
cordia,  comprefs  andwafh  them  with  the  hands.  To  a parony- 
chia, apply  black  galls  mixed  with  honey.  Upon  the  approach 
of  a dropfy,give  eight  pints  of  milk  for  a drink,  and  if  the  pati- 
ent vomit  and  does  not  drink,  apply  rubbed  garlic  and  onion 
the  part.  To  promote  conception  give  polypi  roafted  in  a 
flame,  hot  for  a food,  and  put  to  the  pudendum,  pledgets 
made  of  Egyptian  nitre  in  powder,  with  cummin  and  co- 
riander feeds.  If  the  head  achs  after  a debauch,  give  a 
pint  of  pure  wine  to  drink,  but  if  it  fhould  ach  from  any 
other  caufe,  warm  bread  with  pure  wine  may  be  given  as 
a diet.  If  a man  fhould  be  feized  with  a fever,  or  heat  in 
his  body,  which  doth  not  arife  from  bile  or  from  phlegm, 
but  from  fatigue  or  other  caufes  of  the  fame  kind,  pour  a 
large  quantity  of  warm  water  upon  his  head,  until  his  feet 
fhall  begin  to  fweat,  and  make  for  his  food  a thick  mefs 
with  (boiled)  bread  : And  when  his  feet  fhall  perfpire,  let 
him  be  wrapped  up  in  warm  clothes,  and  kept  very  quiet, 
after  having  eaten  of  the  mefs  above  warm,  and  drank  after  it 
a quantity  of  pure  wine ; or  let  him  eat  two  or  three  heads 
of  narciffus  for  his  fupper.  If  any  one  fhould  be  difpofed 
to  grow  maniacal,  the  following  is  a fign  of  it,  a collection  of 
blood  within  the  breads. 
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CASE  I. 

PYTHIO,  who  lived  near  the  temple  of  the  Earth,  was 

attacked  on  the  firfl  day  with  a trembling  of  the  hands,  1(1  Dav 
attended  with  a fmart  fever  and  delirium.  On  the  fecond,  2d  Day 
all  the  fymptoms  were  aggravated,  and  continued  during  the 
third.  On  the  fourth  he  had  a fmall,  bilious,  and  unmixed  d a y 
ftool.  On  the  fifth  there  was  an  exacerbation,  he  had  fome  s^day 

light  fleep,  but  his  belly  was  coftive.  On  the  fixth  there  6th  Day 
was  a varied  expectoration,  chiefly  of  a reddifh  colour.  On 
the  feventh  the  mouth  was  diftorted.  On  the  eighth  there  sShD^v 
was  another  exacerbation,  and  the  fhiverings  continued. 

The  urine  from  the  beginning  until  the  eighth  day,  was 
light,  difcoloured,  and  had  a fmall  cloud  fwimming  in  the 
middle.  On  the  tenth  he  fweated,  and  expectorated  a well  jothDA^ 
digefted  matter.  A crifls  was  made,  and  the  urine  was  at 
the  time  of  the  crifls  very  pale.  After  the  crifls,  upon  the 
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fortieth  day,  he  had  an  abfcefs  upon  the  buttock,  and  a 
flrangury  in  confequen.ee  of  a tranflation  of  the  humours. 


CASE  II. 

JLJERMOCRATUS,  who  lay  fick  near  the  new  wall,  was 
feized  with  an  acute  fever.  He  complained  in  the  be- 
ginning of  a pain  in  his  head  and  loins,  and  the  prascordia 
were  diftended,  but  foft ; the  tongue  was  very  much  parch- 
ed, and  a deafnefs  fupervened.  He  had  no  deep,  but  he 
v/as  not  thirRy.  His  urine  was  thick,  of  a red  colour,  and 
had  no  fediment.  His  ftools  were  very  hard,  but  not  few 
in  number.  On  the  fifth  day  he  voided  fome  light  urine, 
which  had  fomething  fwimming  about  in  it.  Pie  did  not 
fweat,  and  in  the  night  he  was  delirious.  On  the  fixth  he 
had  a yellownefs  in  the  fkin,  all  his  fymptoms  had  a fevere 
increafe,  and  he  was  very  reftlefs.  On  the  feventh  he  was 
much  difturbed.  The  urine  was  light  and  uniform,  and  fo 
it  continued  for  the  following  days.  On  the  eleventh  every 
thing  feemed  to  relax,  but  a coma  came  on.  The  urine  was 
thick  and  red,  and  in  the  lower  part  light,  and  without  fe- 
diment; and  he  became  a little  fenfible.  On  the  fourteenth,  he 
was  free  from  fever,  but  he  did  not  fweat.  He  flept,  and  his 
reafon  was  quite  reftored  : His  urine  was  as  befoie.  On  the 
feventeenth  he  had  a relapfe,  he  grew  very  hot,  and  the  fe- 
ver was  violent,  with  thin  urine.  But  on  the  twenty-firfl 
day  he  had  a crifis  again,  and  was  free  from  fever,  but  he 
did  not  fweat.  During  the  whole  of  this  time  he  had 
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an  averfion  to  food,  but  was  free  from  delirium.  He  could 
not  fpeak,  his  tongue  was  dry,  but  he  was  not  thirfty  : He 
llept  a little,  but  it  was  mixed  with  coma.  About  the 
twenty-fourth  he  grew  warm  again,  and  he  had  many  watry 
and  loofe  ftools.  On  the  following  days,  his  fever  was  very 
fmart,  with  a parched  dry  tongue.  On  the  twenty-feventh 
he  died.  During  the  whole  of  this  difeafe  the  deafnefs  con- 
tinued. The  urine  was  either  thick,  of  a red  colour,  and 
had  no  fediment,  or  thin  and  difcoloured,  with  fomething 
fwimming  about  in  it : He  could  not  tafte  any  kind  of  food. 


CASE  III. 

APerfon  who  lay  fick  in  the  gardens  of  Dealcis  was  for 
fome  time  afflicted  with  a heavinefs  in  his  head,  and  a 
pain  in  the  right  temple.  From  fome  caufe  or  other  he  was 
attacked  with  a fever,  and  took  to  his  bed.  On  the  fecond 
day  a fmall  quantity  of  pure  blood  flowed  from  the  left  nof- 
tril,  and  he  had  a proper  evacuation  from  the  inteftines. 
The  urine  was  light,  of  a varied  colour,  with  fome  thin 
matters  flying  about  in  it  : They  were  fmall,  and  refembled 
the  femen.  On  the  third  the  fever  was  violent,  and  the 
ftools  were  black,  loofe,  frothy,  and  had  a livid  feparation. 
Pie  was  difpofed  to  fleep  heavily,  but  arofe  from  reft  with 
great  perturbation.  There  was  a fediment  in  the  urine,  but 
it  was  of  a livid  and  glutinous  matter.  On  the  fourth  he  vo- 
mited a bilious  yellow  fubftance,  but  in  fmall  quantity,  and 
after  that  had  ceafed,  fomething  of  a purulent  nature : A 
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little  pure  blood  flowed  from  the  noftrils  : The  ftools  ano 
urine  were  the  fame  as  before.  He  fweated  a little  about  the 
head  and  bread:,  the  fpleen  fwelled,  and  a pain  attacked 
him  in  the  thigh  of  the  fame  flde.  There  was  a foft  diften- 
lion  of  the  prsecordia,  he  did  not  fleep  in  the  night,  and  ra~ 
5th Day  ved  a little.  On  the  fifth  day  the  ftools  were  copious,  black, 
and  frothy,  with  a black  feparation,  and  he  did  not  fleep, 
6;hDAY  but  was  delirious.  On  the  fixth  the  ftools  were  black,  oily, 
and  foetid.  He  flept  a little  this  day,  and  was  rather  fenfi- 
71b Day  ble.  On  the  feventh  his  tongue  was  dry,  and  he  was  thirf* 
ty,  and  did  not  fleep.  He  was  delirious,  and  voided  urine 
8th  Day  which  was  light  and  of  a bad  colour.  On  the  eighth,  his 
ftools  were  black  and  few,  but  of  a good  confidence  : He 
flept,  and  was  not  delirious  ; his  thirft  was  tolerable.  On 
9th  Day  the  ninth  he  had  a frefh  rigor,  fucceeded  by  a fmart  fever. 

He  fweated,  and  afterwards  grew  cold  ; he  was  delirious, 
the  right  eye  was  inverted,  his  tongue  was  parched,  he  was 
lothDAY  thirfty,  and  had  no  fleep.  On  the  tenth  he  was  much  the 

nthDAY  fame.  On  the  eleventh  he  was  quite  fenfible,  and  was  free 

from  fever  ; he  flept,  and  made  light  urine  about  the  crifis. 
Two  days  he  continued  without  any  fever,  but  on  the  four- 
14th Day  teenth  it  returned,  he  had  a very  reftlefs  night,  and  was  de- 

i^thDAv  lirious.  On  the  fifteenth  the  urine  was  turbid,  fuch  as  is 

often  made  when  there  is  a fediment,  and  which  is  after- 
wards difturbed  : His  fever  was  very  violent,  he  was  altoge- 
ther delirious,  he  did  not  fleep,  a pain  feized  on  his  knees 
and  legs,  and  he  had  a black  ftool  from  the  inteftines,  after 
i6ihDA*  the  application  of  a fuppofitory.  On  the  fixteenth  the  urine 
was  light,  and  had  a thin  cloud  flying  about  in  the  middle 
NthDAY  of  it,  and  he  was  ftill  delirious.  On  the  feventeenth  the  ex- 
tremities 
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tremities  became  cold,  and  he  was  wrapt  up  warm,  his  fe- 
ver was  confiderable,  he  fweated  all  over  his  body,  and  was 
much  relieved.  He  became  rather  fenfible,  tho!  he  was  not 
free  from  fever,  and  was  thirfty.  He  vomited  a yellow  bilious 
matter,  but  in  fmall  quantity,  and  had  at  fir  ft  a common 
ftool  from  the  inteftines,  but  after  fome  time  a few  which 
were  black  and  loofe  : The  urine  was  light,  but  not  of  a 
good  colour.  On  the  eighteenth  he  was  not  fenfible,  but  was 
comatofe.  On  the  nineteenth  the  fame  fymptoms  continued, 
and  the  urine  was  light.  On  the  twentieth  he  flept,  his 
reafon  was  quite  reftored,  he  fweated,  and  was  quite  free 
from  fever,  nor  was  he  thirfty  : The  urine  ftill  continued 
light.  On  the  twenty-firft  he  became  a little  delirious,  was 
in  fome  meafure  thirfty,  had  a pain  about  the  praecordium, 
and  a continual  palpitation  near  the  navel.  On  the  twenty- 
fourth  there  was  a fediment  in  the  urine,  and  he  became  fen- 
fible. On  the  twenty-feventh  he  had  a pain  in  his  right  hip, 
and  the  urine  was  light  and  had  a fediment,  whilft  other 
things  continued  the  fame,  to  go  on  well.  About  the 
twenty-ninth  he  had  a pain  in  his  right  eye,  and  the  urine 
was  light.  On  the  fortieth,  he  fpit  up  a white  phlegm  in 
large  quantity,  he  fweated  profufely,  and  after  all,  a.perfed: 
cribs  was  made. 
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PHILISTUS,  in  Thasus,  who  had  for  a long  time  a 
violent  pain  in  his  head,  and  fometimes  attended  with 
great  drowlinefs,  was  obliged  to  take  to  his  bed.  And  after 
drinking  hard,  was  attacked  with  a fever  of  that  kind  which 
never  entirely  goes  off.  The  pain  of  his  head  was  very 
much  increafed.  In  the  beginning  he  was  exceedingly  warm 
in  the  night,  and  on  the  firfl  day  he  vomited  a quantity  of 
bile,  which  was  at  firft  yellow,  but  after  that  of  a putrid 
nature.  He  had  a common  evacuation  from  the  inteftines, 
but  the  night  was  very  troublefome.  On  the  fecond  day  a 
deafnefs  came  on,  with  a fmart  fever.  The  right  hypochon- 
drium  was  diftended,  and  bent  towards  the  internal  parts. 
The  urine  was  thin,  pellucid,  and  had  a light  cloud  fuf- 
pended  in  the  middle,  refembling  femen.  He  grew  a little 
delirious  about  mid-day.  The  third  day  was  very  trouble- 
fome. On  the  fourth  he  was  feized  with  convulfions,  and 
his  other  fymptoms  were  aggravated.  On  the  fifth  in.  the 
morning  he  died. 
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CASE  V. 

CH7ERION,  who  lay  Tick  at  Dam^netus,  after  hard 
drinking  was  feized  with  a fever.  He  complained  of  a 
very  heavy  pain  in  his  head,  he  did  not  fleep,  his  belly  was 
loofe,  and  he  had  a quantity  of  bilious  ftools.  On  the  third 
.day  the  fever  was  very  fmart.  He  had  a trembling  of  the 
head,  particularly  of  the  lower  lip,  and  a little  time  after,  ri- 
gor and  convulhons,  and  befides  this  he  became  quite  deliri- 
ous, and  the  night  was  very  troublefome.  On  the  fourth 
he  was  quiet,  and  flept  a little,  but  Hill  continued  to  rave. 
On  the  fifth  he  had  good  deal  of  pain,  and  all  his  fymptoms 
increafed  : He  was  Hill  delirious,  the  night  was  troublefome, 
and  he  did  not  fleep.  On  the  fixth  he  was  much  the  fame 
as  before.  On  the  feventh  he  had  a frefh  rigor,  and  violent 
fever  fucceeding:  He  fweated  all  over,  and  a crifis  was  made. 
During  the  whole  of  this  difeafe,  his  Hools  were  bilious,  but 
unmixed  with  any  other  matters,  and  few  in  number.  The 
urine  was  light,  of  a good  colour,  and  had  a cloud  fufpended 
in  it.  On  the  eighth  the  urine  was  of  a better  colour,  hav- 
ing a white  flender  fed iment : His  reafon  was  reflored,  and 
he  was  free  from  fever.  He  had  a relapfe  on  the  ninth  day. 
On  the  fourteenth  the  fever  was  violent,  and  he  fweat  much. 
On  the  fixteenth  he  vomited  a large  quantity  of  yellow  bile. 
On  the  feventeenth  he  had  a frefli  rigor,  and  a irnart  fever 
after  it.  He  fweated,  became  free  from  fever,  and  a crifis 
was  made.  The  urine  during  the  relapfe,  and  about  the 
crifis,  was  of  a better  colour  than  before,  and. had  a fedi- 
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ment.  Tie  was  not  delirious  during  this  period.  On  the 
eighteenth  day  he  grew  a little  warm,  and  was  thirfty  ; the 
urine  was  light,  and  had  a cloud  floating  about  in  it.  About 
the  nineteenth  he  was  free  from  all  fever,  but  had  a pain  in 
his  neck,  and  there  was  a fediment  in  his  urine.  On  the 
twentieth  a perfect  crifis  was  formed. 


CASE  VI. 

r | "'HE  maiden  daughter  of  Eurynactus  was  feized  with 
-*■  a fever,  die  was  condantly  without  any  third;,  but 
would  take  no  food.  She  had  fome  fmall  dools  from  the 
inteflines.  The  urine  was  light,  made  very  feldom,  and  of 
a bad  colour.  At  the  beginning  of  the  fever  die  complained 
of  a pain  about  the  fundament.  On  the  fixth  day  die  was  free 
from  fever,  die  did  not  fweat,  but  a crids  was  made.  There 
was  a fmall  abfcefs  in  ano , which  fuppurated  at  the  time  that 
the  crifis  was  formed  and  burft.  On  the  feventh  day  (after 
the  crifis)  fhe  had  a frefh  rigor,  die  grew  a little  warm  and 
fweated.  On  the  eighth  after  that  period  fhe  had  not  much 
rigor,  but  felt  a great  coldnefs  in  the  extremities.  On  the 
tenth  day,  after  having  fweated  the  day  before,  die  was  de- 
lirious, but  foon  returned  to  her  fenfes.  This  happened 
from  having  (as  fome  fay)  eaten  fome  grapes.  On  the  twelfth 
the  fever  having  left  her  for  a day,  fhe  grew  delirious,  the 
bowels  were  opened,  and  {he  had  fome  few  loofe  bilious 
ftools,  unmixed  with  any  other  matters  : They  were  attended 
with  great  pain,  and  with  frequent  urging.  On  the  feventh 

day 
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day  after  the  lad  delirium  die  died.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
difeafe  fhe  complained  of  a pain  in  her  throat,  which  had  a 
a condant  rednefs  in  it.  The  uvula  was  didended,  and 
there  were  many  fmall,  thin,  acrid  didillations  upon  it.  She 
coughed,  but  did  not  bring  up  any  digeded  matter.  She 
was  always  averfe  to  food,  nor  did  die  feem  to  defire  any 
thing  which  was  not  offered  to  her,  nor  drank  any  thing 
worthy  of  notice.  She  was  filent  and  never  fpoke,  but 
feemed  to  be  much  diftreffed  in  her  mind.  She  had  a drong 
difpofition  towards  a phthifis. 


CASE  VIL 


A Woman  who  was  with  Ariston  had  a fore  throat.  It 
began  fird  in  the  tongue.  Her  fpeech  was  foon  unin- 
telligible, and  the  tongue  was  red  and  dry.  On  the  fird:  day 
fhe  had  fhiverings,  and  after  that  grew  warm.  On  the  third 
fhe  had  a rigor,  and  a confiderable  degree  of  fever,  with  a 
large  and  red  dwelling  of  the  external  parts,  which  extended 
as  far  as  the  bread  on  both  fides.  The  extremities  were  cold 
and  livid.  The  refpiration  was  deep,  whatever  was  at- 
tempted to  be  drunk  flowed  back  through  the  nodrils,  nor 
could  any  thing  be  fwallowed.  She  had  no  evacuation  either 
by  dool  or  urine.  On  the  fourth  every  thing  was  aggrava- 
ted, and  on  the  fifth  fhe  died  of  this  angina. 
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CASE  VIII. 

A Youth  who  lay  Tick  at  the  Forum  of  Deceivers  was 
attacked  with  a fever,  after  great  fatigue,  pain,  and 
running,  beyond  what  he  was  accudomed  to.  On  the  fird 
day  his  bowels  were  didurbed,  and  he  had  many  loofe  and 
bilious  dools.  His  urine  was  light,  and  of  a dark  colour. 
He  had  no  deep,  but  was  thirdly.  On  the  fecond  all  his 
fymptoms  increafed  in  vigour,  his  dools  were  more  in  num- 
ber, and  lefs  frequent,  and  he  was  dill  without  deep  : His 
mind  was  very  much  didurbed,  and  he  perfpired  a little. 
On  the  third  he  was  very  refllefs,  thirdly,  and  naufeated 
food.  He  toded  his  body  much  about,  had  great  anxiety, 
and  was  delirious.  His  extremities  were  livid  and  cold.  The 
hypochondria  were  didended,  but  foft.  On  the  fourth  he 
had  no  deep,  but  grew  much  worfe,  and  on  the  feventh  he 
died.  His  age  was  about  twenty  years. 


CASE  IX. 

A Woman  who  lay  fick  at  Tisamenus’s,  with  a violent 
pain  of  the  intedines,  was  very  much  didrelfed.  She 
vomited  much,  and  could  not  drink.  She  had  pains  about 
the  praecordia,  and  in  the  lower  belly,  which  were  condant 
and  very  fevere.  She  was  not  thirdy,  but  had  a confiderable 
degree  of  heat.  The  extremities  however  were  cold  through- 
out 
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out  the  difeafe,  the  had  great  averfion  to  food,  and  was  con- 
stantly without  deep.  The  urine  was  voided  but  feldom, 
and  was  light.  Her  {tools  were  crude,  loofe,  and  not  fre- 
quent. Nothing  contributed  to  her  relief,  and  {lie  died. 


CASE  X. 

A Woman  who  lived  at  Pantimis,  after  the  abortion  of 
an  infant,  was  feized  with  a fever.  On  the  firlt  day 
her  tongue  was  parched,  die  was  thirfty,  and  did  not  deep  : 
Her  bowels  were  didurbed  with  many  loofe  and  crude  {tools. 
On  the  fecond  die  had  a fredi  rigor,  with  a fmart  fever  after 
it,  her  diarrhoea  continued,  and  fhe  did  not  deep  much.  On 
the  third  day  die  had  confiderable  pains,  on  the  fourth  fhe 
was  very  delirious,  and  on  the  feventh  She  died.  During  the 
whole  difeafe,  her  bowels  were  very  loofe,  and  fhe  had  a 
number  of  watry  and  crude  {tools.  Her  urine  was  made  fel- 
dom, and  was  light.  Her  fever  was  of  the  inflammatory 
kind. 


CASE  XI. 

ANOTHER  was  feized  with  a fever  after  the  abortion  of 
a foetus  of  five  months.  In  the  beginning  die  wras  co- 
matofe,  and  could  not  deep,  and  had  a great  pain  in  the  loins, 
and  heavinefs  of  the  head.  On  the  fecond  day  fhe  was  dis- 
turbed 
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turbed  in  her  bowels,  and  had  fome  few  light  and  unmixed 
ftools.  On  the  third  they  were  more  copious,  and  worfe  in 
quality : She  dept  none  in  the  night.  On  the  fourth  die 
was  delirious,  and  was  fearful  and  diftreffed  in  her  mind. 
The  left  eye  became  inverted,  the  fweated  about  the  head 
with  a cold  fweat,  and  her  extremities  were  alfo  cold.  On  the 
fifth  all  the  fymptoms  increafed,  the  was  very  delirious,  but 
inftantaneoudy  returned  to  her  reafon : She  was  thirfty,  and 
had  no  deep.  She  had  many  unfeafonable  dools  to  the  end. 
Her  urine  was  fmall  in  quantity,  light,  and  of  a dark  co- 
lour ; the  extremities  were  cold  and  livid.  On  the  fixth 
every  thing  continued  the  fame.  On  the  feventh  die  died 
phrenitic. 


CASE  XII. 

A Woman  who  lay  fick  near  the  market  of  Deceivers, 
after  the  difficult  birth  of  a male  child,  was  attacked 
with  a fever.  From  the  beginning  die  was  thirfty,  difdained 
food,  and  complained  of  a pain  about  the  heart.  Her  tongue 
was  parched,  die  had  a few  loofe  ftools  from  the  intedines, 
and  did  not  deep.  On  the  fecond  day  die  had  a fmall  rigor, 
but  the  fever  was  violent  : She  fweated  a little  with  a cold 
fweat  about  the  head.  On  the  third  die  had  many  crude  and 
loofe  ftools,  attended  with  pain  in  the  bowels.  On  the 
fourth  die  had  a frefh  rigor,  an  exacerbation  of  all  the  fymp- 
toms, and  was  without  any  deep.  On  the  fifth  die  was  very 
reftlefs  with  pain.  On  the  fixth  circumftances  continued 
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the  fame,  but  fhe  had  many  watry  ftools.  On  the  feventh 
fhe  had  a frefh  rigor,  and  a fmart  fever,  with  much  third;, 
and  great  agitation  of  the  body.  In  the  evening  (he  fweated 
all  over  with  a cold  fweat,  the  extremities  as  well  as  the  reft 
of  the  body  were  very  cool,  and  did  not  acquire  any  heat, 
and  in  the  night  fhe  had  a frefh  rigor,  and  the  extremities 
did  not  become  warm  after  it : She  did  not  fleep,  but  raved 
a little,  and  afterwards  became  fenfible.  On  the  eighth, 
about  the  middle  of  the  day,  fhe  grew  warm,  was  thirfty, 
and  comatofe,  and  naufeated  food.  She  vomited  a fmall 
quantity  of  yellow  bile.  The  night  was  troublefome,  and 
fhe  could  not  fleep.  She  voided  much  urine,  but  without 
her  knowledge.  On  the  ninth  every  thing  feemed  to  remit, 
but  fhe  was  ftill  comatofe.  Towards  the  evening  fhe  had  a 
fmall  rigor,  and  vomited  a little  bile.  On  the  tenth  fhe  had 
another  rigor,  and  feverifh  exacerbation,  but  fhe  flept  none. 
In  the  morning  fhe  made  much  urine,  with  a fediment  in  it, 
and  the  extremities  became  warm.  On  the  eleventh  fhe 
threw  up  fome  putrid  bile,  after  this  fhe  had  another  rigor, 
and  the  extremities  were  very  cold.  In  the  evening  fhe  fweated, 
had  a rigor,  and  vomited  much.  The  night  was  very  trou- 
blefome. On  the  twelfth  fhe  vomited  fome  black  foetid 
matter,  had  a hiccup,  and  troublefome  thirft.  On  the  thir- 
teenth fhe  threw  up  more  of  the  fame  as  the  laft,  had  a ri- 
gor, and  about  midday  loft  her  voice.  On  the  fourteenth 
blood  flowed  from  her  nofe,  and  fhe  died.  Through  the 
whole  her  bowels  were  loofe,  and  fhe  had  frequent  fliiver- 
ings.  Her  age  was  feventeen  years. 
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SECTION  III. 

A PESTILENTIAL  CONSTITUTION. 

f | ^HIS  year  had  much  of  a foutherly  wind,  but  upon  the 
whole  was  not  Itormy.  In  the  beginning  there  was 
a good  deal  of  dry  weather,  but  about  the  time  of  Arctu- 
rus,  with  a dry  wind,  there  was  much  rain.  The  Autumn 
was  dark,  cloudy,  and  very  wet.  The  winter  had  a South 
wind,  was  rainy,  and  mild.  About  the  Equinox  there  was 
much  wintry  weather,  and  under  the  Equinox  there  were 
fome  fmart  ftorms  from  the  North,  with  fnow,  but  they 
were  not  of  long  continuance.  The  Spring  was  again  at- 
tended by  the  South  wind,  but  was  very  tranquil,  and  there 
was  much  rain,  even  to  the  Dog-days.  The  Summer  was 
warm  and  ferene,  with  great  fuffocating  heats.  The  Etelian 
winds  blew  but  little,  and  at  feparate  diflances.  But  about 
Arcturus  there  was  much  rain,  with  a North  wind.  Thus 
the  year  being  moift  and  foft,  with  a South  wind  ; during 
the  Winter  people  were  in  general  healthy,  except  thole 
who  were  confumptive,  which  we  fliall  mention  hereafter. 

But  before  the  Spring,  together  with  its  attendant  cold, 
there  were  many  Eryfipelas’s  and  of  thefe  fome  were  to  be 
accounted  for,  others  had  no  apparent  caufe,  but  both  were 
malignant.  Many  perfons  had  pains  in  their  jaws,  a defed; 
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in the  organs  of  fpeech,  ardent  fevers  with  phrenfy,  aphthse  in 
the  mouth,  fwellings  about  the  pudenda,  inflammations  of 
the  eyes,  carbuncles.  The  bowels  were  much  affeCted,  food 
was  difdained,  with  or  without  a prevalent  third:.  The 
urine  wa3  voided  with  pain,  and  in  large  quantity,  and  was  of 
a bad  kind.  Great  coma  prevailed  for  fome  time,  and  after 
that  watchfulnefs.  Many  of  the  fevers  had  no  cribs,  or  a 
difficult  one.  There  were  likewife  many  dropfies  and  phthi- 
fes.  Thefe  were  the  epidemic  difeafes  of  this  feafon,  and 
out  of  each  kind  many  were  fatal.  They  generally  arofe  in 
the  following  manner.  In  many  an  Eryflpelas,  from  fome 
(external)  caufe  or  other,  was  excited  from  fome  trifling  and 
common  ulcers  over  the  body,  and  invaded  the  head,  efpe- 
cially  of  agedperfons  : And  if  it  were  negleCted  a little  during 
the  cure,  violent  inflammatory  phlegmons  arofe,  and  the  Eryfl- 
pelas  was  foon  fpread  over  the  whole  body.  In  many  there  ' 
were  abfcefles  from  tranflations,  which  came  to  fuppuration 
with  great  deffiruCtion  of  the  fleffiy  parts,  tendons,  and  bones. 
And  in  thefe  the  humour  was  not  like  pus,  but  of  a putrid' 
nature  : This  was  in  large  quantity,  and  of  various  kinds. 
Whoever  then  had  any  thing  defcribed  above  happen  to  them 
about  the  head,  were  affected  both  on  the  head  and  chin  with 
fhining  ulcers,  the  bones  were  laid  bare,  the  flefliy  parts 
fell  out  of  their  places,  and  had  violent  defluxions  upon 
them  : And  thefe  things  happened  as  well  to  thofe  who  had 
fevers,  as  to  thofe  who  were  free  from  them.  They  were 
however  more  terrifying  than  fatal  : For  if  the  abfcefs  could 
be  brought  to  a fuppuration,  it  was  generally  productive  of 
fafety.  But  thofe  perfons  in  whom  the  inflammation  and 
Eryflpelas  did  not  come  to  an  abfcefs,  for  the  molt  part  died. 
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The  fame  things  occurred  likewife  when  this  difeafe  hap- 
pened in  other  parts  of  the  body.  In  many  it  entirely  fell 
upon  the  arms  and  the  wrifts,  in  fome  upon  the  regions  of 
the  pleura,  both  before  and  behind ; and  in  fome  the  tibia, 
as  well  as  the  thigh  bone,  and  the  whole  foot,  were  laid 
bare.  But  the  mofl  dangerous  of  all  was  that  which  fell 
upon  the  pubis  and  pudendum,  and  efpecially  when  it  arofe 
from  fome  external  caufe,  or  from  an  ulcer.  In  many  it  arofe 
along  with  a fever,  or  before  or  after  a fever.  Thofe  which 
terminated  in  an  abfcefs  which  proceeded  to  fuppuration, 
or  was  attended  with  a feafonable  evacuation  from  the  bow- 
els, or  a critical  fecretion  of  urine,  were  moft  eahly  refolved. 
But  that  in  which  none  of  thefe  things  happened,  and  no 
figns  of  folution  appeared,  very  loon  became  fatal  to  thofe 
who  were  affe&ed  with  it. 

Thefe  Eryfipelas’s  happened  chiefly  in  the  Spring,  but 
continued  through  the  Summer  and  Autumn.  Many  were 
diftrefled  at  the  fame  time  with  fwellings  about  the  fauces, 
and  inflammations  of  the  tongue,  with  little  abfcefles  about 
the  teeth.  The  voice  being  interrupted  and  hollow,  became 
a fign  not  only  of  incipient  confumptions,  but  likewife  of  in- 
flammatory fevers  and  phrenfies. 

The  inflammatory  (or  ardent)  fevers,  as  well  as  phrenfles, 
began  to  rage  a little  before  Spring,  juft  after  the  cold  wea- 
ther. Many  perfons  were  attacked  with  them,  the  fymptoms 
were  very  violent,  and  they  were  generally  fatal.  The  Hate 
of  thofe  who  had  the  ardent  fevers  was  the  following  : In 

the  beginning  they  were  comatofe,  naufeated  food,  and  had 
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frequent  fhiverings:  The  fever  was  very  fmart,  but  they  were 
not  remarkably  delirious  : There  was  a trifling  hsemorrhage 
from  the  nofe.  Exacerbations  arofe  upon  the  unequal  days* 
and  ihefe  were  attended  with  forgetfulnefs,  a refolution  of 
the  limbs,  and  a defed  of  the  voice.  The  extremities  in 
many  cafes,  and  the  feet  and  hands,  were  condantly  cold, 
efpecially  in  the  paroxyfm  : After  this  they  gradually,  but 
not  beneficially,  grew  warm.  In  the  fame  manner  the  reafon 
returned  along  with  the  ufe  of  fpeech.  But  there  was  almod 
a continual  coma,  without  fleep  or  elfe  watchfulnefs,  at- 
tended with  great  pains.  The  bowels  were  affeded  in  mold, 
and  the  dools  were  crude,  loofe,  and  copious.  The  urine 
was  in  large  quantity,  and  light,  but  did  not  contribute  to 
a crifis.  There  was  nothing  befides  which  could  form  a good 
crifls.  For  neither  was  there  a favorable  haemorrhage,  nor 
any  critical  tranflation  of  the  humours,  and  every  one  died 
juft  as  it  happened,  without  any  appearance  of  a crifis.  But 
many  continued  for  fome  time  witii  the  lofs  of  their  voice, 
and  fome  with  a perfpiration  upon  them ; and  thefe  things 
happened  to  thofe  who  fell  a facrifice. 

Similar  fymptoms  attended  thofe  who  were  feized  with 
phrenfes.  They  were  for  the  molt  part  without  third. 
They  were  none  of  them  infane,  as  ufual,  but  mod  of  them 
perifhed  with  a condant  lethargy  upon  them  : Some  had  a 
confiderable  degree  of  fever,  which  will  be  difcuded  hereaf- 
ter. The  mouth  in  many  was  covered  with  aphtha?,  and 
they  had  defluxions  alfo  about  the  pudenda,  with  ulcers 
both  within  and  external,  and  tumours  in  the  groin.  There 
were  likewife  humourous  ophthalmiae  of  a long  continuance, 
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and  inflammations  of  the  eye  lids  both  within  and  without, 
by  which  many  lofc  their  fight:  They  were  called  Fici. 
Ulcers  arofe  likewife  in  other  parts,  efpecially  about  the  pu- 
dendum. In  the  Summer  there  were  many  carbuncles,  and 
other  tumours  of  the  fame  kind,  which  were  efteemed  of  a 
putrid  nature.  Befides  thefe,  there  were  in  fome,  large  puf- 
tules,  and  fpreading  humours  called  Herpes. 

With  regard  to  the  inteftines,  many  difagreeable  things 
happened  to  them.  In  the  firft  place  a very  troublefome  te- 
nefmus,  efpecially  in  boys,  and  thofe  who  had  not  yet  arri- 
ved at  puberty,  and  of  thefe  many  perifhed.  In  the  next 
place  lienteries  and  dyfenteries,  but  they  were  not  very  trou- 
blefome. There  were  alfo  ftools  which  were  bilious,  oily, 
loofe,  and  watry,  and  thefe  occurred  to  many  who  had  fe- 
vers, and  to  others  who  were  free  from  them  : They  were  at- 
tended with  gripings  and  inverfions  of  the  bowels.  Many 
things  which  had  been  pent  up  in  the  bowels  were  by  thefe 
means  evacuated,  but  without  any  allevation  of  the  pain, 
which  was  extended  to  different  parts  of  the  body.  Thofe 
things  which  were  adminiftered  were  of  difficult  operation. 
Purgatives  were  injurious  to  moll,  and  many  of  thofe  who 
took  them  almofl:  inflantly  died  : Others  lived  a much  longer 
time. 

Almofl;  all  thofe  who  died,  either  of  a chronical  or  acute 
difeafe,  were  affedted  in  the  bowels.  For  an  univerfal  colli- 
^quation  of  the  inteftines  prevailed. 
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All  whom  I knew,  from  the  abovementioned  fymptoms, 
had  an  averlion  to  food  ; and  to  many  of  them,  as  well 
as  others,  the  difeafe  proved  fatal.  Some  were  thirfty, 
others  not.  But  for  thofe  in  fevers,  and  indeed  fome  other 
complaints,  though  they  were  not  defirous  of  drinking,  it 
was  neceffary  to  fettle  fome  certain  quantity  of  liquid  to  be 
taken.  The  urine  was  voided  in  large  proportion,  by  no 
means  correfponding  to  the  liquid  which  was  drunk,  but 
far  exceeding  it.  It  was  in  great  meafure  of  a bad  quality, 
for  it  had  neither  fubftance  nor  concodtion,  nor  an  eafy 
evacuation.  In  many  a proper  evacuation  by  the  bladder 
was  a good  ftgn,  but  in  mod:  of  thefe  it  betokened  colliqua- 
tion  and  diftrefs,  and  pain,  but  no  crihs.  Thofe  who  had 
phrenlies  and  inflammatory  fevers,  were  chiefly  affedted  by 
coma,  but  this  fymptom  accompanied  likewife  all  grievous 
difeafes,  efpecially  thofe  which  were  attended  with  feverifh 
fymptoms.  Almoft  all  the  patients  with  fuch  complaints, 
had  either  this  heavy  difpofition  to  dofe,  or  fhort  and  light 
fleep  at  intervals. 

There  were  many  other  kinds  of  fevers,  which  prevailed 
now,  fuch  as  tertians,  quartans,  nodturnal,  thofe  which  ne- 
ver go  off  till  they  ceafe,  thofe  of  a long  continuance,  and 
uncertain  in  their  time,  fuch  as  are  attended  with  anxiety, 
and  fuch  as  are  inconftant  and  vague  ; and  all  thefe  were  at- 
tended with  great  perturbation.  In  many  the  bowels  were 
affedted,  and  at  the  fame  time  there  were  great  fhiverings. 
There  were  fweats,  but  not  critical,  and  the  urine  was  the 
fame  as  juft  defcribed  above.  They  were  moft  of  them  of  a long 
duration,  nor  was  a tranflation  of  humours  the  fign  of  a crifis. 
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as  was  the  cafe  with  fome  others.  This  crifis  was  made  with 
difficulty  in  all,  in  fome  there  was  none,  and  in  others  it  oc- 
curred at  a very  didant  period.  It  happened  to  a few  about  the 
eightieth  day,  and  they  were  left  with  fome  very  difagreeable 
circumdances.  Some  few  of  them  died  of  dropfies  whilft 
they  were  upon  their  legs.  Mod  of  them  had  other  difeafes, 
fuch  as  cedematous  fwellings,  and  phthifes.  Thefe  lad  had 
very  violent  and  difficult  fymptoms,  and  mod  of  them  pe- 
rifhed.  For  in  the  winter,  many  were  obliged  to  take  to  their 
beds,  whild  others  were  dedroyed  without  that  confinement, 
and  upon  the  entrance  of  the  Spring  many  of  thofe  in  bed 
died,  as  for  the  red  the  cough  did  not  leave  any  of  them,  yet 
remitted  in  the  Summer. 

In  Autumn  all  were  confined  to  their  beds,  and  many 
died.  Mod  were  lick  a very  condderable  length  of  time. 
This  difeafe  began  with  feveral  in  a very  fudden  manner, 
with  frequent  ffiiverings,  fucceeded  by  condant  and  lharp 
fever,  and  unfeafonable  fweats.  Many  were  cold  throughout 
the  whole  courfe,  and  this  coldnefs  was  very  condderable, 
fo  that  they  could  not  by  any  means  be  warmed.  The  bow- 
els were  varioufly  codive,  and  again  fuddenly  became  very 
open,  with  a tranflation  of  matter  from  the  lungs.  There 
was  a large  quantity  of  urine,  but  not  good,  and  there  was  an 
uncomfortable  extenuation  of  the  whole  body.  There  was  a 
condderable  degree  of  cough  during  the  whole  time,  and  a 
copious  expectoration  of  digeded,  tho’  liquid  matter,  which 
was  fpit  without  any  difficulty.  And  tho’  at  times  this  diffi- 
culty of  fpitting  arofe,  yet  there  was  afterwards  a very  eafy 
evacuation  from  the  lungs.  The  fauces  were  not  much  dif-

ireffed  with  pain,  nor  were  they  troubled  with  a briny  fali- 
va.  Notwithftanding  this,  there  was  a vifcid,  white,  liquid, 
and  frothy  defluxion,  with  bile  in  large  quantity  from  the 
head.  But  the  greateft  inconvenience  which  attended  perfons 
in  this,  as  well  as  other  complaints,  was  a great  averflon  to 
food,  as  was  mentioned  before.  For  neither  did  they  take 
liquid  or  food  readily,  but  were  quite  free  from  third:.  They 
had  a great  heavinefs  of  the  head,  and  were  comatofe.  Al- 
moft  all  of  them  had  cedematous  fwellings,  and  fell  into 
droplies,  when  being  attacked  with  fhiverings,  they  died  de- 
lirious. 

This  fpecies  of  phthifls  chiefly  affedted  perfons  of  fmootli 
fkins,  with  fair  complexions  lightly  tinged  with  red, 
blue  eyes,  and  of  a leucophlegmatic  conftitution,  with 
the  fhoulders  expanded  like  wings,  and  efpecially  wo- 
men under  thefe  circumftances.  Thofe  likewife  who 
were  of  an  atrabilarious  and  fubfanguineous  temperament, 
were  affedted  with  inflammatory  fevers,  phrenfies,  and  dy-> 
fenteries.  Tenefmus’s  invaded  young  perfons  of  a pituitous 
habit  ; and  long  diarrhoeas,  with  fharp  and  oily  ftools, 
thofe  who  were  bilious.  To  all  the  difeafed  which  we  have 
have  mentioned,  the  Spring  was  the  moft  dangerous  feafon, 
and  took  off  many.  The  Summer  was  moft  favourable,  and 
few  perifhed.  But  in  the  Autumn,  and  under  the  Pleiades, 
many  died,  and  thofe  of  quartans.  The  Summer  feafon 
feemed  to  me  to  be  rather  profitable.  For  the  Winter  dif- 
folved  the  difeafes  of  the  former  Summer,  and  the  Sum- 
mier  deftroyed  thofe  of  the  preceding  Winter.  Although 
however  this  obfervation  is  fad",  yet  the  Summer  was  far  from 
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being  a fettled  one,  but  became  fuddenly  warm,  with  a 
South  wind,  and  freedom  from  ftorms,  and  yet  notwith- 
Handing,  having  made  a change  in  the  conftitution,  it  was 
profitable. 

I efteem  this  to  be  the  greateft  excellence  in  the  art  of  me- 
dicine, to  difcern  properly  the  intention  of  what  I have  been 
defcribing.  For  whofoever  knows  this,  and  aCts  accordingly, 
cannot  err  much  in  the  practice  of  this  art.  But  he  ought  to 
learn  with  fe verity  the  conftitution  of  the  feafons,  and  the 
difeafe  which  accompanies  ; the  good,  in  a conftitution  which 
is  common  to  it,  or  to  the  difeafe,  and  the  evils  which  may 
be  obferved  to  be  moft  frequent  in  a feafon,  or  belong  to  the 
complaints  of  the  fick;  what  difeafe  is  of  long  continuance  and 
fatal,  and  what  is  long  but  not  pernicious,  what  is  violent 
and  productive  of  death,  and  what  is  violent  but  yet  may  be 
capable  of  relief.  From  thefe  may  be  obferved  the  order  of 
the  critical  days,  and  we  are  fupplied  with  the  faculty  of 
predicting  events.  And  from  thefe  we  learn  likewife  the 
time  and  the  form  of  exhibiting  diet,  and  the  perfons  to 
whom  it  is  to  be  given. 


SIXTEEN 
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SIXTEEN  CASES  of  DISEASE. 


CASE  I. 

"DARIUS,  a certain  man  of  Thasus,  who  lay  lick  at  the 
Temple  of  Diana,  was  feized  with  an  acute  fever.  In 
the  beginning  it  was  conftantly  upon  him,  and  of  the  in- 
flammatory kind,  attended  with  thirft.  It  arofe  with  a co- 
ma, which  was  immediately  fucceeded  by  watchfulnefs. 
The  bowels  were  very  foon  affetfled,  and  the  urine  was  of 
a white  colour.  On  the  lixth  day  he  made  oily  urine,  and 
was  delirious.  On  the  feventh  all  the  fymptoms  were  ag- 
gravated, he  flept  none,  the  urine  was  much  the  fame  as 
before,  and  he  was  alfo  difturbed  in  his  mind.  With  regard 
to  the  bowels,  his  flools  were  oily  and  bilious.  Upon  the 
eighth  he  had  a fmall  haemorrhage  from  the  nofe,  he  vomited 
fome  putrid  bile,  and  flept  a little.  On  the  ninth  every  thing 
continued  the  fame.  On  the  tenth  there  was  a remiflion. 
On  the  eleventh  he  fweated,  but  not  over  the  whole  body. 
The  extremities  grew  cold,  but  were  quickly  warmed.  On 
the  twelfth  the  fever  was  conflderable,  and  the  flools  were 
bilious,  loofe,  and  copious.  There  was  fomething  fufpended 
in  the  urine,  and  he  was  delirious.  On  the  feventeenth  he 
was  much  diftrefled,  for  he  had  no  fleep,  nor  was  the  fever 
abated.  On  the  twentieth  the  fweat  was  univerfal,  but  he 
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did  not  lleep  : The  dools  were  bilious,  he  had  an  averfion 
to  food,  and  was  comatofe.  On  the  twenty-fourth  he  re- 
lap fed.  On  the  thirty-fourth  he  was  quite  free  from  fever, 
his  bowels  were  condipated,  and  he  grew  warm.  On  the 
fortieth  he  was  dill  free  from  fever,  his  bowels  were  not  long 
codive,  he  had  averiion  to  food,  and  another  return  of  fome 
little  feverifh  heats  ; but  thefe  were  very  vague,  he  being 
partly  free  from  fever,  and  partly  not.  For  if  there  was  a 
little  intermiffion  and  relief  from  it,  it  immediately  almoil 
returned  again.  He  ufed  much  improper  food.  He  had 
very  bad  deep  under  the  relapfe,  and  was  delirious.  He 
voided  at  this  time  thick  urine,  and  which  was  turbid  and 
bad.  His  bowels  were  at  dril  coftive,  and  then  loofe.  He 
had  a little  fever  perpetually  upon  him,  and  many  loofe  dools. 
On  the  hundred  and  twentieth  day  he  died.  This  man, 
from  the  very  beginning  of  the  difeafe,  had  either  a copious, 
watry,  and  bilious  difcharge  from  the  inteftines,  or  when  he 
was  coftive,  fuch  as  was  crude  and  hot.  The  urine  was  bad 
to  the  end.  He  was  for  the  mod  part  comatofe  and  watch- 
ful, with  pain.  He  had  an  averfion  to  food,  and  his  fever 
was  condantly  ardent. 


CASE  II. 

A Woman  in  Thasus,  who  lay  fick  near  the  cold  fpring, 
whild  fhe  was  confined  upon  account  of  the  birth  of  a 
daughter,  and  had  not  her  proper  difcharges,  was  feized  with 
an  acute  fever  on  the  third  day,  preceded  by  fhiverings.  For 
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a long  time  before  her  delivery,  fhe  was  confined  to  her  bed  by 
a flight  fever,  and  a naufeating  of  food.  After  a rigor  in  the 
beginning,  her  fever  became  conbant,  violent  and  accompa- 
nied with  fhiverings.  On  the  eighth  and  following  days  fhe 
was  very  delirious,  but  foon  returned  to  her  fenfes.  Her 
bowels  were  affedted,  and  fhe  had  many  loofe  watry  bools, 
mixed  with  bile,  but  was  not  thirby.  On  the  eleventh  fhe 
was  quite  reafonable,  but  was  comatofe.  Her  urine  was 
voided  in  large  quantity,  light,  and  black  : She  had  no  fleep. 
On  the  twentieth  a flight  chillinefs  ran  through  the  body, 
but  fhe  quickly  grew  warm  after  it  : She  raved  a little,  and 
was  watchful.  Her  bools  were  the  fame  as  before,  and  her 
urine  was  very  copious  and  much  diluted.  On  the  twenty- 
feventh  fhe  was  quite  free  from  fever,  and  her  bowels  were 
conbipated.  But  not  long  after,  a (harp  pain  feized  her  in 
her  right  hip,  and  continued  for  fome  time.  She  was  upon 
this  attacked  with  a frefh  fever,  and  her  urine  became  very 
watry.  On  the  fortieth  fhe  was  relieved  from  her  pains  in 
the  hip,  but  fhe  had  a conbderable  conbant  humoural  cough. 
She  was  cobive  and  naufeated  food,  but  was  not  thirby, 
and  her  urine  was  the  fame  as  before.  The  fever  did  not  al- 
together leave  her,  but  had  vague  and  uncertain  paroxyfms, ' 
fhe  being  fometimes  affedted  with  it,  and  fometimes  quite 
free  from  any  complaint.  On  the  bxtieth  day  the  cough  left 
her,  without  any  hgn ; for  the  expectoration  did  not  appear 
to  be  digebed,  nor  was  there  any  tranflation  of  the  humours 
to  any  other  part.  But  the  jaw  on  the  right  fide  was  con- 
vulfed,  and  fhe  became  comatofe.  After  that  fhe  raved,  and 
then  returned  to  her  reafon.  Her  averfion  to  food  continued, 
and  affedted  her  mind;  but  her  jaw  after  fome  time  returned 
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-to  its  place.  She  had  a fmall  bilious  evacuation  from  the 
bowels.  Her  fever  became  very  intenfe,  as  well  as  the  fhi- 
verings  which  attended.  On  the  following  days  fhe  loft  her 
voice,  but  became  afterwards  fenfible,  and  fpoke.  On  the 
eightieth  day  fhe  expired.  Her  urine  was  during  the  whole, 
black,  light,  and  thin.  She  had  almoft  a conftant  drowfi- 
nefs  and  averfion  to  food,  great  defpondency  of  mind,  and 
no  deep,  was  much  difpofed  to  anger,  was  difficult  to  be 
pleafed^  and  of  a melancholy  temper. 


CAS  E III. 

PYTHIO  in  Thasus,  who  lay  lick  at  the  Temple  of  Her- 
cules, after  violent  exercife  and  fatigue,  and  an  excefs 
of  food,  was  attacked  v/ith  a powerful  rigor  and  fmart  fever. 
His  tongue  was  parched,  he  was  thirfty,  feemed  loaded 
with  bile,  and  did  not  fweat.  On  the  fecond  day  about 
noon  he  had  a coldnefs  of  the  extremities  efpecially  about  the 
hands,  and  alfo  the  head.  He  was  deprived  of  his  voice, 
and  even  the  power  of  fpeaking,  and  fetched  his  breath  at 
long  intervals.  After  lome  time  he  grew  warm,  became 
thirfty.  had  a quiet  night,  and  fweated  a little  about  the 
head.  On  the  third  day  he  was  compofed,  but  about  fun- 
fet  he  became  cold  all  over,  and  the  night  was  troublefome 
and  painful.  He  did  not  deep,  and  he  had  a fmall  hard 
ftool.  On  the  fourth  in  the  morning  he  was  quiet,  but 
about  midday  had  an  aggravation  of  all  his  fymptoms,  was 
cold,  loft  both  his  voice  and  fpeech,  was  much  worfe,  but 
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foon  grew  warm.  The  urine  was  black,  having  fomething 
floating  in  it : He  had  a quiet  night  and  flept.  On  the  fifth 
he  feemed  to  be  a little  relieved,  he  had  a heavy  pain  in  his 
bowels,  was  thirfty,  and  had  a troublefome  night.  On  the 
fixth  he  was  quiet  in  the  morning,  but  in  the  evening  his 
pain  was  more  confiderable,  and  he  had  a frefii  exacerbation. 
He  became  tolerably  eafy  in  his  bowels  from  a clyfter  which 
was  adminiftered  : He  flept  on  that  night.  On  the  feventh 
he  had  a great  naufea,  and  was  very  reftlefs.  He  voided  oily 
urine,  the  night  was  troublefome,  he  raved  a good  deal,  and 
did  not  fleep.  On  the  eighth  in  the  morning  he  flept  a lit- 
tle, but  foon  after  a coldnefs  came  on,  with  the  lofs  of  his 
voice.  His  refpiration  became  light  and  fhort.  In  the  even- 
ing he  became  warm  again,  and  was  delirious.  But  now  on 
the  approach  of  day  he  began  to  recover  a little,  his  ftools 
were  unmixed,  fmall,  and  bilious.  On  the  ninth  he  was 
comatofe,  efpecially  after  being  roufed,  but  was  not  thirfty. 
About  fun-fet,  he  grew  very  reftlefs,  raved  much,  and  had 
a very  bad  night.  On  the  tenth  in  the  morning  he  loft  his 
voice,  and  was  very  cold.  After  this  he  had  a violent  fever, 
with  a profuflon  of  fweat,  and  died.  He  had  fevere  pains  on 
the  unequal  days. 


CASE  IV. 

A Man  who  lay  fi ck  of  a phrenfy,  on  the  firft  day  vomited 
**■  putrid  bile  very  thin.  His  fliiverings  and  fever  were 
very  violent,  he  fweat  much  and  conftantly.  He  had  a heavy 
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pain  in  the  neck  and  head.  His  urine  was  light,  having  a 
fmall  cloud  in  the  middle,  but  difperfed,  and  not  confident. 
His  ftools  were  quite  natural.  He  was  very  delirious,  and 
did  not  deep.  On  the  fecond  he  loft  his  voice,  had  a fmart 
fever,  and  fweated.  There  was  no  intermiftion,  but  he  was 
feized  with  tremblings  all  over,  and  in  the  night  convulfions. 
On  the  third  all  his  fymptoms  increafed,  and  on  the  fourth 
he  died. 


CASE  V. 

A Man  in  Larissa,  who  was  bald,  was  fuddenly  attacked 
with  a pain  in  his  right  hip,  and  no  medicines  which 
aft  Day  were  given  him  were  of  any  fervice.  On  the  firft  day  the  fever 
was  fmart  and  ardent.  It  was  at  firft  without  general  pain, 
#d  Day  but  that  foon  fucceeded.  On  the  fecond  the  pain  of  the  hip 
remitted  a little  j but  the  fever  ftill  continued  intenfe.  He 
was  very  reftlefs,  and  did  not  deep.  The  extremities  were 
cold.  He  made  plenty  of  urine,  but  not  of  a good  kind. 
3d  Day  On  the  third  the  pain  of  the  hip  was  quite  appeafed,  but  the 
mind  was  very  much  deranged  and  difturbed,  and  he  was  very 
4th Day  reftlefs.  On  the  fourth  about  midday  he  died  almoft  fud- 
denly. 
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CASE  VI. 

PERICLES,  in  ABDERAwas  feized  with  an  acute  difeafe, 
which  was  condantly  attended  with  pain.  He  had  great 
third:,  an  averdon  to  food,  and  he  could  not  retain  any  li- 
quid. He  had  a fenfe  of  weight  in  his  head,  and  a fwelling 
of  the  fpleen.  On  the  fird  day  he  had  a haemorrhage  from 
the  left  nodril.  But  the  fever  was  very  intenfe,  and  he 
voided  a large  quantity  of  turbid  and  white  urine,  and  which 
had  no  fediment.  On  the  fecond  he  had  an  exacerbation  of 
all  his  fymptoms,  yet  the  urine,  tho5  thick,  was  better  with 
refpedt  to  fediment,  his  neaufea  was  relieved,  and  he  dept. 
On  the  third  the  fever  remitted,  and  the  urine  was  copious 
and  concotded,  having  a good  deal  of  fediment.  He  had  a 
quiet  night.  On  the  fourth,  about  the  middle  of  the  day, 
he  had  a warm  copious  fweat  all  over  him.  He  was  freed 
from  fever,  and  a crifis  was  made.  The  fever  did  not  return. 
It  was  fmart  whild  it  laded. 


CASE  VII. 

A Girl  who  lay  lick  at  Abdera,  near  the  Holy-Way , was 
feized  with  an  ardent  fever.  She  was  thirdy,  and  could 
not  deep,  and  had  her  mendrual  difeharge  for  the  drd  time. 
On  the  fixth  day  die  had  great  naufea,  a rednefs  in  the 
cheeks,  fhiverings,  and  redlednefs.  On  the  feventh  every 
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thing  continued  the  fame,  but  the  urine  was  light,  tho*  of 
a good  colour,  and  the  bowels  were  in  a proper  Hate.  On 
the  eighth  the  had  deafnefs,  a fmart  fever,  watchfulnefs,  nau- 
fea  of  food,  and  Ihiverings.  She  was  fenfible,  and  the  urine 
was  not  changed.  On  the  ninth  and  following  days  things 
were  the  fame,  and  the  deafnefs  efpecially  continued.  On 
the  fourteenth  her  mind  was  a little  difturbed,  tho’  the  fever 
remitted.  On  the  feventeenth  the  had  a large  haemorrhage 
from  the  nofe,  and  the  deafnefs  went  off  a little;  but  on  the  fol- 
lowing the  naufea  and  this  deafnefs  were  again  upon  her,  and 
fhe  was  delirious.  On  the  twentieth  the  had  a pain  in' her 
foot,  and  deafnefs,  but  the  delirium  went  off.  She  had  a 
fmall  haemorrhage  from  the  nofe,  fweated,  and  became  free 
from  fever.  On  the  twenty-fourth  the  fever  returned,  and 
the  deafnefs  and  pain  of  the  foot  continued.  Her  mind  was 
alfo  affedted.  On  the  twenty-feventh  fhe  fweated  profufely, 
was  without  fever,  and  the  deafnefs  left  her.  The  pain  of 
the  foot,  however,  continued,  but  of  every  thing  betides  a 
perfedt  crifis  was  made. 


CASE  VIII. 

ANAXION,  at  Abdera,  who  lay  lick  near  the  Thracian 
Gates,  was  feized  with  an  acute  fever.  He  had  a con- 
ftant  pain  of  the  right  lide,  a dry  cough,  and  did  not 
fpit  for  live  days.  He  was  thirfty,  and  could  not  deep  : 
His  urine  was  of  a good  colour,  copious,  and  light.  On 
6th  Day  the  lixth  day  he  was  delirious.  Fomentations  did  not  relieve 

him.  On  the  feventh  he  was  very  troublefome,  and  his  fe- 
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ver  was  intenfe,  and  his  pains  did  not  relax  : His  cough  was 
very  dibrebing,  and  his  breath  was  fhort.  On  the  eighth  a 
vein  was  opened  in  the  arm,  and  he  bled  (freely  and)  pro- 
fufely.  Upon  this  the  pains  were  relieved,  but  the  dry 
cough  continued.  On  the  eleventh  the  fever  remitted.  A 
fmall  fweat  broke  out  about  the  head,  the  cough  did  not  go 
off,  but  the  expedtoration  became  moifter.  On  the  feven- 
teenth  he  began  to  fpit  a little  of  a well  digefted  matter,  and 
was  relieved  by  it.  On  the  twentieth  he  fweated,  and  was 
free  from  fever,  and  was  relieved  with  a cribs.  He  was, 
however,  thirfty,  and  his  difcharge  by  fpitting  was  not  fo 
good.  On  the  twenty-feventh  the  fever  returned.  He 
coughed  much,  and  brought  up  a digefted  matter  in  large 
quantity.  There  was  a white  fediment  in  the  urine.  His 
third;  left  him,  and  he  began  to  deep.  On  the  thirty-fourth 
he  fweated  all  over,  was  without  fever,  and  a perfect  cribs 
was  made.. 


CASE  IX. 

jr_jEROPYTHUS,  in  Abder  a,  whihl  he  was  upon  his  legs^ 
complained  of  a pain  in  his  head,  and  not  long  after  he 
took  to  his  bed.  He  lived  near  the  Upper -Way.  He  was 
feized  with  an  ardent  acute  fever.  In  the  beginning  he  vo- 
mitted  a large  quantity  of  bile,  was  thirfty,  and  very  reftlefs. 
The  urine  was  light  and  black,  having  frequently  a thin 
cloud  fufpended  in  it,  but  fometimes  it  was  without  this-. 
The  nights  were  troublefome,  and  the  exacerbations  of  fever, 
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were  uncertain,  and  for  the  mod;  part  obferved  no  regular 
periods.  About  the  fourteenth  he  had  a deafnefs  come  on, 
and  the  fever  continued,  but  his  urine  was  much  the  fame 
as  before.  On  the  twentieth  and  following  days  he  was  very 
delirious.  On  the  fortieth  he  had  a copious  haemorrhage 
from  the  nofe,  and  rather  returned  to  his  reafon.  His  deaf- 
nefs continued,  but  was  much  lefs,  and  his  fever  was  a lit- 
tle abated.  On  the  following  days  he  had  another  haemor- 
rhage, frequently,  but  in  fmall  quantities.  About  the  fix- 
tieth  the  haemorrhage  ceafed,  but  he  had  a fbarp  pain  in  the 
right  hip,  and  the  fever  continued,  and  not  long  after  he  was 
attacked  with  pains  all  over  the  lower  extremities.  And  it 
fo  happened,  that  tho’  the  fever  and  deafnefs  fometimes  were 
increafed  and  fometimes  remitted,  yet  the  pains  in  the  limbs 
were  conftantly  aggravated.  About  the  eightieth  day,  how- 
ever, every  thing  remitted,  but  nothing  left  him.  The 
urine  was  of  a good  colour,  and  had  a large  fediment,  and 
the  delirium  was  much  removed.  About  the  one  hundredth 
he  had  many  bilious  ftools,  and  the  fame  a little  time  after 
with  a dyfentery,  attended  with  pain.  Other  things  were 
favorable.  Upon  the  whole  the  fever  went  off,  and  the  deaf-

nefs  ceafed  : So  that  on  that  day  a perfedt  crifis  was  made  of 
this  ardent  fever. 

CASE  X. 

NICODEMUS,  in  Abdera,  from  an  excefs  in  venery 
and  drinking,  was  feized  with  a fever.  From  the  be- 
ginning he  naufeated  food,  had  violent  pain  in  his  flomach, 

(cardialgia)

(cardialgia)  and  was  thirdly.  His  tongue  was  parched,  his 
urine  was  light  and  black.  On  the  fecond  day  he  had  a 
frefh  exacerbation  of  fever,  with  a fihivering  and  naufea,  and 
he  did  not  deep.  He  vomited  fome  yellow  bile,  but  the 
urine  was  like  the  former : He  had  a quiet  night,  and  dept. 
On  the  third  all  his  fymptoms  were  lefiened,  and  he  was 
quiet.  About  fun-fet,  he  grew  reftlefs  again,  and  had  a 
very  troublefome  night.  On  the  fourth  he  had  a rigor,  and 
much  fever,  with  pains  all  over  him.  The  urine  was  light, 
with  a thin  cloud  : He  raved  a good  deal.  On  the  feventh 
he  was  much  relieved,  and  quiet.  On  the  eighth  all  the 
fymptoms  remitted.  On  the  tenth  and  following  days  the 
pains  were  renewed,  but  were  all  much  lefs.  After  this  there 
were  exacerbations  and  pains,  during  the  whole  courfe  of  the 
difeafe,  on  the  equal  days.  On  the  twentieth  day  he  voided 
white  urine,  but  it  was  thick,  and  had  no  fediment.  He 
fweated  much,  and  feemed  to  be  free  from  fever.  In  the 
evening  he  grew  warm  again,  and  had  the  pains  upon  him, 
with  diiverings,  third:,  and  fome  little  delirium.  On  the 
twenty-fourth  he  voided  a quantity  of  white  urine,  in  which 
there  was  a copious  fediment.  A warm  fweat  diffufed  itfelf 
over  the  body,  he  became  free  from  fever,  and  a crifis  was 
made. 
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CASE  XI. 


A Woman  in  Thasus,  of  a difficult  temper,  from  fome 
evident  caufe,  whilft  ffie  was  not  confined,  became  a fi- 
fe feed  with  watchfulnefs  and  a naufea  of  food,  with  third: 
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and  reEleflhefs.  She  lived  near  the  houfe  <of  Pylades,  on  the 
plain.  On  the  firE  day,  in  the  beginning  of  the  night,  die 
was  diEreEed  with  fear,  talked  much  with  her  mind  diEur- 
bed,  and  had  a flight  fever.  In  the  morning  flie  had  con- 
fiderable  convulflons,  and  as  thefe  convulflons  left  her,  flie  be- 
came delirious,  and  in  this  Eate  talked  very  obfcenely.  She 
had  much  pain,  Erong,  and  conEant.  The  day  after,  the 
fame  fymptoms  continued,  flie  did  not  fleep,  and  the  fever 
became  more  violent.  On  the  third  day  the  convulflons  left 
her,  but  flie  had  a coma  and  lethargy,  and  after  that  becom- 
ing watchful  flie  raifed  herfelf,  and  was  very  reElefs  and 
unruly,  flie  raved  much,  and  her  fever  was  fliarp.  But  upon 
this  night  a plentiful  warm  fweat  was  diffufed  over  her 
whole  body,  her  fever  left  her,  and  flie  flept.  She  became 
quite  fenflble,  and  a crifls  was  made.  On  this  third  day, 
the  urine  was  black  and  light,  and  had  a cloud  flying  about 
in  it,  of  a globular  form,  which  did  not  fubflde.  About 
the  crifls  the  menErual  flux  came  down  in  large  quantity. 


CASE  XII. 

A Girl  at  Larissa  was  feized  with  a fever ; and  it  was  of 
the  inflammatory  kind,  and  acute.  She  was  watchful 
and  thirEy,  and  her  tongue  was  as  if  covered  with  foot, 
and  dry.  Her  urine  was  of  a good  colour,  but  light. 
The  next  day  was  very  troublefome,  and  flie  did  not  fleep. 
On  the  third  day  flie  had  a copious  evacuation  from  the  in- 
teEines,  but  it  was  watry.  This  continued  the  following 
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days,  and  with  great  advantage.  On  the  fourth  fhe  voided 
fome  light  urine  in  fmall  quantity.  It  had  a fmall  body 
fufpended  in  it,  which  did  not  fubfide.  In  the  night  fhe 
was  delirious.  On  the  fixth  fhe  had  a plentiful  haemor- 
rhage from  the  nofe,  a fhivering  and  a warm  fweat  after  it 
over  the  whole  body.  The  fever  went  off,  and  a crifis 
was  made.  During  this  fever,  and  juil  about  the  crifis, 
the  menftrual  flux  came  down  for  the  firfl  time,  for  fhe 
was  a virgin.  During  the  whole  time  fhe  had  an  averfion 
to  food,  fhiverings,  a rednefs  of  the  countenance,  a pain 
in  the  eyes,  and  a heavinefs  in  the  head.  This  fever  did 
not  return,  but  a perfect  crifis  was  made.  The  pains  inva- 
ded her  on  the  equal  days. 


CASE  XIII. 

Apollonius,  of  abdera,  whim  he  was  upon  his 

legs,  and  after  a long  continuance  of  health,  per- 
ceived  a fwelling  of  his  fpleen,  and  a continual  pain  about 
the  region  of  the  liver.  It  continued  for  fome  time,  and 
he  became  jaundiced.  He  abounded  with  wind,  and  was 
leucophlegmatic,  but  after  an  excefs  of  eating  fome  beef, 
and  drinking,  he  found  himfelf  a little  over  heated,  and 
took  to  his  bed.  But  having  taken  a large  quantity  of 
raw  and  boiled  milk,  both  fheeps  and  goats,  and  having 
fed  on  a bad  diet,  the  great  injury  began  more  evidently  to 
appear.  For  his  fever  increafed,  and  he  had  no  evacuations 
from  his  bowels  which  were  equivalent  to  what  was  taken 
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in.  The  urine  was  thin,  and  made  but  feldom.  He  could 
not  fleep,  and  had  a bad  emphyfema  in  his  body,  great 
third:,  and  was  comatofe.  The  right  hypochondrium  was 
dwelled  and  painful,  the  extremities  were  cold  all  over,  he 
was  a little  delirious,  and  foon  forgot  what  he  uttered, 
his  mind  being  affedted.  About  the  fourteenth  day,  after 
a rigor,  fucceeded  by  fever,  he  took  to  his  bed,  was  very 
clamorous,  turbulent,  and  talkative.  Thefe  fymptoms  were 
all  foon  fuppreffed,  and  a coma  fupervened.  His  bowels 
were  much  affedted,  and  he  had  many  copious,  bilious, 
unmixed,  and  crude  ftools.  The  urine  was  black,  made 
in  fmall  quantity,  and  light.  He  was  after  this  very  reft- 
lefs,  and  his  ftools  were  various.  For  they  were  either 
black,  in  fmall  quantity,  and  putrid,  or  oily,  crude,  and 
griping  : And  after  fome  time  they  refembled  milk.  About 
the  twenty-fourth  day  he  had  fome  relief  with  regard  to 
pain,  but  other  things  continued  the  fame.  He  grew,  how- 
ever, a little  reafonable,  yet  he  remembered  nothing  fince 
he  was  taken  ill,  and  foon  after  he  grew  delirious  again,  and 
every  thing  became  worfe.  About  the  thirtieth  day  he  had 
a very  fmart  fever,  and  many  loofe  ftools,  he  was  delirious, 
his  extremities  were  cold,  and  his  voice  failed  him.  On  the 
thirty-fourth  he  died.  During  the  whole  time  in  which  I 
knew  any  thing  of  him,  his  bowels  were  affedted,  his  urine 
was  light  and  black,  and  he  was  comatofe  and  without  fleep, 
his  extremities  were  cold,  he  was  delirious,  and  in  the  end 
phrenitic. 
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A Woman  in  Cyzicus,  who  was  delivered  of  twin 
daughters,  and  who  had  not  the  moft  regular  dif- 
charges,  was  at  firft  feized  with  an  acute  fever  and  fhiver- 
ings.  She  had  a fenfe  of  weight  in  her  head  and  neck, 
attended  with  pain.  She  was  in  the  beginning  watchful, 
but  was  taciturn  and  morofe,  and  could  not  be  per- 
fuaded.  Her  urine  was  light  and  difcoloured,  fhe  was 
thirfty,  and  had  a great  averfion  to  food.  Her  bowels  were 
fometimes  open,  at  other  times  conflridted.  On  the  night 
of  the  lixth  day  fhe  raved  much,  and  could  not  deep. 
On  the  eleventh  fhe  was  exceedingly  delirious,  but  became 
afterwards  a little  fenfible.  Her  urine  was  black  and  light, 
and  after  fome  intermiffion  oily.  Her  ftools  were  loofe 
and  griping.  On  the  fourteenth  fhe  was  attacked  with 
convulfions,  the  extremities  were  cold,  fhe  was  by  no 
means  fenfible,  and  the  urine  continued  as  before.  On  the 
fixteenth  fhe  loft  her  voice.  On  the  feventeenth  fhe  died 
with  a phrenfy. 


C A S E XV. 

TN  Thasus,  the  wife  of  Dealcis,  who  lay  lick  upon  the 
«*•  Plain,  was  attacked  with  an  acute  fever,  attended  with  fhi- 
vering,  and  anxiety.  From  the  beginning  fhe  was  covered  up 
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with  bed  clothes,  and  during  the  whole  difeafe  was  re- 
markably filent,  threw  about  her  hands,  pulled  the  co- 
verlids, and  fcratched  what  was  near  her.  Sometimes 
would  pour  forth  abundance  of  tears,  and  then  laugh. 
She  did  not  deep.  Her  bowels  were  not  affedted,  even 
tho’  they  were  attempted  to  be  opened.  The  urine  was  light 
and  in  fmall  quantity.  The  fever  appeared  but  trifling  to 
the  perception,  but  there  was  a coldnefs  in  the  extremities. 
On  the  ninth  day  fhe  was  very  delirious,  and  again  became 
quiet  and  taciturn.  On  the  fourteenth  her  refpiration  was 
deep  and  feldom,  and  after  fome  time  fhort.  On  the  feven- 
teenth  her  bowels,  after  a medicine,  were  opened.  After  this 
what  lhe  drank  paflfed  through  them,  and  they  could  not  be 
conftridted.  She  loft  fenfe  of  every  thing,  and  her  fkin  was  dry 
and  diftended.  On  the  twentieth  lhe  talked  a good  deal,  was 
afterwards  compofed,  but  foon  loft  her  voice,  and  her  breath 
grew  fhort.  On  the  twenty-firft  the  died.  During  the  whole 
difeafe  her  breath  was  deep  and  feldom.  She  perceived  no- 
thing, kept  herfelf  always  covered  up,  and  either  talked  ve- 
hemently or  was  quite  fllent.  Her  diforder  was  a phrenfy. 


CASE  XVI. 

A Youth  in  Melib^a,  after  great  excels  in  venery  and 
drinking,  grew  hot  for  fome  time,  and  then  took 
to  his  bed.  He  had  fhiverings  and  naufea,  was  fleeplefs  and 
thirfty.  At  firft  he  had  many  natural  ftools,  yet  loofe  ; but 
on  the  following  days  they  became  watry.  The  urine  was 

thin 
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thin,  made  but  feldom,  and  without  colour.  His  refpira- 
tion  was  deep  and  feldom,  with  long  intervals.  The  diften- 
lion  of  the  prascordia  was  foft,  but  fpread  on  both  lides.  He 
had  a conftant  palpitation  of  the  heart.  His  urine  was  oily. 
On  the  tenth  day  he  was  now  and  then  delirious,  but  was 
afterwards  compofed  and  moderate.  His  ikin  was  dry  and 
diftended,  his  flools  copious  and  loofe,  or  bilious  and  oily. 
On  the  fourteenth  every  thing  was  aggravated,  his  mind 
was  difturbed,  and  he  grew  delirious.  On  the  twentieth  he 
raved  exceedingly,  was  very  reftlefs,  and  voided  no  urine : 
He  could  take  but  very  little  liquid.  On  the  twenty-fourth 
he  died. 
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FTER  the  Equinox,  and  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades* 


fome  coroding  eruptions  broke  out  upon  the  head, 
and  efpecially  behind  the  ears,  and  in  one  who  lived  near 
Leocvdes  in  the  feet,  and  in  Phanodycas  in  the  toes,  and 
even  the  foies  of  the  feet.  When  an  incifton  was  made  upon 
the  tibia  the  wound  grew  black.  There  was,  however,  a 
confiderable  ulcer  on  the  back  part  of  the  tibia,  and  when  it 
was  healed  a pain  arofe  in  the  bread;  and  the  right  fide,  ac- 
companied with  fever  and  with  death.  A bilious  defluxion 
having  fallen  upon  a Rope-maker,  which  required  the  ufe 
of  a cauftic,  a large  quantity  of  blood  flowed  from  the 
wound.  This  was  about  the  Equinox.  An  abfcefs  arofe  in 
an  old  man,  but  not  after  fourteen  days. 

Antiphilus  having  ufed  a cauftic  for  a wound,  was  at- 
tacked with  a putrid  bilious  fever,  in  which  a crifts  was 
made  on  the  feventh  day.  On  the  third  day  after  the  crifts, 
or  thereabouts,  he  had  a fpitting  of  blood,  other  circum- 
ftances  continued,  and  afterwards  he  had  a relapfe.  A per- 
fect crifts  happened  about  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades  ; but 
after  this  feafon  he  became  bilious  and  infane,  attended  with 
a crifts  about  the  ninth  day,  without  any  fweat. 
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About  the  Equinox,  Chalcidonius,  who  was  brought 
from  without  the  gates  into  the  Forum,  having  met  with  a rup- 
ture of  fome  veftel  near  the  right  breaft,  was  diftrefted  with 
pain  from  it,  and  fpit  at  different  times  a greenifli  matter,  but 
his  bowels  were  not  affedted.  A fweat  broke  out  on  the  feventh 
day,  and  continued  profufely  till  the  eighth.  On  the  fourteenth 
tubercles  arofe  behind  the  ears,  on  both  fides.  It  was  ima- 
gined they  would  fuppurate,  but  this  did  not  happen.  A 
cauftic  was  applied  to  the  cheft  of  Aristodemus. 

The  fon  of  Philis  had  an  abfcefs,  from  an  accident,  and 
from  the  ufe  of  the  cauftic.  He  had  a-  pain  there  before. 
There  was  a relapfe  after  the  autumnal  Equinox,  and  at  times 
during  the  whole  Winter. 

After  the  Summer  foiftice,  the  wife  of  Achelous  mifcar- 
ried  upon  the  fixth  day,  after  having  been  feized  with  a fever. 
She  was  of  a fanguineous  habit,  and  had  frequent  fhiverings, 
with  fweats.  On  the  fourteenth  the  crifts  appeared.  I do 
not  know  the  age  of  the  foetus.  About  twenty  days  after, 
file  averred  flie  had  another  abortion  of  a male,  but  I will 
not  vouch  for  the  truth  of  this. 

About  the  beginning  of  Winter  the  North  wind  prevailed, 
and  many  jaundices  appeared.  Some  of  thefe  were  attended 
with  fhiverings,  others  were  not.  The  tongue  became  parched 
upon  the  third  day,  and  there  was  great  anxiety  about  the 
fixth  and  feventh,  and  this  continued  for  fome  time.  On 
the  fourteenth  the  bowels  were  coftive,  and  did  not  anfwer 
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to  the  medicines  which  were  given,  and  there  were  no 
fweats,  as  might  be  expedted  from  the  nature  of  the  fever. 

The  fpleen  in  feme  was  fmall,  but  extending  over  to  the 
right  prascordium,  and  upon  a touch  of  the  hand  emitted  a 
found.  There  were  haemorrhages  of  blood,  a crifis,  and 
an  evacuation  of  urine.  But  in  mod;  cafes  a difcharge  was 
made  downwards,  which  happened  about  this  time.  Thofe 
who  were  not  affedted  thus,  had  their  fpleens  much  tumified, 
and  they  had  haemorrhages  from  the  left  noftril.  After  the 
Summer  was  entirely  receded,  the  Winter  fet  in  with  very 
ftormy  weather  from  the  North,  but  a little  after  there  was 
a South  wind  for  fifteen  days,  and  after  that  fnow  for  forty. 
At  this  time  jaundices  chiefly  prevailed,  and  not  having  a 
crifis,  frequently  returned.  After  the  fnow  there  were  fome 
.foutherly  blafts,  attended  with  rain,  and  at  this  time  coryza’s 
attacked  many  perfons,  fome  with  fever  and  fome  without. 
In  feveral  they  fell  upon  the  teeth,  after  having  caufed  a good 
deal  of  pain  in  the  middle  of  the  body  on  the  right  fide,  and 
feized  upon  the  eyelids  and  eyes.  At  the  fame  time  many 
were  affiedted  with  hoarfeneffes,  inflammations  of  the  jaws, 
and  fpungy  excrefcences  of  the  gums,  together  with  foft  ill 
conditioned  tumours  behind  the  ears,  which  went  off  with  a 
fever.  Many  of  thefe  things  attended  fevers  in  their  begin- 
ning, and  efpecially  the  excrefcences,  both  in  Autumn  and 
Winter.  Befides  thefe  there  were  likewife  branny  eruptions. 
Many  women  differed  abortions,  and  had  difficult  births.  A 
young  girl  who  had  a crifis  on  the  fixth  day,  on  the  fixth  day 
after  that  relapfed,  and  on  the  next  fixth  a perfedt  crifis  was 
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formed.  At  this  time  the  crifis  generally  happened  on  the 
fixth  or  eighth  day* 

About  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  the  wife  of  the  blind 
Meander  fpit  up  at  firfl  a greenifh  matter,  and  after  that 
what  was  purulent.  About  the  fixth  day  her  liver  fwelled, 
and  fhe  had  a fmall  flool  from  the  inteflines.  What  fhe  af- 
terwards expe&orated  refembled  putrid  flefh,  was  in  fmall 
quantity,  white,  and  was  fpit  with  an  open  mouth.  She 
had  an  averlion  to  food,  and  died  about  the  twentieth. 

A female  fervant  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Thestqr,  af- 
ter the  application  of  a cauflic,  was  affected  in  the  bowels 
with  many  bilious  flools,  and  a diftenfion  of  the  prascordium. 
On  the  fixth  day  after  the  evacuation  was  flopped,  fhe  had  a 
great  many  loofe  flools,  and  very  fuddenly.  But  immediately 
after,  fhe  fweated,  and  a crifis  was  made.  The  bowels  then 
became  bound.  But  about  the  fame  hour  in  the  next  day 
lhe  had  a frefii  rigor,  and  a fubfequent  fever,  and  a critical 
fweat  at  the  fame  time  as  before. 

The  wife  of  Thersander,  being  of  a leucophlegmatic 
habit,  and  averfe  to  labour,  whilfl  fhe  was  a nurfe  was  feized 
with  a fever.  Her  tongue,  from  the  heat  of  other  parts, 
became  parched  and  dry,  and  after  fome  time  was  co- 
vered with  a hard  cruft,  and  worms  were  rejected  by  the 
mouth.  About  the  twentieth  day  there  was  a crifis,  but  not 
a perfect  one. 
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About  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  a boy  of  Metrophan- 
tus  having  been  {truck  by  another  on  the  head  with  a fhell, 
about  the  twentieth  day  grewfeverilh.  The  caufe  feemed  to  be, 
that  when  the  parts  about  the  wound  were  cleanfed,  a cold- 
nefs  fupervened,  the  lips  of  it  fwelled,  and  the  {kin  was  very 
much  diftended.  Upon  an  incilion  to  the  quick,  there  was  no 
matter  difcharged,  nor  any  relief  brought.  There  was  a 
threatening  of  fuppuration  on  the  ear,  and  on  the  right  jaw, 
where  there  was  alfo  an  ulcer.  It  did  not  feem  difpofed  by  any 
means  to  fuppurate,  but  on  the  left  fhoulder  there  was  a 
fudden  collection  of  pus.  He  died  about  the  twenty-fourth 
day. 

After  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  a perfon  who  had  a pain 
in  his  ear,  about  the  twentieth  day  loft  his  voice,  and  was 
deprived  of  all  motion  in  his  body  on  the  right  fide,  and 
fweated  much,  without  fever.  The  right  ear  and  eye  did 
not  feem  fixed,  but  inclined  downward.  On  the  left  fide 
the  eye  was  diftorted  a good  deal  with  pain.  The  neck  be- 
came hardened,  and  about  three  hours  after  was  equally  af- 
feCted. 

After  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  a fervant  of  Atticus 
became  ftupid.  Another  about  the  fame  time  was  attacked 
with  a ftupid  madnefs.  Upon  a pain  coming  on  in  his  hip 
and  legs,  he  became  quiet,  but  I do  not  know  on  what  day 
this  happened.  About  the  fame  time,  fome  who  were  feized 
with  {hiverings  and  vomiting,  after  the  crifis,  had  an  averfion 
to  food,  were  overcharged  with  bile,  had  their  fpleens  tumified 
with  hardnefs  attended  with  pain,  and  had  a confiderable  hae- 
morrhage. 
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morrhage.  In  fome  alfo  at  this  time,  under  the  fetting  of 
the  Pleiades,  there  was  a large  flux  of  pure  blood  from  the 
nofe,  in  a difeafed  fpleen. 

In  Cranon,  the  wife  of  Nicostratus,  having  an  accef- 
fion  of  fever,  on  the  fourteenth  day  was  feized  with  a weak- 
nefs  of  the  neck  and  other  parts  adjacent,  and  her  food  was 
not  ejeCted  for  ten  days  after.  The  refpiration  was  thick  and 
fhort,  the  fingers  were  moved  about,  but  independent  of 
any  voluntary  power.  She  was  delirious  and  fweated.  On 
the  right  fide,  the  neck,  the  mouth,  the  eye,  and  the  nofe 
were  contracted . The  urine  had  a white  fediment  like  bar- 
ley, but  in  another  kind  it  was  white  throughout,  in  another 
ramentofe,  of  a pale  colour  refembling  bean-flour.  Some- 
times the  urine  had  a fatty  fubftance  upon  its  top,  and  this 
was  collected  together  in  one  body  and  not  difperfed,  fimilar  to 
what  is  fometimes  fufpended  in  the  middle,  and  not  unlike  a 
fleece  of  wool.  After  this  fome  was  voided  which  had  no 
fediment,  and  fome  which  had,  and  fome  which  had  but  a 
very  fmall  quantity,  and  that  very  much  difperfed.  Ano- 
ther fort  was  turbid,  another  had  a fmall  black  thick  cloud 
flying  about  in  it.  Another  fort  was  foft  and  light.  Ano- 
ther had  a light  cloud,  fome  was  like  that  of  horfes,  and 
fome  was  very  dufky. 

A youth  whofe  mind  was  at  firfl:  affeCted,  voided  urine 
that  was  light  and  pure  from  any  mixture.  His  ftools  were 
loofe,  but  copious,  and  without  any  bile.  His  tongue  was 
very  rough,  his  fever  was  ardent,  he  was  without  any  fleep, 
and  his  belly  fwelled.  He  was  delirious,  as  I think,  upon 
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the  eighth  day,  and  was  very  impudent,  rofe  out  of  bed,  and 
fought  with  thofe  about  him,  and  talked  obfcenely,  which 
was  far  from  his  cuftom.  After  a very  profufe  evacuation  of 
thin  urine  fucceeding  a fiioppage,.  he  had  a conftant  fleep  and 
fweating,  which  feemed  to  be  critical  about  the  tenth  day. 
But  a little  after  he  grew  delirious  again,  and  died  fuddenly 
on  the  eleventh.  I imagine  the  caufe  to  have  been  the  drink- 
ing a large  quantity  of  wine,  which  affefted  his  mind.  He 
was  no  more  than  twenty  years  of  age. 

The  wife  of  Eumenes  in  the  Autumn  vomited  lome 
black  bile.  This  was  evident  from  the  fmell,  from  a fever 
preceded  by  fhiverings,  and  pains  about  the  mouth  of  the 
fiiomach.  She  vomited  a fmall  quantity  of  bile,  and  with  it 
a worm. 

In  many  the  ftools  were  very  loofe  through  the  whole 
time  before  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  but  about  that  time 
the  belly  became  bound.  They  had  a haemorrhage  of  blood, 
a £hort  fever,  and  very  quick  returns  after  an  intermifiion. 
Some  had  a very  great  averf  on  to  food,  with  colliquations, 
great  anxiety,  and  pain  about  the  ftomach.  Many  voided 
worms  about  the  crifis,  had  rigors,  and  were  loaded  with 
bile. 

A youth  who  was  a ftranger,  on  the  third,  fourth,  and 
fifth  day  had  a copious  haemorrhage  from  the  nofe.  On  the 
fixth  he  was  at  firfi:  compofed,  but  afterwards  grew  deliri- 
ous. On  the  feventh  his  belly  was  coftive,  and  he  was  co- 
ma tofe.  He  had  a relapfe  the  third  day  after,  and  his  belly

was  opened  by  an  evacuation.  I did  not  infpedt  his  urine.  At 
the  criiis  every  thing  happened  as  it  ought. 

About  the  felting  of  the  Pleiades  there  was  a South  wind 
and  much  rain,  and  about  that  time  a young  man  of  a re- 
laxed and  bilious  conflitution,  had  fome  loofe,  tho’  well 
digefled  ftools,  and  frequently.  His  fever  was  conflantly 
upon  him,  and  his  tongue  was  dry.  On  the  fixth  day  a 
criiis  was  made.  On  the  feventh  he  was  attacked  again,  and 
was  affedted  at  the  fame  time  with  tremors.  On  the  fixth 
after,  he  had  a thick  fhining  defluxion  behind  the  ears. 

In  a boy  who  was  troubled  with  phagaedenic  ulcers,  all 
the  lower  row  of  teeth,  and  the  fore  teeth  both  above  and 
below  rofe  from  their  fockets,  and  left  behind  great  hollows 
of  bone.  The  bone  of  the  palate  fell  down  in  the  places  of 
fome,  and  the  middle  of  the  nofe  fupplied  its  ftation,  except 
where  the  upper  teeth  fell  away  before  the  nofe  was  flattened. 
The  fifth  from  the  fore  teeth  had  four  roots,  two  of  which 
were  connected  with  their  neighbours,  having  their  fharp 
points  bending  downwards.  There  was  a greater  fuppuration 
about  the  third  tooth,  than  any  other.  And  there  was  alfo  a 
thick  defluxion  from  the  nofe,  and  pains,  particularly  about 
the  temples.  The  fifth  tooth  was  moflcorroded,  and  there 
was  a tumour  upon  it  on  the  outfide,  and  two  within.  The 
fmalleft  of  the  fore  teeth  was  alfo  corroded  near  the  two 
which  joined  it.  The  feventh  had  a fharp,  thick  root. 

A boy  with  Athenjeus  had  a pain  in  the  left  tooth  be- 
low, and  the  right  tooth  above  his  right  ear  fuppurated,  but 
without  much  pain.  After 
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After  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades  the  weather  was  mild* 
but  cloudy  and  dark.  The  crifis  of  fevers  was  made  on  the 
fifth,  fixth,  and  feventh  days,  and  fometimes  at  a longer  pe- 
riod. Thefe  fevers  were  liable  to  relap fes,  and  then  be- 
came vague  in  their  termination.  The  fick  had  an  averfion  to 
food,  were  loaded  with  bile,  and  were  fubjedl  to  the  dyfentery, 
which  was  attended  with  naufea  and  fever.  About  the  fet- 
ting of  the  Pleiades  the  South  wind  blew  brlfkly,  and  at  this 
time  tertian  fevers,  haemorrhages  of  blood,  and  conflant  fhi- 
verings  (Epialae)  prevailed. 

One  who  was  lick  at  a fhoemaker’s,  and  who  abounded 
with  bile,  had  a haemorrhage.  He  had  but  few  flools,  but 
a crifis  was  made  on  the  feventh  day,  with  a rigor. 

A boy  who  lived  at  the  furthefl  tavern,  on  the  fourth  day 
had  an  haemorrhage,  he  was  then  very  delirious,  his  bowels 
became  coflive,  and  the  praecordia  were  hard  and  painful.  A 
fuppofitory  was  administered  on  the  fixth  day,  and  brought 
off  fome  ill  conditioned  flools  of  a pale  green  colour.  On 
the  feventh  in  the  morning  he  was  very  refllefs  and  clamo- 
rous : The  veins  about  the  navel  beat  much.  In  acute  fe- 
vers, the  veins  generally  appear  thick  and  diflended. 

In  all  kinds  of  difeafes,  at  this  time,  there  were  exacerbations 
in  the  evening.  The  beginning  of  fevers,  the  exacerbations,  the 
duration,  the  conflancy,  and  the  time  of  the  year,  are  ob- 
jects of  confideration. 
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From  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades  the  South  wind  blew. 
Thofe  fevers  which  had  a crifis  on  the  fifth  day  had  an  in- 
termiffion  of  one.  There  was  an  appearance  of  foft  puflules, 
as  in  Acanthius  Lapytus.  But  about  the  fetting  of  the 
Pleiades,  a pfora,  and  other  itchy  eruptions,  without  any 
weeping  humour,  prevailed.  There  were  alfo  tumihed  puf- 
tules.  Of  this  kind  were  thofe  which  appeared  in  the  wife 
of  Pythodorus,  and  in  Capelio,  in  whom  they  began 
with  a fever.  Pythodorus’s  wife  had  at  the  fame  time  a 
difficulty  of  motion  in  her  hip  joint. 

After  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  there  were  frequent 
fhiverings,  and  haemorrhages  from  the  nofe.  The 
Shoemaker  had  a crifis  on  the  feventh  day,  but  af- 
ter an  intermiffion  of  one  the  fever  returned,  and  again 
he  had  a crifis  on  the  fourth.  Another,  who  came  from 
Leocydes,  had  a crifis  on  the  feventh,  another  on  the 
fourth. 

Moschus  had  a large  haemorrhage  from  the  left  nof- 
tril,  on  the  ninth  day,  and  a moderate  flow  from  the 
right.  On  the  fourteenth  from  the  firfl:  exacerbation  a 
crifis  was  made.  Thofe  who  erred  in  diet  had  not  a crifis 
till  the  feventeenth.  A fmall  hard  tubercle  behind 
the  ear,  and  hard  internally,  and  attended  with  much  pain, 
which  did  not  remit,  appeared  about  the  nineteenth  in 
the  night. 

Bilious  flools,  mixed  with  pus,  like  the  black  blood  of 
the  cuttle  fifh,  were  voided  from  the  bowels.  A cupping 
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glafs  applied  to  the  hip  for  a pain  in  it,  removed  it  lower 
down,  and  relieved  it. 

One  who  fell  from  a horfe  in  Ceramicus,  and  who 
had  not  a cupping  glafs  applied  immediately,  was  burnt 
in  the  internal  part,  and  on  the  twentieth  day  the 
complaint  returned,  and  bloody,  faeculent,  and  corrod- 
ing matter  broke  out  from  the  wound.  Tenedia,  on 
the  fourth  day  after  complaining,  was  delivered  of  an 
abortive  foetus  of  thirty  days.  Her  belly  was  loofe, 
and  the  had  watry  ftools.  Her  tongue,  was  parched, 
and  hie  had  a crifis  on  the  fourth  day  after. 

After  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  the  fpleen  was  affedled  in 
many,  and  on  the  fifth  day  there  was  a flux  of  blood,  and  a 
crifis  was  made. 

A certain  perfon  had  a flow  of  urine  on  the  feventh  day, 
which  was  like  barley-water , then  it  was  uniform  through- 
out, and  after  that  quite  pure  and  unmixed.  This  man  had 
a relap  fe.

In  the  fon  of  Megareos,  there  was  an  intermiffion,  but 
he  had  no  haemorrhage  from  the  nofe,  his  urine  was  like  that 

of  Artigenis,  white,  thick,  and  uniform.

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In  the  Winter,  juft  after  the  fun's  receding,  a new  ftar, 

not  of  the  leaft  magnitude,  was  feen,  and  about  five  days  af- 
ter and  on  the  fixth  day  there  was  an  earthquake. 
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The  wife  of  Antigenus,  who  abode  in  Perinthus,  and 
who  was  afthmatic,  was  uncertain  with  regard  to  her  preg- 
nancy, die  had  however  a return  of  her  menfes,  and  her 
belly  grew  large  and  fmall  at  times.  She  had  a conftant 
cough,  efpecially  if  fhe  went  any  length  of  way,  or 
quickly. 

The  wife  of  the  brother  of  Apemantus  mifcarried  with 
a female  foetus  of  fixty  days.  This  was  the  leventh  of 
of  her  illnefs.  About  the  ninth  die  was  difturbed  very 
much.  After  the  crifis,  die  had  a pain  in  the  right  fide,  as 
if  it  arofe  from  a wrinch.  She  conceived  quickly,  and  as 
foon  mifcarried. 

A woman  was  delivered  whilft  fhe  was  troubled  with  the 
fluor  albus,  another  with  the  flow  of  the  menfes.  At  this 
time  were  prevalent  fliiverings,  naufeas,  relapfes,  bilious 
affections  of  the  fpleen,  and  pains  chiefly  in  the  left  fide.

The  wife  of  Apemantus  had  a diftortion  of  the  eye  on 
the  right  fide,  but  a foft  dwelling  of  the  fide  on  the  other. 

The  daughter  of  Aristophontus  had  a fever  on  the 
third  day,  and  on  the  fifth;  it  was,  however,  without  any 
evacuation,  except  that  her  bowels  were  affedted.  She  had 
a difficult  crifis,  and  the  fever  did  not  go  off  till  after  thirty 
days.  Puflules  arofe  after  a delivery,  which  was  not  very 
difficult,  upon  the  feventh  day  they  were  livid.  A rigor  at- 
tacked a young  girl  who  lived  near  Herous.  The  whites 
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prevailed  in  large  quantity,  and  not  of  a good  kind,  attended 
with  the  greateft  ftupefadtion  and  lethargy,  and  where  there 
was  no  difcharge  of  bile,  nor  any  evacuation  by  ftool,  either 
hard  or  loofe. 

In  the  Black-fmith  Zoilus,  the  pulfe  was  fmall  and  flow, 
the  urine  and  ftools  moderately  difcoloured.  There  was  a 
diflenfion  of  the  belly  reaching  down  in  direction  of  the  na- 
vel, attended  with  an  acute  fever,  an  averfion  to  food,  and 
third. 

The  daughter  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Market,  at  Tecom.®- 
us,  being  (tho’  fhe  had  conceived)  uncertain  of  her  pregnan- 
cy, from  any  figns,  after  two  months  vomited  fome  phlegm, 
and  afterwards  threw  up  fome  bile.  She  had  a difficult  deli- 
very, and  it  was  attended  with  purging.  About  the  thirtieth 
day  there  was  a fimilar  vomiting.  The  bowels  were  then  af- 
fected, and  the  vomiting  ceafed  : But  fhe  had  a lientery, 
and  the  menfes  did  not  come  down.  For  two  years  fhe 
voided  occafionally  blood  from  the  mouth. 

Two  brothers,  who  lived  in  the  houfe  as  affociates  with 
Cecrops,  at  firft  voided  a black  feculent  matter,  which 
feemed  a feparation  from  the  blood,  and  afterwards  what 
was  frothy  and  bilious. 

A man  who  lifted  a burden  from  an  afs  was  immediately 
feized  with  a fever.  On  the  third  and  on  the  fecond  day 
blood  burfl  from  the  nofe,  and  on  the  fifth,  feventh,  and 
eighth  his  inteflines  became  loofe.  He  had  a crifis. 
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A man  who  was  concerned  in  the  mines,  had  the  right 
hypochondrium  diftended.  His  fpleen  was  enlarged,  and 
his  belly  conftridted  ; this  was  alfo  hard  and  full  of  wind, 
and  without  any  colour.  The  difeafe  fell  down  upon  the  left 
knee.  There  was  a relapfe,  and  at  laft  a perfect  crifis. 

The  fon  of  Temen/eus  had  a difficulty  of  breathing,  fo 
as  to  have  all  over  him  his  Ikin  of  a paleilh  green,  but  efpe- 
cially  the  back  and  the  hands. 

The  hulband  of  a woman  who  had  been  juft  delivered  near 
Setodocus,  had  a jaundice.  On  the  lixth  day  I firft  went 
to  fee  him,  and  on  the  eighth  he  died,  but  he  voided  no 
urine,  nor  had  he  any  ftools.  The  hypochondria  were  large 
and  hard,  and  his  refpiration  was  frequent,  (or  thick). 
Whilft  he  was  dying,  he  had  no  fweat  upon  his  forehead, 
attended  with  pain.  His  wife  was  delivered  of  a daughter 
of  feven  months  old,  on  the  feventh  day  after  fhe  was  feized, 
though  it  firft  began  to  appear  on  the  fourth.  She  was  at- 
tacked in  the  beginning  with  a pain  in  her  foot,  but  upon 
the  going  off  of  the  fever,  her  breath  was  not  relieved,  and 
there  remained  a pain  in  her  hands  and  arms. 

Relapfes  for  the  moft  part  feized  upon  thofe  who  before 
the  crifis,  had  a fediment  in  their  urine.  The  lifter  of  Te- 
men2eus,  who  lived  with  him,  had  a crifis,  with  a rigor. 
But  upon  the  yellownefs  of  the  Hein  ceafing,  a pain 
fuddenly  attacked  her  hands  and  ffioulders,  and  upon 
the  ceffation  there,  fled  to  her  head.  Her  upper  eye-lids 
were  very  much  fwelled,  and  Ihe  emitted  a quantity  of  tears. 
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1 know  nothing  more  of  her.  Her  firft  crifis  was  on  the 
feventh  day. 

The  vine-dreffer  of  Menander  was  much  in  the  fame 
way,  except  that  his  bowels  at  fir  ft  were  loofened,  and  af- 
terwards conftridted,  and  his  urine  was  critical.  He  had 
not  a rigor  on  the  feventh  day,  becaufe  his  belly  was  before 
affedted . 

The  fon  of  Potamon,  who  had  no  evacuation  by  ftool 
on  the  feventh  dav,  had  no  rigor  two  days  before  the  crifis,, 
and  on  this  account  had  no  fediment  in  his  urine. 

Hegesistr  atius  had  a fuppuration  on  his  hinder  tooth, 
which  affedted  even  the  eye.  When  the  eye  was  cured,  there 
was  a difcharge  of  thick  pus  alfo  from  the  noftrils.  Near 
the  gums  fmall  round  tubercles  arofe.  There  feemed  in  this 
place  about  the  third  day  to  be  a difpolition  to  fuppurate, 
but  this  went  off,  and  a fwelling  fupervened  in  the  jaws  and 
eyes. 

Thofe  who  had  inflammations  of  their  eyes  in  ardent  fe- 
vers, had  a rednefs  in  their  cheeks,  and  a haemorrhage ; they 
had  alfo  abfceffes  behind  the  ears,  and  upon  the  joints,  but 
of  this  I am  not  quite  certain.  Some  had  rigors,  with  trem- 
blings, and  a diftenfion  of  the  praecordia.  The  menftrual 
flux  appeared  on  the  feventeenth,  and  after  this  a perfedt 
crifis  was  made.  But  if  this  did  not  happen,  the  crifis  was  in 
fome  on  the  third  day,  in  others  on  the  fifth,  and  in  others 
on  the  feventh.  In  Hegesistr  atius,  the  two  hinder  teeth 
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were  corroded  by  rubbing  againfl  each  other.  Each  of  them 
had  on  the  upper  fide  two  excrefcences,  one  near  the  ero- 
ded part,  the  other  at  a diflance.  But  in  the  place  where 
thefe  arofe  there  were  large  roots  anfwering  to  one  another, 
and  on  the  other  fide  there  was  a round  furface. 

A woman  who  had  a haemorrhage  from  the  nofe  on  the 
fourth  and  fixth  days,  had  a crilis  on  the  feventh  : She  was 
of  a florid  complexion.  Another  woman  who  had  a violent 
pain  in  her  head,  had  a crifis  upon  the  twentieth,  and  on 
that  day  fhe  had  a great  heat  of  the  hypochondria.  On  the 
feventh,  there  was  not  much  blood  flowed  from  the  nofe, 
and  fhe  had  fome  loofe  flools.  On  the  eighth  her  right  eye 
was  affected.  * 

The  fame  things  happened  to  a man,  except  that  the  crifis 
was  made  on  the  feventh  day,  and  the  left  fpleen  became  tu- 
mified.  On  the  eightieth  day  and  after,  the  eyes  were  af- 
fected in  the  fame  manner  as  after  the  crifis,  but  more 
violently. 

In  the  filter  of  TEMEN^us,the  praecordia  were  inflated  and 
diftended.  This  tumour  appeared,  after  it  had  been  growing 
for  fome  time.  I do  not  know  whether  fhe  was  pregnant  or  not. 
She  was  at  firfl  coftive  in  her  belly,  and  had  a vomiting,  but 
this  foon  flopped.  After  this  her  belly  was  opened,  and  fhe 
had  many  bilious  and  glutinous  flools,  but  the  praecordia 
did  not  abate  in  their  fwelling.  On  the  eleventh  day  an  in- 
flammation arofe  in  the  thumb  of  the  left  hand,  and  fhe  had 
at  the  fame  time  a diarrhoea,  and  by  this  fhe  feemed  to  be 
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much  relieved  of  her  former  fymptoms.  Her  lethargy  and 
fever  alfo  were  leflfened,  and  her  refpiration  became  more 
eafy,for  fhe  threw  up  fomething  deleterious  by  vomit.  On 
the  fixteenth  her  breath  became  fhort,  her  fever  came  on, 
and  fhe  died.  Her  fever  firft  attacked  her  before  the  abfcefs 
(in  her  thumb).  On  the  feventh  day  after  that  abfcefs  fhe 
died.  She  was  of  a fanguineous  and  florid  habit  or  confti- 
tution. 

The  fon  of  that  woman  who  was  the  filter  of  Apeman- 
tus,  had  the  praecordia  fwelled,  along  with  the  fpleen. 
His  refpiration  was  quick,  and  he  had  fome  bilious  and 
flimy  ftools,  mixed  with  common  excrement.  After  great 
fatigue  at  work,  on  the  twentieth  day  of  his  difeafe,  it  was 
tranflated  to  his  feet,  and  a crifis  was  made.  This  fatigue, 
perhaps,  was  the  caufe  that  his  feet  were  affeded  rather  than 
the  eyes.  The  praecordia  ftill  continued  to  be  diftended,  and 
he  was  tormented  with  a dry  cough.  What  remained  after 
the  crifis,  were  the  occafion  of  a relapfe,  and  the  critical 
figns  of  difeafes  at  this  time  were  taken  from  a premature 
expedoration,  the  affedion  of  the  belly,  an  intemperate  way 
of  life,  and  other  things  of  this  kind. 

Apemantus,  who  had  complained  of  pain  about  the 
gums,  perceived  a defed  in  the  right  fide,  which  extended 
nearly  as  far  as  the  navel,  and  before  he  had  fits  of  pain,  he 
voided  bloody  urine,  which  feemed  to  proceed  alfo  from  the 
right.  It  ceafed  on  the  third  day.  A Smith  who  was  af- 
feded on  the  other  fide,  but  in  a fimilar  diredion,  voided 
bloody  urine.  When  this  ceafed,  there  was  a fediment  at 
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bottom,  and  this  happened  to  both  on  the  third  day. , Ape- 
man  t us,  however,  was  mod:  affedted  by  heat,  for  the  other 
felt  nothing  but  on  the  left  fide.  Nicostratus  alfo  per- 
ceived fomething  inthe  higher  parts  on  the  right  fide,  and  be- 
low on  the  left,  and  which  afterwards  extended  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  fide,  down  as  fir  as  the  navel  on  both  fides. 

An  old  woman  who  was  leucophlegmatic,  had  upon  her 
legs  hard,  white,  and  loofe  tumours,  which  extended  almod 
down  to  her  feet.  They  were  alfo  in  the  under  parts  of  the 
thighs.  It  feeemed  as  if  it  would  be  difficult  to  diffolve 
them.  Moreover  they  had  attacked  her  loins  ; her  belly, 
however, was  loofe,  the  pnecordia  foft,  and  her  refpiration  eafy. 
They,  notwithftanding,  all  left  her,  and  ffie  was  cured  like- 
wife  of  her  other  complaints.  In  blue  eyes,  the  diforders 
of  that  organ  are  more  readily  cured.  Pains  of  the  thighs 
and  legs  often  proceed  from  the  uterus  : For  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  a perfumed  peffiary,  made  of  flour  and  myrrh,  they 
are  diffolved  and  ceafe.  There  feems  to  be  a particular  pe- 
riod of  the  year  when  inflammations  of  the  eyes  prevail. 
There  were  hard  tumours  arofe,  where  exanthemata 
were  not  perfectly  diffolved,  fuch  as  happen  in  fome  fcaly 
ulcers. 

A boy  in  the  village  of  Hippolochus,  had  a tumour 
in  both  praecordia,  which  was  hard  and  fhining  on  the  lower 
part,  like  that  of  the  Copper-fmith,  who  was  dropfical,  in 
whom  fome  loofe  ffools  reduced  it  to  foftnefs.  He  had  it  on 
the  right  fide,  with  a painful  furface,  tho’  protuberant,  and 
circumfcribed  for  the  greatefl:  part.  The  navel  from  his 
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birth  was  of  a black  colour,  and  had  a deep  ulcer  upon  it,  and 
what  had  not  yet  properly  cicatriced.  The  extreme  part  of  the 
penis  was  quite  bare,  both  when  it  hardly  appeared  and  when 
at  laft  it  was  properly  protruded.  He  threw  up  almoft  every 
thing  by  vomiting,  was  feverifh,  had  an  averfion  to  food, 
and  was  in  great  meafure  relieved.  But  about  the  feventh 
day  after,  he  took  to  his  bed,  for  before  that  he  had  kept 
himfelf  to  work,  having  drank  a large  quantity  of  water,  and 
treated  himfelf  very  carelefsly.  He  became  exceedingly  refl- 
lefs,  and  was  in  fome  meafure  convulfed,  and  upon  the  cefla- 
tion  of  the  convulfions,  he  unexpectedly  died.  But  previous 
to  this  he  voided  his  urine  with  great  freedom,  and  had  a 
powerful  difcharge  of  wind  downwards,  yet  the  upper  parts 
were  by  no  means  foftened.  Immediately  after  death,  how- 
ever, they  became  relaxed,  and  the  whole  body,  except 
where  the  tumour  was,  was  covered  with  a rednefs,  and  at 
the  fame  time  was  very  warm.  A perfon  at  Abdera  had  an 
eruption  on  his  back,  another  had  a fwelling  of  the  anterior 
parts,  with  fever.  This  tumour  feemed  to  the  touch  as  if 
it  would  fuppurate.

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A fervant  who  was  troubled  with  an  afthma,  and  had  occa- 
fionally  an  haemorrhage ; when  (he  had  a flow  of  her  men- 
ftrual  flux,  her  refpiration  became  difficult.  Upon  the  cef- 
fation  of  her  menfes  fhe  was  attacked  with  a fever,  and  her 
left  bread:  fuppurated,  as  well  as  her  ear,  which  had  that 
tendency  from  the  beginning. 

In  a fervant  of  Olympiodorus,  there  was  an  haemorrhage 
from  the  left  noflril,  and  on  the  twentieth  day  fuch  a crifis 
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was  made  as  happens  to  perfons  who  are  tick  of  fevers.  She 
had  likewife  a quantity  of  ftools,  fimilar  to  thofe  who  had 
the  Summer  epidemic,  and  which  happened  to  Hipponac- 

TUS. 

H yle,  the  maid  fervant  of  Aristides,  upon  the  eighth 
day  (of  a fever)  after  having  taken  a purgative  medicine,  had 
the  proper  ligns  of  evacuation  by  the  bowels,  and  fuch  as 
were  not  beyond  her  ftrength.  The  ftools  were  neither 
bloody  nor  frothy,  but  like  the  white  of  eggs  : The  fame  as 
occurred  to  the  wife  of  Heraclides,  who  was  purged 
much,  and  bore  it  without  any  inconvenience. 

A woman  who  was  purged  in  the  village  of  Balagora, 
was  feized  with  a fever,  from  fome  diforder  in  the  fpleen. 
The  right  fides,  tho’  not  raifed,  were  greatly  diftended,  and 
were  covered  all  over  with  rednefs,  when  the  fpleen  was  the 
fame.  The  bowels  were  affedted  from  the  beginning,  and 
the  eye  was  threatened  with  a defluxion.  On  the  feventeenth 
day  a thick  fait  humour  iflued  from  this  organ,  and  infefted 
likewife  the  nofe,  and  the  fauces,  and  the  left  ear.  On  the 
fifteenth  fhe  fweated  with  a rigor,  and  before  this  affedtion 
there  was  no  crifis.  She  grew  pale,  her  countenance  was 
fallen  and  drained,  and  fhe  complained  in  her  ear,  about  the 
regions  of  the  fpleen,  and  of  the  pleura.  In  fome  boys,  the 
bowels  were  affedted,  and  they  had  dry  coughs.  At  the 
end,  in  fome  of  them,  a colledtion  of  matter  was  formed 
upon  the  fhoulder. 
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A Fuller  had  his  head  and  neck,  and  on  the  feventh  day 
his  hands,  benumbed.  On  the  ninth  his  leg  was  affedted  in 
the  fame  way,  and  his  cough  ceafed. 

A woman  who  had  her  cheek  difforted,  had  her  belly 
drawn  to  the  left  fide  about  five  months  after. 

In  Cranon,  Lycinus  the  Grammarian,  was  feized  with 
a bilious  fever,  which  feemed  to  originate  from  fome  difor- 
der  in  the  fpleen.  He  had  a pain  in  his  head,  and  fome  tu- 
bercles in  the  fpleen.  About  the  lips  he  had  fome  round 
ulcers  on  the  infide,  and  a fmall  quantity  of  blood  flowed 
from  the  noftril  on  the  right  fide. 

In  a female  fervant  who  was  recently  purchafed,  whom  I 
was  called  to  fee,  there  was  a confiderable  hardnefs  of  the 
right  fide,  but  not  very  painful.  The  belly  was  large  and 
circumfcribed,  but  not  like  one  in  a dropfy.  It  was  befides 
foft  to  the  touch.  She  had  no  difficulty  in  refpiration,  but 
yet  her  Ikin  was  of  a bad  colour.  Her  menfes  had  not  flowed 
for  feven  years.  She  had  fometimes  a dyfentery,  but  with- 
out tenefmus.  Befides  this,  Ihe  had  a pain  in  the  right  fide, 
and  a flight  fever,  which  did  not  continue  more  than  feven 
days,  her  bowels  were  affedted,  and  her  ftools  were  flimy, 
and  like  amber,  and  very  plentiful.  After  fome  days  fhe  re- 
covered, and  the  menfes  then  came  down.  The  parts  about 
her  belly  were  foftened,  her  body  recovered  its  colour,  and 
file  grew  fat. 

The  wife  of  Minois,  after  an  incifion,  was  affedted 
with  fphacelus,  and  this  falling  upon  the  lungs  a crifis 
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was  made  in  a very  fhort  time,  but  ffie  did  not  long 
furvive  it.  She  had  befides  fome  internal  complaint.  If  ap- 
plications are  made  to  the  noftrils  in  fevers,  when  the  pain 
ceafes,  a thick  matter  will  flow  from  them.  But  if  neither 
the  pain  nor  fever  fhould  go  off,  the  matter  is  thin  and  burn- 
ing, as  in  the  cafe  ofHEGESippus,  who  had  a difcharge  of 
this  thin  matter  in  the  night.  It  was  thick,  however,  in 
the  cafe  of  the  fon  of  Celeuris,  like  the  eunuch  of  Co- 
rinth. Mature  abfceffes  in  difeafes  are  a critical  iign,  if 
whilfl  a fever  continues  they  do  not  partake  of  it ; and  when 
the  caufes  of  pain  fubfift  they  are  eafily  borne,  as  happened 
in  the  buttock  of  Charon.  In  Leambius,  who  thought 
his  inteftines  were  ulcerated,  medicines  were  given,  as  if  he 
had  a dyfentery,  but  the  arms  and  left  fhoulderwere  affected 
with  abfceffes,  yet  without  any  fever. 

From  a diflenfion  by  wind,  in  a certain  perfon,  the  fides 
were  much  elevated,  and  affedted  with  pain.  He  drank 
plentifully  of  milk  and  wine,  and  immediately  a naufea  and 
heat  arofe.  After  this  having  eaten  a quantity  of  baked  bread, 
he  was  coftive  in  his  bowels,  but  had  a fmall  evacuation  of 
a purulent  nature.  On  an  inflammation  of  the  buttock,  his 
fever  and  pain  went  off,  and  this  I fincerely  affirm  to  be 
true.

An  old  man  who  lived  at  the  Porch  of  Stone,  perceived  a 
pain  in  his  loins,  and  in  both  legs.  It  extended  indeed  to 
the  thighs  and  to  the  tibia,  and  even  to  the  knees.  It 
continued  a long  time  at  intervals,  having  many  returns,  and 
there  was  a CQnfiderable  fwelling  of  the  feet  and  loins,  and 
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of  the  groin,  and  there  was  a complete  tenfion  of  all  the 
parts,  attended  with  pain.  The  bladder  was  hard  and  pain- 
ful, and  there  were  alfo  many  eruptions,  and  heats  both  in 
the  eyes,  ears,  nofe,  and  hands.  A crilis  is  formed,  as  well 
as  many  other  circumflances  by  which  we  know  difeafes,  by 
confulting  the  Tick  perfon  whether  he  fweats,  or  feels,  or 
frnells,  or  tafles,  or  does  many  other  things.  Befides  this, 
the  hair,  the  complexion,  the  fkin,  the  blood  veifels,  the 
tendons,  the  mufcles,  the  flefh,  the  bones,  the  marrow,  the 
brain,  and  every  thing  which  proceeds  from  the  blood  are  to 
be  taken  into  the  account,  together  with  the  bowels,  the 
ftomach,  the  bile,  other  humours,  and  the  extremities. 
Then  whether  any  pains  arife  behind  the  ears,  owing  to  a 
kind  of  pus,  which  indeed  would  not  afFe6t  the  gland,  nor 
caufe  the  bone  to  fuppurate,  but  immediately  upon  its  ceffa- 
tion  would  occcafion  a fever.  The  beating  of  the  veins, 
tremblings,  convulfons,  hiccough,  difficult  refpiration,  eva- 
cuations by  the  inteftines,  are  alfo  figns  by  which  we  deter- 
mine upon  difeafes.  When  the  eyes  fuppurate  and  burft,  the 
wound  is  much  extended,  and  when  they  are  cut  open  it  is. 
deep.  In  both  methods  the  pupil  becomes  ulcerated. 

Aristjeus,  in  the  village  of  Amphilochus,  was  deliri- 
ous on  the  fourth  day.  The  evacuation  from  the  bowels  was 
of  a pale  colour.  He  had  very  comfortable  lleep,  but  his 
complexion  was  leucophlegmatic. 

In  fome  people,  about  the  beginning  of  the  fever,  there 
was  a trembling  of  the  hands,  and  of  the  lips,  and  of  other 
parts,  and  the  tongue  feemed  as  if  it  were  more  voluble  than 
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ufual.  In  thefe  the  face  was  much  flulhed,  as  if  it  were 
affecfted  with  liquor,  or  had  been  fwelled  after  taking  of  a 
vomit. 

A perfon  who  lived  at  Medosada,  had  a copious  dis- 
charge of  loofe  watry  ftools,  but  without  any  mixture  of 
bile.  The  hypochondrium  was  fwelled,  but  yielded  to  the 
touch,  and  there  was  a great  difpofition  to  deep.  On  the 
fourteenth  day,  juft  before  the  crifts,  there  was  a rigor, 
without  any  tremblings,  with  a relaxation,  a numbnefs,  and 
contraction  of  the  limbs.  The  belly  was  at  the  fame  time 
loofe,  and  tho’  there  was  a coma,  no  deep  fupervened,  nor 
was  there  any  delirium.  On  this  fourteenth  day  a crifts  was 
made,  nor  did  any  critical  fign  remain  afterwards. 

In  the  fame  manner,  another  perfon,  in  the  beginning, 
had  fome  glutinous  ftools,  from  the  folid  parts  of  which  a 
crifts  was  formed.  But  there  was  great  watchfulnefs,  and 
after  this  the  ftools  were  a little  glutinous,  without  bile,  and 
well  digefted,  but  after  that  bilious,  yet  not  very  loofe. 
When  they  began  to  be  a little  more  conftftent,  the  crifts 
was  accelerated.  About  the  fixth  day  the  praecordium  ap- 
peared to  be  diftended,  and  as  if  it  had  a dwelling  of  the  veins. 
About  the  feventh  he  flept,  and  had  a final  crifts  on  the 
ninth.  Both  thefe  fubjedls  had  a pale,  but  not  yellow  com- 
plexion. When  the  watry  ftools  were  expofed  to  the  fun, 
the  upper  part  was  loofe,  thin,  and  like  the  colour  of  the 
herb  called  Glaftus : In  the  bottom  there  was  a fediment. 
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Thofe  who  had  a loft  diftenfion  of  the  right  fide,  became 
phrenitic,  unlefs  it  went  down  upon  the  going  off  of  the  fever. 
But  in  thofe  who  had  this  foftnefs  of  the  belly  converted 
into  a hard  tumour,  attended  with  pain,  and  of  an  ill  con- 
dition, and  which  could  not  eafily  be  difperfed,  a fuppura- 
tion  was  generally  formed.  Thofe  tumours  on  the  right  fide 
which  were  chiefly  of  a foft  nature,  and  which  feemed  to  the 
feeling  to  be  filled  with  wind,  were  not  of  a dangerous  kind, 
as  happened  in  the  right  fides  of  fome  perfons  in  the  villages 
of  Amphilochus  and  Medosada.  They  were  affeded 
with  coma  and  lethargy. 

The  conftitution  of  the  air,  both  with  regard  to  feafon 
and  fituation,  is  a valuable  objed  of  confideration,  as  certain 
circumftances  of  it  prevail  more  or  lefs  : The  utmoft  vio- 
lence likewife  of  a difeafe,  and  efpecially  at  the  time  of  a 
crifis,and  whether  that  happen  on  the  firfi:  day,  or  more  per- 
fedly  and  later  on  the  third  or  fourth  ; alfo  the  periods 
of  a critical  fign,  as  in  fwellings,  haemorrhages,  or  the  con- 
trary. Likewife  in  relapfes,  the  effeds  of  tranflations  of 
matter,  or  of  the  protrufion  of  the  veins  of  the  temples,  or 
contradions  of  them,  or  changes  of  complexion  before  the 
crifis,  or  even  where  that  doth  not  happen,  as  well  as  anxi- 
ety of  body,  or  reftleflhefs,  diftenfions  of  different  parts, 
changes  of  colour  from  red  to  palenefs,  if  there  be  no  crifis, 
and  fwellings  of  the  fkin  without  a crifis,  and  a falling  down 
or  collapfe  of  the  eyes,  and  a roughnefs  of  the  body,  attended 
with  drynefs.  A voluntary  emifikm  of  tears  is  not  a dele- 
terious fign,  but  if  it  be  involuntary,  it  is  bad.  A colledion 
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of  vifcous  matter  about  the  teeth,  is  a bad  fign,  as  well  as 
a fixed  look  with  the  eyes. 

One  who  had  a wound  upon  the  tibia,  and  made  ufe  of 
the  plaffer  called  Atticus,  had  large  red  puftules  arife,  and 
was  troubled  with  a cough  which  he  had  not  perceived  be- 
fore. In  ./Enos,  they  had  fhiverings  who  had  wounds  of 
the  head,  they  had  alfo  a bad  kind  of  fever,  and  a collection 
of  pus.  After  a tenefmus,  upon  a journey,  there  arofe  p ins 
in  the  feet,  and  delirium,  with  laffitude.  Amongft  thofe 
who  were  affeCted,  Clinia,  had  a great  averfion  to  food, 
and  became  phthifical.  She  fpit  blood  mixed  with  pus,  and 
had  tubercles  filled  with  this  matter. 

The  wife  of  Hippeus  was  dropfical,  and  for  three  years, 
in  the  beginning  of  Spring,  was  tormented  with  a cough. 
There  was  a large  internal  collection  of  pus,  but  in  Winter 
it  was  of  a watry  confiftence.  Being  purged  of  this  by  me- 
dicines, flue  grew  better.  Her  maid  fervant  died. 

In  fome  who  were  affeCted  with  coughs,  there  was  an  af- 
ffeCtion  of  the  hands,  as  in  the  boy  who  matted  twigs,  and 
the  fon  of  Amyntas.  They  both  became  paralytic  in  the 
right  fide,  and  when  this  ceafed,  their  coughs  came  on. 
Thofe  who  went  journeys,  either  on  foot  or  on  horfeback, 
had  pains  in  their  loins,  or  in  their  thighs.  For  the  mod 
part  dry  coughs  prevailed,  and  thofe  which  were  violent. 

The  wife  of  Enmyris  was  affeCted  with  a difeafe  in  a dif- 
ferent manner  from  others  : She  had  no  fever,  and  yet  fhe 
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was  itupid.  After  this  fhe  had  a tremor  over  her  whole  body, 
and  a phthifis,  and  a naufea  of  food,  and  third,  and  fhe  was 
cold. 

Thofe  who  could  not  fee  in  the  night,  voided  a large 
quantity  of  urine,  and  afterwards  but  little.  Thofe  who  had 
coughs  and  fevers  were  troubled  with  tubercles  behind  the 
ears,  about  the  feventh  or  eighth  day. 

The  daughter  of  Enmyris  was  attacked  with  a fever,  and 
pus  flowed  from  her  ears,  but  I am  not  clear  that  it  was  on 
the  eighth  day.  In  fome  the  teeth,  efpecially  the  third  of  the 
upper  row,  were  corroded.  There  was  befldes  great  pain 
and  collection  of  pus  about  their  roots.  Thofe  affeCted  with 
it  had  a very  great  pain  about  the  ears,  and  were  much  tor- 
mented with  cough.  Thefe  fuppurations  were  accompanied 
with  fever,  which  was  refolved  on  the  feventh  day. 

Upon  an  increafe  of  the  prcecordia,  no  folution  of  it  was 
made.  The  bowels  were  in  fome  meafure  opened,  but  the 
ftools  were  glutinous,  confident,  and  not  of  a good  kind.  The 
urine  was  bloody,  and  the  expectoration  frothy. 

One  whom  Gynicus  brought  to  me  had  an  exacerbation 
on  the  feventh  day,  and  on  the  fourteenth  there  was  a crifls. 
There  were  fome  bad  flgns  which  difappeared,  the  fauces 
were  free  from  any  thing  impure,  and  the  expectoration  was  in 
fmall  quantity,  fpread,  and  well  digefted.  A little  blood  flowed 
from  the  nofe,  and  there  was  a pain  in  the  head,  the  hands 
and  legs  were  affeCted  with  palfy,  and  the  bowels  being  loof~ 
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ened,  were  of  fervice.  The  feet  were  conftantly  warm.  He 
had  fufficient  deep,  and  a well  digefted  matter  was  difcharged 
from  the  ears  without  any  fwelling. 

The  wife  of  Demaratus  had  her  feet  warm,  even  during 
her  {hivering.  Whether  {he  had  a tendency  towards  a fup- 
puration  or  not  is  uncertain,  but  Ihe  died. 

An  old  man,  who  died,  was  lick  at  the  fame  time  with  his 
wife,  and  had  fome  internal  complaint  of  a violent  nature. 
But  afterwards  when  he  voided  a thick  worm  with  fome  of 
the  remains  of  his  food,  he  feemed  to  be  relieved,  he  flept  a 
little,  and  was  upon  his  recovery.  A fhort  time  after,  how- 
ever, the  cuticle  of  his  body  became  conftridted,  the  extremi- 
ties were  cold,  a general  foftnefs  prevailed,  an  univerfal  trem- 
bling agitated  his  limbs : In  the  beginning  his  hands  and  legs, 
but  afterwards  his  voice  was  affedted.  He  became  a little 
delirious,  and  his  mouth  was  kept  open.  His  refpiration 
was,  however,  not  much  {heightened,  and  near  about  the 
twentieth  day  he  died. 

In  fome  perfons  at  this  time  the  praecordia  and  bowels 
were  comprefled,  and  had  no  grumblings  with  their  ufual 
evacuation,  as  at  Abdera,  when  fome  worms  were  voided. 
We  Ihould  obferve  the  good  and  bad  figns  which  appear  on 
the  days  before  the  crilis,  and  whether  they  betoken  an  ag- 
gravation of  the  fymptoms,  or  a tendency  to  prolong  the 
difeafe.  Some  things  treacheroufly  promife  relief,  whilft 
others  caufS  an  exacerbation  of  themfelves. 
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A bilious  fpitting  in  fome  peripneumonic  cafes  betokens 
a ceflation  of  the  difeafe,  but  if  it  be  yellow  it  betokens  it  to 
be  much  Ihorter.  If  fuch  things  appear  in  the  beginning, 
they  will  continue,  but  will  be  no  marks  of  concoCtion,  tho' 
they  will  of  a crifis,  as  happened  in  the  cafe  of  our  precep- 
tor, and  fome  others  that  I know. 

Nicippus,  in  his  fever,  had  an  emiflion  of  his  femen,  and 
he  was  not  the  worfe  for  it,  tho’  it  occurred  very  frequently. 
It  was  predicted  to  him  that  this  would  ceafe  when  a crifis 
was  formed,  and  fo  it  happened. 

Critias  in  his  fever  was  tormented  with  watchfulnefs, 
which  we  knew  of,  but  this  fymptom  likewife  went  off 
upon  the  crilis. 

Alcippus  who  had  the  haemorrhoids,  was  in  danger  from 
the  cure  of  them.  For  being  cured  he  was  attacked  with 
madnefs,  and  then  they  went  off  with  a fever  fucceeding. 
In  acute  fevers,  thofe  who  are  thirfty,  and  are  forbid  to 
drink  any  thing  by  their  phyfician,  or  abftain  from  it  by 
their  own  inclination,  feem  as  if  they  could  drink  a large 
quantity,  and  in  fuch  cafe  if  cold  water  be  given  fo  as  to 
provoke  vomiting;  it  will  be  of  fervice.  For  it  indicates 
much  bile.  That  the  nerves  may  be  contracted,  is  evident 
from  this.  If  the  hand  fhould  be  wounded  on  the  upper 
fide,  it  will  be  drawn  back  from  thofe  of  the  lower,  and  fo 
vice  verfa.  Thofe  whofe  tefticles  are  affeCted,  have  a dry 
cough,  and  from  venaefedtion  in  a cough,  a tumour  upon 
the  tefticles  will  ceafe,  and  upon  their  inflammation  a cough 
will  arife.  In  fevers  where  there  are  tumours  in  the  groin, 
a cough  will  fupervene.  BOOK 
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IN  Elis,  the  wife  of  a Gardener  had  an  acute  fever,  nor 
had  fhe  any  relief  from  the  exhibition  of  medicines.  In 
the  abdomen,  a little  below  the  navel,  there  was  a hard  tu- 
mour on  both  lides,  and  this  was  the  occafion  of  great 
pain.  It  was  rubbed  and  compreffed  by  the  hands  when 
anointed  with  oil ; and  blood  flowed  from  her  downwards. 
She  recovered  her  health,  and  lived. 

Timocratus,  in  Elis,  after  drinking  a large  quantity  of 
liquid,  was  feized  with  a melancholy  madnefs.  Having  taken 
fome  medicines,  he  was  purged  by  them,  and  voided  by 
ftool  much  phlegm  and  black  bile  during  the  day,  but  in 
the  evening  this  evacuation  ceafed,  tho’  at  the  time  it  was 
attended  with  a good  deal  of  pain.  A large  draught  of  liquid 
was  after  this  productive  of  deep,  which  held  him  the  whole 
night,  even  till  the  next  morning.  During  his  deep,  he  did 
not  appear  to  the  by-danders  even  to  breathe,  but  feemed  to 
be  dead,  nor  did  he  perceive  any  thing  which  was  faid  or 
done.'  His  body  was  extended  and  ftiff.  He  however  was 
roufed  and  lived  afterwards. 
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Scomphus,  in  Oeniadj:,  was  attacked  with  a pain  in  his 
fide,  and  died  delirious  on  the  feventh  day.  He  took  a pur- 
gative medicine.  On  the  day  before,  he  was  quite  fenfible, 
but  his  bowels  were  coftive,  yet  during  the  evacuation  he 
grew  delirious. 

O 

Phaenix,  wTho  was  at  Oeniadae,  with  his  brother  An- 
dreas, had  a fwelling  of  one  of  his  cheeks,  and  of  the  lip 
up  over  the  cheek  as  far  as  the  eye.  There  was  nothing  to 
be  feen  in  the  infide,  nor  was  there  a tendency  to  fuppura- 
tion  on  the  outer  part,  but  the  fwelling  feemed  to  have  a dry 
fphacelus.  He  died.  The  other  brother  buffered  the  fame, 
and  died  upon  the  feventh  day.  He  took  fome  medicines, 
but  they  were  of  no  fervice.  In  Phoenix,  the  whole  cir- 
cle of  putrid  mafs  was  cut  out,  and  the  wound  was  nearly 
cleanfed  before  he  died.  He  died  after  he  had  buffered  a long 
time. 

Eurydamus,  in  Oeniadae,  laboured  under  an  inflamma- 
tion of  the  lungs.  He  began  to  be  delirious  about  the  tenth 
day,  but  as  he  recovered  he  returned  to  his  reafon,  fpit  a 
much  purer  matter,  and  had  the  whole  difeafe  in  a much 
better  date.  After  this  he  was  oppreffed  with  deep,  his  eyes 
had  the  appearance  of  a jaundice,  and  he  died  about  the 
twentieth  day. 

A man  in  Oeniadae  who  was  afflidted  with  a difeafe,  and 
who  could  not  take  any  food,  perceived  a great  noife  and 
pain  in  the  ftomach.  And  after  he  had  taken  and  digefted  a 
fmall  quantity,  and  fome  time  had  paffed  over,  he  was  again 
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attackedin  the  fame  manner,  fo  that  his  ftefh  wafted  away, 
and  was  confumed.  The  little  food  he  took  did  not  contribute 
to  nourifhment,  and  what  was  evacuated  by  ftool  was  depra- 
ved and  dry.  Juft  after  he  had  taken  fome  frefh  food,  he 
perceived  neither  the  noife  nor  the  pain.  All  kinds  of  eva- 
cuant  medicines,  both  upwards  and  downwards,  were  admi- 
niftered,  but  without  any  efFedt.  But  phlebotomy,  in  both 
arms  by  turns,  until  the  vein  feemed  to  be  quite  exhaufted 
of  blood,  gave  him  a fenftble  relief,  and  at  length  a perfedt 
recovery  from  the  difeafe. 

InO  eniadje,  Eupolemus  was  troubled  with  a pain  in  his 
right  hip,  and  in  the  groin,  and  the  joint  which  is  the 
neareft  to  the  hip,  and  on  the  fore  part  of  the  hip  and  groin. 
Blood  was  drawn  from  his  foot  in  a large  quantity,  and  it 
was  thick  and  black.  He  took  a large  dofe  of  Elaterium, 
and  was  much  purged  by  it,  and  was  relieved  in  the  parts 
affedted.  The  pains,  however,  did.  not  entirely  go  off,  but 
a fuppuration  began  about  the  hip,  and  in  the  joint  neareft 
the  anus,  and  about  the  groin.  The  matter  feemed  to  be 
colledted  more  about  the  bone  than  the  flefti,  and  it  was  un- 
certain how  much  thatwas  affedted,  until  a confiderableweak- 
nefs  came  on.  At  laft  the  part  was  burnt  with  many  great  and 
deep  fears,  and  a large  quantity  of  thick  pus  flowed  out.  In 
a few  days  he  died,  from  the  number  and  extent  of  his 
wounds,  and  the  weaknefs  of  body  which  attended.  If 
one  large  incifton  had  been  made,  and  the  pus  had  flowed 
from  that  alone,  and  if  any  other  were  neceflary,  that  had 
been  made  large,  it  would  feem,  that  in  a proper  time  a re- 
covery might  have  been  enfured. 
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Lycon,  in  Oeniadje,  amongft  other  things  fuffered  thofe 
we  have  already  mentioned,  but  his  pains  did  not  extend  fo 
far  as  his  legs,  nor  had  he  any  collection  of  pus.  Pie  reco- 
vered after  a long  time.  He  took  fome  medicines,  and  fome 
cupping  glades  were  applied  to  him.  Pie  loft  likewife  fome 
blood,  and  Teemed  from  thefe  exhibitions  to  be  much  re- 
lieved. 

A man  at  Athens  had  an  itching  over  his  whole  body, 
but  particularly  about  his  tefticles  and  his  forehead.  He  was 
much  diftreffed  with  it,  his  whole  fkin  was  very  thick,  and 
the  body  covered  over  like  a leper  ; and  no  part  of  the  fkin 
could  be  touched  upon  account  of  its  thicknels.  He  was  af- 
lifled  by  no  medicines.  He  went  to  Melus,  to  the  warm 
Baths  there,  and  was  cured  of  his  itching  and  thicknefs  of 
the  fkin,  but  died  of  a dropfy. 

A man  at  Athens  was  feized  with  a Cholera,  he  vomited, 
and  had  a dilcharge  downwards,  and  was  in  a good  deal  of 
pain.  His  vomiting  and  purging  could  not  be  flopped.  His 
voice  failed  him,  he  could  not  be  turned  in  his  bed,  his  eyes 
were  covered  with  a miff,  and  were  hollow.  He  was  affec- 
ted with  convulfions,  which  extended  from  his  bowels  up  to 
his  ftomach,  and  then  he  had  the  hiccough. ' His  flools  were 
much  more  copious  than  what  he  voided  by  vomiting.  Pie 
drank  fome  hellebore  in  the  juice  of  lentills,  and  moreover 
drank  fome  of  that  juice  after  it,  as  much  as  he  could,  and  by 
this  induced  a vomiting,  after  which  both  the  vomiting  and 
purging  flopped,  but  he  became  cold  : Then  he  waffled  him- 
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felf  downwards  from  the  middle,  until  the  upper  parts  were 
quite  warm.  He  lived  after  this.  The  next  day  he  drank 
a pottage  of  barley. 

In  Larissa,  the  wife  of  Gorgias  had  her  menfes  fup- 
preffed  for  four  years,  and  always  had  them  in  very  fmali 
quantity.  She  perceived  a fenfe  of  weight  and  beating  in 
the  uterus  whenever  the  inclined  to  one  fide.  She  con- 
ceived, however,  and  brought  forth  a child,  and  the  child 
of  which  fhe  was  delivered  was  a girl  of  nine  months,  with 
an  ulcer  upon  its  hip.  The  fecundines  followed  it,  and 
with  a large  efflux  of  blood  ; and  on  the  next  day,  and  on 
the  third  and  fourth  the  blood  became  congealed.  She  had 
a fever  for  the  fi rfb  ten  days,  and  after  that  the  blood  which 
was  difcharged  was  quite  red.  The  face,  legs,  feet,  and 
one  of  the  thighs  fwelled.  She  had  an  averfion  to  food,  and 
was  very  thirfty,  greedy  after  water,  but  would  drink  no 
wine.  Her  belly  juft  after  delivery  became  foft,  but  did 
not  go  down,  and  in  a fhort  time  it  grew  hard  again,  but 
without  any  pain.  Upon  the  fortieth  day  from  the  firft,  a 
a falfe  conception  came  off,  or  a flefhy  fubftance.  After  this 
the  abdomen  fell,  as  well  as  all  her  tumours.  She  had  a thin 
difcharge,  and  the  blood  was  of  a ftrong  fmell.  She  reco- 
vered. 

A violent  pain  in  the  head  for  a long  time  diftreffed  a wo- 
man in  Phjeris,  nor  were  any  of  thofe  things  which  were 
given  to  bring  on  a difcharge  in  the  head  of  any  particular 
relief.  She  became  better  upon  the  flow  of  her  menfes  : , 
When  the  pain  of  the  head  was  very  intenfe,  perfumed  peffa- 
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ries  were  applied  to  the  uterus,  and  with  fome  advantage  as 
they  brought  on  a difcharge  : But  when  die  conceived  fhe 
was  entirely  cured. 

In  Larissa,  a pregnant  woman,  in  her  tenth  month, 
had  a difcharge  of  blood  for  fourteen  days,  and  for  the  three 
days  before  die  was  delivered  of  a boy,  in  great  quantity.  On 
the  fourteenth  a dead  boy  was  born,  with  his  right  arm  adhe- 
ring to  his  dde.  On  the  night  of  the  third  day  after,  and  at  the 
fame  hour  on  which  die  was  delivered,  the  fecundines  came 
off,  attended  with  a white  difcharge,  and  this  continued  for 
three  days  and  as  many  nights.  After  this  die  had  a fever 
for  two  days  and  nights,  with  a pain  all  over  the  abdomen, 
and  in  her  hips  and  pubis. 

In  Larissa,  Hiposthenes  was  fuppofed  by  the  phyfi- 
cians,  tho’  without  any  foundation,  to  have  an  inflammation 
of  his  lungs.  In  the  beginning  as  he  was  exercifing  at  a fu- 
neral, he  fell  upon  a hard  place,  and  his  adverfary 
fell  upon  him.  After  that,  he  waflied  himfelf  in 
cold  water,  made  a hearty  fupper,  and  feemed  to  be  very 
heavy.  On  the  next  day  he  was  attacked  with  a fever,  had 
a dry  cough,  and  a fhortnefs  in  his  breathing.  On  the  fifth 
day  he  fpit  up  a little  blood,  and  began  to  be  delirious. 
Whenever  he  coughed  he  had  a violent  pain  in  his  breafl:  and 
in  his  back.  On  the  fixth,  after  fneezing,  he  voided  four 
pints  of  blood  from  the  nofe.  In  the  evening  he  could  not 
fpeak,  nor  could  he  difcern  what  was  faid  or  done  by  others. 
On  the  eleventh  he  died.  For  five  days  he  was  fometimes 
fenfible,  and  fometimes  not  fo,  but  was  free  from  fever.  He 
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had  no  expectoration,  nor  ftrangulation  which  depended  upon 
it. 


At  Larissa,  Scamander  had  a fphacelus  in  his  hip, 
and  the  bone  was  for  a long  time  feparated.  A large  inci- 
lion  was  made,  and  afterwards  it  was  burnt  even  to  the 
bone.  On  the  twelfth  day  after  the  operation  he  was  feized 
with  convulfions,  which  rather  continued.  The  legs  were 
by  this  drawn  up  clofe  to  the  fides,  and  the  fpafm  extended 
to  the  oppofite  part,  tho’  the  leg  was  bent  and  ftraitened 
at  pleafure.  He  could  move  his  other  limbs,  but  his  jaw 
became  ftiff.  He  died  on  the  eighth  day  after  he  was  feized 
with  convulfions,  with  a fpafm  upon  him.  His  cure  was 
attempted  by  warm  bottles,  and  fomentations  of  barley,  ap- 
plied over  the  whole  body,  and  with  infulions  of  it  by  way 
of  clyfter.  This,  however,  brought  off  but  a fmall  ftool. 
He  drank  fome  medicines  which  were  of  efficacy  in  moving 
the  bile,  and  fwallowed  fomething  after  it,  called  from  this 
effeCt  Catapotium.  It  procured  him  fome  ftools,  but  no  re- 
lief. He  had,  however,  a little  deep.  He  took  the  fame 
draught  again  in  the  evening,  but  before  the  fun  rofe  he  was 
dead.  It  feemed  as  if  he  would  have  lived  a longer  time  had 
he  not  taken  fuch  violent  medicines. 

The  fon  of  Palamedes,  a horfe-breaker,  in  Larissa, 
at  eleven  years  of  age,  received  a wound  in  his  forehead 
from  a horfe,  juft  above  the  right  eye.  The  bone  feemed 
to  be  injured,  and  there  was  a fmall  quantity  of  blood  dif- 
charged.  An  incifton  was  made  even  to  the  fecond  lamina, 
and  the  bone  was  cured  by  it,  and  he  was  as  well  as  when 
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he  was  born.  On  the  twentieth  day  a tumour  arofe  behind 
the  ear,  attended  with  fever  and  rigor,  and  the  next  day  it 
fwelled,  and  became  more  painful.  In  the  beginning  of  the 
fever,  after  the  rigor,  the  eye,  forehead,  and  all  the  face 
fwelled.  This  happened  principally  on  the  right  lide,  but 
the  tumour  behind  the  ear  was  on  the  left,  tho’  this  brought 
no  inconvenience.  About  the  end  he  had  a conftant  fever, 
yet  it  declined  on  the  eighth  day.  After  burning,  and  the 
draught,  as  mentioned  in  the  laft  cafe,  and  a cataplafm  to 
the  tumour,  he  recovered.  The  caufe  of  this  complaint  was 
by  no  means  an  ulcer. 

In  Larissa,  the  fon  of  Theophorbus  laboured  under  a 
foul  ulcer  of  the  bladder,  and  voided  glutinous  urine.  Du- 
ring micturition,  both  at  the  beginning  and  the  end,  he  was 
tormented  with  pain,  and  rubbed  his  penis  much.  Having 
taken  a medicine  to  promote  a difcharge  of  urine,  it  had  no 
effeCt  upon  his  bladder,  but  he  vomited  fomething  like  pus 
and  bile,  and  evacuated  the  fame  from  the  inteftines.  His 
bowels  were  much  affeCted  by  this  with  pain,  and  he  per- 
ceived an  internal  fenfe  of  heat.  The  reft  of  his  body,  how- 
ever, was  cold,  and  feemed  relaxed,  as  it  were  by  fome  pa- 
ralytic affeCtion,  nor  could  he  take  anything.  The  ftrength 
of  the  medicine  feemed  to  have  brought  on  an  ulceration  of 
the  abdominal  vifcera,  and  he  died  in  three  days  after  he 
took  it. 

The  wife  of  Antimachus,  in  Larissa,  was  pregnant 
for  fifty  days,  and  afterwards  fhe  had  an  averfion  to  food, 
aud  for  feven  days  more  complained  of  great  diftrefs  about 
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the  womb,  and  of  pain  in  the  pit  of  her  Bomach.  At  the 
fame  time  fhe  had  an  attack  of  a fever.  She  took  a purging 
draught  with  Elaterium  in  it,  which  was  too  Brong  for  her 
conBitution,  and  threw  up  by  vomiting  a quantity  of  parched 
bile,  which  arofe  from  the  fever,  and  deficiency  of  food. 
She  befides  this  ufed  very  little  liquid.  In  the  vomiting  fhe 
Brained  very  hard,  and  caft  up  a fmall  quantity  of  grumous 
matter.  She  was  much  agitated  by  this  operation,  and 
weakened  by  it,  and  could  not  drink  any  water  to  affifi  it. 
After  this  fhe  had  a violent  pain  in  her  bowels,  which  feemed 
to  be  ulcerated  by  the  medicines,  and  fhe  voided  after  her 
Bools  a bloody  and  ramentofe  matter.  Her  weaknefs  and  refi- 
leffnefs  of  body  conBantly  then  increafed,  and  Bie  had  an  eva- 
cuation from  the  inteBines  of  at  leaB  five  pints.  A large 
quantity  of  water  poured  upon  the  abdomen  gave  it  fome 
check.  For  fhe  could  bear  nothing  elle.  About  the  middle 
of  the  night  fhe  died.  It  feemed  as  if  Bie  would  have  lived 
if  fhe  could  have  drunk  fome  water,  and  have  vomited  before 
Bie  fwallowed  it. 

The  maid  fervant  of  Onesidemus,  at  Larissa,  had  an 
ulceration  of  her  Bomach  and  bowels,  from  a fpontaneous 
commotion  of  the  bile.  She  had  a difcharge  both  upwards 
and  downwards  of  bile  and  blood,  and  this  was  attended 
with  a fever.  In  the  weak  Bate  in  which  fhe  was,  a very 
gentle  medicine,  much  diluted,  and  in  fmall  quantity,  was 
given  by  way  of  drink,  with  which  fhe  vomited  a good  deal, 
and  had  a fomewhat  larger  difcharge  by  Bool.  This  re- 
turned too  in  the  evening.  On  the  next  day  her  fever  .con- 
tinued, and  flie  was  very  weak.  Her  bowels  feemed  Bill  to 
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be  ulcerated,  and  die  had  the  fame  kind  of  ftools  as  before. 
On  the  third  day  in  the  evening  the  died,  her  fever  being  at 
that  time  very  violent.  The  caufe  of  this  perfon’s  death  did 
not  feem  to  be  the  drinking  a large  quantity  of  cold  water  to 
excite  a vomiting.  For  not  till  after  the  flomachwas  cooled, 
were  the  inteftines  evacuated,  upon  having  drunk  a cold 
liquor.  The  fame  happened  after  a clyfter. 

Eudemus,  in  Larissa,  was  very  much  troubled  with 
the  haemorrhoids,  by  which  he  loft  a confiderable  quantity  of 
blood.  At  the  fame  time  he  had  a commotion  of  the  bile. 
The  red;  of  his  body,  however,  was  but  little  affe<fted,  yet 
he  had  fome  loofe  ftools.  He  difcharged  with  thefe  a quan- 
tity of  bile,  and  his  haemorrhoids  flopped.  Having  drunk  a 
purgative  medicine,  he  was  beneficially  opened,  and  having 
repeated  the  potion,  his  bowels  were  much  affedted,  and  he 
had  a pain  about  the  praecordia.  Upon  this  diftrefs  of  the 
inteftines,  which  did  not  feem  to  admit  of  a cure,  an  appli- 
cation of  his  hands  was  made  to  the  haemorrhoids,  upon 
which  he  was  troubled  with  a vomiting.  At  length  a can- 
cer fupervened,  and  he  was  attacked  with  a fever,  which  left 
him  but  with  death.  At  the  fame  time  a creeping  rigor  pre- 
ceded the  fever,  and  it  was  attended  with  a bilious  evacuation. 
Wind  likewife,  partly  whilft  it  was  returned,  and  partly 
upon  its  ejection,  was  the  occafion  of  pain  in  the  bowels. 
The  hemorrhoids  protruded  themfelves  beyond  the  anus 
from  the  beginning,  and  feemed  to  arife  at  the  fame  time 
with  the  purging.  Wind  too  arofe  from  them,  and  was  oc- 
cafioned  by  fneezing. 


A man 
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A man  in  Larissa  was  wounded  in  the  back  by  a jave- 
lin thrown  by  the  hand.  The  point  of  it  penetrated  as  far 
as  below  the  navel,  which  occafioned  a large  tumour  all 
round  it.  It  was  attended  with  very  great  pain,  and  the 
abdomen  fwelled.  A medicine  was  given  the  next  day 
of  the  purging  kind,  which  brought  off  a final!  quantity  of 
bloody  matter,  and  he  died.  The  inteflines  were  quite  full 
of  blood. 

Apelljeus,  at  Larissa,  was  about  thirty  years  of  age, 
or  fomewhat  lefs,  when  he  was  attacked  with  a difeafe  which 
troubled  him  more  by  night,  when  he  was  afleep,  than  in 
the  day.  He  had  it  for  two  years  before  he  died.  He  threw 
up  by  vomiting  a quantity  of  yellow  bile,  when  he  was  ur- 
ged to  this  operation  ; he  vomited  likewife  fomewhat  that 
was  black.  He  took  a purgative  medicine  which  had  a pe- 
culiar effedt  upon  the  head,  and  had  a conftant  operation  for 
fome  time.  He  took  it  twice,  and  was  free  from  the  difeafe 
for  fix  months.  He  grew  at  this  time  very  ravenous  after 
food,  and  his  body  appeared  redundant  with  bile.  Having 
ftrived  much  with  it,  he  was  attacked  with  a rigor,  which 
was  fucceeded  by  a fever,  and  this  difeafe  was  moft  violent 
in  the  night.  The  day  after  and  the  next  following,  he 
feemed  to  be  recovered.  But  on  the  fubfequent  night,  after 
having  fupped  heartily,  it  feized  him  in  his  firft  lleep,  and 
continued  all  the  night,  next  day,  and  until  the  ufual  time 
of  fupper.  He  died,  however,  before  he  recovered  from  it. 
He  was  convulfed  firft  in  the  parts  on  the  right  fide,  then  in  the 
face,  and  afterwards  in  thofe  on  the  left.  When  he  feemed 
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to  be  quiet,  he  had  a coma  and  difficult  refpiration,  and  af- 
ter that,  the  difeafe  came  on. 

Eumelus,  a Lariss^an,  had  a rigidity  in  his  legs, 
and  hands,  and  jaws,  and  he  could  neither  bend  nor  extend 
them,  unlefs  another  perfon  bent  or  extended  them  for  him. 
Nor  could  he  open  his  jaws,  unlefs  fome  one  elfe  performed 
that  office.  But  befides  this,  he  had  no  pain,  nor  could  he 
eat  any  thing  but  Maza,  nor  drink  any  thing  but  an  emul- 
fion  of  honey  and  water.  Upon  the  twentieth  day,  whilff 
he  was  fitting  down,  he  fell  from  his  feat,  and  Struck  his 
head  againft  a done.  At  the  Same  he  was  affedted  with  a vi- 
olent giddineSs,  but  rofe  up  Soon  after,  and  feemed  to  be 
recovered.  The  rigidity  of  all  the  parts  were  refolved, 
except  that  when  he  was  afieep  his  joints  feemed  to  be  mo  - 
derately conftrifted.  He  was  about  twelve  or  thirteen  years 
of  age,  and  was  confined  with  this  difeafe  about  three  or 
four  months. 

A youg  girl  in  Larissa,  who  had  vomited  blood,  tho’ 
not  much,  upon  a fuppuration  being  formed,  had  frequent 
acceffions  of  fever,  from  which  Ihe  was  never  delivered  but 
by  death,  which  happened  upon  the  third  month.  Before 
her  death,  her  ears  became  quite  fluffed,  fo  that  She  could 
not  hear  but  when  a perfon  fpoke  very  loud.  She  was  very 
weak  before  She  vomited  any  blood. 

The  female  fervant  of  Dvseris,  in  Larissa,  whilfi:  She 
was  young,  whenever  She  addicted  herfelf  to  much  venereal 
enjoyments,  was  afflidted  with  pain,  but  at  other  times  was 

quite

quite  free  from  it,  and  Ihe  never  conceived.  But  when  (lie  was 
about  fixty  years  of  age,  fire  perceived  a very  fliarp  pain,  like 
that  of  a perfon  in  labour,  which  attacked  her  about  the 
middle  of  the  day.  At  another  time,  after  eating  an  onion, 
fhe  was  feized  with  it  fomewhat  earlier,  and  it  was  then 
much  more  violent  than  it  had  ever  been  before,  and  feemed 
to  contract  the  mouth  of  the  uterus,  from  fome  fliarp  fub- 
ffance  which  rofe  up  in  it.  After  this  when  it  was  fo  vio- 
lent as  to  caufe  a conflant  fyncope,  another  woman  palled  up 
her  hand,  and  took  away  a rough  flone,  about  the  fize  of 
the  top  of  a fpindle.  Immediately  after  this  die  was  redored 
to  health,  and  continued  in  that  date. 

A Mallean  had  a loaded  cart  fall  upon  his  dde,  and  it 
broke  feveral  of  his  ribs.  After  fome  time  a collection  of  pus 
was  formed  between  them.  Being  burnt  under  the  fpleen, 
and  the  wound  filled  up  with  lint,  he  lived  to  the  tenth 
month.  The  fkin  afterwards  was  cut  through,  and  a large 
cavity  full  of  a putrid  mafs  was  obferved  to  have  penetrated 
thro’  the  omentum,  to  the  kidneys  and  the  bones  of  the 
back.  We  were  deceived  in  this  fubject  by  a bilious  habit, 
and  by  a confuming  putrefcency  which  prevailed  in  the  final! 
intedines,  and  the  flefliy  parts  about  them,  which  ought  to 
have  been  evacuated  before  any  thing  was  attempted  by  a 
caudic,  and  whild  the  man  retained  his  natural  drength. 
For  no  abidance  was  afterwards  given  by  moid  things,  which 
immediately  turned  to  putrefaction.  By  the  pledgets  like- 
wife,  the  moidure  was  fucked  up,  and  he  was  feized  with  ri- 
gor and  fever  after,  and  which  foon  became  putrid.  There 
bowed  alfo  into  the  wound  a foul,  black,  and  foetid  humour. 

Before 
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Before  the  cure  was  attempted,  it  was  neceifary  to  cleanfe 
the  parts  affected,  and  a fmall  quantity  only  was  difpofed  to 
be  thrown  out.  It  was  well  known  that  the  difeafe  was  not 
confined  to  the  parts  immediately  under  the  fkin,  but  lay 
deeper,  fo  that  if  every  thing  had  been  properly  adminiftered, 
yet  a cure  could  not  have  been  infured,  not  even  if  a diarrhoea 
had  fupervened. 

In  Omilus,  Autonomus  died  of  a wound  in  his  head 
on  the  fixteenth  day.  A ftone  having  been  thrown  at  him 
from  the  hand,  in  the  middle  of  Summer,  and  which  ftruck 
upon  the  middle  of  the  bregma,  juft  over  the  futures.  I 
negledted  to  order  at  firft  an  incifion.  The  futures  them- 
felves  deceived  me,  having  fome  common  marks  with  an  in- 
jury from  the  blows  of  a ftick.  Mynegledt  afterwards  became 
confpicuous.  From  the  beginning  he  had  violent  pains  about 
the  clavicle,  and  then  in  the  ftdes,  which  were  fucceeded  by 
a convulfion  of  both  the  hands.  The  wound  occupied  the 
head  and  the  bregma.  An  incifton  was  made  on  the  fifteenth 
day,  and  a fmall  quantity  of  pus  was  difcharged  ; but  the 
meninges  of  the  brain  feemed  to  be  not  aftedted  with  outre - 
fadtion. 

A maid  fervant  in  Omilus,  from  a wound  of  the  head, 
when  fhe  was  twelve  years  of  age,  died  in  the  middle  of 
Summer,  on  the  fourteenth  day.  She  was  ftruck  by  a door 
fhut  againft  her,  which  bruifed  and  fradtured  the  cranium. 
The  wound  was  juft  over  the  futures.  It  appeared  that  an 
incifion  ought  certainly  to  have  been  made.  It  was  opened, 
but  not  as  it  ought  to  have  been,  yet  what  was  left  was  foon 
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converted  into  pus.  On  the  eighth  day  a rigor  and  fever 
arofe.  The  wound  was  however  far  from  being  as  it  ought, 
but  juft  in  the  ftate  it  was  the  day  before,  when  the  had  no 
fever.  On  the  ninth  the  fkin  was  confumed,  and  there  was 
a fmall  difcharge  of  pus,  mixed  with  blood.  The  meninges 
appeared  quite  whole  and  found,  and  fhe  took  fome  deep, 
but  the  fever  did  not  go  off.  A convulfion  attacked  her  left 
hand,  tho’  the  wound  was  on  the  right  fide  of  her  head. 

Cyrenius,  in  Omilus,  when  pus  was  collected  in  his 
cheft,  was  burnt  in  the  abdomen  thirty  hours  before  it  was 
neceflary.  He  was  much  relieved  by  it,  and  the  pus  feemed 
to  be  dried  up  in  the  inteftines.  But  in  the  warm  feafon  of 
the  year,  after  having  eaten  fome  apples,  and  other  ufelefs 
food,  he  was  feized  with  a fever  and  diarrhoea,  of  which  he 
died. 

Hecason,  in  Omilus,  the  fame  as  the  former,  was  burnt 
in  the  abdomen,  but  a little  lower,  and  in  like  manner  the 
contents  of  the  belly  feemed  to  be  dried  up.  But  he  was  af- 
terwards feized  with  a dyfentery,  and  upon  that  leaving  him, 
he  eat  every  thing  without  difcretion,  which  occafioned  a 
general  fwelling,  and  an  evacuation  of  pus,  which  was  the 
caufe  of  a diarrhoea,  of  which  he  died. 

Another  Hecason,  in  Omilus,  from , an  impurity  of 
body,  and  a bad  kind  of  diarrhoea,  was  attacked  with  a fharp 
pain  in  his  hip,  and  upon  this  ceafing,  he  was  feized  with  a 
fever,  with  which  he  was  long  confined  to  his  bed.  During 
this  he  neither  eat  nor  drank  any  thing.  He  became  weak, 
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and  had  frequent  fhivering.  He  recovered  however  from 
this  difeafe,  and  his  body  was  relieved  by  the  medicines 
which  he  took.  But  notwithdanding  this,  about  the  clofe, 
he  broke  out  all  over  the  lower  extremities,  and  had  a large 
difcharge  of  bile.  He  was  alfo  delirious,  and  died.  He 
feemed  however  to  have  efcaped  the  original  difeafe. 

In  Salami s,  a man  who  fell  upon  an  anchor  was  bruited 
much  in  his  belly,  and  was  didreffed  with  great  pain.  He 
took  a medicine,  but  it  neither  paffed  downwards  nor  was 
thrown  up  by  vomiting. 

A woman  who  cut  her  throat  was  almod  fuffocated.  A 
medicine  with  Elaterium  was  given  her  fome  time  after,  and 
it  procured  an  evacuation  from  the  intedines. 

A young  man  who  came  from  Euboea,  after  he  had  taken 
fome  purgative  medicines,  and  had  an  intermiffion  which  was 
fucceeded  by  fome  repofe,  was  feized  with  a condant  fever, 
and  when  he  thought  he  fhould  vomit,  he  took  a weak  pur- 
gative medicine,  and  after  this  potion  he  died  on  the  fourth 
day.  He  had  however  no  evacuation  downwards,  but  he 
dept,  and  his  third  could  by  no  means  be  affuaged. 

A fervant,  who  from  the  medicines  which  were  adminif- 
tered  vomited  a little,  and  by  which  the  was  almod  drangled  ; 
had  a large  evacuation  by  dool,  and  died  in  the  night.  She 
was  a barbarian. 


A certain 
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A certain  man  of  Euboea  having  taken  a purgative,  was 
affedled  by  it  for  three  days,  when  he  died.  But  he  had  a 
colle&ion  of  pus  from  his  hand  up  to  his  elbow. 

The  child  of  Symmachus  was  fluffed  up  with  bile.  In 
the  night  whilfl  he  was  afleep,  he  was  feized  with  a fever, 
and  having  taken  fome  medicines  he  could  not  contain  them, 
nor  had  he  a ffool  for  fix  days  before  he  died. 

A man  living  near  where  the  chariots  are  kept,  vomited 
blood  in  the  night,  and  the  day  after  he  died,  being  fuffoca- 
ted  with  a return  of  this  evacuation,  and  in  great  quantity. 
There  was  a large  collection  of  blood  which  flowed  from  the 
parts  below  it. 

A boy  who  was  flruck  by  a mule  in  the  belly,  and  about 
the  liver,  died  upon  the  fourth  day.  His  refpiration  was 
very  quick,  he  was  delirious,  and  had  a fever. 

The  fon  of  Hermophilus  was  confined  for  eleven  days. 
He  had  a fever,  nor  could  he  take  any  fuflenance.  At  firfl: 
was  delirious,  but  became  fenfible  in  the  night.  On  the 
next  day  his  voice  failed  him,  but  he  rattled  in  his  throat, 
his  eyes  were  difforted,  and  he  had  a confiderable  fever.  On 
putting  a feather  down  his  throat,  he  vomited  fome  black 
bile,  and  a clyffer  being  adminiflered,  he  had  fome  copious 
flools. 

In  the  maid  fervant  of  Aristion,  the  foot  became  fponta- 
neoufly  fphacelated  about  the  middle,  and  in  an  oblique  di- 
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redtion.  The  bone  was  Toon  affedted  with  caries,  and  fepa- 
rated  from  the  fleffi,  which  occafioned  filtulous  running 
fores.  A diarrhoea  came  on,  and  ffie  died. 

A woman  in  full  health,  and  of  a grofs  habit,  having 
drunk  a potion  upon  account  of  her  conception,  was  attacked 
with  a pain  in  her  belly.  She  had  likewife  an  inverlion  of 
the  inteftines,  and  was  very  much  fwelled.  Her  refpiration 
was  difficult,  and  her  mind  was  diftreffed  with  pain.  She 
vomited  a fmall  quantity  of  blood,  and  fainted  away  five 
times,  as  if  fhe  had  been  going  to  die.  She  did  not  vomit 
after  a quantity  of  cold  water  which  was  given  her,  nor  did 
her  pain  or  difficulty  of  breathing  ceafe.  About  thirty  bot- 
tles of  cold  water  were  poured  upon  her  body,  and  this 
feemed  to  be  the  only  thing  which  gave  her  any  relief,  and 
afterwards  ffie  voided  by  ftool  a quantity  of  bile.  The  pain 
however  continued,  and  {he  could  have  no  further  evacuation 
downwards,  yet  ffie  lived. 

Antander  having  drunk  a Catapotium,  feemed  to  be 
quite  in  health,  but  yet  he  perceived  a confiderable  pain 
about  the  bladder.  He  was  immediately  purged  by  fome 
powerful  aperients.  About  the  middle  of  the  day  the  pain 
became  very  intenfe,  and  the  next  day  he  appeared  almoft 
fuffocated,  had  great  anxiety  of  mind,  and  his  body  feemed 
to  him  to  be  cut  in  twain.  He  vomited,  but  had  no  ftool. 
In  the  night  he  was  very  uneafy,  and  did  not  deep.  The 
next  day  he  had  fome  copious  flools,  and  at  laft  voided  blood, 
after  which  he  died. 


The  boy 
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The  boy  of  Athenada,  who  had  a phagasdenic  ulcer,  was 
tormented  with  a pain  in  his  lower  tooth  on  the  left  fide,  and 
the  upper  tooth  on  the  right.  There  was  a collection  of  pus 
in  the  right  ear,  tho’  with  lefs  pain. 

A Shoemaker,  in  Pithyus,  whilft  he  was  fewing  a heel, 
pricked  himfelf  thro’  the  knee  into  the  thigh,  and  forced  in 
the  needle  to  the  length  of  a finger.  No  blood  flowed  from 
the  wound,  and  the  wound  was  quickly  healed,  but  the 
thigh  was  completely  fwelled,  and  the  tumour  extended  to 
the  groin,  and  the  hollow  of  the  fldes.  On  the  third  day  he 
died. 

A certain  man  received  a wound  in  the  groin  from  the 
point  of  a fpear,  we  found  him  in  this  condition,  and  he 
was  preferved  beyond  all  expectation,  for  neither  was  the 
point  extracted,  which  was  very  deeply  inferted,  nor  was 
there  any  flow  of  blood  worth  mentioning,  or  any  inflamma- 
tion, nor  did  he  walk  lame.  But  the  point  of  the  fpear  fix 
years  after  he  was  wounded  was  found  and  drawn  out.  It 
was  much  to  be  fufpeCted,  that  it  was  hid  between  the  ten- 
dons, and  that  it  never  lacerated  either  a vein  or  an  artery. 

A man  who  was  ftruck  in  the  neck  with  a fliarp  arrow, 
had  a wound  which  did  not  appear  worthy  of  regard.  For 
it  did  not  penetrate  deep,  but  not  long  after  it  was  extracted, 
he  was  diftended  backwards  by  a contraction,  like  perfons 
with  an  opifthotonos,  and  his  jaws  were  locked.  And  if  he 
attempted  to  take  any  liqtior,  or  to  fwallow  any  thing,  it 
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was  immediately  returned  thro’  the  nofe.  In  other  refpedts 
be  grew  continually  worfe,  and  the  fecond  day  he  died. 

A young  man  who  had  travelled  upon  a rough  road,  com- 
plained of  a pain  in  his  heel,  efpecially  in  the  lower  part. 
But  there  was  no  abfcefs  upon  the  place,  nor  any  humoural 
difcharge.  About  the  fourth  day,  however,  the  whole  place 
grew  black,  as  far  as  the  bone  called  aftragalus,  and  through 
from  thence  to  the  hollow  in  the  middle  of  the  foot.  The 
black  part  was  not  broken,  and  before  that  could  happen  he 
was  taken  off.  The  whole  time  of  his  iilnefs  was  but  fe- 
venty  days. 

A man  who  was  wounded  in  the  eye,  had  a wound  alfo  on 
the  eyelid,  the  point  of  the  arrow  having  penetrated  deep, 
but  the  barb  (luck  out  beyond  it.  The  eyelid  being  cut, 
every  thing  was  taken  off,  and  without  any  inconvenience, 
for  the  eye  remained  entire,  and  quickly  recovered,  but  blood 
flowed  very  freely,  and  in  a large  quantity. 

There  was  a beautiful  daughter  of  Nereus,  and  who  was 
about  twenty  years  of  age,  who  whilfl:  at  play  with  a female 
acquaintance  was  flruck  by  her  on  the  head  with  the  palm  of 
her  hand.  She  foon  perceived  a darknefs  before  her  eyes, 
and  her  refpiration  failed  her.  When  fhe  came  home,  fhe 
was  feized  with  a fever,  complained  of  pain  in  her  head,  and 
had  a great  fluffing  in  her  face.  About  the  feventh  day  fhe 
had  a difcharge  of  foetid  pus,  mixed  with  red  matter,  from 
her  right  ear  : It  was  more  than  a glafs  full.  She  was  better 
for  it,  and  feemed  as  if  ffe  would  recover.  She  was,  how- 
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ever,  again  attacked  with  fever,  became  lethargic,  and  could 
not  fpeak.  The  right  fide  of  her  face  was  conftrifted.  fhe 
had  great  difficulty  of  breathing,  with  convulfions  and  trem- 
blings, her  tongue  feemed  to  be  tied,  her  eyes  were  fixed, 
and  on  the  ninth  day  fhe  died. 

The  fon  of  Cleomenes,  in  the  beginning  of  winter,  be- 
came averfe  to  food,  but  was  freed  from  this  affeftion  with- 
out any  fever.  He  vomited  both  the  little  food  which  he 
had  taken  in  and  phlegm,  and  for  two  months  he  was  affedled 
with  naufea. 

A Cook  became  gibbous,  after  a phrenfy.  No  medicines 
were  of  any  fervice  to  him.  But  black  wine,  with  bread, 
mixed  with  his  food,  abftinence  from  the  bath,  and  light 
friction,  and  fomentations  moderately  warm,  relieved  him. 

A certain  young  woman,  about  twenty  years  of  age,  after 
having  drunk  fomething  to  procure  an  abortion,  was  attacked 
with  pains,  and  a vomiting  of  much  bilious,  pale,  and  por- 
raceous  matter.  As  foon  as  fhe  drank  it  fhe  .was  feized  with 
a fpafm,  and  her  tongue  was  bitten  feverely.  About  the 
fourth  day  I came  to  her,  and  her  tongue  was  then  large  and 
black.  The  whites  of  her  eyes  were  become  red,  and  fhe 
had  no  fleep.  She  died  in  the  night  of  that  fourth  day.  The 
Origanum  which  fhe  had  taken  had  injured  both  her  eyes  and 
her  teeth. 

A girl  who  fell  from  a precipice,  immediately  loft  her  . 
voice.  She  became  exceedingly  reftlefs,  and  in  the  night 
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vomited  a large  quantity  of  blood,  and  this  feemed  to 
come  mod:  plentifully  from  the  right  fide,  on  which  fhe 
fell.  She  drank  fome  Emulfion,  but  with  difficulty ; fhe 
had  a kind  of  ftrangulation,  and  her  breath  was  quick,  like 
that  of  perfons  when  dying.  The  veins  about  her  face  were 
diftended,  and  fhe  lay  in  a fupine  pofture.  Her  feet  were 
warm,  and  her  fever  light.  She  could  not  fpeak.  On  the 
feventh  day  her  voice  was  reftored,  fhe  began  to  grow  warmer, 
and  was  at  laffc  recovered. 

Pythocles  gave  to  fome  invalids,  milk  mixed  with  a 
large  quantity  of  wate.  Kibed  heels  are  cured  by  a cauftic, 
or  by  warming  the  feet,  and  efpecially  by  warming  them 
either  by  fire  or  water.  Lentils,  fweet  apples,  and  greens 
are  injurious  to  the  eyes.  In  pains  of  the  loins,  legs,  and 
hips  from  fatigue,  warm  fea  water,  mixed  with  vinegar, 
will  be  of  fervice.  Sponge  foaked  in  thefe  may  be  applied 
upon  the  parts.  It  is  neceflary  too  that  they  fhould  be  im- 
merfed  in  moift  wool,  or  lambs  fkins. 

In  fome  Fullers,  there  were  many  hard  fwellings  in  the 
groin,  without  any  pain.  They  alfo  appeared  about  the  pu- 
bis and  in  the  neck,  of  equal  magnitude.  A fever  arofe  be- 
fore any  cough.  In  the  third  or  fourth  month  the  belly 
fwelled,  heats  arofe,  the  tongue  was  dry  and  thirfty,  and 
the  evacuations  by  ftool  were  troublefome.  They  died. 

A man  in  Macedon,  being  ftruck  with  a fione,  fell 
down.  On  the  third  day  he  loft  his  voice,  and  was  reftlefs, 
he  had  a fmall  fever,  and  very  little  pulfe  in  his  temples. 
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He  could  neither  hear,  nor  tafte,  nor  keep  himfelf  from 
trembling.  On  the  fourth  day  he  was  convulfed.  A fweat 
broke  out  upon  his  forehead,  and  between  his  nofe  and  chin, 
and  he  died. 

Eniates,  in  Delos,  being  ftruck  on  the  left  fide,  to- 
wards the  back,  with  a fpear,  had  an  ulcer,  but  without 
much  pain.  On  the  third  day  he  was  attacked  with  great 
pain  in  his  belly.  He  had  no  evacuation  from  the  inteftines, 
but  a clylter  being  given  in  the  night,  he  had  fome  ftools. 
The  pain,  however,  did  not  go  off,  but  extended  from  the 
anus  to  the  tefticles.  On  the  fourth  day  he  had  a pain  in 
the  pubis,  as  well  as  in  the  abdomen,  he  could  not  refrain 
from  trembling,  he  vomited  a quantity  of  pure  bile,  and  his 
eyes  refembled  a perfon’s  when  fainting.  After  the  fifth  day 
he  died.  He  had  fome  fmall  heat  upon  him. 

In  one  who  was  ftruck  in  thediver  with  a fpear,  the  co- 
lour of  his  complexion  became  like  that  of  a corpfe,  and  his 
eyes  were  hollow.  He  was  tormented  with  great  third:, 
and  anxiety,  and  he  died  before  the  Aflembly  was  difmifled, 
on  the  firft  day  that  he  was  wounded. 

The  wife  of  Polemarchus,  during  the  Winter,  was  af- 
fected with  an  angina.  Her  throat  fwelled,  and  the  had  a 
confiderable  fever.  She  was  bled,  and  the  dwelling  of  the 
throat  fubfided,  but  the  fever  continued.  On  the  fifth  day 
-fhe  complained  of  a pain  in  her  left  knee,  and  fomething 
feemed  to  be  collected  about  the  heart.  She  breathed  like 
thofe  who  are  drowning,  and  from  her  cheft  a noife  was 
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emitted,  like  that  which  happens  in  ventriloquiits.  About 
the  feventh  or  ninth  day,  fhe  had  an  evacuation  from  the 
bowels  in  the  night,  and  the  {tools  were  copious,  and  of  a 
bad  kind,  but  her  voice  deferting  her,  flic  died. 

The  belly  ought  to  be  purged  in  difeafes,  when  they  are 
fufficiently  mature,  downwards,  when  you  fee  that  they  are 
fit  for  this  evacuation.  Of  this  you  have  a fign,  if  the  pain 
be  not  very  urgent,  and  if  the  patient  does  not  complain  of 
pain  in  his  head  : Or  when  the  heat  is  moderate,  or  hath 
ceafed  after  an  exacerbation.  An  evacuation  upwards  may 
be  made  during  the  paroxyfm.  For  very  often  the  humours 
are  thrown  up  fpontaneoufly,  even  whilft  the  patients  conti- 
nue under  anxiety,  are  very  reftlefs,  and  have  pains  in  their 
heads. 

A man  from  a fall  was  wounded  in  the  elbow,  and  whillh 
there  was  an  appearance  of  fpacelation,  a collection  of  pus 
was  formed  in  the  part.  When  this  was  digeited  as  much  as 
it  could  be,  a glutinous  matter  was  exprefied  from  it,  as  in 
the  cafes  of  Leogeniscus,  andDEMARcnus  the  Ion  of  Ag- 
leutehis.  In  the  fame  manner  alfo  no  true  pus  was  eject- 
ed in  them,  as  happened  to  the  fon  of  Eschylus.  In  fup- 
purations  in  general,  fhiverings  and  fevers  arife.  In  the  fon 
of  Parmeniscus,  a deafnefs  occurred.  He  was  not  ordered 
to  injeCt  any  thing  into  the  ear,  but  it  was  endeavoured  to 
purge  it  by  the  application  of  wool,  and  by  pouring  in  oil, 
and  a perfumed  ointment,  called  Netopus.  He  was  ordered 
alfo  to  rife  early  in  the  morning  and  take  a walk,  and  to  drink 
white  wine. 
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The  wife  of  Aspasia,  from  a violent  pain  in  her  tooth, 
had  her  cheek  raifed  into  a large  tumour.  But  from  the 
walking  her  mouth  with  caftor  and  pepper,  fhe  was  much  re- 
lieved. 

A hard,  large,  immature,  and  painful  tumour  arofe  in  the 
neck  of  the  fon  of  Callimedon.  A vein  was  opened  in 
the  arm,  and  a Cataplafm  applied  of  lint  feed  macerated  in 
white  wine,  and  incorporated  with  oil  : This  was  applied 
moderately  warm.  Or,  with  the  common  Emulfion,  either 
fenugreek,  or  barley,  or  the  flower  of  wheat,  might  have 
been  boiled  for  the  fame  purpofe. 

Melissander  was  opprefled  with  a grievous  pain  attended 
with  a tumour  in  his  jaw.  A vein  was  opened  in  his  arm, 
and  Egyptian  alum  appeafed  it  in  the  beginning. 

Exercife  of  the  body  is  of  fervice  to  dropfical  perfons,  as 
well  as  fweating.  Let  the  food  be  of  bread,  warm,  and 
mixed  with  oil.  Let  them  drink  but  little.  Let  the  head 
be  wafhed  with  warm  water.  Thin  white  wine,  as  well  as 
plenty  of  lleep,  will  be  of  ufe. 

Bias,  who  was  a Gladiator,  and  was  naturally  of  a vora- 
cious  appetite,  fell  into  a complaint  in  his  ftomach,  of  the 
colic  kind,  from  ufing  too  much  flefh  meat,  and  efpecially 
that  of  fwines,  and  from  drinking  to  excefs  of  wine,  per- 
fumed and  fweet,  and  ufing  cakes  made  of  honey,  and  cu- 
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cumbers,  and  melons,  and  milk  and  frefh  barley.  In  the 
Summer,  colics  and  intermitting  fevers  prevailed. 

In  the  Winter,  Timochares  was  very  much  tormented 
with  a catarrh,  which  fell  down  upon  the  nofe.  After  the  ufe 
of  venery  every  thing  dried  up,  but  iaffitude,  heat,  and  heavi- 
nefs  of  the  head  fucceeded,  and  he  had  much  fweat  about 
that  part.  He  was  fubjed:  to  perfpire  when  in  health.  He 
recovered  on  the  third  day. 

After  the  Dog  ftar,  fevers  prevailed  much,  and  thefe  were 
attended  with  fweats.  The  fick  did  not  foon  grow  cold  af- 
ter this  evacuation,  but  became  warm  almofi:  immediately. 
The  fevers  were  of  long  duration,  and  went  off  without  any 
crifis.  They  were  not  attended  with  third:.  In  a few  they 
terminated  on  the  feventh  or  ninth  day,  but  mofl  were  re- 
folved  on  the  eleventh,  fourteenth,  feventeenth,  and  twen- 
tieth. 

Polycrates  was  feized  with  a fever,  and  had  the  fweat- 
ing  abovementioned.  After  a purgative  medicine,  he  had 
fome  ftools,  and  his  fever  became  mild.  After  this  he 
fweated  in  the  evening  about  the  temples  and  neck,  then 
over  the  whole  body,  and  afterwards  grew  warm.  The  fe- 
ver continued  to  the  twelfth  or  fourteenth  day,  and  the  ftools 
were  few.  After  the  flools,  he  ufed  fome  aftringents.  And 
about  the  fifteenth  day  he  perceived  a pain  in  his  belly,  and 
about  the  fpleen,  and  the  left  fide.  This  was  relieved  by- 
warm  things,  and  others  not  quite  cold,  and  went  off  entirely 
after  a foft  infufion  by  way  of  clyifer. 
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The  Matter  of  a large  fhip  bruifed  with  an  anchor  the  fore 
finger  of  the  right  hand,  and  injured  the  bone  below.  An 
inflammation  and  fphacelus  arofe  from  it,  and  thefe  were  at- 
tended with  fever.  From  a moderate  purge,  the  heat  and 
pain  were  leffened,  and  fomething  fell  oft  from  the  finger. 
After  the  feventh  day  there  was  a laudable  difcharge,  but  he 
could  not  fpeak  all  his  words  perfectly.  It  appeared  as  if  he 
would  have  an  opifthotonos,  and  his  jaws  became  locked  and 
fixed  to  his  bread:.  On  the  third  after  this,  the  whole  back 
part  of  his  body  was  ccnvulfed,  and  diflblved  in  fweat,  and 
on  the  fixth  from  the  prediction,  he  died. 

The  fon  of  Harpalus,  by  his  freed  woman  Telefha- 
nes,  received  a luxation  backwards  of  his  thumb,  from 
which  great  pain  and  inflammation  followed,  and  when  thefe 
left  him,  he  went  into  the  country.  When  he  returned,  he 
complained  of  a pain  in  his  loins.  He  bathed  himfelf  in  the 
night,  his  jaws  became  fixed,  and  an  opifthotonos  was  con- 
firmed. A foaming  kind  of  fpittle  was  thrown  out  of  his 
mouth  between  his  teeth,  and  he  died  on  the  third  day. 

T hrinon,  the  fon  of  Damon,  had  an  ulcer  in  the  tibia, 
near  the  foot.  A medicine  of  a corroding  nature  was  applied 
to  the  bare  nerve,  which  brought  on  an  opifthotonos,  of 
which  he  died. 

We  fhould  obferve  in  all  collections  of  pus,  and  efpecially 
in  the  eyes,  whether  pains  come  on  in  the  night.  Coughs 
prevailed  in  the  Winter,  and  efpecially  when  the  South  winds 
blew,  attended  with  a thick  white  expectoration.  They 
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were  fucceeded  by  flight  fevers,  which  went  off  upon  the 
fifth  day.  But  the  coughs  did  not  ceafe  in  lefs  than  forty, 
as  happened  to  Hegesipolis. 

Eutychydes,  with  a cholera,  perceived  a diffenfion  of 
the  nerves  of  his  legs,  together  with  an  evacuation  by  ffool. 
He  vomited  much  high  coloured  bile  for  three  days  and 
nights,  and  a reddifh  matter,  attended  with  great  weaknefs 
and  reftlefsnefs.  He  could  not  take  anything  either  of  meat 
or  liquid.  His  urine  too  was  fuppreffed,  and  at  laft  his  in- 
teftinal  difcharge.  Afterwards  he  vomited  a very  foetid  mat- 
ter, and  the  fame  was  evacuated  by  ffool. 

Androphanus  was  affedted  with  a lofs  of  his  voice,  and 
delirium.  After  this  went  off  he  lived  many  years,  but  buf- 
fered a relapfe.  His  tongue  was  conftantly  parched,  nor 
could  he  fpeak  but  when  it  was  moiffened,  and  he  had  always 
a bitter  taffe.  He  was  likewife  tormented  with  great  pain 
about  the  heart,  which  was  taken  off  by  venaefedlion.  Water 
or  Emulfion  being  given  by  way  of  drink,  was  of  fervice  to 
him.  Ele  likewife  took  fome  black  hellebore,  but  it  brought 
off  no  bile,  or  but  very  little.  About  the  end  of  the  Win- 
ter he  took  to  his  bed,  and  became  delirious,  and  his  fpeech 
was  very  incoherent.  He  had  a flight  heat,  without  pain, 
and  his  tongue  was  not  difcoloured.  His  voice  was  fetched 
feemingly  from  his  breaff.  He  threw  the  bed  clothes  from 
off  his  ffomach,  and  ordered  himfelf  to  be  carried  out.  But 
he  could  fpeak  nothing  diftin&dy,  and  in  the  night  he  died. 
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Nicanqr  had  a particular  affection,  that  when  he  went  to 
a feaft  he  took  an  averfion  to  the  found  of  the  trumpets,  fo 
that  when  at  the  beginning  of  it  the  trumpet  began  to  found, 
he  was  very  much  difturbed  with  fear  ; and  he  faid  befides, 
he  could  fcarce  contain  himfelf  during  the  night,  but  in  the 
day  time,  when  he  heard  it  he  was  not  moved.  This  continued 
for  a long  time. 

Damocles,  who  was  with  him  feemed  to  be  affected  with 
a fort  of  blindnefs,  and  a general  diffolution  of  his  whole 
body.  He  could  not  go  near  a precipice,  nor  pafs  over  a 
bridge,  or  a ditch,  but  could  go  through  the  ditch.  This 
held  him  for  fome  time. 

Phoenix  had  an  affedtion  of  the  right  eye.  It  feemed  to 
him  as  if  he  had  been  ffruck  with  lightning,  and  in  a little 
time  after,  he  had  a pain  in  his  right  temple,  and  the  whole 
head  and  neck.  There  was  a diftenfion  of  the  vertebras  of 
the  neck  behind,  and  a locking  of  the  teeth.  When  he 
attempted  to  move  the  head,  or  open  the  teeth,  he  could 
not  affedt  either,  for  the  teeth  were  quite  fixed.  Upon  the 
exhibition  of  a vomit,  the  pains  before-mentioned  were  re- 
lieved. Phlebotomy  was  alfo  of  affiftance,  and  a potion  of 
hellebore  carried  off  fome  of  the  humours,  but  they  were 
chiefly  porraceous. 

Parmeniscus  became  much  affedted  with  grief,  and  a 
defire  of  deftroying  his  life.  He  was  fometimes,  however, 
in  good  fpirits. 
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The  maid  fervant  of  Con  on,  after  a pain  in  the  head,  be- 
came difordered  in  her  mind.  She  was  clamorous,  and  very 
noify,  and  was  afterwards  quiet  for  a fhort  time.  But  about 
the  fortieth  day  fhe  died.  For  ten  days  before  her  death  (he 
had  loft  her  voice,  and  was  affedted  with  convulfons. 

A young  man,  after  he  had  drunk  a quantity  of  pure  wine, 
laid  himfelf  down  in  an  open  pavilion,  where  a ferpent 
called  Arges  entered  his  mouth : When  he  perceived  he 
could  not  fpeak,  he  clofed  his  teeth,  and  fwallowed  the  fer- 
pent. After  this  he  was  attacked  with  violent  pain,  his 
hands  were  clinched,  as  if  he  had  been  ftrangled,  he  was 
very  reftlefs,  and  died  in  convulfions. 

In  the  fame  manner  alfo  died  the  man  fervant  of  Timo- 
chares,  of  a feeming  melancholy.  He  was  ill  about  the 
fame  number  of  days. 

The  fon  of  Nicolaus,  about  the  Winter,  after  drinking 
hard,  was  feized  with  fhivering,  and  in  the  night  with  fever. 
The  day  after,  he  vomited  a fmall  quantity  of  pure  bile.  On 
the  third  day,  after  having  feen  much  company,  he  fell  into 
a fweat,  and  his  fever  went  off. 

The  After  of  Diopethes,  who  had  a femitertian,  about 
the  acceffion  was  tormented  with  a pain  about  the  pit  of  the 
ffomach,  and  it  held  her  the  whole  day.  The  fame  kind  of 
cardialgia  happened  to  many  other  women,  and  efpecially 
about  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades.  It  happened  more  rarely 
to  men. 
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The  wife  of  Epicharmus,  before  delivery,  was  troubled 
with  a dyfentery,  attended  with  violent  pain.  Her  dools 
were  bloody  and  flimy.  She  recovered  as  foon  as  fhe  was 
delivered. 

The  wife  of  Polemarchus  was  didreded  with  grievous 
pain  about  the  joints  of  the  hip,  which  arofe  from  a defici- 
ency in  her  menftrual  difcharge.  For  a whole  night,  and 
till  the  middle  of  the  next  day,  her  voice  was  fufpended,  fhe 
heard  however  didindtly,  and  her  mind  was  not  affedted. 
She  pointed  with  her  hand  to  the  feat  of  pain. 

In  Epicharmus,  about  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  there 
arofe  a pain  in  the  fhoulder,  and  fenfe  of  weight  about  the 
arm.  He  was  dupid,  had  frequent  vomitings,  and  drank 
much  water. 

In  the  fon  of  Euphranor,  fome  eruptions,  like  gnat 
bites,  appeared.  They  continued  but  for  a diort  time,  and 
the  next  day  he  was  feized  with  a fever. 

Many  dorms  happened  after  the  Summer,  and  continued 
to  the  autumnal  Equinox.  Under  the  Dog  dar,  the  heat 
was  great,  and  there  were  warm  winds,  during  which  fe- 
vers, attended  with  fweats,  arofe,  and  likewife  tubercles  be- 
hind the  ears. 

Tychon,  in  a fiege  at  Datus,  was  druck  upon  the  bread 
by  a catapulta,  below  the  diaphragm.  In  a fhort  time  after, 
he  was  troubled  with  an  involuntary  laughter.  It  feemed  to 
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me  as  if  the  phyfician  in  extrading  the  wood,  had  left  fome 
fharp  part  of  it  behind  in  that  membrane.  When  this  was 
obferved,  a clyfler  was  ordered  in  the  evening,  and  a purga- 
tive medicine  to  be  given  after  it.  He  pafled  the  firft  night 
with  great  diftrefs.  But  in  the  morning  he  feemed  to  the 
phyfician,  and  to  others,  to  be  much  better.  It  was  imagi- 
ned that  a fpafm  would  come  on,  and  carry  him  off.  He  be- 
came then  troublefome  in  the  night,  and  wanted  fleep.  He 
principally  lay  upon  his  belly.  And  upon  the  third  day  con- 
vulfions  feized  him,  and  on  that  day  he  died. 

Billus  being  wounded  in  the  back,  a quantity  of  air, 
with  a great  noife,  was  driven  from  the  wound,  and  there 
was  alfo  a large  haemorrhage.  A medicine  of  the  ftyptic 
kind  being  bound  upon  it,  he  was  cured. 

The  fon  of  Philis,  whofe  frontal  bone  was  laid  bare,  was 
attacked  with  fever  on  the  ninth  day,  the  bone  put  on  a li- 
vid appearance,  and  he  died.  The  children  alfo  of  Phanias 
and  Energetes  had  their  bones  affeded  in  the  fame  man- 
ner, and  had  alfo  fevers  ; the  fkin  feparated  from  the  bone, 
and  no  pus  was  produced. 

Aristippus  was  violently  flruck  with  the  point  of  an  ar- 
row deep  into  the  belly,  and  it  was  extracted  with  difficulty. 
In  confequence  he  was  attacked  with  grievous  pain,  and  heat 
in  that  part,  and  he  had  no  evacuation  downwards.  He  was 
reftlefs,  and  vomited  a good  deal  of  bile,  and  after  that 
feemed  to  be  better.  But  in  a ffiort  time  the  pain  returned 
with  equal  violence,  and  the  belly  was  affeded,  as  in  dif- 
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orders  of  the  intedines.  His  heat  and  thirffc  continued,  and 
in  feven  days  he  died. 

Neapolis,  from  a fimilar  wound  was  affeCted  in  the  fame 
manner.  But  from  the  exhibition  of  a fharp  clyder,  he  had 
a plentiful  difcharge  by  dool,  and  it  was  loole,  watry,  and 
black.  His  eyes  became  fqualid  and  diining,  and  were  in- 
verted inwards  and  fixed. 

The  fon  of  Metrodorus,  after  a violent  tooth  ach,  had 
a fphacelation  of  the  jaw,  and  a quantity  of  flefii  grew  over 
the  gums,  and  moderately  fuppurated.  The  molares,  and 
the  jaw  itfelf  fell  off. 

A woman  in  Abdera  had  a cancer  in  her  bread,  and  from 
the  nipple  there  flowed  a bloody  fanies.  The  difcharge  being 
dopped,  die  died. 

Certain  perfons  complained  of  a catarrh  on  one  fide  of  the 
head,  and  flowing  down  through  the  nofe.  They  had  a fmall 
fever,  and  in  five  days  after  began  to  have  a fliivering. 

A woman  who  was  injured  during  the  time  of  delivery, 
was  feized  with  a pain  about  her  bread  and  pleura.  This 
was  attended  with  a purulent  expectoration,  and  a confump- 
tion  of  the  flefli  was  evident.  After  fix  days,  die  was  at- 
tacked with  a fever,  and  then  with  a diarrhoea,  then  die  had 
a ceffation  of  the  fever,  and  after  that  a return  of  it,  with 
a conitipation  of  the  bowels.  About  the  feventh  day  die  died. 
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A woman  affe&ed  with  an  angina,  complained  of  the  right 
hand  and  leg  being  grievoufly  affedted  with  pain,  and  (he  was 
attacked  with  a flight  fever.  On  the  third  day  the  ftrangu- 
lation  went  off.  On  the  fourth  fhe  was  convulfed,  loft  her 
voice,  had  a rattling  in  her  throat,  a grinding  of  her  teeth, 
and  a rednefs  of  her  cheeks.  She  died  on  the  fifth  or  fixth 
day.  The  fign  of  her  death  was  a livid  appearance  in  her 
hands. 

Another  had  a rattling  in  her  palate,  a dry  tongue,  and  an 
inflammation  in  her  lungs.  She  died  but  was  quite  fenfible. 

A man  in  a dropfy  alfoin  Olynthus,  was  fuddenly  depri- 
ved of  his  voice.  He  was  delirious  both  night  and  day,  and 
died. 
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SECTION  I. 


nPHOSE  perfons  who  fufFer  abortion,  and  have  tumours 
in  the  uterus,  which  occafion  a pain  in  the  head,  and 
efpecially  about  the  bregma,  have  other  complaints  in  the 
womb ; and  in  the  termination  of  the  difeafe,  about  the 
eighth  or  tenth  month,  experience  a diforder  in  the  hip. 
— They  who  have  fharp  heads,  have  ftrong  necks,  and  have 
not  only  other  parts,  but  the  bones  alfo  firmly  conftrudted. 
— They  who  are  fubjedt  to  head-achs  and  defluxions  in  the 
ears,  have  alfo  hollow  palates,  and  their  teeth  uneven. — ■ 
They  in  whom  the  bones  feparate  from  the  palate,  have  the 
nofe  falling  in  about  the  middle.  But  in  thofe  where  the  teeth 
protrude  themfelves  forward,  the  nofe  is  very  much  raifed. 
— -Epileptic  fits  ufually  correfpond  in  boys  to  their  date  of 
puberty.  Some  fufFer  a change  in  this  refpedt,  others  do 
not. — A pain  in  the  kidneys  is  moft  urgent  when  the  fto- 
mach  is  full  of  food,  and  phlegm  is  generally  vomited. 
But  when  the  pain  is  exceedingly  violent,  a putrid  matter  is 
thrown  up,  and  the  patient  is  relieved,— A cefFation  from 
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pain  is  alfo  occasioned  when  the  ftomach  is  evacuated  of 
food,  and  feme  yellow  fand  fubfides  in  the  urine,  and  when 
bloody  urine  is  voided,  and  there  is  a ftupor  in  that  thigh 
which  correfponds  to  the  fide  where  the  pain  is  perceived,™ 
Reft  is  of  no  fervice,  but  rather  exercife,  and  avoiding  a reple- 
tion of  food. — In  young  people,  it  might  be  neceffary  to  give 
hellebore,  to  open  a vein,  to  promote  an  evacuation  by  urine, 
to  attenuate  the  humours, and  to  foften  the  parts. — The  men- 
ftrual  flux  in  women  of  a moift  habit  is  fufpended  the  long- 
eft.  But  if  it  do  not  come  down,  fwellings  will  arife. — In 
Cranon  old  pains  were  attended  with  cold,  but  the  more 
recent  were  warm,  and  efpecially  fuch  as  arofe  in  pletho- 
ric habits.  What  were  fixed  in  the  hip  were  cold. — Thole 
affe&ions  which  were  accompanied  with  fharp  rigors  did  not 
go  off  till  they  had  reached  their  higheft  fummit. --Suppreffi- 
ons  of  urine  ufed  to  precede  rigors ; and  if  they  prognofticated 
good  figns,  the  bowels  were  opened,  and  fleep  was  enjoyed. 
—In  the  fame  manner  the  type  of  fevers  is  determined,  and 
what  arifes  from  fatigue. --In  thofe  fevers  which  have  rigors, 
there  is  Seldom  a tranflation  of  the  humours.— -A  weaknefs  of 
the  legs,  either  before  the  difeafe  or  arifing  from  it,  is  occa- 
fioned  fometimes  by  a tranflation  of  humours  upon  the  joints. 
—Thofe  tumours  are  efteemed  the  beft  which  tend  exter- 
nally, and  are  raifed  to  a fharp  point,  which  digeft  equally 
all  round,  and  are  not  hard,  do  not  fpread  downwards,  nor 
are  divided. — The  contrary  are  bad,  and  thofe  which  are 
much  divided  are  the  wo r ft.— -The  Autumn  upon  account  of 
its  heat  produced  cardialgias,  fhiverings,  and  melancholy. — 
In  the  beginning  of  fevers  the  exacerbations  are  particularly 
to  be  attended  to.  And  during  the  whole  courfe  of  the  dif- 
eafe 
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eafe,  what  exacerbations  happen  in  the  evening,  and  likewife 
in  the  Autumn,  which  is  the  evening  of  the  year.  Alfo 
whether  worms  appear  at  that  time. —If  a cough  attack  in- 
fants of  two  months  old,  with  a purging  of  the  bowels  and 
a fever,  there  will  be  a cribs  in  twenty  days,  and  a fwelling 
upon  the  joints.  If  this  happen  below  the  navel,  on  the 
joints  of  the  interior  parts  of  the  body,  it  will  end  happily. 
But  if  on  thofe  above,  the  difeafe  will  not  terminate  but  by 
fuppuration.  If  this  is  made  upon  the  fhoulder  in  thefe 
young  fubjedts,  the  arm  will  become  Short  and  Shrivelled.  A 
folution  of  this  difeafe  will  alfo  be  effected  by  an  eruption 
upon  the  parts  below,  if  it  be  not  round  and  deep.  For  this 
kind  are  particularly  injurious  to  children.  This  difeafe  will 
likewife  be  terminated  by  a haemorrhage  from  the  nofe,  but 
this  is  mod  common  in  perfons  of  maturer  age. — Tears  in 
acute  difeafes  of  a bad  kind,  if  they  are  voluntary  are  a good 
fign,  but  if  they  are  involuntary,  they  are  bad. — The  draw- 
ing in  of  the  eye-lids  is  alfo  a bad  fign. — A dry  kind  of  de- 
fluxion on  the  eyes  likewife,  refembling  fordes,  is  bad,  as 
well  as  a defedt  in  the  fight,  and  a fqualid  appearance.  Alfo 
a concretion  of  the  humours,  and  a diftortion  of  the  eye,  to- 
gether with  a rigidity,  a difficulty  of  motion,  and  many  other 
things  which  are  now  omitted. — Some  fevers  appear  to  the 
feeling  by  the  hands,  to  be  attended  with  a heat  of  great 
pungency.  Others  are  more  mild.  Others  are  more  pun- 
gent ; and  feem  to  have  the  heat  constantly  increasing. 
There  are  fome  likewife  which  tho’  violent,  yet  the  heat  in 
them  feems  to  leflen  gradually.  — Some  perfons  in  their  com- 
plaints have  great  drynefs  of  the  Skin,  others  have  great 
weaknefs  as  well  as  drynefs.  Some  have  a fait  defluxion, 
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others  are  oppreffed  with  wind.  Others  have  a horrid  afpedt, 
but  the  jfkin  grows  moift  to  the  touch.  Others  have  a rednefs 
in  their  complexion,  others  a livid  hue,  &c. — A general  fwel- 
ling  of  the  body,  and  a hardnefs  of  the  joints,  are  among  the 
bad  figns,  as  well  as  a luxation  of  the  articulations,  and  a frac- 
ture of  the  bones.— A daring  flare  in  the  eye  betokens  deliri- 
um, and  a perverfion  or  dejedtion  of  that  organ  is  a fign  of 
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O dilate,  or  to  conftringe,  is  fometimes  to  be  attempt- 


ed, fometimes  not. — With  regard  to  the  humours, 
fome  are  to  be  expelled,  others  are  to  be  dried  up,  others  are 
to  be  pent  in,  all  thefe  are  fometimes  to  be  done,  and  fome- 
times to  be  avoided. — It  is  neceffary  alfo  to  extenuate,  or  to 
increafe,  the  body,  the  fkin,  the  flefh,  and  other  parts.  This 
is  fometimes  to  be  done,  at  other  times  to  be  avoided.— 
Likewife  to  appeafe,  to  flimulate,  to  harden,  and  to  make 
foft,  are  often  to  be  put  in  execution,  fometimes  to  be  decli- 
ned.— As  well  as  to  roufe  or  to  induce  torpor  and  fleepinefs, 
and  feveral  things  of  the  fame  kind. — It  is  requifite  to  ufe 
derivations  alfo  to  draw  off  from  parts  affedted,  and  to  dis- 
join what  preternaturally  adhere. — We  muft  befides  ejedt 
thofe  humours  which  are  unprofitable,  and  fometimes  thofe 
which  are  beneficial ; as  one  pain  oftentimes  is  the  cureforano- 
ther. — Many  complaints  require  a treatment  oppofite  to  what 
fhould  be  expedted,  as  what  would  feem  to  be  cured  by  vo- 
miting requires  purging  downwards,  and  the  contrary.  This 
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is  the  cafe  with  what  are  ufed  to  purge  the  head,  and  phlebo- 
tomy when  praCtifed  with  difcretion. — Abfceffes,  fuch  as 
buboes,  are  figns  of  fome  affeCtions  in  the  parts  whence 
they  arife,  and  alfo  of  other  parts.  When  they  happen  in 
the  bowels  they  are  a iign  of  great  danger. — Refpiration  is 
fhort,  frequent,  deep  and  feldom,  fhort  and  feldom,  quick 
and  deep,  externally  deep,  internally  fhort ; and  internally 
deep,  and  externally  fhort,  in  one  cafe  labouring,  in  the  other 
urgent. — It  is  likewife  fometimes  reduplicated  internally,  as 
breathing  over  again,  and  the  breath  is  alfo  warm  and  cold. 
— A long  refpiration  is  a cure  for  conftant  agitations ; but  in 
thofe  who  drink  little  or  feldom  a fhort  breathing  is  of  fer- 
vice. — A pain  in  the  tides,  and  a diftenfton  of  the  praecordia, 
tumours  in  the  fpleen,  and  haemorrhages  from  the  noftril, 
arife  in  their  proper  directions  to  each  other.  The  fame  may 
be  obferved  of  affections  about  the  ears,  and  more  efpecially 
about  the  eyes. — It  fhould  be  obferved  whether  a conftant 
correfpondence  is  kept  up  from  parts  below  to  thofe  above, 
according  to  their  exaCt  directions,  as  in  the  jaws,  or  eyes, 
or  ears.  Or  whether  their  direction  is  obferved  from  parts 
above  to  thofe  below.  Whether  red  tumours  about  the 
throat  and  pains  in  the  ftde  maintain  a fimilar  direction, 
Alfo  thofe  things  which  from  the  fuperior  parts  are  diftri- 
buted  below  the  liver,  as  in  the  teftes  and  veins  of  the  ex~ 
tremities.— The  reafon  of  thefe  things  is  of  great  confe- 
quence.— Where  the  veins  of  the  temples  do  not  join  together, 
nor  appear  of  a fplendid  colour,  if  the  breathing  fhould  be 
made  internally,  or  there  be  a dry  cough  not  of  a dangerous 
kind,  there  may  be  a prediction  of  an  affeCtion  of  the  limbs, 
according  to  their  proper  direction  below  the  ftomach. — 
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This  happens  to  thofe  perfons  who  are  of  a fair  complexion, 
and  have  a red  colour  in  their  cheeks,  if  blood  do  not  flow 
from  the  nofe,  or  in  fmall  quantity  : If  any  thing  fhould  be 
left  behind  of  what  does  flow,  it  naturally  begets  an  abfcefs.-- 
In  the  fame  manner  third;  is  a hgn  of  what  remains,  as  well  as 
a bad  tade  in  the  mouth,  or  a naufea.  The  fever  in  thefe  cafes 
is  not  acute,  but  is  the  fame  as  after  a relapfe. — What  remains 
after  a crifis,  is  the  caufe  of  a return  of  the  fever. — In  the 
firfi:  place,  therefore,  there  arifes  a dwelling  of  the  fpleen, 
unlefs  there  be  previously  a deposition  upon  the  limbs,  or 
blood  flow  from  the  nofe,  or  there  be  a didenfion  of  the  prs- 
cordia  of  the  right  fide,  or  unlefs  there  be  an  extraordinary 
fecretion  of  urine.  For  this  interception  between  both  da- 
ges  of  the  difeafe,  is  the  proper  caufe  of  the  return.  It  is 
neceflary  then  to  attempt  procuring  an  abfcefs,  if  that  be  not 
made  before,  to  leave  thofe  to  themfelves  which  are  already 
made,  and  to  wait  the  iflue  of  what  they  will  produce* 
— Thofe  which  produce  nothing  are  to  be  aflided,  and  thofe 
which  produce  what  is  improper  are  to  have  that  diverted, 
efpecially  if  this  can  be  done  fo  as  to  prevent  future  accidents, 
and  even  in  thofe  likewife  which  are  at  prefent  formed  : A hae- 
morrhage from  the  nofe  on  the  fourth  day  makes  a crifis. — » 
Fevers  which  intermit  one  day,  and  are  fubjecd  to  a rigor  on 
the  next,  with  a crifis,  generally  run  through  five  or  feven 
periods. — In  thofe  who  are  affedled  with  tertians,  the  night 
preceding  the  paroxyfm  is  generally  troublefome,  but  that 
which  follows  is  for  the  mod  part  eafier.  Dry  coughs  were 
not  very  urgent  in  ardent  fevers,  nor  was  there  much  third, 
nor  was  the  tongue  very  dry,  nor  did  they  proceed  from  ma- 
lignity, but  rather  from  wind,  as  is  manifed  from  this,  that 
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when  the  patients  fpoke,  or  gaped,  they  coughed,  but  not 
otherwife. — Thefe  things  were  mod;  evident  in  fevers  which 
arofe  from  too  great  fatigue. — Nothing  is  rafhly  to  be  deter- 
mined, nor  is  any  thing  to  be  negleded. — Antidotes  are 
fometimes  to  be  exhibited  on  the  accefs  of  a difeafe,  and 
fometimes  it  is  neceffary  to  lie  quiet,  (and  do  nothing. )--For 
a pain  in  the  back  part  of  the  head,  if  a vein  be  opened  in 
the  forehead  it  will  be  of  fervice. — Abfceffes  in  the  praecor- 
dia  are  to  have  their  origin  examined  into,  the  fame  as  in- 
flammations in  the  vifcera,  as  when  they  arife  in  the  fpleen, 
from  the  liver,  or  the  contrary,  &c. — Thofe  things  are  to  be 
repelled  which  are  not  proper  to  be  promoted,  and  in  thefe 
cafes  it  is  neceffary  to  guide  them  in  the  way  by  which  they 
have  a tendency  to  be  carried  off. — In  broad  puftules  which 
itch  much,  fuch  as  Simon  had  during  the  Winter,  who  was 
afliffed  by  anointing  before  the  fire,  and  walhing  with  warm 
water;  vomits  are  of  no  fervice,  but  I think  warm  fomentati- 
ons may  be  recommended.— Ulcers  which  want  maturation 
are  to  be  kept  £hut  up,  but  the  contrary  are  to  be  dried  away  or 
laid  open. — In  troublefome  defluxions  upon  the  eyes,  it  is  ne- 
ceffary to  make  a revulfion  upon  the  fauces,  if  that  method  in 
other  refpeds  agree  with  the  patient.  Belching  and  fuch  other 
things  may  be  promoted  when  they  are  of  fervice. — Tt  is  requi- 
fite  to  keep  the  natural  paffages  open,  as  the  nofe,  and  others 
of  equal  confequence;  and  by  thofe  methods,  and  by  thofe  dif- 
charges,  and  in  thofe  parts  in  which  they  may  be  profitable, 
and  in  the  proper  time  and  quantity,  as  in  the  cafe  of  fweating, 
and  all  others. --In  difeafes  of  note,  if  the  face  hath  a good  af- 
ped,  it  is  a profitable  fign,  but  in  trifling  complaints,  the 
contrary  appearance  is  a bad  one.— A woman  who  lived  near 
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the  Theatre  of  Heroes  recovered  from  a jaundice.  But  a 
man  who  was  with  the  nephew  of  Timenes  was  fuffufed 
with  a black  colour. — In  Per  in  thus  the  urine  refembled 
femen,  and  this  was  critical  to  thofe  who  had  affedtions  in 
their  bowels.  This  urine  was  of  fervice,  becaufe  there  was 
no  great  emiffion  of  wind,  nor  any  large  evacuation  of  gluti- 
nous ftools  to  foften  the  abdomen  : The  praecordia  were 
likewife  not  enlarged. — One  who  eat  fome  cabbage  for  an  af- 
fection of  his  breath,  on  the  eleventh'day  had  his  belly  foft- 
ened,  his  refpiration  made  eafy,  and  fome  copious  ftools. — - 
A watry  difpolition  of  the  blood  makes  perfons  fearful  and 
watchful,  and  this  whether  it  be  good  or  bad. — Thofe  who 
have  a fpleen  very  low  down,  have  their  feet,  their  cheeks, 
and  their  hands  warm,  but  their  nofes  and  ears  always  cold. 
It  fhould  be  confidered  therefore  whether  this  be  owing  to 
thin  blood,  or  to  the  natural  difpofition  of  the  body. — Thofe 
who  have  a fuppuration  in  the  extremity  of  the  navel,  are 
much  affedted  in  their  bowels.- -The  fpleen  not  on  the  fupe- 
rior  fide,  but  on  the  inferior,  is  fometimes  hard  or  round,  or 
broad  or  thick,  or  thin  or  long,  and  fmall  in  thofe  who  are 
fubjedt  to  defluxions  from  the  head. — For  attaining  a proper 
knowledge  of  difeafes,  a diligent  enquiry  mu  ft  be  made  of 
the  perfons.  And  what  they  have  to  tell,  and  how  their 
difcourfe  is  to  be  received.  Alfo  what  is  to  be  related  not 
only  by  the  fick  man,  but  by  the  by-ftanders,  and  many 
other  external  circumftances. — Since  males  are  generated  in 
the  right  fide  of  the  womb,  which  is  moft  warm  and  folid, 
hence  they  are  blacker,  have  their  veins  more  prominent, 
and  are  fubjedt  to  the  bile. — The  male  grows  to  a greater 
fize,  and  is  more  compadt  •,  in  his  motion  he  is  quicker,  but 

grows

grows  flower,  and  in  a much  longer  time.  He  is  more  lolid, 
and  more  bilious,  and  has  a larger  quantity  of  blood,  becaufe 
cf  the  greater  beat  in  the  place  where  he  is  formed. 


SECTION  IIL 


Thin  fkin  is  the  caufe  of  a cofcive  belly,  and  a denfe  cu- 


ticle of  an  increafe  of  flefh. — A torpor  or  fluggiihnefs 
of  the  bowels,  occalions  a general  uneafinefs  and  impurity  in 
the  vefTels.-— A decay  of  the  brain  caufes  baldnefs,  and  a 
confumption  of  all  the  functions.-—  A general  extenuation  of 
body  is  affifled  by  gymnaftic  exercifes,  by  too  much  quiet,  by 
mourning,  and  by  quick  walking.  For  this,  boiled  Maza 
or  bread  in  fmall  quantity  will  be  of  fervice.  It  is  neceffary 
to  obferve  this  extenuation  every  day  at  the  fame  hour  : For 
the  whole  mafs  is  fuddenly  reduced. — Remit  all  kinds  of  la- 
bour, otherwife  the  body  will  fall  away  without  perceiving 
it.  This  happens  univerfally. — When  the  body  is  decayed, 
fwines  flefh  will  be  of  ufe.  When  it  is  reflored  it  will  be 
fignified  by  this  fign,  the  body  will  become  of  a florid  co- 
lour.— The  fign  of  proper  exercife  in  the  games,  is  indicated 
by  the  fweat  falling  off  in  drops  as  water  from  an  aquasdudl, 
or  when  it  defcends  from  a great  height. — A woman  whom 
I before  had  cured  at  Cranqn,  and  who  had  a fpleen  of 
confiderable  magnitude,  was  feized  with  an  ardent  fever. 
Her  fkin  was  very  red,  and  her  breath  fhort.  On  the  tenth 
day  a copious  fweat  broke  out  upon  the  upper  parts  of  her 
body,  and  on  the  lower  parts  about  the  fourteenth. — Thofe 
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'who  had  a heavinefs  in  the  head  and  hoarfenefs,  when 
they  were  attacked  with  fevers,  were  lefs  fubjedt,  i think, 
than  others  to  relap fes. — When  there  is  a converfion  of  the 
humours  into  pus,  there  is  feldom  a return  of  the  fever : 
For  the  maturation  of  that  fubftance,  is  the  fign  both  of  a 
crifis  and  a tranflation. — Some  perfons  who  addidled  them- 
felves  to  venery,  were  fubjedt  to  an  inflation  of  thebelly,  as 
Damnagosas  for  inftance.  Some  were  eafed  of  this  by  an 
evacuation  of  wind  as  Arcesjlaus.- — Thofe  perfons  who 
have  their  fhoulders  extended  like  wings,  are  fubjedt  to  dis- 
orders from  wind,  for  they  are  full  of  it. — A cold  air,  fuch 
as  produces  fnow  and  ice,  is  apt  to  burft  the  blood  veffels, 
and  occafion  coughs.  It  caufes  likewife  a conftridlion  of  the 
humours  into  what  are  called  Pherea  and  Gongronae.  It 
is  alfo  the  fource  of  hardneffes  in  the  fldn. — After  micturi- 
tion, in  boys  efpecially,  there  is  often  a thick  fediment  in  the 
urine.  It  is  becaufe  they  are  of  a warmer  temperature. 
The  form  of  body  which  is  mod;  eafy  in  cafes  of  pain,  is  that 
which  a man  puts  himfelf  into  when  he  is  lifting  up  a burden 
in  his  hands,  or  when  lying  down,  and  bending  under  the 
pain,  he  feizes  on  a poft  and  finds  relief. — In  a man  whom 
I fawfrom  Orthypia,  near  the  Bridge,  with  his  legs  quite 
incapable  of  motion  ; the  tibia  was  not  much  decayed, 
but  the  thighs  were  fhrivelled  : He  could  not  retain  either 
his  urine  or  his  femen. — In  fuch  as  have  naturally  their  fides 
flat  like  wings,  which  arifes  from  weaknefs,  or  a bad  con- 
formation ; if  a malignant  defluxion  fall  down  upon  the 
lungs,  whether  there  be  an  excretion,  or  not,  it  is  a bad  fign. 
— Rigors  in  women  begin  in  the  loins,  and  afcend  upwards 
towards  the  head  by  the  back.  In  men  alfo  they  proceed 
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xather  through  the  pofterior  than  anterior  parts. — Shiverings 
are  perceived  more  in  the  external  than  internal  parts  of  the 
body,  as  in  the  elbows  and  thighs.  This  is  moft  evident 
alfo  in  thofe  who  have  thin  fkins,  of  which  the  hair  is  a 
lign. — If  a rigor  arife  from  other  caufes,  as  from  ulcers,  it 
begins  in  the  velfels. — The  principal  knowledge  in  difeafes 
is  derived  from  their  origin,  their  caufe,  and  from  much 
difcourfe  which  gradually  leads  to  information. — Whether 
things  are  limilar  or  diffimilar  is  likewife  to  be  difcovered, 
that  a fimilitude  may  be  found  from  the  contrary.  For  this 
is  the  way  of  difcerning  what  is  right,  and  of  difcovering 
what  is  improper.-- Haemorrhages  from  the  nofe  arife,  in 
thofe  who  after  growing  pale  look  black,  or  are  of  a ruddy  pale 
complexion,  or  are  apt  to  become  pallid. — Having  been  let 
down  a little,  it  is  neceffary  to  thicken  the  blood  by  a dry  diet. 
--Others  want  lefs  thickening,  but  a dry  white  medicine, 
fuch  as  galls  or  alum.  When  people  begin  to  ufe  venery, 
or  when  the  hairs  appear  firft  about  the  pubes,  then  they 
are  fubjedt  to  bleedings  from  the  nofe. — In  their  fir  ft  conver- 
fation  with  women,  fome  perfons  are  fubjedt  to  an  emiffion 
of  wind  as  Arcesilaus.  There  are  fome  alfo  who  are  af- 
fedted  with  rigor  and  a corrugation  of  the  fkin.  Others  in 
the  fame  adt,  have  a fwelling  of  the  belly,  as  Damnago- 
ras. — Sudden  changes  are  to  be  avoided,  a fmall  quantity 
of  food  is  to  be  ufed  at  a time,  great  laffitude  to  be  guarded 
againft,  as  well  as  to  accuftom  ourfelves  to  drink  whenever 
we  are  thirfty. — All  extenuation  relaxes  the  fkin,  and  after- 
wards diftends  it.  Nutrition  hath  the  contrary  effect. — The 
corrugation  of  a fkin  which  fubfides,  is  the  fame  as  the  dif- 
tenfion  of  that  which  is  nourifhed.  Roughnefs  and  light— 
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nefs  is  a fign  of  both,  as  well  as  a bilious  and  ruddy  appear- 
ance. Thus  the  breads  become  pendent,  both  when  they 
are  thin  and  when  they  are  diftended,  altho’  the  caufe  of 
the  latter  is  not  fo  well  known,  that  it  is  upon  ac- 
count of  a repletion  of  flefh. — -The  clavicles  appear  mod 
confpicous  where  the  veins  are  tranfparent.  Herodicus 
treated  many  in  fevers  with  much  exercife,  with  complain- 
ings, and  with  frequent  fomentations.  This  was  unfuccefs- 
ful,  for  fevers  are  averfe  to  didrefs,  to  exercife,  to  running 
about,  to  frictions,  &c.  to  driving  out  one  labour  with  ano- 
ther.—From  hence  arofe  a rednefs  of  the  veins,  lividity,  and 
palenefs,  and  foft  pains  of  the  fides. — To  appeafe  them, 
fhut  the  mouth,  keep  filence,  and  take  in  a good  deal  of 
cold  air  with  what  is  drunk. — The  occafions  of  difeafe 
ought  to  be  confidered,  as  whether  it  arife  from  a pain  in 
the  head,  or  the  ear,  or  the  fide.— The  teeth  alfo  are  a fign 
of  it,  and  afwelling  in  the  groin. — Ulcers  and  tubercles  ari- 
fing,  determine  the  crifis  in  fevers. — When  they  don’t  arife 
according  to  expectation,  there  will  no  crifis  happen. 
And  where  any  thing  of  this  kind  is  left  behind,  it  is  a 
certain  mark  of  a relapfe. — A fpitting  of  a round  globular 
matter,  fuch  as  was  obferved  in  Plenus,  portends  a deli- 
rium.— Thofe  who  are  fubjeCt  to  the  haemorrhoids,  are 
neither  attacked  with  pleurify,  nor  inflammation  of  the 
lungs,  nor  phagedenic  ulcers,  nor  furuncles,  nor  terminthi, 
nor  in  like  manner  with  lepra,  or  any  thing  of  that  kind. 
But  if  they  are  unfeafonably  cured,  the  patient  is  liable  in  a 
fliort  time  to  be  feized  with  thefe  diforders,  which  often  on 
that  account  terminate  fatally,  or,  as  in  abfcefifes  from  other 
caufes,  end  in  Anus’s,  &c.  And  here  that  which  falls  down 
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on  thefe  parts,  destroys  thofe  diforders  from  which  it  arofe. 
Thofe  places  which  receive  diforders  of  another,  free  it  from 
pain  or  heavinefs,  or  any  other  complaint  by  means  of  the 
communication  they  have  together. — Blood  does  not  flow 
from  the  body  always  in  its  natural  date,  but  is  converted 
into  other  humours  to  which  it  has  an  affinity.. — In  thofe 
who  fpit  purulent  matter,  blood  letting  is  obje&ed  to,  where 
there  is  a pain  in  the  flde,  or  a collection  of  bile,  or  the  time 
of  the  year  is  inconvenient. 


SECTION  IV. 

WHERE  there  are  tubercles  behind  the  ears,  which  at 
the  time  of  the  crifls  do  not  fuppurate,  a relapfe 
will  occur  upon  their  difappearance,  from  the  general  theory 
of  relap fes.  And  when  this  return  of  the  difeafe  happens, 
the  tumours  will  arife  again  the  fame  as  in  the  return  of  fe- 
vers, and  at  the  fame  periods.  In  thefe  cafes  fome  depofi- 
tion  upon  the  joints  is  to  be  expected. — Urine  which  is 
thick  and  white,  fuch  as  was  obferved  in  the  fon  of  Archi- 
genes  j when  it  appears  in  fevers  which  arife  from  laffitude, 
and  on  the  fourth  day,  is  a fecurity  againfl:  any  tranflation. 
And  if  blood  flow  from  the  nofe  plentifully,  it  is  ftill  bet- 
ter.— One  who  had  a pain  in  his  joints  was  at  the  fame 
time  tormented  with  a flight  pain  in  his  right  fide,  and  when 
the  former  was  eafed,  the  latter  became  more  diftreffing., — 
The  daughter  of  Agasius,  whilfl:  ffie  was  a girl,  was  trou- 
bled with  a difficult  refpiration.  But  after  £he  became  a wo- 
man. 
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man,  and  when  {he  had  not  long  conceived,  {he  had  a flight 
pain,  and  Teemed  to  fuftain  a very  conflderable  weight,  and 
after  that  fomething  Teemed  to  creep  through  her  cheft.  The 
next  day  fhe  had  a fit  of  the  aflhma,  and  complained  of  pain 
in  her  right  hip.  The  pain  and  aflhma  as  they  kept  on  her  to- 
gether, fo  they  ceafed  at  the  fame  time.  She  fpit  a frothy 
matter,  but  which  in  the  beginning  was  florid  ; yet  when 
the  fpitting  flopped,  fhe  vomited  a thin  bilious  matter.  Her 
pains  however  continued,  efpecially  in  the  hands.  It  Teemed 
neceflary  to  prohibit  her  garlick.  Twine’s  flefh,  mutton,  and 
beef,  and  in  her  common  concerns  to  avoid  any  loud  conver- 
fation  and  anger. — A man  who  had  a tumour  in  his  head  of 
a corroding  nature,  was  relieved  by  an  application  of  burnt 
alum  to  the  part.  He  had  after  this  another  abfcefs,  which 
feemed  to  extend  even  to  the  bone.  It  broke  about  the  fix- 
tieth  day,  near  the  ear,  and  left  a wound  in  the  upper  part. 
— A man  had  inteftines  refembling  thofe  of  a dog,  only 
larger.  They  hung  down  from  the  mefocolon,  and  this 
part  proceeded  from  the  nerves  of  the  fpine  under  the  belly. 
— It  is  neceflary  to  render  all  things  grateful  to  Tome  fick 
perfons,  as  the  preparation  of  their  food  and  their  drink, 
and  to  make  every  thing  appear  to  them  foft  and  gentle. 
There  are  other  gratifications  which  are  not  very  injurious, 
and  which  may  eafily  be  allowed,  as  refrefhing  them  with 
cold  when  they  require  it. — Befides  thefe,  frequent  vifit- 
ings,  agreeable  converfation,  the  particular  pofture  of  the 
body,  frefh  clothing,  {having,  cutting  the  nails,  and  perfumes 
they  may  be  indulged  in.— When  water  is  boiled,  care  fhould 
be  taken  that  air  be  allowed  admiflion  into  the  veflfel,  that 
the  veflfel  be  not  quite  full,  and  that  it  have  a cover. — It  is 
to  be  obferved  that  many  perfons  from  great  haemorrhages 
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become  fubjedt  to  an  anafarca,  and  who  . if  they  require 
purging,  will  very  eafily  admit  of  that  evacuation.  — In 
./Enos,  thofe  who  continually  eat  beans,  both  males  and  fe- 
males, were  affedted  with  impotency  of  the  limbs,  which 
continued  for  fome  time ; but  thofe  who  eat  peafe,  had 
pains  in  their  knees.— Whilft  we  areawake,  we  warm  exter- 
nally, but  internally  are  cold.  When  we  are  afleep  the  con- 
trary happens. — To  one  of  a warm  temper  naturally,  the 
drinking  of  water  and  reft  is  convenient. — He  who  fleeps  in 
the  cold  ftiould  be  covered  up.  He  who  fleeps  when  he  is 
fitting  down,  nods  when  he  is  ftanding  upright.  — Light  food 
is  of  a cold  nature,  but  ftrong  food  is  warm. — That  water  is 
not  prepared  by  art  which  is  feparated  from  the  heavens,  as 
in  thunder-ftorms,  or  in  middle  of  the  Summer,  but  at  any 
time  what  proceeds  from  ftorms  is  bad. — One  who  can  bear 
a quantity  of  water,  can  bear  alfo  much  watching. — He  who 
is  of  a warm  conftitution,  and  in  a warm  feafon,  if  he  fleep 
in  a cold  room,  will  grow  fat,  if  in  a warm  one  he  will 
grow  thin. — The  great  objedt  of  health  is  to  eat  food  with- 
out fatiating,  and  not  to  refufe  exercife.  — Sleep  is  a relief  for 
light  thirft,  which  arifes  in  perfons  when  awake,  and  watch- 
fulnefs  to  fome  perfons  who  find  this  affedtion  in  their  fleep. 
- — Thofe  perfons  who  have  the  moft  heat  have  ftrong  voices. 
For  the  greateft  quantity  of  cold  air  is  infpired,  and  out  of 
two  great  things,  confiderable  events  will  be  produced. — 
They  who  have  warm  bowels,  have  thin  and  light  flefb,  the 
veins  appear  moft  confpicuoufly,  and  they  are  prone  to  anger. 

• — On  a dry  foil,  a particular  kind  of  birds  prevail.  — In  a 
luftful  exertion,  an  obfervation  may  be  made  from  the  pro- 
minence of  the  tefticles,  if  the  right  protrudes  a male  will 
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be  begotten,  if  the  left  a female.  • — When  the  eyes  are  found, 
the  whole  body  will  be  in  health,  and  the  colour  is  the  mark 
of  their  being  better  or  worfe. — It  is  neceflary  that  the  body 
fhould  be  well  fed,  for  the  external  parts  depend  much  on 
this  circumftance. — Among  the  deadly  figns,  is  reckoned, 
a warm  vapour  flying  off  from  the  body,  and  when  previous 
to  it  the  noftrils  emit  a cold  air. — Symptoms  of  life  are  the 
contrary. — Exercife  flhould  precede  food. 


SECTION  'V. 


NATURE  is  the  beft  phyfician  in  difeafes.— -Nature  finds 
out  methods  of  adtion  of  herfelf,  not  by  any  precon- 
certed opinions,  as  in  the  motion  of  the  eye-lids,  of  the 
mufcles  about  the  tongue,  and  other  adts  of  the  fame  kind. 
— Nature,  untaught  and  unlearned,  does  what  is  fit. —The 
tears,  the  humours  which  difliili  from  the  noftrils,  fneazing, 
the  fordes  of  the  ears,  fpitting  of  the  faliva,  infpiration  and 
expiration,  tremblings,  cough,  hiccough,  do  not  all  admit 
the  fame  manner  of  adtion.  The  like  may  be  obferved  of 
the  urine,  the  evacuation  by  ftool,  by  wind  in  both  its  ways, 
of  aliment  and  of  tranfpiration,  the  peculiar  evacuations  of 
the  fex,  of  fweats,  itchings,  fcratchings,  and  other  things  of 
that  kind. — The  human  foul  is  prolonged  till  death,  but  if 
it  be  confumed  together  with  difeafe,  the  body  is  deftroyed 
along  with  it. — Difeafes  accompanying  us  even  to  old  age, 
are  refolved  by  concodtion,  refolution,  and  putrefadtion.— - 
The  cure  of  difeafes  is  effedted  by  oppofing,  not  by  yielding 
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to  an  affedlion.* — Thus  cold  is  a benefit,  and  takes  away  what 
arifes  from  heat. — Precipitate  and  violent  anger  contracts  the 
heart  and  lungs  into  themfelves,  and  draws  heat  and  moifture 
towards  the  head. — But  tranquility  of  mind  relaxes  the 
heart.- — Labour  nourishes  the  joints  and  the  flefh  (or  muf- 
cles),  but  food  and  deep,  the  vifcera. — Contemplation  is  an 
exercife  to  the  mind  of  human  creatures. — Blood  is  neceffary 
tu  fupport  the  evacuation  of  a wound,  it  is  proper  therefore 
that  the  deficiency  fhould  be  replaced. — In  a pain  of  the  ear, 
having  wrapped  the  finger  round  with  wool  dipped  in  warm 
oil,  then  put  the  wool  into  the  palm  of  the  hand,  and  apply 
it  to  the  ear,  until  fomething  feems  to  run  out,  then  place  it 
on  the  fire,  but  do  not  let  the  patient  perceive  what  you  are 
doing. — The  tongue  indicates  the  (bate  of  the  urine. — Pale 
tongues  are  occafioned  by  a redundancy  of  bile,  and  bile  pro- 
ceeds from  fat. — Red  tongues  fhew  too  great  a quantity  of 
blood,  black  proceed  from  black  bile,  dry  from  fome  parch- 
ing heat,  efpecially  from  parts  about  the  uterus,  white  from 
phlegm. --The  urine  derives  its  colour  from  the  meat,  and  is 
a kind  of  diffolution  of  the  body.— -The  tongue  generally 
marks  the  equality  of  the  humours,  hence  we  look  upon  it 
to  difcover  a diagnoftic. — -If  the  flefh  is  fait  to  the  tafte,  it 
fhews  a redundancy  of  humours.— If  the  nipple  of  the  bread:, 
and  the  areola  round  it,  become  pale,  it  is  a mark  of  fome 
diforder  in  the  womb. — If  the  fordes  of  the  ears  in  men  be 
fweet,  it  is  a fatal  fign,  but  if  it  be  bitter  it  is  not  fo.— In 
difeafes  of  a confiderable  length,  it  will  be  ufeful  to  turn  up 
the  foil  of  the  earth. — Weak  food  will  occafion  a fhort  life. 
—In  continual  defluxions  upon  the  joints,  particularly  thofe 
of  the  hip,  it  will  be  ufeful  to  open  a vein  behind  the  ears.-- 
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Venery  Is  of  fervice  in  diforders  which  arife  from  too  much 
phlegm.— -Strong  food  or  drink  is  troublefome  to  thofe  who 
have  warm  domachs. — The  collection  of  black  bile  is  fnni- 
lar  to  the  haemorrhoids. — Coition  is  injurious  in  thofe  dif- 
-orders  which  are  condantly  increadng. — Cold  indurates 
the  bowels. — Coition  alfo  indurates  the  bowels. — After 
taking  hellebore,  if  you  would  wifh  it  to  have  a fpeedy 
effedt,  you  fhould  either  wafh  yourfelf,  or  take  fome 
food. — The  blood  in  fleep  flies  to  the  internal  parts. 

- — A rigor  proceeds  from  the  upper  part  of  the  bowels, 
but  a fever  from  the  lower. — The  air  is  taken  mod  gree- 
dily into  the  lungs  when  that  organ  is  dry,  or  hath  ge- 
nerated great  heat. — Much  deep  alfo  promotes  that  dry- 
nefs.-— The  colded  food  is  lentils,  millet,  and  cucum- 
bers.— Ulcers  are  always  occadoned,  if  whild  there  by 
a difcharge  downwards  the  patient  daould  ufe  exercife. — If 
a woman  or  goat  eat  Elaterium,  or  the  wild  cucum- 
ber, it  proves  purgative  to  their  children. — In  a warm 
body,  that  which  is  eaten  proves  cold  internally,  but 
externally  there  is  produced  pain  from  the  fun,  from 
the  dre,  and  from  the  clothes,  but  this  is  in  the  Summer 
feafon.  In  the  feafon  oppodte,  viz.  Winter,  the  contrary 
happens.  Food  is  fometimes  quickly  digeded,  fometimes 
dowly. 
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SECTION  VI. 

THE  flefli  attracts  a nutriment  from  the  bowels,  and 
from  the  extreme  parts. — The  fenfes  indicate  that  the 
whole  body  draws  in  and  throws  out  a quantity  of  air. — The 
veins,  on  account  of  the  quantity  of  blood,  are  endued  with 
great  heat,  which  often  produces  ardent  fevers,  and  which 
are  foon  determined. — In  thofe  who  abound  with  fat,  yel- 
low bile  prevails,  but  in  thofe  who  have  much  blood  it  is  of 
the  black  kind. — The  various  affedtions  of  the  mind,  the 
memory,  the  fmell,  and  other  things  of  this  kind,  alfo 
hunger,  and  the  different  functions,  are  objedts  of  attention. 
— In  labour,  in  food  and  drink,  in  fleep,  and  in  venereal  en- 
joyments there  fhould  be  fome  moderation. — He  who  is  of 
a cold  nature,  will  be  warm  in  a cold  feafon  and  climate. — 
To  appeafe  great  pain,  let  the  belly  be  purged  where  it  is 
the  neareft,  and  it  may  be  neceffary  likewife  to  open  a vein. 
—Alfo  burning,  cutting,  heating,  cooling,  fneezing,  the 
juice  of  fome  plants,  according  to  their  refpedtive  faculties, 
and  the  Cyceon  may  be  of  fome  ufe.  The  remedies  of  very 
dangerous  difeafes  are  milk,  garlick,  warm  wine,  fait,  and 
vinegar. — A man  being  tired  upon  a journey,  was  feized  with 
weaknefs  and  a dull  fenfe  of  pain,  and  he  fpit  much. — He 
had  a cough,  which  feemed  to  derive  its  origin  from  the 
head,  an  acute  fever,  and  a kind  of  biting  pain  about  the 
hands.  On  the  fecond  day  he  perceived  a great  weight 
about  his  head,  the  tongue  became  parched,  and  the  nofe  even 
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when  fcratched  with  the  nails  did  not  flow  with  blood.  The 
fpleen  on  the  left  fide  was  enlarged,  and  was  hard  and'  pain- 
ful.— They  who  are  tormented  with  a quartan,  are  not  trou- 
bled with  any  other  violent  difeafe,  but  if  they  before  are 
affedted  with  any,  they  are  freed  from  it  by  the  quartan 
fupervening. — Particular  perfons  are  affedted  with  fome  pe- 
culiar diforders. — The  bile  (as  I faid  before  about  Birds) 
prevails  in  thofe  who  are  of  a bilious  habit,  and  heat  indi- 
cates great  acrimony. — Great  difturbances  and  tranfitions  of 
difeafes  are  to  be  obferved,  as  when  a pain  in  the  fide  ceafes 
upon  a delirium,  in  fome  alfo  fevers  retire,  and  in  fome  no- 
thing appears  of  this  kind,  but  a fweat  inftead,  and  in  many 
great  perturbation. — In  fome  the  fkin  feems  ftretched  and 
hot.— It  is  to  be  enquired  into,  whence  torpors  arofe,  and 
what  happened  to  him  who  complained  of  his  hip. — Inflam- 
mations which  occur  from  ear  to  ear,  for  the  mofc  part  prove 
fatal  on  the  third  day. — They  who  have  a hard  and  dry  fkin 
generally  die  without  a fweat,  but  thofe  who  have  their  fkin 
relaxed,  die  with  a fweat. — In  difeafes  which  are  difpofed  to 
change,  that  circumftance  is  of  fervice  to  them. — But  thefe 
changes  fhould  be  made  in  a convenient  place,  and  before  any 
mifchief  is  eftablifhed,  as  happened  to  Char  ion. — Irrita- 
ting defluxions  are  to  be  confidered,  efpecially  as  they  affedt 
the  roughnefs  of  the  voice. — In  thofe  who  have  any  thing 
remaining  (after  a fever)  which  will  contribute  to  their 
health,  in  order  to  carry  off  the  caufe,  either  purge  down- 
wards, or  tie  up,  or  throw  out,  or  cut  off,  or  burn  away. 
But  to  thofe  to  whom  no  fuch  thing  happens,  great  attention 
is  neceffary. — Thofe  who  have  copious  hemorrhages  from 
the  nofe,  if  the  blood  is  much  difcoloured,  and  not  properly 
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mixed,  find  little  benefit  from  the  evacuation.  When  it  is 
of  a led  colour,  there  is  a difference. — WFere  the  head  is  re- 
lived, it  is  of  fervice,  but  it  is  not  fo  where  this  effiedt  is  not 
pioduced.  Thofe  who  have  large  haemorrhages  from  the 
nofe,  and  thin  and  copious  evacuations  of  the  femen  are  not 
very  healthy,  but  where  thefe  things  happen  from  difeafe, 
they  are  of  benefit. — The  {pitting  of  a globular  matter  por- 
tends delirium,  as  was  feen  in  the  man  at  Perinthus.  In 
him  there  was  a haemorrhage  from  the  left  noflril,  and  a per- 
fect folution  01  the  difeafe  on  the  fifth  day. — Urine  with 
much  iediment  takes  away  delirium,  as  happened  to  a perfon 
at  Dexippus,  after  the  hair  fell  off.— A quartan  feldom  en- 
tirely ceafes  in  lefs  than  a year. — In  Summer  time  an  erup- 
tion breaks  out  in  inflammations  of  the  ear,  about  the  fifth 
day.  Sometimes  they  continue  a long  time.— This  is  like- 
wife  the  cafe  with  fuppurations  about  the  lips  and  the  nofe. 
—In  thofe  who  from  a pain  in  the  teeth  have  a thinnefs  of 
the  eye-lids,  the  application  of  pepper  renders  them  thicker 
every  day,  efpecially  if  other  things  have  not  quite  reduced 
them.— For  in  the  cafe  of  Hegesippus,  a foporific  medi- 
cine was  of  no  avail,  but  it  rather  aggravated  the  complaint. 
—From  the  head  is  derived  the  nature  of  the  bones,  alfo  of 
the  nerves  and  veins,  and  flefh,  and  of  the  humours,  and 
of  the  upper  and  lower  vifcera,  of  the  mind  alfo,  and  of  the 
manners.-— In  thofe  things  which  happen  in  the  courfe  of 
the  year,  it  is  to  be  obferved  at  what  time  of  the  year  they 
occur,  as  puftules,  and  other  things  of  that  kind,  in  the 
fame  manner,  as  thofe  diurnal  accidents  which  arife  fooner 
or  later. --^t  ought  alfo  to  be  attended  to,  that  a body  which 
o bile  and  alfo  of  blood  will  generate  melancholy,

unlefs  it  have  a Arong  effluvia  arifing  from  it. — In  Lycin^js9 
the  fpleen  was  fwelled  with  pain  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  day. 

SECTION  VII. 

COUGHS  began  about  the  Winter  folAice,  on  the  fif- 
teenth or  twentieth  day  after  the  firA  feizure,  upon  a 
fudden  change  from  a South  wind  to  that  which  was  nor- 
therly, attended  with  fnow. — Some  of  thefe  were  of  fliorter, 
others  of  longer  duration.— After  thefe  arofe  fudden  inflam- 
mations of  the  lungs,  and  again  before  the  Equinox,  there 
were  relapfes  on  the  fortieth  day  or  thereabouts  from  the 
beginning.  In  fome  the  fevers  were  of  fliort  duration,  and 
foon  came  to  a crifis.  In  others  there  were  inflammations 
of  the  jaws,  in  others  anginas,  and  fome  of  thefe  fphacela- 
ted,  efpecially  in  boys,  in  whom  likewife  nydtolopias  occurs 
red. — Inflammations  of  the  lungs  were  but  of  fhort  duration, 
but  thofe  of  the  fauces  occurred  in  confequence  of  cough,  or 
always  accompanied  it,  they  were  alfo  of  Aiort  continuance, 
and  fo  were  more  efpecially  the  nyctalopias.  The  anginas 
and  paralyfes  (of  the  throat)  were  either  hard  and  dry,  or 
fmall  and  not  difpofed  to  come  to  maturation.  In  fome 
they  were  very  violent. — Thofe  therefore  who  fuffered  much 
in  their  voice,  or  were  attacked  with  rigors,  foon  fell  into 
thefe  anginas  from  their  coughs. — Thofe  who  were  worked 
much  at  manual  labour,  had  a paralytic  afleCtion  of  the  upper 
extremities.  But  thofe  who  rode  a good  deal,  or  travelled 

much.

much,  or  ufed  their  legs  in  any  other  manner,  were  affeCted 
in  the  fame  way  in  the  lower  extremities,  and  about  the 
loins,  and  perceived  a latitude  and  pain  in  the  thighs  and 
tibia. — Thofe  coughs  were  the  moil  hard  and  fevere  which 
occurred  in  paralytic  perfons.  And  in  all  thefe  cafes  there 
were  relapfes.  But  in  the  beginning  the  difeafe  was  not  vio- 
lent. In  many  the  coughs  became  lighter  in  the  intermif- 
hon,  but  they  did  not  entirely  leave  them,  and  returned 
again  upon  the  relapfe.  Thofe  in  whom  the  voice  was  bro- 
ken by  the  cough  had  no  fever,  and  others  but  for  a fbort 
time  j but  neither  inflammations  of  the  lungs  happened,  nor 
paralytic  complaints,  nor  any  thing  elfe  which  gave  the 
firms  of  a crilis  : The  voice  alone  determined  the  difeafe.

— The  nyctalopias  became  confirmed,  like  thofe  which 
arife  from  other  caufes,  and  they  happened  chiefly  to  boys. 
— The  black  part  of  the  eye  was  varied  in  different  perfons, 
according  to  the  fize  of  the  pupil,  and  in  fome  the  whole 
eye  appeared  of  that  colour. — The  patients  in  general  had 
large  eyes  rather  than  fmall  ones,  and  many  had  thin  black 
hair. — The  women  were  not  fo  much  afflicted  with  cough 
as  the  men,  and  few  of  them  had  fevers,  and  ftill  fewer  in- 
inflammations of  the  lungs,  and  thofe  who  had  them  v/ere 
adults,  and  all  efcaped. — The  caufe  of  this  I apprehend  to 
be  their  fecluding  themfelves  from  a public  life,  and  be- 
caufe  they  are  not  fo  much  fubjeCt  to  dileafes  as  the  men. — - 
The  anginas  which  occurred  in  two  freedmen,  were  mild. 
They  were  more  fevere  amongfl:  the  flaves  and  more  frequent, 
and  many  of  them  very  foon  died. — Amongfl:  the  men  they 
were  very  common,  and  fome  efcaped,  and  fome  perifhed. 
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Upon  the  whole,  in  thofe  alone  who  could  not  fwallow 
they  were  mild  and  eaiily  borne. — But  in  thofe  who  fpoke 
indiflinCtly,  they  were  more  troublefome,  and  of  longer  du- 
ration. They  were  likewife  bad  in  fuch  as  had  the  veins  of 
the  temples  and  about  the  neck  fwelled,  but  the  word:  in 
thofe  who  had  their  refpiration  very  much  raifed,  for  thefe 
were  at  the  fame  time  very  hot  : And  as  it  is  written,  there 
is  often  a certain  connection  between  the  different  morbid 
affections.  The  firft  defcribed  may  happen  without  the  lat- 
ter, but  the  latter  cannot  happen  without  the  former. — 
They  died  the  moft  fpeedily  who  had  a rigor  which  fuc- 
ceeded  the  fever,  as  well  as  what  went  before  it. — Nothing 
which  was  attempted  ro  remove  the  difeafe  was  of  any  fer- 
vice,  neither  the  promoting  an  evacuation  from  the  intef- 
tines,  nor  phlebotomy,  which  I tried.  I opened  alfo  a 
vein  under  the  tongue,  and  fome  I ventured  to  vomit. 
They  happened  to  almofl  every  age,  as  likewife  many  erup- 
tions, which  arofe  in  the  dry  feafon,  and  affeCted  the  eyes 
with  much  pain.  Thefe  were  epidemic. — Blood  flowing 
from  the  veins  is  flopped  by  fyncope  or  fainting  away,  an 
alteration  of  fituation,  or  an  interception  of  the  blood,  a 
twilled  lint,  fomething  placed  direCtly  on  it,  and  a tying 
down  of  the  veffel. — Tumours  of  the  inguinal  glands  arife 
more  efpecially  where  the  vein  of  the  liver  is  affeCted,  but 
if  the  artery  be  difeafed  it  is  a bad  lign,  as  happened  to  Po- 
sidonia.— They  who  died  having  haemorrhages  from  the 
nofe,  did  not  fweat  upon  their  foreheads,  but  fuffered  the 
fame  as  thofe  who  were  of  too  dry  a habit.— Thofe  who 
breathed  with  difficulty,  and  who  had  fweats,  were  much 
diflurbed.— A plumpnefs  in  the  flomach  induced  a trouble- 
fome 
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feme  difeharge  as  happened  to  Posidonia.— It  was  thought 
this  was  occafioned  by  worms. — An  extenuation  of  great 
part  of  the  body  was  made  before  death,  and  the  navel  be- 
came prominent,  and  was  ulcerated,  and  fuch  exculcera- 
tions  affedted  the  gums  furrounding  the  teeth. — That  every 
thing  which  is  proper  may  be  obferved  towards  each  perfon, 
fomethings  are  to  be  poured  out,  to  be  dilfolved,  to  be 
brought  forth,  to  be  indurated,  and  brought  to  maturation. 

. — It  may  fome  times  be  neceifary  to  bring  the  lick  from 
their  beds,  for  the  fake  of  change,  and  to  roufe  thofe  who 
are  torpid,  to  lhake  off  any  thing  improper  which  Ihould 
remain  in  the  habit.  Droplical  perfons  Ihould  be  tapped  as 
foon  as  poflible,  and  the  confumptive  Ihould  be  burned  and 
be  cut  in  the  head,  but  thofe  in  dropfies  Ihould  not  be 
touched  in  the  bowels,  or  any  internal  part,  no  more  than 
the  knees.  In  an  affedtion  of  the  ftomach  which  happened  to 
Zenarchus,  it  was  of  fervice  to  breathe  in  a warm  liquor, 
and  to  keep  up  an  evacuation  in  an  ulcer  from  the  begin- 
ning.— The  voice  which  refembles  that  of  an  angry  perfon, 
if  it  doth  not  proceed  from  the  exertion  of  that  paffion,  is 
the  mark  of  a natural  difpolition. — And  eyes  which  are  by 
nature  horrible,  are  deferiptive  of  a bad  temper.  The  fame 
thing  may  be  obferved  with  regard  to  other  things  as  well 
as  difeafes. — If  any  one  have  the  form  of  a perfon  in  a con- 
fumption,  tho’  he  is  not  affedted  with  that  difeafe,  yet  he 
will  be  liable  to  it,  and  the  fame  may  be  obferved  of  other 
things. — Coughs  which  are  attended  with  a fenfe  of  lalli- 
tude,  will  affedt  other  injured  parts,  and  particularly  the 
joints. --Belides,  in  fevers  attended  with  laffitude,  dry  coughs 
will  arife,  and  thefe  dry  coughs  are  apt  to  occafion  difeafes 
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of  the  joints  with  fever,  if  any  thing  fhould  remain  (after  a 
crifis.j — In  perfons  affedied  with  a phthiiis,  an  afthma  is  a 
bad  fymptom,  as  well  as  in  puerperal  cafes,  or  any  thing  of 
that  kind  arifing  from  a particular  conftitution. — The  Au- 
tumn is  injurious  to  phthifical  people,  the  Spring  alfo  is 
pernicious  when  the  leaves  of  the  fig  tree  referable  the  feet 
of  the  crow.— In  Perinthus  during  the  Spring  many  were 
troubled  with  confumptions  : And  the  reafon  of  this  was 
that  coughs  prevailed  much  during  the  Winter,  as  well  as 
other  chronical  difeafes  : Where  the  phthifis  was  ambiguous, 
became  confirmed. — But  in  fome  chronical  complaints,  it 
was  not  fo  evident,  as  in  thofe  who  were  tormented  with 
pains  in  the  kidneys.  In  fome  others,  however,  it  occur- 
red, as  in  a certain  man  to  whom  Cynicus  carried  me. — . 
In  pains  of  the  fide,  and  breaft,  and  other  parts,  it  fhould 
be  obferved  how  much  the  periods  differ  when  they  grow 
better  or  worfe,  and  when  they  are  not  operated  upon  by 
any  external  caufe. 


SECTION  VIII. 

JN  long  continued  dyfenteries,  a conftant  naufea  of  food  is 
bad,  but  it  is  different  when  a fever  fupervene. — Ulcers 
which  have  very  fmooth  edges  are  of  a bad  kind. — Likewife 
a pain  in  the  hip,  tranflated  to  the  fides,  and  putrid  tuber- 
cles, which  are  called  s-rnj/. — Nephritic  difeafes  I never 
faw  cured  after  fifty  years. — Thofe  fymptoms  which  are  ag- 
gravated 
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g-ravatea  during  deep,  and  when  the  extremities  grow  cold, 
and  the  mind  is  difturbed,  and  other  things  of  this  kind 
which  happen  during  deep,  as  well  as  the  contrary,  are 
worthy  of  obfervation.  They  to  whom  no  accident  happens 
during  the  time  of  geftation  will  preferve  the  life  of  the 
infant. — Appearances  of  pregnancy  are  to  be  obferved  during 
each  month. — The  pains  of  labour  obferve  certain  periods, 
if  a motion  of  the  child  be  felt  in  feventy  days  the  geftation 
will  be  perfected  in  three  times  that  number,  if  after  ninety 
the  fame  proportion  will  be  maintained.  It  fhould  be  taken 
notice  of,  that  the  right  and  left  dde  of  the  uterus  are 
opened  after  the  monthly  purgations,  and  that  the  moifture 
which  is  then  evident  requires  food  of  a dry  nature. — The 
foetus  which  is  mod;  quick  in  its  formation  and  motion, 
is  the  doweft  in  its  increment. — Pains  occur  in  preg- 
nant women  on  the  third,  fifth,  feventh,  and  ninth 
month.  Alfo  on  the  fecond,  fourth,  and  eighth,  what  is 
taken  from  the  fmalleft  reckoning  in  the  following  is  to  be 
obferved. — The  proportion  of  food  and  of  liquid  is  to  be 
determined  from  repletion  and  evacuation,  and  the  changes 
of  thefe  from  other  things  as  they  fhall  happen.  Odours  are 
partly  pleafing,  partly  offenfive,  filling,  and  appeafing. 
The  changes  of  them  are  occafional. — The  air  which  rufhes 
upon  us,  and  that  which  is  drawn  in  and  thrown  out  by 
refpiration,  as  well  as  ftimulant  bodies  upon  our  frame,  are 
to  be  confidered. — To  the  hearing  fome  things  are  agreeable, 
others  are  offenfive. — And  to  the  tafte  fome  things  are  deli- 
cious.— In  the  air  is  to  be  remarked  the  heat  and  coldnefs, 
the  thicknefs  and  tenuity,  the  drynefs  and  the  moifture ; 
and  how  far  each  of  thefe  prevail,  and  how  much  the 
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changes  in  thefe  circumftances  occur.— Likewife  the  contain- 
ing and  contained  parts  of  bodies,  and  what  is  their  difpo- 
lition  with  refpeCt  to  each  other. — The  degree  of  lilence  and 
loquacity  alfo  are  to  be  made  known,  as  well  as  how  much 
the  converfation  of  the  lick  is  voluntary  or  otherwife,  and 
whether  it  be  very  conliderable,  or  whether  it  be  true  or 
falfe. — We  ought  to  know  with  regard  to  thofe  things 
which  are  carried  off  by  refpiration  from  the  body,  whence 
they  begin,  and  how  they  are  feparated.— -Alfo  their  colours 
and  their  degree  of  heat,  and  faltnefs,  fweetnefs,  tenuity,  and 
thicknefs. — Likewife  whether  they  happen  partially  or  uni- 
verfally,  and  the  time  when  they  may  arife,  of  thofe  there 
is  fome  variation  as  may  happen.  In  an  eructation  it  fhould 
be  difcerned  whether  it  be  completed  or  no.  In  tears, 
whether  they  are  voluntary  or  involuntary,  many  or  few, 
warm  or  cold,  thick,  or  of  a bad  talle. — In  the  expectora- 
tions, whether  they  proceed  from  the  mouth,  from  the 
lungs  by  cough,  or  from  the  Itomach  by  vomiting. — Other 
objeCts  of  attention  are  the  heat  of  the  fun,  or  the  cold 
which  occurs  in  its  decline,  the  moillure  or  drynefs  of  the 
air,  and  what  changes  arife  from  thefe,  through  thefe,  and 
to  bring  about  thefe. — Alfo  the  effeCts  of  exercife  and  indo- 
lence, deep,  and  watchfulnefs,  as  well  as  the  dreams 
which  arife  whilll  we  are  afleep,  ancl  the  nature  of  the  beds 
upon  which  we  repofe,  or  from  which  we  have  arifen. — 
The  nature  of  the  human  foul  is  likewife  to  be  conlidered, 
and  what  is  its  original  difpolition,  and  whether  it  can  be 
moved  without  any  external  motives  or  objeCts,  fo  as  to  be 
affeCted  with  joy  or  forrow,  fear  or  confidence,  hope  or  de- 
fpair,  as  happened  to  the  maid  fervant  of  Hippothou-s, 
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whofe  mind  was  perfectly  found,  and  who  knew  every  thing 
which  happened  during  the  courfe  of  the  difeafe. — We 
fhould  befides  attend  to  the  didindtion  of  one  age  from  ano- 
ther, and  whether  any  thing  happen  either  later  or  earlier 
than  its  proper  time,  as  what  fhould  be  prolonged  to  the 
Winter,  and  old  age,  or  breaks  forth  in  the  Summer  and 
childhood,  either  before  or  later  than  neceffary. — As  for  in- 
fiance,  the  protrufion  of  the  teeth,  the  original  fpring  of  the 
hair,  the  fecretion  of  the  femen  more  or  lefs,  the  increafe  of 
the  hair,  plumpnefs  of  the  body,  flrength  or  rigour  of  the 
frame,  and  its  gradual  decay.  Alfo  knowledge,  and  what 
is  confident  with  reafon  derived  from  it,  whether  it  be  more 
or  lefs. — The  time  alfo  of  the  year  is  an  object  of  regard, 
as  whether  things  happen  fooner  or  later  in  it,  when  a dry 
or  when  a wet  feafon  ariie,  when  it  be  cold  or  when  warm, 
windy  or  ferene,  and  in  what  direction  the  wind  blows. 
Alfo  at  what  time  of  the  day  there  is  any  occurrence,  as 
whether  it  be  in  the  beginning,  the  middle,  or  at  the  end, 
or  during  the  whole  time,  whether  it  be  pad  or  prefent. 
Likewife  the  time  of  any  difeafes,  and  the  fpace  which 
they  continue,  as  the  circumdances  happen,  the  periods 
in  which  they  terminate,  with  the  greater  or  leffer  du- 
ration of  thefe  periods,  and  the  times  of  acceffion.  Alfo 
the  acceffion,  the  dimunition,  and  fummit  of  the  whole 
difeafe,  and  what  fhall  happen  more  or  lefs,  and  when,  and 
upon  what  account,  and  in  what  time,  and  at  what  age. — 
The  nature  of  epidemic  difeafes  fhould  alfo  be  examined, 
and  if  any  of  them  begin  without  vomiting,  or  whether 
the  bowels  after  taking  a medicine  be  evacuated  or  continue 
to  be  codive.- — In  feverifh  perfons  in  like  manner,  whether 
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they  are  of  a fair  complexion,  what  is  the  appearance  of 
their  lips,  what  is  the  type  of  their  fever,  and  what  is  its 
duration. — Likewife  what  is  the  nature  of  the  human  body, 
and  what  is  its  peculiar  action  are  objects  of  confideration, 
then  the  fight,  hearing,  touch,  fmell,  tailing,  and  ratioci- 
nation.— Befides  thefe,  the  nature  of  tumours  left  upon 
the  upper  eye-lid.  For  in  fome  they  denote  a return 
of  the  difeafe. — Thefe  fometimes  upon  the  edge  grow 
red  and  hard,  fwell,  and  become  glutinous,  and  adhere 
ffrongly,  as  happened  to  Polymeda,  in  Pharsalia. — 
And  tumours  alfo,  fometimes  of  a livid  colour,  which 
break  out  on  the  eye,  and  end  in  ulcers,  and  other 
things  which  terminate  in  eruptions  or  fuppurations.— - 
Tormina  about  the  navel,  attended  with  pain,  indicate 
affections  of  the  uterus,  which  fometimes  alfo  arife  from 
onions,  and  often  from  garlick.— -In  fome  perfons  an 
Eryfipelas  arifes  from  the  neck,  and  at  the  fame  time 
hath  a critical  termination  in  the  face.  Tf  it  be  of  a 
black  hue,  and  keep  about  the  neck,  it  is  bad,  alfo  if 
eruptions  fhould  appear  they  would  be  fatal,  as  well 
as  if  the  bowels  Ihould  be  much  affeCled. — Adaman- 
tus  being  much  tormented  with  melancholy,  after  hav- 
ing taken  much  peplion,  vomited  a black  matter,  which 
likewife  happens  from  the  eating  of  onions.— Fevers 
in  which  the  lips  are  ulcerated  generally  intermit,  and 
are  of  the  tertian  kind  by  their  fhiverings.— But  thofe 
which  are  of  the  ardent  fort,  which  are  chiefly  perceived 
by  the  hand,  are  generally  brought  to  a folution. — - 
Thefe  things  are  objects  of  confideration,  in  the  joints 
whether  there  be  a probability  of  fuppnration.  In  a 
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Hate  of  health,  the  cuftoms  of  mankind,  as  far  as  re- 
lates to  their  diet,  cloathing,  exercife,  deep,  fpeech,  ve- 
nereal indulgences,  and  affections  of  the  mind. — We  ffiould 
confider  the  origin  of  difeafes,  what  is  their  particular 
form,  to  what  places  they  may  be  tranflated,  the  time 
of  their  accefs,  their  duration,  and  their  ceflation. — 
In  what  kinds  an  unfeafonable  timidity  prevails.  Alfo 
the  food  proper  to  excite  a contrary  effect  in  difeafe, 
and  what  things  are  fupported  with  cafe,  and  what  with 
difficulty. — The  knowledge  of  food  is  abfolutely  necef- 
fary,  for  many  inconveniences  arife  from  an  ignorance 
of  fuch  things. — To  the  bell  phylicians  limilitudes  pro- 
duce errors  and  difficulties. — Caufes  fometimes  produce 
contraries,  and  it  is  a difficult  thing  to  affign  a rea- 
fon  for  every  method  of  cure  which  is  attempted,  as 
well  as  to  point  out  the  propereft  way  : For  inftance 

if  any  one  hath  an  acute  form  of  his  head,  with  a 
broad  or  a hooked  nofe,  and  ffiould  be  affe&ed  with 
bile  which  is  vomited  with  difficulty,  or  with  black 
bile,  and  ffiould  have  lived  negligently,  and  be  in  the 

younger  part  of  life  ; it  would  be  difficult  to  recon- 

cile thefe  circumftances  together. — A man  in  whom  a 
fmall  fiftula  broke  out  a fecond  time,  was  prevented 

from  reft  by  a troublefome  cough. — Another  who  had 
a ftnus  in  the  lobe  of  the  liver,  which  burft,  was 
immediately  relieved  from  pain.  Satyrus,  in  Tha- 

sus,  who  was  furnamed  Grypalopex,  when  he  was 
about  twenty-live  years  of  age,  was  troubled  with  an 
emiffion  of  his  femen  during  his  deep,  and  frequently 
it  flowed  from  him  in  the  day  time.  When  he  was 
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about  thirty  he  was  attacked  with  a phthifis  of  which 
he  died.— —The  Keeper  of  the  Theatre  at  Abdera, 
whofe  name  was  Stheneus,  having  exercifed  very  vi- 
olently and  falling  on  his  head,  went  out  and  drank 
a large  draught  of  cold  water.-— After  this  he  fpent 
the  night  without  any  fleep,  and  it  was  very  trou- 
blefome,  and  his  extremities  were  cold.  The  next  day 
he  went  home,  and  having  a glyfter  adminiftered,  had 
no  ftool  in  confequence.  He  voided  however  a fmall 
quantity  of  urine,  for  before  he  had  voided  none.  He 
was  walked  that  night,  but  had  not  lefs  watchful- 
nefs  or  anxiety  than  before,  and  he  became  delirious. 
— On  the  third  day  his  extremities  were  rubbed,  and 
being  made  warm  he  fweated,  but  having  drunk  an 

oxymel,  he  died  the  fame  day. Melancholic  perfons 

were  for  the  molt  part  troubled  with  Epilepfles,  and 
they  who  were  troubled  with  Epilepfles  became  me- 
lancholic, but  each  of  thefe  arofe  more  particularly 
according  to  the  diftind  parts  which  were  primarily 

affeded  with  difeafe. If  the  body  was  mod:  difpo- 

fed  to  injury,  Epileplies  arofe,  if  the  mind,  melan- 
choly.  In  Abdera,  Phjethusa,  the  wife  of  Py- 

theus,  who  had  before  this  conceived,  and  was  de- 
livered ; in  the  abfence  of  her  hulband,  had  a fup- 
preflion  of  the  menfes,  and  was  affeded  with  pain, 
and  rednefs  in  her  limbs.  And  upon  this  happening, 
her  body  became  mafculine  and  hairy,  and  her  voice  grew 
rough. — Every  thing  was  attempted  to  reftore  her  ufual 

flux,  but  in  vain,  and  not  long  after  Ihe  died. 

The 
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The  fame  happened  to  Namysia,  in  Thasus,  the 
wife  of  Gorgippus. — It  appeared  to  all  the  phyfici- 
ans  with  whom  I converfed,  that  the  only  hope  was 
in  reftoring  the  menfes  agreeably  to  nature,  but  all 
our  attempts  proved  fruitlefs,  and  fhe  died  foon  after. 
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AFTER  the  Dog-days,  fevers  prevailed,  attended  with 
fweats.  After  the  fweating  the  patient  did  not  grow 
cold,  but  a conliderable  heat  returned  almoft  immediately. 
The  fevers  continued  a long  time,  and  had  a difficult  crifis, 
but  much  thirffc  was  not  evident.  In  a few  they  ceafed  on 
the  feventh  and  ninth  day,  but  in  others  not  till  the  ele- 
venth, fourteenth,  or  feventeenth.'  A fever  and  fweat,  fuch  as 
have  been  defcribed,  attacked  Polycrates.  From  a me- 
dicine which  was  given  him,  he  had  a plentiful  evacuation 
by  ftool,  and  his  fever  became  fo  mild  that  it  could  hardly 
be  perceived,  except  in  his  temples.  In  the  evening  fome 
fmall  fweats  arofe  about  the  head,  neck,  and  bread:,  and  af- 
ter that,  occupied  the  whole  of  the  abdomen,  and  he  grew 
warm  again.  About  the  twelfth  and  fourteenth  day,  he 
was  again  detained  by  the  fever,  and  had  a few  loofe  ftools, 
which  were  flopped  by  fome  broths.  About  the  fifteenth  he 
was  attacked  with  pains  in  his  ftomach,  from  the  fpleen  to 
the  hollow  of  the  left  fide.  Thefe  were  relieved  lefs  by 
warm  than  by  cold  applications,  and  upon  the  exhibition 
of  an  emolient  clyfler,  they  entirely  went  off.  The  fame 
things  werelikewife  of  fervice  to  Cleocydes,  who  had  the 
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fame  kind  of  pains  and  fever,  but  about  the  fixteenth  day 
(in  this  cafe)  the  heat  became  much  milder,  and  pure  bile 
was  evacuated,  but  the  mind  was  more  difturbed.  The 
refpiration  however  was  moderate,  but  when  a large  quan- 
tity of  air  was  infpired,  it  was  thrown  out  quickly,  like 
that  of  one  half  dead,  or  as  that  of  a traveller  in  the  Summer 
time,  who  retires  to  a ffiady  place  for  the  benefit  of  a little 
of  the  freffi  element.  On  the  feventeenth  day  therefore  in 
the  evening,  whilft  he  was  fitting  on  a chair,  he  fell  into  a 
fyncope,  and  lay  for  a long  time  without  fpeaking,  or  any 
fenfation,  and  having  taken  with  difficulty  a little  emulfion, 
he  diftended  the  fibres  of  the  neck,  as  if  his  fauces  were 
quite  dry,  and  all  his  powers  being  dilfolved,  he  could 
fcarcely  return  to  himfelf.  But  after  this  his  heat  remitted, 
and  on  the  twenty-fecond  day  his  fever  left  him. 

About  the  fame  time  a conftant  fever  feized  upon  Py- 
thodorus,  on  the  eighth  day  a fweat  broke  out,  and  he 
continued  warm  after  it.  On  the  tenth  he  had  another 
fweating,  and  on  the  twelfth  he  took  lome  barley  gruel. 
Till  the  fourteenth  the  fever  appeared  very  obfcurely  -y  it 
was  evident  however  in  the  pulfe  in  the  temples,  but  he 
was  without  third:,  and  the  patient  feemed  to  himfelf  to  be 
quite  recovered.  There  were  fweats  every  day.  On  the 
fifteenth,  after  drinking  a little  chicken  broth,  he  vomited 
fome  bile,  the  bowels  were  moved,  he  had  an  exacerba- 
tion of  fever,  which  again  went  off,  the  fweats  broke  out 
very  much,  and  the  whole  body,  except  about  the  temples, 
was  exceedingly  cold,  but  the  pulfe  did  not  recede.  After 
fome  ffiort  time  he  lay  quiet,  and  thought  he  grew  warm. 

On 
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On  the  twenty-fourth,  after  having  eaten  a good  deal  for 
many  days,  and  after  dinner,  he  was  feized  with  a fever  much 
more  violent  than  before,  and  which  in  the  evening  occa- 
fioned  a confiderable  delirium  whilft  he  was  then  afleep. 
After  this  the  fever  became  conftant  as  well  as  vehement, 
and  he  was  at  firft  for  one  night,  and  afterwards  for  two  in 
fucceffion,  without  any  fleep.  During  the  whole  time  here- 
after, he  was  very  defirous  of  fleep,  and  it  was  difficult  to 
awake  him,  he  was  delirious  too  whilft  he  enjoyed  it,  and 
whenever  he  was  roufed  he  was  fcarcely  ever  fenfible,  but 
was  not  thirdly,  and  his  refpiration  was  moderate,  and  fome- 
times  like  Polycrates,  his  tongue  was  difcoloured.  About 
the  feventh  day  after  the  relapfe,  fome  broths  were  given 
him,  and  after  the  fourteenth  he  began  to  take  fome  food. 
During  the  firft  feven  days  he  had  frequent  eructations  and 
vomitings  of  bile  with  what  he  had  drunk,  but  without  any 
naufea,  until  his  body  was  properly  loofened  downwards. 
The  fweats  after  the  relapfe  went  off,  unlefs  it  were  a few 
which  broke  out  on  the  forehead  by  way  of  fign.  The 
tongue  during  fleep,  from  great  loquacity,  grew  dry,  and 
required  refrefhing,  and  ulcers  broke  out  upon  it,  as  well  as 
upon  the  lower  lip  and  gums  about  the  teeth.  The  flools 
were  few  in  number.  On  the  fifteenth  day  after  the  relapfe, 
they  became  more  frequent  and  glutinous,  and  were  re- 
ffrained  by  a deco&ion  of  the  pomegrenate.  The  urine  con- 
tinued the  fame  during  her  whole  time.  At  the  end,  whilff 
he  fwallowed  any  liquid,  he  had  a pain  in  his  breaft,  which 
was  cured  when  he  applied  his  hand  to  that  part.  The 
cummin  feed,  mixed  up  in  a gruel  with  an  egg,  relieved 
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this  complaint,  but  brought  on  a difficulty  in  the  fpeech. 
On  the  fiftieth  day  from  the  firft,  about  the  time  of  Arc- 
turus,  fome  flight  fweats  arofe  about  the  loins  and  breaft, 
and  the  whole  body,  except  about  the  temples,  in  a fhort 
time  grew  cold.  On  the  fifty-firft  this  went  off,  and  never 
after  returned. 

About  the  autumnal  Equinox,  the  fon  of  Eratolaus, 
was  attacked  with  a dyfentery,  and  at  the  fame  time  had  a 
fever.  His  ftools  were  bilious,  light,  frequent,  and  mode- 
rately bloody,  but  attended  with  much  pain  in  the  bowels. 
He  took  a drink  with  whey  and  milk,  in  which  lime-ftone 
was  immerfed,  and  the  pains  became  more  moderate  and  the 
ftools  lefs  bloody,  but  the  ftools  were  ftill  bilious  and  fre- 
quent, yet  with  flighter  pain.  The  fever  feemed  both  to 
the  fick  perfon  and  to  the  by-ftanders  altogether  to  go  off, 
for  fome  time  after  the  firft  fix  days,  it  was  fo  obfcure. 
There  was  a pulfation  however  in  the  temporal  arteries,  and 
the  tongue  upon  account  of  its  drynefs,  was  much  impeded, 
the  thirft  was  moderate,  but  fleep  was  prevented.  He 
ufed  now  broths  and  wine.  About  the  fourteenth  day,  tu- 
mours arofe  feparately  behind  both  ears.  They  were  hard 
and  crude,  but  vanifhed  fenfibly,  and  were  attended  with  a 
moderate  fhare  of  pain.  The  ftools  however  did  not  ceafe, 
but  continued  to  be  bilious.  The  herb  fymphytum  made  into 
a broth,  with  bread,  rendered  the  bilious  evacuation  from 
the  bowels  and  the  pain  more  moderate  for  fome  time,  but 
the  ftools  then  became  more  loofe,  and  there  was  an  averfion 
to  food,  and  what  was  taken  down  was  fwallowed  with  the 
greateft  difficulty.  Every  thing  continued  the  fame  with 
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refpedt  to  heat,  third:,  and  the  appearance  of  the  tongue, 
nor  did  any  fweats  arife.  He  had  alfo  a conflant  forgetfulnefs 
upon  him,  fo  that  when  he  alked  concerning  what  had  been 
faid  fometime  before,  after  a Ihort  time  he  enquired  again, 
and  alfo  repeated  what  he  had  faid  before.  Fie  forgot  alfo 
to  go  to  Hool,  unlefs  he  was  told  of  it,  tho’  he  was  quite 
confcious  of  this  affection.  His  breathing  was  the  fame  as 
a perfon’s  in  health.  From  the  thirtieth  day  to  the  fortieth 
the  pain  of  his  bowels  was  much  increafed,  he  lay  fupine, 
and  could  not  by  any  means  be  moved.  But  becaufe  hi& 
pain  was  very  didrefling,  he  took  fome  food  from  others 
who  prefented  it  to  him.  His  ftools  were  copious,  crude, 
and  thin.  The  tone  of  his  body  was  become  quite  emaci- 
ated, and  weak,  nor  could  he  lit  up  even  when  lifted  by 
another.  If  any  one  touched  the  middle  of  his  navel,  or 
put  his  hand  on  the  hollow  or  pit  of  his  ftomach,  there 
arofe  fuch  a palpitation  of  the  heart  as  could  never  be  exci- 
ted either  by  running  or  by  fear.  Flaving  drunk  alfes  milk 
for  the  fpace  of  two  days,  and  to  the  quantity  of  nine  pints, 
a vehement  bilious  purgation  arofe,  the  pains  ceafed,  and  he 
recovered  his  appetite.  After  this  he  drank  at  once  four 
pints  of  cow’s  milk,  and  then  two  glalfes  every  day,  at  drd: 
with  a lixth  part  of  water,  and  mixed  with  a black  and 
auftere  wine.  At  the  fame  time  he  took  fome  food,  and  in 
the  evening  fome  bread  baked  in  the  allies  half  a meafure, 
with  fome  goats  fledi  or  mutton.  He  continued  to  drink 
the  milk  for  forty  days,  but  after  the  firlf  ten  days  without 
water,  yet  with  a moderate  quantity  of  black  wine.  A 
fweat  broke  out  on  the  feventieth  day  from  the  beginning, 
after  the  bath  in  the  night.  He  ufed  a moderate  quantity 
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of  liquid  food,  and  after  his  food  fotne  drink  of  the  auftere 
kind. 

Ctesicrates  drank  with  bread  mixed  in  it,  milk,  rather 
than  the  whey  from  that  of  goats,  whild  he  had  a violent  and 
fharp  pain  in  his  bowels,  and  a copious,  painful  ,and  bloody 
evacuation  by  dool,  with  a fwelling  of  his  feet.  The  fame 
happened  to  Adrian,  for  twenty-five  days.  But  the  fon  of 
C^eneus  took  affes  milk. 

About  the  Winter,  a rigor  and  fever  feized  upon  the  fbn 
of  Cydis,  together  with  a pain  in  his  right  ear  and  his 
head.  This  pain  in  his  ear,  had  accompanied  him  from 
childhood,  wTith  a didillation  from  the  head,  and  a fidulous 
fore  of  a bad  fmell.  While  this  continued  mod  violent  he 
felt  no  pain  fcarcely,  but  now  the  pain  was  very  acute,  as  it 
was  alfo  in  his  head.  Upon  the  third  or  fourth  day  he  vo- 
mited fome  bile,  and  going  to  dool  evacuated  fome  down- 
wards, but  glutinous  like  the  white  of  an  egg.  On  the 
fourth  and  fifth  he  was  delirious  in  the  night,  the  pain  of 
his  head  and  ear  were  violent,  and  he  had  a good  deal  of 
fever.  On  the  fixth  after  taking  fome  mercurialis,  he  had 
fome  dools,  and  the  pain  and  heat  ceafed  to  all  appearance. 
On  the  feventh  he  feemed  to  be  recovered,  but  his  pulfe 
at  the  temples  dill  beat,  nor  did  any  fweat  break  out. 
On  the  eighth  he  took  fome  barley  gruel,  and  in  the  even- 
ing fome  of  the  juice  of  Beet  root,  with  which  he  flept,  and 
was  in  a great  meafure  free  from  pain.  On  the  ninth  about 
fun-fet  he  was  very  chearful,  but  in  the  night  was  attacked 
with  a fevere  pain  in  his  head  and  ear.  It  happened  that 
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at  this  time  his  ear  threw  off  a quantity  of  pus,  after  great 
pain,  which  he  fulbained  from  the  firft.  But  during  the 
whole  night  of  this  ninth  day,  and  the  whole  of  the  fuc- 
ceeding  day,  and  the  greateft  part  of  the  next  night,  he 
knew  no  one,  and  groaned  inceffantly.  The  next  day  he 
returned  to  his  reafon,  his  pains  ceafed,  and  his  heat  was 
milder.  After  he  had  again  taken  a decodtion  of  the  mercu- 
rial is  ; on  the  eleventh  he  voided  by  ftool  a quantity  of 
phlegm,  very  mucous,  and  of  a bad  kind.  On  the  twelfth 
and  thirteenth  he  was  moderate.  On  the  fourteenth,  from 
the  firft  dawn  of  the  morning  till  noon,  a fweat  broke  out 
over  his  whole  body,  and  he  was  much  overwhelmed  with 
deep  and  coma,  fo  that  it  was  difficult  to  roufe  him.  In 
the  evening  he  was  tolerably  alert,  and  his  body  was  mode- 
rately rubbed,  but  flill  a pulfe  continued  violently  in  his 
temples.  On  the  fifteenth  and  fixteenth  he  took  fome  bar- 
ley gruel,  but  upon  the  feventeenth  towards  the  evening  his 
pains  returned  with  delirium,  and  he  had  a frefh  evacuation 
of  pus.  On  the  eighteenth,  nineteenth,  and  twentieth,  he 
was  very  furious  and  vociferous,  and  endeavoured  to  raife 
himfelf  out  of  bed.  He  could  not  keep  his  head  quiet, 
and  his  hands  being  ftretched  out  of  bed,  were  conflantly 
plucking  at  fome  fruitlefs  object.  On  the  twenty-firft  a 
moderate  fweat  broke  out  about  the  right  fide,  breaft,  and 
head,  and  on  the  twenty-fecond  on  the  forehead.  His  voice 
at  this  time  was  of  that  kind,  that  whatever  he  attempted 
with  violence  he  fpoke  perfedtly,  but  if  he  did  not  exert 
himlelf  it  was  but  half  diftindt.  His  mouth  continued 
open,  and  his  jaws  and  lips  were  in  conflant  motion,  as  of 
one  who  wifhed  to  fpeak.  He  had  like  wife  a quick  motion 
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and  look  in  his  eyes,  and  the  colour  of  the  right  eye  was 
bloodfhed,  as  it  is  called  ; the  fuperior  eye-lid  was  fwelled, 
and  there  was  a red  colour  which  adhered  to  the  cheeks. 
The  veins  of  the  face  were  quite  confpicuous.  There  was 
no  twinkling  of  the  eyes,  but  a conflant  flaring,  and  the 
eye-lids  were  railed  up,  as  appears  when  any  thing  hath  fallen 
into  the  eye.  When  he  drank  any  thing,  the  noife  of  it  was 
heard  as  it  defcended  into  his  thorax  and  bowels,  as  hap- 
pened alfo  to  Chart  as.  His  refpiration  was  in  general 
moderate,  his  tongue  like  a perfon  labouring  under  a perip- 
neumony,  white  from  the  beginning.  His  head-ach  flill 
continued.  His  neck  was  quite  immoveable,  and  was 
guided  by  the  motion  of  the  head,  the  part  near  the  fpine 
being  quite  fliff  and  inflexible.  He  continually  lay  in  his 
bed,  but  not  always  in  a fupine  poflure.  A large  quantity 
of  pus  of  a white  colour,  which  it  was  difficult  to  wipe  up, 
and  of  a good  fmell,  was  now  evacuated.  At  the  end  of  the 
difeafe  he  had  no  feeling  in  his  feet. 

The  filler  of  Harpalis,  about  the  fourth  month  of  her 
pregnancy,  had  an  cedematous  fwelling  of  her  feet,  the  or- 
bits of  her  eyes  were  diflended,  and  the  whole  body  was  filled 
with  a leucophlegmatic  tumefaction.  She  had  a dry  cough  and 
an  aflhma,  which  would  fuffer  only  an  eredl  poftture.  She  was 
fometimes  almofl  fuffocated  with  her  breath,  fo  that  fhe  could 
not  lie  down  in  the  bed,  and  when  fhe  flept  was  obliged  to  fit 
up  in  it.  She  had  hardly  any  fever,  and  the  fcetus  fcarcely 
ever  moved,  fo  that  it  appeared  as  if  that  had  periffied. 
This  fliort  breathing  continued  almofl  for  two  months  ; 
but  from  a linClus  made  with  beans  and  honey,  and  Aithio- 
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pic  cummin  feed  fleeped  in  wine,  fhe  grew  better.  After 
that  fhe  fpit  a white  mature  phlegm,  the  difficulty  of  refpi- 
ration  ceafed,  and  fhe  brought  forth  a female  infant. 

A fever  feized  upon  the  wife  of  Polycrates  in  the 
Summer,  and  about  the  Dog-days.  She  had  a difficulty  of 
breathing,  which  was  trifling  in  the  morning,  yet  more  con- 
flderable  about  mid-day,  and  it  increafed  in  its  quicknefs  alfo. 
She  had  a cough  and  expectoration,  like  that  of  thofe  per- 
fons  who  fpit  pus,  from  the  beginning.  Internally,  about  the 
trachea  and  the  fauces,  there  was  a kind  of  rough  croaking. 
The  face  was  of  a good  colour,  and  the  cheeks  were  not  of 
a full  red,  but  lightly  florid.  In  procefs  of  time  the  voice 
became  hoarfe,  there  was  a colliquation  of  the  body,  an  erup- 
tion about  the  thighs,  and  at  the  end  a diarrhoea  from  the 
inteftines.  On  the  feventieth  day  fhe  had  a fever,  with  a 
more  violent  fenfe  of  external  cold,  but  the  temporal  arte- 
ries were  quiet.  Her  refpiration  however  was  quickened. 
After  a little  quiet,  it  became  much  quicker,  and  fhe  conti- 
nued even  whilft  fhe  lived  to  ufe  a fitting  pofture.  In  the 
trachea  the  noife  mentioned  before  was  conftant,  the  fweats 
were  of  a bad  kind,  and  the  afpeCt  was  very  compofed  even 
to  the  end.  For  five  days  at  leaft  fire  had  a fenfation  of  cold, 
and  from  the  firft  fhe  fpit  a purulent  matter. 

A fever  attacked  a woman  who  lived  near  the  Gate,  in 
the  decline  of  life.  Upon  its  ceflfation,  fhe  perceived  a pain 
in  her  neck,  which  extended  down  her  fpine  even  to  her 
thighs,  nor  had  fhe  any  flrength  in  thefe  parts.  The  jaws 
ana  teeth  adhered  fo  clofely  together  that  a probe  could  not 
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be  inferted  between  them.  The  voice  had  a {hammering  in 
it,  and  the  whole  body  was  paralytic,  immoveable,  and 
weak,  yet  her  mind  was  perfectly  found.  By  the  ufe  of 
warm  things,  and  warm  watry  emullions,  with  honey,  thefe 
fymptoms  relaxed  upon  the  third  day,  and  afterwards  by 
means  of  broths  and  gruels,  {he  quite  recovered.  This  hap- 
pened about  the  latter  end  of  Autumn. 

One  who  belonged  to  the  Gymnafium,  with  Harpaik, 
became  about  the  Autumn  weak  in  his  hands  and  legs,  and 
ralhly  drank  a medicine  which  operated  both  upwards  and 
downwards.  After  this  evacuation  he  had  a fever,  and  blood 
flowed  out  by  the  trachea,  which  prevented  his  fpeaking, 
and  made  his  breath  very  Ihort  when  he  attempted  it,  like 
what  happens  to  perfons  in  an  angina  when  they  are  affedted 
with  hoarfenefs.  He  had  alfo  a ftrangulation  when  he  at- 
tempted to  drink  any  thing,  and  other  fymptoms  of  the  fore 
throat,  but  there  was  no  fwelling.  His  fever  conti- 
nued rather  more  violent,  he  had  a cough,  and  he  fpit  up 
much  liquid  phlegm.  In  procefs  of  time,  a pain  attacked 
him  about  the  thorax  and  left  breaft,  and  when  he  rofe  up 
or  moved,  the  fhortnefs  of  his  breathing  affedted  him  much. 
A fweat  flowed  from  his  forehead  and  head,  the  affedtions 
of  his  fauces  continued,  but  the  pains  in  his  thorax  went 
off.  From  the  beginning  he  made  ufe  of  beans  mixed  up 
with  honey,  and  whilft  he  had  the  fever  a warm  oxymel, 
and  honey  likewife  in  the  form  of  lindtus.  In  the  courfe  of 
fourteen  days  all  his  fymptoms  vanilhed,  and  foon  after  the 
pains  in  his  legs  and  in  his  hands  went  off. 
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Chartas  had  a fever  of  the  ardent  kind,  he  vomited 
much  bile,  and  had  an  evacution  of  it  downwards.  He 
was  without  deep,  and  had  a tumour  of  the  fpleen.  On 
the  third  day  he  arofe  in  the  morning,  and  perceived  in  his 
belly  a rumbling  noife  of  wind,  but  without  any  pain. 
After  he  had  a ftool,  he  voided  from  his  bowels  more  than  a 
gallon  of  pure  blood,  and  after  frequent  applications  to  re- 
drain  it,  a quantity  of  what  was  congealed.  This  was  fuc- 
ceeded  by  great  anxiety  about  the  heart,  and  a fmall  fweat 
over  the  whole  body,  attended  with  a flight  fever,  and  cold 
fhivering.  At  firfi:  his  mind  was  compofed,  but  the  next 
day  his  anxiety  and  reftleffnefs  increafed,  and  his  refpiration 
became  fomewhat  quicker,  he  received  and  fpoke  to  his 
friends  with  greater  kindnefs  than  was  neceflary,  and 
feemed  to  be  a little  delirious.  Upon  the  exhibition  of 
broths  and  water,  with  meal  mixed  in  it,  he  was  not  relieved, 
but  his  breath  in  the  evening  was  very  quick.  His  reftleff- 
nefs  was  very  great,  and  moving  himfelf  conftantly  from 
the  right  fide  to  the  left,  he  could  not  for  any  time  remain, 
quiet.  His  feet  were  cold,  in  his  temples  and  head  there 
was  much  heat,  even  when  he  was  near  death,  and  his 
fweats  were  powerful.  When  he  drank,  a noife  was  heard 
in  his  ftomach  and  bowels  as  the  liquor  defcended.  But 
this  was  the  worft,  that  when  he  faid  he  defired  to  have 
fomething  put  under  him,  with  his  eyes  fixed,  no  longer 
being  able  to  endure  the  difeafe  he  died. 

In  the  Winter,  a fever  and  pain  in  the  head  attacked  the 
wife  of  Hermoptolemus,  and  when  fhe  drank  a great  dif- 
ficulty of  fwallowing  arofe,  but  her  heart  feemed  to  be  found. 
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tho’  from  the  beginning  her  tongue  was  of  a livid  colour. 
The  caufe  feemed  to  be  a chillinefs,  which  fhe  caught  in 
the  Bath,  She  was  without  fleep  both  night  and  day. 
After  the  firfb  days,  upon  enquiry,  fhe  faid  that  fhe  had  a 
pain  not  only  in  her  head  but  over  her  whole  body.  Her 
third;  was  fometimes  intenfe,  at  other  times  quite  moderate. 
On  the  fifth  and  dxth  day,  and  even  to  the  ninth  almofl, 
fhe  had  a conflant  delirium,  and  after  that  die  fpoke  imper- 
fectly, and  at  intervals  of  a coma  and  often  flretched  out 
her  hands  to  catch  at  the  covering  of  the  bed ; and  a refrige- 
erating  pillow  which  was  placed  upon  her  head  die  removed 
to  her  bread:,  and  likewife  tore  away  the  whole  bed-clothes. 
On  her  right  eye  a condderable  degree  of  blooddied  appeared, 
and  the  eye  was  full  of  tears.  The  urine  was  of  that  kind 
which  in  children  is  reckoned  bad.  The  ftools  at  firfl  were 
natural,  but  afterwards  were  loofe  and  frequent,  and  of  an 
uniform  colour.  On  the  eleventh  day  fhe  feemed  to  be  mo- 
derately warm,  and  but  little  thirdy,  fo  as  not  to  dedre  any 
thing  if  it  were  not  offered  to  her.  On  the  following  day 
fhe  enjoyed  a little  deep  for  the  firfl  time,  but  in  the  night 
fhe  was  quite  watchful,  and  felt  a good  deal  of  pain.  On 
the  ninth  the  belly  had  been  moved  with  a loofe  flool,  as 
likewife  on  the  eleventh,  but  on  the  following  days  there 
was  a frequent  urgency  and  evacuation.  There  were  like- 
wife on  the  former  days,  a great  difpofition  to  anger,  and 
vociferations  as  that  of  children,  and  roaring,  and  defpon- 
dency,  and  a deady  look  when  roufed  out  of  the  coma  fhe 
had  on  her.  Upon  the  fourteenth  it  was  difficult  to  keep 
her  down,  as  fhe  frequently  jumped  up,  and  cried  out  as  if 
fhe  had  been  affe&ed  with  a wound,  or  with  pain,  or  fear,,

and  a perfon  confined  her  for  fome  little  time.  After  this 
fhe  was  quiet,  and  being  overcome  with  coma,  fiept  perpe- 
tually, and  at  the  fame  time  neither  faw  nor  heard  any 
thing,  but  during  the  whole  day  was  fuddenly  changing 
from  diftrefs  to  quiet.  In  the  night  following  fhe  voided 
fome  bloody  ftools,  which  were  in  fome  meafure  mucous, 
and  afterwards  muddy,  and  then  many  which  were  porrace- 
ous  and  black.  On  the  fifteenth,  the  reftleffnefs  and  fear 
were  great,  but  fhe  ceafed  to  be  clamorous,  yet  there  fol- 
lowed great  ferocity,  and  anger,  and  clamour,  when  any 
thing  (he  defired  was  not  given  to  her.  She  now  began  to 
know  every  body  and  every  thing  which  was  done  from  the 
firft,  and  the  bloodfhed  of  her  eye  ceafed.  But  the  mani- 
acal fymptoms  continued  for  fome  time,  as  well  as  the  dif- 
pofition  to  be  noify ; and  the  change  to  a lethargy  then  pre- 
vailed. Her  hearing  was  various,  partly  very  acute  when 
things  were  fpoken  to  her  in  a low  tone  of  voice,  and  fome- 
times  the  required  a violent  exertion  for  this  purpofe.  The 
feet,  together  with  the  reft  of  the  body,  were  conftantly 
warm  to  the  end,  but  lefs  fo  than  common  on  the  fixteenth 
day.  On  the  feventeenth,  when  fhe  appeared  rather  better 
than  ufual  on  the  foregoing  days  ; ihe  had  a fhivering 
come  on  in  the  night,  and  after  this  fhe  grew  very  hot,  and 
then  was  thirfty,  and  all  the  other  fymptoms  followed. 
Tremors  of  the  hands  arofe,  and  the  head  fhook,  there 
was  a depraved  look  of  the  eyes,  and  the  thirft  was  very 
ftrong.  When  The  drank  fhe  quickly  defired  the  liquor 
again,  and  at  the  fame  time  took  it  greedily,  and  in  large 
quantity,  nor  would  fhe  fuffer  it  to  be  taken  away.  Her 
tongue  was  dry  and  very  red,  and  the  whole  mouth  and  lips 
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were  ulcerated  and  parched.  She  moved  both  her  hands  to 
her  mouth  with  a tremulous  motion  when  the  eat,  and 
when  fhe  eat  or  drank  any  thing,  fhe  took  it  with  great 
violence  and  fury,  and  fwallowed  it  in  the  fame  manner. 
There  was  a dangerous  appearance  about  the  eyes,  for 
three  or  four  days  before  her  death.  She  was  affected  with 
fuch  a violent  fhivering,  that  the  body  was  quite  contracted, 
and  required  to  be  clofely  covered  up,  and  fhe  breathed 
with  great  difficulty.  The  legs  were  alfo  much  fwelled 
and  ft  iff,  and  the  feet  were  cold.  The  thirft  and  affection 
of  the  mind  were  the  fame  as  before.  The  evacuations  by 
ftool  were  either  fruitlefs,  or  few  and  loofe,  and  made  with 
little  exertion.  About  the  termination  on  the  three  and 
twentieth  day,  the  eye  became  very  large,  and  the  fight 
fhort,  fhe  was  quiet,  and  lay  without  any  covering  in  a 
comatofe  flate.  In  the  evening  the  right  eye  was  moved  a 
little  towards  the  angle  near  the  nofe,  and  feemed  to  indi- 
cate that  fhe  knew  any  one  whom  fhe  chofe  to  acknow- 
ledge, as  well  as  other  objects.  She  would  alfo  anfwer 
any  queftions  which  fhe  was  afked.  The  voice,  after  much 
ftrangling,  was  imperfect  and  Hammered,  and  upon  account 
of  the  noife  which  fhe  made,  was  hoarfe  and  rough. 

In  the  Summer  a pain  in  the  fide  and  cough  attacked  the 
fon  of  Amphiphradis.  He  had  many  loofe  bilious  flools, 
and  about  the  feventh  day  the  fever  feemed  to  leave  him. 
The  cough  however  continued,  and  his  complexion  was 
pallid  and  white.  About  the  twelfth  he  expectorated  a 
whitifh  matter,  but  in  the  procefs  of  the  difeafe  his  breath 
became  fhorter,  he  had  alfo  an  afthma,  and  a noife  in  his 
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cheft  and  trachea,  he  ufed  confiant  fuppings  (or  gruels),  and 
his  mind  was  quite  rational  during  the  whole  time.  About 
the  eight  and  twentieth  day  he  died,  after  having  been  fre- 
quently affedted  with  external  fweats. 

In  Caupo,  who  was  troubled  with  a peripneumony, 
there  was  a fudden  flop  put  to  his  evacuation  by  ftool.  On 
the  fourth  day  a fweat  broke  out  with  great  violence,  his 
fever  feemed  to  go  off*  entirely,  and  he  had  no  cough.  On 
the  fifth,  fixth,  and  feventh  days  he  had  the  fever  again, 
on  the  eighth  he  had  the  fweat,  and  on  the  ninth  he  fpit  a 
whitifh  matter.  On  the  tenth  he  had  fome  large  ftools,  but 
not  frequently.  On  the  eleventh  he  began  to  recover,  and  on 
the  fourteenth  he  was  quite  well. 

After  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  a fever  feized  Hermop- 
tolemus,  his  cough  was  not  great,  and  his  tongue  was 
like  one  in  a peripneumony.  On  the  ninth  day  he  lweated, 
and  afterwards  his  whole  body  was  cold,  but  having  drunk 
fome  barley  gruel  he  grew  warm.  On  the  eleventh  he  had 
a fweat,  and  his  bowels  were  coflive  ; what  ftools  he  had 
were  bilious,  and  a cough  arofe.  On  the  fourteenth  he 
fpit  a white  matter,  and  had  a flrangulation.  On  the  fif- 
teenth (being  all  along  quite  fenfible)  he  died. 

Another  perceiving  a rattling  in  his  palate,  and  who  had 
a dry  tongue  like  one  in  a peripneumony,  whilft  he  was  in 
his  perfect  fenfes,  died  alfo. 

Dd  2 Posidonius^ 
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Posidonius,  whilft  it  was  Summer,  was  affected  with  a 
pain  in  his  bread;,  praecordia,  and  pleura  for  fome  time, 
but  without  any  fever.  Some  years  before  he  had  a collec- 
tion of  pus  in  his  thorax.  In  the  Winter  he  was  attacked 
with  a fhivering,  the  pains  continued,  and  he  had  a flight 
fever.  His  expectoration  was  of  a purulent  nature,  his 
cough  was  rattling,  with  a roughnefs  about  the  throat,  and 
a ftrangulation  : He  died  whilft  he  was  entirely  reafonable. 

The  fon  of  Balis,  who  was  loft  upon  the  mountains,  on 
the  flxth  day  had  a tongue  which  looked  bad,  and  had  fome- 
what  of  a reddifli  hue.  His  voice  failed  him  alfo,  his  eyes 
were  much  tinged,  and  winked  like  one  half  afleep.  The 
colour  of  the  reft  of  the  body  was  not  like  one  in  a jaun- 
dice, but  pale  and  livid.  The  voice  was  depraved  and  ob- 
feure,  the  tongue  like  one  in  a peripneumony.  The  mind 
was  inconftant,  the  refpiration  was  bad  to  the  feeling,  but 
not  quick  or  deep.  The  feet  were  as  cold  as  ftones.  About 
the  ninth  day  he  died. 

A woman  at  Metron,  who  had  an  angina,  complained 
of  her  left  hand  and  leg.  She  had  alfo  a flight  fever,  a 
cough,  and  fhortnefs  of  breath.  On  the  third  day  the  grew 
better.  On  the  fourth  fhe  was  attacked  with  a fpafm, 
her  voice  was  interrupted,  fhe  had  a rattling  in  her  throat, 
a conjunction  or  grinding  of  her  teeth,  and  a rednefs  of 
her  cheeks.  She  lived  but  a fhort  time,  for  the  died  on  the 
fifth  or  fi*xth  day.  The  figns  of  her  diflolution  appeared  in 
the  lividity  of  her  hands. 
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Bion  when  he  had  laboured  for  a long  time  under  a 
dropfy,  became  averfe  to  food,  and  had  a fcrangury.  An 
abfcefs  arofe  in  his  left  knee,  which  fuppurated,  and  he 
died. 

Ctesiphon  became  dropflcal  after  an  inflammatory 
fever  of  fome  violence.  He  had  before  been  troubled 
with  a dropfy  and  fwelling  of  the  fpleen.  His  fcrotum 
was  very  much  diftended,  as  well  as  his  legs  and  abdomen. 
In  the  end  he  had  a cough,  and  difficulty  of  breathing  in 
the  night,  which  feemed  to  arife  from  the  lungs,  like  thofe 
who  had  pulmonary  complaints.  Three  or  four  days  before 
his  death,  he  had  a rigor  and  fever  j and  in  the  right  thigh, 
near  the  middle  of  the  vein  which  goes  from  the  groin,  a 
colle&ion  of  matter  like  a carbuncle  arofe,  with  a livid 
rednefs  upon  its  furface.  In  the  night  he  had  great  pain 
about  the  heart,  and  not  long  after  his  voice  failed  him,  a 
fuffocation  with  rattling  came  on,  and  he  died. 

In  Olynthus  alfo  a dropfical  perfon,  fuddenly  loflng  his 
voice,  was  delirious  night  and  day,  and  died. 

The  fon  of  Podromus  in  the  Summer,  having  a flam- 
mering,  was  feized  with  a fever,  and  his  tongue  was  dry, 
which  made  him  fpeak  obfcurely.  He  had  a plentiful  eva- 
cuation by  ffool,  and  recovered. 

Leophorbida  after  the  Winter,  had  an  acute  fever, 
with  a pain  of  the  hypochondria  and  bowels.  Her  ffools 
were  loofe,  bilious,  and  in  large  quantity,  and  fhe  was  con- 
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ffantly  comatofe.  Her  tongue  was  like  one  in  a peripneu- 
mony,  but  fhe  had  no  cough.  On  the  twelfth  day  fhe 
voided  a few  black  and  putrid  ftools.  On  the  fourteenth 
the  fever  feemed  to  go  off,  after  die  had  taken  fome  gruels. 
On  the  fixteenth  fhe  had  a fait  tafle  in  her  mouth,  and  was 
thirfty,  and  on  the  approach  of  the  evening  had  a fhivering 
and  fever.  On  the  twenty-firfl  about  midday  a rigor  and 
fweat  attacked  her,  but  the  fever  went  off.  She  had  how- 
ever fome  fmall  degree  of  heat,  and  fweated  again  in  the 
night,  as  fhe  did  on  the  night  of  the  twenty-fecond,  when 
the  heat  left  her.  On  the  former  days  fhe  fweated  none  at 
all,  but  her  bowels  were  much  opened,  as  was  the  cafe  after 
the  relap fe. 

One  who  lived  in  the  upper  part  of  Theoclis,  had  an 
acute  fever  about  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades.  On  the 
fixth  day  it  feemed  to  go  off,  and  fhe  wafhed  herfelf  as  if 
that  had  been  the  cafe.  On  the  feventh  her  cheeks  grew 
red,  but  I do  not  remember  whether  both  were  fo  affected. 
In  the  evening  the  fever  came  on  with  fome  violence.  She 
was  very  fainty,  and  loft  her  voice,  but  not  long  after  a 
fweat  fupervened,  and  there  was  a refolution  of  the  difeafe 
on  the  feventh  day. 

The  wife  of  Theodorus  in  a flight  fever,  had  a haemor- 
rhage from  the  nofe  in  the  Winter.  But  the  fever  going  off 
on  the  fecond  day ; not  long  after,  fhe  was  attacked  with  a 
dull  pain  in  her  right  fide,  which  feemed  to  proceed  from 
the  uterus.  Befides  this  fhe  felt  a very  fharp  pain  for  fome 
days  about  the  breaff.  A fomentation  being  applied  to  the 
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right  fide,  the  pains  went  off.  But  the  refpiration  became 
very  fhort,  and  a thrill  noife  in  confequence  was  uttered 
from  the  trachea,  and  when  the  lay  in  a fupine  pofture  the 
was  moved  with  difficulty.  In  the  night  the  fever  was 
more  violent,  and  there  was  a flight  delirium.  On  the  fifth 
in  the  morning  the  appeared  to  be  much  better ; a fmall 
fweat  broke  out  upon  her  forehead,  and  diffufed  itfelf  after 
fome  time  over  her  whole  body,  and  even  to  her  feet. 
Afte  this  the  fever  feemed  to  go  off ; but  the  body  appeared 
to  the  hands  (or  feeling)  to  be  more  cold  in  the  arteries, 
and  thofe  in  the  temples  beat  more  powerfully.  The 
breathing  too  was  quicker,  the  was  now  and  then  delirious, 
and  every  thing  feemed  worfe.  The  tongue  had  been 
throughout  conftantly  white,  and  the  had  no  cough  but 
upon  the  third  and  fifth  day  for  a fhort  time  : She  had 
no  thirff,  but  a confiderable  expectoration.  About  the  fifth 
day  there  was  a dwelling  of  the  right  hypochondrium, 
which  afterwards  became  fofter.  On  the  third  a fuppofi- 
tory  had  been  adminiftered,  which  brought  away  a trifling 
tlool,  and  another  on  the  fifth  procured  one  which  was 
more  loofe.  The  belly  in  confequence  became  foft,  the 
urine  had  a rough  taflie  like  unripe  juice,  the  eyes  were  like 
thofe  of  one  much  fatigued,  and  it  was  with  great  difficulty 
that  die  looked  at  any  one,  or  turned  them  about.  On  the 
night  of  the  fifth  fhe  was  very  troublefome,  and  a delirium 
followed.  On  the  fixth,  at  the  hour  of  the  market  being 
full,  die  was  covered  with  a copious  fweat,  which  begin- 
ning at  the  forehead  diffufed  itielf  over  the  whole  body, 
and  after  fome  time  fine  was  fufficiently  fenfible  to  tranfaCt 
fome  bufinefs.  But  about  the  middle  of  the  day  the  had  a 
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flight  delirium,  and  fomething  like  a fhivering,  and  every 
thing  about  her  body  was  more  grievous.  In  the  evening 
her  leg  fell  out  of  bed,  and  fhe  was  unreafonably  angry 
with  her  child  ; but  fhe  afterwards  became  filent,  and  was 
quiet.  After  her  firfl  fleep  fhe  was  very  thirfly  and  mania- 
cal, yet  file  fat  up  and  converfed  with  the  by-flanders,  and 
after  that  lay  down  and  repofed  herfelf,  and  feemed  to  fleep 
during  the  whole  night  ; but  fhe  did  not  fhut  her  eyes. 
Through  the  day  following  fhe  anfwered  by  nods  to  what 
was  afked  her,  being  quiet  in  her  body,  and  tolerably  fenfi- 
ble.  On  the  fame  hour  as  the  day  before,  a fweat  arofe, 
and  in  like  manner  the  eyes  were  funk  inwards,  looking  to 
the  lower  eye-lid,  being  intent  and  ftiff,  the  white  part 
being  pale,  and  like  thofe  of  a dead  perfon.  The  whole  fkin 
was  pallid,  and  of  a blackifh  hue.  She  now  began  to  move 
her  hands  to  the  fides  of  the  bed  and  the  covering,  and  when 
fhe  drank  made  a great  noife,  and  threw  every  thing  fhe  took, 
up  again,  and  which  came  through  her  nofe,  fhe  then  tore 
about  the  bed  cloaths,  and  covered  up  her  face  with  them. 
After  the  fweat  her  hands  became  as  cold  as  ice,  this  was  fol- 
lowed by  a cold  fweat,  and  the  whole  body  appeared  cool  to 
the  touch.  After  this  fhe  leaped  up  in  the  bed,  was  quite 
outrageous,  and  made  a violent  noife.  Her  breath  grew 
very  fhort,  her  hands  were  feized  with  a trembling,  and 
near  her  death  fhe  was  convulfed.  On  the  feventh  day  fhe 
died.  She  had  voided  on  the  night  of  the  fixth  a fmall 
quantity  of  glutinous  urine,  refembling  femen,  which  was 
taken  out  of  the  bed.  She  was  entirely  void  of  reafon,  and 
after  the  fixth  her  urine  was  bloody. 
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The  fon  of  Amtiphanis,  in  the  Winter,  was  attacked 
with  a pain  in  the  right  fide,  a cough,  and  fever.  He  eat 
his  food  however,  and  walked  about  with  the  fever  upon 
him,  and  feemed  to  have  fomething  broke  internally.  On 
the  ninth  day  the  fever  feemed  to  relax,  but  did  not  go  off. 
The  cough  was  very  troublefome,  he  fpit  up  a thick  indi- 
geited  matter,  and  the  pain  in  his  fide  continued.  On  the 
fourteenth  day,  and  again  on  the  the  twentieth,  the  fever 
feemed  to  go  off  and  to  return  again.  The  heat  however 
was  light,  and  in  a fhort  time  left  him.  But  the  cough 
fometimes  went  off,  and  then  came  on  with  great  fenfe  of 
fuffocation.  Then  it  relaxed  again,  and  after  three  days  he 
had  a violent  expedtoration,  with  a ftrangulating  cough 
and  what  he  fpit  was  purulent  and  frothy.  He  had  a great 
roughnefs  about  the  fauces,  with  a fhrill  noife  in  his  throat. 
His  refpiration  was  very  fhort  and  quick,  and  made  with 
great  uneafinefs  to  himfelf.  About  the  fortieth  day,  or  per- 
haps the  fixtieth,  he  had  a tumour  on  his  left  eye,  which 
took  away  his  fight,  but  without  any  pain,  and  not  long 
after,  the  right  eye  was  affedted  in  the  fame  manner.  The 
pupil  became  very  white  and  dry.  He  died  not  more  than 
feven  days  after  this  blindnefs,  with  a great  fenfe  of  ftrangu- 
lation  and  delirium. 

/ 

The  like  things  happened  at  the  fame  time,  and  from 
fimilar  caufes  to  Thessalion,  viz.  a confiderable  heat,  a 
frothy  and  purulent  expectoration,  cough,  and  fharpnefs 
about  the  fauces. 
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The  wife  of  Polemarchus,  in  the  Winter,  was  aftedled 
with  an  angina,  attended  with  a fwelling  of  the  throat,  and 
much  fever.  A vein  was  opened,  and  the  ftrangulation  in 
the  pharynx  ceafed,  but  the  fever  continued.  On  the  fifth 
day  there  was  a fwelling  with  pain  which  appeared  on  her 
left  knee,  and  at  the  fame  time  a great  conftridtion  as  file 
faid  about  her  heart,  and  the  breathing  refembled  that  of  a 
perfon  when  drowning  or  under  water,  and  a voice  was 
uttered  from  the  bread:,  like  that  of  a gaftiloquift.  About 
the  ninth  or  tenth  day  in  the  night,  the  bowels  were 
attested,  and  fhe  had  many  loofe,  ofFenfive,  and  ill-condi- 
tioned ftools.  Soon  after  fhe  loft  her  voice,  and  died. 

Aristippus  was  grievoufly  wounded  in  the  belly  on  the 
upper  part.  He  had  no  paflage  downwards,  and  fhortly 
was  affedted  with  much  burning  pain.  He  then  became 
very  reftlefs,  and  vomited  fome  pure  bile.  After  the  vo- 
miting he  feemed  to  be  a little  eafier,  but  after  a little  time, 
the  fharp  pains  returned,  and  the  inteftines  feemed  to  be 
burnt,  as  in  iliac  aftedtions.  He  had  both  heat  and  thirft, 
and  within  feven  days  he  died.  Neapolis  was  affedted 
by  a wound  in  the  fame  manner,  but  upon  a clyfter’s  being 
given  the  bowels  were  opened.  The  colour  of  his  fkin  was 
of  a light  pale  mixed  with  black.  The  eyes  were  fqualid, 
ftiff,  and  looking  towards  the  internal  angle. 

One  who  was  wounded  in  the  liver,  had  a colour  fpread 
over  his  body  like  that  of  a corpfe.  His  eyes  became  hol- 
low, and  he  had  great  reftleffnefs  and  anxiety.  He  died 
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before  there  could  be  a confultation  upon  him,  on  the  fame 
day  upon  which  he  was  ftruck. 

One  who  at  Macedon  was  ftruck  by  a ftone  upon  his 
head,  had  his  left  temple  cut  no  more  than  by  a fmall  fca- 
rification  of  the  fkin,  but  he  was  affected  with  a vertigo  juft 
after  the  blow,  and  fell  down.  On  the  third  day  his  voice 
failed  him,  and  he  was  very  reftlefs,  but  his  fever  was  not 
violent.  The  pulfation  of  his  temples  was  fuch  as  is  felt 
when  the  heat  is  light.  He  heard  nothing,  nor  was  he  fen- 
fible  or  quiet.  A perfpiration  broke  out  about  his  fore- 
head, and  then  from  his  nofe  to  his  chin.  On  the  fifth  day 
he  died. 

Eniates,  in  Delos,  was  ftruck  with  an  arrow  on  the 
left  fide  towards  the  back,  but  the  wound  was  not  attended 
with  much  pain.  On  the  third  day  he  had  a trifling  pain 
in  his  bowels,  but  had  no  ftool.  In  the  night  one  was  pro- 
cured by  means  of  a glyfter,  and  the  pain  went  off,  but  at- 
tacked him  in  his  feat  down  to  the  fcrotum.  On  the  fourth 
day  he  had  a moft  violent  pain  in  the  pubis,  and  the  whole 
lower  part  of  the  abdomen,  fo  that  he  could  not  reft  with 
any  degree  of  quiet.  He  then  threw  up  fome  pure  bile, 
and  his  eyes  had  a yellow  caft,  with  the  appearance  befides 
of  one  in  a fyncope.  After  the  fifth  day  he  died,  when  he 
had  experienced  fome  flight  heat. 

Audello  having  received  a wound  in  his  back,  threw 
off  from  it  much  wind  with  a confiderable  noife,  and  he 
likewife  loft  a quantity  of  blood.  A medicine  was  faftened 
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on  it  which  was  proper  to  flop  the  haemorrhage,  and  he  was 
reftored  to  health. 

This  happened  to  the  miferable  boy  of  Piiilias,  who 
had  the  bone  of  his  forehead  laid  bare.  On  the  ninth  day 
he  had  a'  fever,  the  . bone  contracted  a caries,  and  he 
died. 

The  chidren  of  Phanias  and  Eurgus,  having  the  bone 
turned  caries  with  a fever,  had  the  fkin  feparated  from  it, 
and  a collection  of  matter  was  found  within,  which  had 
corroded  it.  It  was  then  perforated  with  an  inftrument, 
and  a fanious  ichor,  thin,  and  of  an  offenfive  and  deadly  fmell, 
was  difcharged.  Thefe  likewife  had  vomitings,  and  in  the 
end  convulfions,  and  a fharp  piercing  voice,  and  were  very 
weak.  Where  the  wound  occupied  the  right  fide,  the  left 
was  molt  affeCted  with  fpafm ; where  it  occupied  the  left, 
the  right  chiefly  fuffered. 

The  boy  of  Theodor  us  being  expofed  on  the  ninth  day 
to  the  heat  of  the  fun,  on  the  tenth  was  attacked  with  a fe- 
ver, from  the  bone  being  laid  bare,  tho’  in  a trifling  degree. 
During  the  courfe  of  the  fever  it  grew  black,  and  the  fkin 
was  cut  through,  the  voice  having  become  very  fhrill  from 
the  firfl.  On  the  twenty-fecond  day  the  belly  fwelled,  and 
efpecially  about  the  hypochondria.  On  the  twenty-third 
he  died. 

In  thofe  who  had  fraClures  of  the  bones,  a fever  appeared 

on  the  feventh  day.  If  the  weather  were  warm  it  came 
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on  fooner.  If  they  were  very  violent  it  acceded  immedi- 
ately. 

The  little  boy  of  Exar modus  perceived  a pain  in  his 
thigh,  but  not  in  the  place  where  he  was  wounded  : He  had 
alfo  a fhrill  voice,  and  a pain  in  his  neck. 

Posidocreon  alfo  was  feized  with  convulfions  on  the 
third  day,  his  third;  however  never  left  him,  and  he  died  on 
the  eighteenth. 

The  fon  of  Isagoras  was  wounded  on  the  back  part  of 
his  head.  The  bone  being  bruifed  and  growing  black,  he 
recovered  on  the  fifth  day.  The  bone  was  not  cut. 

The  matter  of  a veflel  of  the  firtt  magnitude  was  ttruck 
with  an  anchor  on  the  finger  of  the  right  hand,  and  the 
finger  was  much  fliattered.  From  this  arofe  an  inflamma- 
tion, fphacelus,  and  fever.  After  a purgative  which  was 
given  on  the  fifth  day,  he  had  a moderate  degree  of  heat 
and  pain,  and  fomething  fell  off  from  the  finger.  About 
the  feventh  there  was  a flight  difeharge  of  fanies,  and  after 
that  he  could  not  move  his  tongue  but  with  difficulty. 
From  this  an  opifthotonos  was  predicted,  to  which  idea 
a locking  of  the  jaws  contributed,  and  a ttiffnefs  of  the 
neck.  On  the  third  day  after  this,  he  was  feized  with  an 
entire  convulfion  of  the  back  part  of  the  body,  attended 
with  fweat.  On  the  fixth  day  after  the  prediction  he  died. 
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Telephanes,  the  fon  of  Harpalus  by  his  freed  wo- 
man, received  a wound  upon  the  under  part  of  the  great 
toe,  upon  which  arofe  an  inflammation,  with  confiderable 
pain.  When  it  grew  better  he  went  into  the  country,  but 
complained  of  a pain  in  his  loins,  and  bathed  himfelf.  In 
the  night  he  found  his  jaws  were  locked  together,  and  that 
he  was  feized  with  an  opifthotonos,  and  he  could  not,  but 
with  the  greateft  difficulty,  difcharge  his  faliva  through  his 
teeth.  On  the  third  day  he  died. 

Zeno,  the  fon  of  Damon,  in  the  tibia,  or  rather  the 
heel,  had  a wound  juft  upon  the  tendon.  It  was  ero- 
ded by  a medicine  applied  to  it,  and  he  died  of  an  opiftho- 
tonos. 

Menon,  about  the  riling  of  Anfturus,  or  rather  before, 
had  a Summer  fever  and  a diarrhoea,  was  exceeding  weak, 
and  being  tired  by  travelling,  was  affedled  with  a pain  in 
the  left  fide,  and  a cough  which  he  had  fome  time  before 
from  a diftillation  in  the  head,  but  which  was  now  very 
troublefome.  He  was  prevented  from  lleeping,  and  the 
cough  was  very  diftreffing  from  the  beginning,  and  on  the 
the  third  day,  whilft  he  was  fitting  up,  he  fpit  a pale  kind 
of  pus,  and  had  a fhrill  tone  of  voice,  with  a fenfe  of  ftran- 
gulation.  On  the  fifth  day  his  breath  was  very  ffiort,  and 
his  feet  and  legs  were  cold,  and  he  kept  them  conftantly  out 
of  the  bed-clothes.  From  the  beginning  the  ftools  were 
bilious,  but  neither  few  nor  many.  On  the  feventh, 
eighth,  and  ninth  days  he  feemed  to  be  better,  and  had 
fome  fleep,  but  what  he  fpit  was  more  crude.  On  the 
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tenth,  and  to  the  thirteenth,  it  was  white  and  more  pure. 
The  hypochondria  became  fofter,  but  the  left  was  dill  dif- 
tended,  and  his  perfpiration  was  more  eafy.  After  a fuppo- 
fitory,  the  bowels  were  gently  emptied.  On  the  thirteenth 
day  he  fpit  again  a pallid  matter,  and  on  the  fifteenth  it  was 
putrid.  The  dools  alfo  on  that  day  were  ill  conditioned, 
bilious,  loofe,  and  very  frequent.  The  left  hypochondrium 
was  raifed,  and  on  the  fixteenth  was  very  much  fwelled, 
when  the  refpiration  was  attended  with  fuffocation.  A 
fweat  at  this  time  broke  out  upon  the  forehead  and  neck, 
and  a little  upon  the  bread.  The  forehead  and  extremities 
then  became  exceedingly  cold,  the  veins  about  the  temples 
beat  violently,  and  deep  attended  with  coma  poflefled  him 
both  night  and  day  to  the  end.  The  urine  from  the  begin- 
ning was  crude,  and  of  an  afh  colour,  but  on  the  tenth  and 
thirteenth  thin  and  difcoloured,  yet  from  the  thirteenth  the 
fame  as  from  the  beginning. 

A fever  and  pain  in  the  fide  attacked  Cleochus,  the 
fever  remitted,  but  a fweat  was  diffufed  over  the  whole  body, 
the  urine  had  many  light  fubdances  flying  about  in  it,  but 
afterwards  became  turbid. 

About  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  the  wife  of  Olympia- 
Das,  being  pregnant  for  eight  months,  after  a fall  was  feized 
with  a fever.  Her  tongue  was  hot  and  parched,  dry, 
rough,  and  of  a pale  colour.  Her  eyes  were  pale,  and  her 
body  like  a corpfe.  She  mifcarried  on  the  fifth  day,  and 
was  delivered  without  any  pain.  She  had  fome  fleep,  but  it 
appeared  to  be  comatofe.  When  {he  was  roufed  in  the 
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evening,  fhe  did  not  perceive  any  thing.  This  however 
was  affe&ed  by  a fternutatory.  She  then  took  a potion,  and 
fome  diluting  drink.  She  coughed  upon  taking  the  potion, 
but  the  voice  was  not  relaxed,  nor  did  fhe  feem  relieved. 
Her  eyes  became  funk  into  her  head,  her  refpiration  was 
much  raifed,  and  produced  through  the  nofe.  The  colour 
of  her  fkin  was  bad.  A fweat  broke  out  upon  her  feet 

and  legs  as  fhe  approached  towards  diffolution.  She  died. 

» 

In  the  wife  of  Nicolas,  who  had  an  ardent  fever,  tu- 
bercles arofe  behind  both  ears,  and  afterwards  another  a lit- 
tle lower  down,  when  the  fever  began  to  go  off,  which  was 
rather  of  the  lax  kind.  On  the  fourteenth  day  it  went  off, 
without  any  particular  fign,  tho’  it  was  large.  The  fever  in 
confequence  returned,  and  the  whole  body  became  cadave- 
rous. The  tongue  was  rough,  moderately  thick,  whitifh, 
and  dry.  The  ftools  were  frequent,  loofe,  and  ill  conditi- 
oned during  the  whole  time.  Before  death  the  body  was 
very  much  worn  away  by  a confumption.  She  died  on  the 
twentieth  day. 

Before  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  a fhivering,  fever,  and 
vomiting  feized  Andreas,  and  it  appeared  to  be  a femiter- 
tian  at  firft.  On  the  third  day  whilft  he  was  doing  bufinefs 
at  the  Forum,  he  was  again  attacked  with  a fhivering,  and 
had  a fmart  fever,  he  threw  up  a quantity  of  pure  bile,  and 
was  delirious,  but  in  the  night  was  much  better.  He  was 
again  affected  on  the  fifth,  and  on  the  fixth  having  taken 
fome  mercurialis,  had  an  evacuation  by  ftool.  On  the  fe- 
venth  the  difeafe  was  more  fevere,  and  on  the  following  days 
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became  more  conftant.  From  the  beginning  there  was  no 
fweat,  but  a confiderable  third.  The  whole  mouth  was  re- 
markably dry,  yet  he  would  take  no  kind  of  liquid.  Whilfe 
every  thing  was  fo  difagreeable  to  the  palate,  the  tongue 
was  very  much  parched,  and  had  a difficult  articulation,  it 
was  alfo  rough,  and  of  a whitifh  colour.  Befides  this,  the 
patient  was  watchful,  reftlefs,  and  feemed  dififolved  and  broke 
down  ; his  tongue  upon  account  of  its  drynefs  was  affedled 
with  ftammering,  untill  it  was  fufficiently  moiflened  by  fome 
barley  gruel  which  was  what  he  principally  took.  About  the 
ninth  or  tenth  day,  fome  fmall  tubercles  broke  out  behind 
the  ears,  but  without  any  critical  fign.  The  urine  during 
the  whole  time  was  not  difcoloured,  but  was  without  any 
fediment.  About  the  fourteenth  a fweat,  but  rather  lefs 
even  than  moderate,  broke  out  upon  the  upper  parts  of  the 
body.  On  the  feventeenth  the  heat  was  allayed.  After 
the  tenth,  the  bowels  were  quite  dry,  and  were  never  emp- 
tied, but  by  means  of  a fuppofitory.  On  the  twenty- fifth 
troublefome  puftules  with  itch,  and  warm  like  burns, 
broke  out  in  the  fkin,  and  a pain  at  the  fame  time  attacked 
the  axillas  and  tides,  and  then  pafied  down,  but  without 
any  fign,  into  the  legs,  and  went  off.  The  bath  was  of  fer- 
vice,  and  an  ointment  made  up  with  vinegar.  On  the  Se- 
cond or  third  month  there  was  a great  pain  in  the  kidneys, 
which  ftopped  after  it  had  continued  for  fome  time. 

In  the  Winter,  a laffitude,  ffiivering,  and  heat,  attacked 
Aristocrates.  After  the  third  day,  he  was  feized  with 
a pain  in  his  fide  and  loins,  and  a tumour  taking  its  rife  un- 
der the  axilla  occupied  the  whole  of  the  fide.  It  was  hard 
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towards  the  ribs,  and  attended  with  a rednefs  from  the 
axilla,  and  at  the  fame  time  a livid  colour,  as  if  it  had 
been  fcalded  or  burnt  by  the  fire.  He  was  very  reftlefs, 
and  anxious,  and  thirfty,  with  a whitenefs  upon  his  tongue  ; 
he  voided  no  urine,  and  his  legs  were  rather  cold.  His 
bowels  were  emptied  by  fome  mercurialis,  and  his  ftools 
were  but  in  fmall  quantity,  loofe,  of  a whitifii  colour,  and 
frothy.  In  the  night  his  refpiration  was  much  raifed,  he 
had  a fmall  fweat  about  his  face,  his  inferior  parts  were 

cold,  he  had  great  anxiety,  his  neck  fwelled,  he  had  no 
cough,  and  he  died  fenfible. 

Onesianactes  had  an  opthaimia  in  Autumn,  and  after- 
wards was  confined  by  a quartan  fever.  In  the  beginning 
of  the  quartan  he  had  a flight  naufea,  but  in  progrefs  of 
time  he  took  his  food  readily.  The  fame  things  with 
regard  to  food  happened  like  wife  to  Polycrates,  in  a 
quartan. 

Mnesianactes,  preceding  a fever,  happened  to  have  a 
purging  by  fliool.  It  lafted  for  fome  time,  and  the  fiools 
v/ere  white  and  mucous.  Sometimes  alfo  a fmall  quantity 
of  blood  was  thrown  off,  but  without  pain  or  fharpnefs, 
yet  with  a confiderable  quantity  of  wind.  After  the  fe- 
ver a hard  tubercle  arofe  in  the  fundament,  and  formed 
an  abfcefs.  It  continued  for  fome  time,  and  turning  to- 
wards the  inteftines  made  a fiftula  externally.  Walking  out 
into  the  Forum,  a cloud  feemed  to  pafs  before  his  eyes, 
and  he  could  not  perfectly  fee  the  fun.  When  he  fepa- 
rated  himfelf  from  the  reft  of  the  company  he  became 
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delirious,  and  was  feized  with  a convulfion  in  his  neck. 
When  he  came  home  it  was  with  difficulty  he  recovered  his 
light,  and  fcarcely  did  he  return  to  himfelf.  But  firfi  of  all 
he  flared  at  the  by-Handers,  and  his  body  was  fo  cold  that 
he  could  hardly  be  warmed  by  bladders  of  hot  water,  and 
conflant  fomentations.  Afterwards  when  he  recovered  his 
reafon,  and  could  go  about,  he  was  unwilling  to  go  from 
home,  and  faid  he  was  afraid.  And  if  any  one  converted 
with  him  about  any  grievous  difeafes,  he  was  quite  over- 
whelmed with  fear.  Sometimes  he  faid  that  a great  heat 
arofe  in  his  priecordia,  and  his  eyes  were  quite  fuffufed  with 
clouds.  He  had  a confiderable  evacuation  from  the  intef- 
tines,  and  this  lafied  through  the  Winter.  He  ufed  venae - 
feftion,  hellebore,  and  cows  and  affes  milk,  which  laffc  Hop- 
ped and  took  off  the  purging.  He  drank  water  from  the 
firft,  and  ufed  exercife,  and  purging  of  the  head. 

The  following  happened  to  the  fon  of  Aniciietus. 
Whilft  he  was  in  the  Bath,  being  anointed  before  the  fire,  he 
grew  warm,  and  immediately  fell  into  epileptic  convulfions, 
and  when  they  became  violent  he  was  deprived  of  his  fight, 
and  became  delirious.  When  he  returned  to  himfelf  he  was 
again  in  the  morning  after  feized  with  the  fame  convulfions, 
but  he  did  not  foam  at  his  mouth.  On  the  third  day  he 
could  not  articulate,  and  on  the  fourth  he  attempted  to 
fpeak,  but  could  do  no  more  than  point  by  figns.  On  the 
fifth  he  could  not  fpeak  at  all,  but  tried  the  beginnings  of 
fome  names,  his  tongue  was  altnoH  Hopped,  he  was  troubled 
with  convulfions,  and  was  delirious.  When  thefe  fymp- 
toms  feemed  to  go  away,  his  tongue  returned  with  difficulty 
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to  its  former  date.  On  the  fixth  he  abfcained  from  meat 
end  drink,  and  was  no  more  affe&ed. 

In  Cleochus,  after  violent  fatigue  from  exercife,  and 
when  he  had  ufed  much  honey  for  many  days,  a tumour 
arofe  on  his  right  knee,  but  rather  towards  the  lower  parts, 
and  efpecially  about  the  tendons  under  the  knee;  he  walked 
lame,  and  the  calf  of  the  leg  fwelled  and  was  hard,  and  this 
extended  to  the  feet,  and  to  the  right  heel.  There  were 
alfo  fome  confiderable  tubercles  about  the  gums,  furround- 
ing the  teeth,  like  bunches  of  grapes,  livid  and  black,  but 
without  pain,  unlefs  when  he  took  food.  The  legs  alfo 
were  free  from  pain,  unlefs  when  he  rofe  up.  A tumour 
here  came  befides  upon  the  left  part,  but  was  lefs  livid.  In 
thofe  upon  the  knee  and  legs  there  was  a fuppuration.  At 
length  however  he  could  not  hand,  nor  tread  upon  his  heel, 
but  was  carried  about  in  his  bed.  There  was  a manifeft 
heat,  and  fometimes  an  averfion  to  food,  but  no  great  third; 
nor  did  he  rife  from  his  feat.  He  was  very  reftlefs,  and 
fometimes  fainty,  and  hellebore  was  exhibited  by  way  of 
purge  to  his  head.  He  took  by  the  mouth,  a mixture,  the 
manna  of  frankincenfe,  and  fome  other  things  mixed  with 
it ; and  for  the  ulcers  in  the  mouth,  a foft  mixture  was  ac- 
commated,  made  of  lentils.  On  the  fixtieth  day  the  tu- 
mours from  a fecond  exhibition  of  the  hellebore  fubfided, 
and  pains  only  of  the  knees  tormented  him.  But  a tumour 
with  bile  fixed  upon  the  knee,  and  formed  into  an  abfcefs, 
many  days  before  the  hellebore  was  given. 
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A pain  in  the  fhoulder,  attended  with  a fenfe  of  weight, 
for  a long  time  confined  Pisistratus,  whilfl  he  was  other- 
wife  in  good  health,  and  walking  about.  During  the  Win- 
ter he  had  a great  pain  in  his  fide,  with  heat  and  a cough, 
and  he  fpit  a good  deal  of  frothy  blood.  This  excited  alfo 
a kind  of  flrangulation  in  his  throat.  But  he  feemed  to  re- 
cover this,  and  was  quite  fenfible,  and  the  heat  went  off, 
together  with  the  fharpnefs  of  his  voice,  and  the  {pitting. 
He  recovered  about  the  fourth  or  fifth  day. 

The  wife  of  Simon,  during  her  lying  in,  was  attacked 
with  a fharp  pain  about  the  bread:,  and  region  of  the  pleura, 
and  with  this  fhe  had  a cough,  a flight  fever,  and  purulent 
expectoration,  which  ended  in  a phthifis  that  continued. 
The  fever  alfo  laffed  for  fix  months,  with  a conftant  diar- 
rhoea. In  the  end  the  fever  ceafed,  and  the  purging  was 
flopped  about  feven  days  before  fhe  died. 

The  wife  of  Euxenes  alfo,  after  a fomentation,  had  a 
heat  which  never  feemed  to  leave  her,  but  increafed  parti- 
cularly about  the  evening.  A fweat  arofe  over  the  whole 
body.  But  as  the  fever  increafed,  fhe  had  a coldnefs  in  her 
feet,  and  fometimes  of  her  legs  and  her  knees.  She  had  a 
dry  cough  during  a fhort  time,  but  upon  the  exacerbation  of 
the  fever  it  ceafed,  yet  through  the  greatefl  part  of  the  time, 
the  whole  body  was  affedled  with  rigors,  and  a perpetual 
thirfl.  Having  taken  fome  medicines,  and  fome  whey,  fhe 
became  worfe.  In  the  beginning  fhe  was  free  from  pain, 
and  drew  her  breath  eafily,  but  about  the  middle  of  the 
difeafe,  fhe  complained  of  a pain  in  her  right  fide,  a cough 
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raifed,  fhe  had  an  adhma,  and  a fmall  expectoration.  What 
the  fpit  was  white  and  light,  and  her  fhiverings  did  not 
arife  from  her  feet,  but  chiefly  arofe  in  her  neck  and  back. 
The  belly  became  more  loofe,  the  fever  relaxed  after  a con- 
liderable  perfpiration,  and  fhe  became  cold.  The  afthma 
after  this  was  varied,  and  fhe  died  on  the  feventh  day  after 
the  fever  left  her,  being  quite  fenfible. 

The  wife  of  Polemarchus,  in  the  Summer,  began  to 
be  attacked  with  a fever,  but  it  left  her  upon  the  fixth  day. 
After  it  went  off  fhe  was  affcCted  with  fweats  in  the  night, 
and  then  had  an  intermiflion,  and  a return  of  the  fever, 
which  did  not  leave  her  for  three  months,  but  was  attended 
with  cough  and  an  expectoration  of  phlegm.  When  it  had 
held  her  for  twenty  days  her  breath  became  very  fhort,  fhe 
had  a great  noife  in  her  bread,  and  an  univerfal  fweat.  In 
the  mornings  her  fever  was  milder  than  the  red  of  the  day. 
She  had  frequent  fhiverings,  but  her  fleep  was  condant,  her 
bowels  were  fometimes  opened,  at  other  times  condriCted, 
and  fhe  took  food  in  moderation.  About  the  middle  of  the 
time  fhe  had  a pain  about  the  the  legs  and  knees,  and  requi- 
red the  aflidance  of  another  perfon  to  bend  them  or  dretch 
them  out.  Thefe  pains  continued  in  the  legs  almod  to  the 
end,  which  now  approached  very  near.  The  feet  fwelled  up 
to  the  legs,  and  were  very  painful  upon  being  touched,  and 
at  the  fame  time,  the  fweats  and  the  rigors  ceafed,  but  the 
fever  condantly  increafed.  Before  her  death  her  bowels 
were  affeCted,  but  her  mind  was  quiet,  rational,  and  for 
three  days  before  that  period  there  was  a confiderable  dran- 
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gulation  in  the  throat,  which  was  afterwards  repeated.  She 
died. 

The  fon  of  Hegesipolis,  complained  for  four  months 
of  a corroding  pain  about  the  navel,  and  in  procefs  of  time 
it  extended  itfelf  further.  It  attacked  the  belly,  and  much 
tormented  it.  To  this  were  added  a conftderable  heat,  con- 
fumption  of  flelh,  a barenefs  in  the  bones,  and  a fwelling  of 
the  legs.  The  tefticles,  the  abdomen,  and  the  parts  about 
the  navel  were  much  inflated.  Was  this  a fign  of  the  bow- 
els being  difturbed  ? The  only  food  which  he  took  was 
frefh  milk,  his  bowels  were  very  open,  and  fometimes  his 
ftools  were  bloody,  and  fanious,  and  after  that  his  bowels 
became  fphacelated,  and  he  died  vomiting  a fmall  quantity, 
and  very  frequently  urged,  of  phlegm,  refembling  the  femen 
virile. 

In  the  fon  of  Platea,  when  he  was  dead,  the  futures  of 
his  fkull  were  found  hollow  or  open.  Whilft  he  was  lick, 
he  was  continually  putting  his  hand  upon  the  place  of  the 
bregma,  and  efpecially  juft  before  he  died,  but  he  had  no 
pain  in  his  head.  In  his  left  hip,  juft  under  the  groin, 
there  appeared  a livid  fpot  the  day  before  he  died.  The  tef- 
ticles  were  alfo  drawn  in.  The  fame  things  happened  to 
the  fon  of  Hegotorida,  who  died  in  the  fame  manner, 
except  that  he  had  a vomiting  for  fome  days  before  his 
death. 

The  lifter  of  Hippias,  in  the  Winter,  had  a phrenfy, 
her  mind  was  very  ipuch  difturbed,  Ihe  threw  her  hands 
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about  a good  deal,  and  mangled  herfelf.  On  the  night  of 
the  fifth  and  fixth  day  her  voice  failed  her,  the  became  co- 
matofe,  and  her  cheeks  and  lips  were  puffed  out  like  one 
afleep.  She  died  on  the  feventh  day. 

Asander  was  feized  with  a fhivering,  and  a pain  in  his 
fide,  which  extended  to  his  knee  and  thigh.  After  eating, 
he  became  delirious,  and  died  in  a fhort  time. 

In  the  fhoemaker  Cleotimus,  when  his  bowels  were 
very  open  for  a long  time,  and  there  was  great  heat,  a tu- 
mour arofe  about  the  region  of  the  liver,  and  defcended  to 
the  lowed:  part  of  the  abdomen.  The  belly  continued  loofe, 
and  there  was  another  tumour  upon  the  top  of  the  liver,  and 
above  the  hypochondria.  He  died. 

In  fome  perfons  there  was  a violent  pain  in  the  head,  at- 
tended with  heat.  In  others  it  kept  to  one  fide  of  the  head, 
and  a humour  fell  down  either  through  the  nofe,  light  or 
properly  digefted,  or  upon  the  ears  or  jaws.  That  was  the 
fafeft  which  came  immediately  from  the  head.  In  fome  it 
was  dry,  but  where  it  had  a difagreeable  fphacelus  it  was 
not  without  danger.  If  there  were  a bilious  vomiting, 
or  anxiety,  or  a ftupid  look  with  the  eyes,  or  a defedt  in 
the  voice,  with  difficulty  in  the  utterance,  or  delirium,  they 
were  a fign  of  death,  accompanied  with  convulfions.  But 
thofe  who  complained  of  pain  with  the  catarrh  from  one 
fide  of  the  head,  and  a humour  difcharging  itfelf  by  the 
nofe ; if  the  fever  was  moderate,  they  grew  cold  upon  the 
fifth  or  fixth  day. 
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A violent  pain  in  the  head  tormented  Echecrates,  who 
was  blind.  It  began  in  the  back  part,  and  where  the  head 
joins  to  the  neck,  and  extended  to  the  top,  and  in  procefs 
of  time  to  the  left  ear ; and  the  whole  of  one  fide  was  af- 
fected with  the  pain.  A mucous  difcharge  was  made,  almofl 
like  that  from  a burn,  and  a flight  heat  prevailed.  At  the 
fame  time  there  was  an  averfion  to  food.  Through  the  day 
the  pain  was  better,  but  was  grievous  in  the  night.  After 
that  a quantity  of  pus  was  difcharged  from  the  ear,  and 
every  thing  ceafed,  This  difcharge  was  made  in  the  Win- 
ter. Do  pains  prevail  chiefly  in  the  night  where  there  are 
collections  of  pus,  efpecially  too  in  affeCtions  of  the  eyes  l 

They  who  had  coughs  in  the  Winter,  and  efpecially 
whilfl  there  was  a South  wind,  and  fpit  a thick  matter  in 
great  quantity,  were  attacked  with  fevers  which  ceafed  upon 
the  fifth  day.  But  the  coughs  cominued  till  the  fortieth, 
as  happened  to  Hegisipolis.  In  thofe  who  had  great 
heats,  and  in  whom  the  fever  went  off,  fweats  arofe,  not 
through  the  whole  body,  but  about  the  neck,  or  fhoulders, 
or  head. 

Charites,  during  the  Winter,  whilfl  he  laboured  under 
an  epidemic  cough,  was  attacked  with  a violent  fever.  He 
threw  aflde  the  bed  cloths,  and  then  was  comatofe  with 
pain.  His  urine  was  of  a reddifh  colour,  like  the  wafhing 
of  barley,  and  had  from  the  firfl  a large  quantity  of  fedi- 
ment,  white  in  the  beginning,  and  afterwards  reddifh.  On 
the  feventh  day  a fuppofitory  brought  off  a fmall  flool.  His 
coma  was  lefs  troublefome,  a moiflure  diffufed  itfelf  over 
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his  forehead,  he  flept  in  the  night,  and  his  heat  was  much 
appeafed.  On  the  eighth  he  took  fome  barley  gruel,  but  the 
coma  continued  till  the  eleventh.  On  that  day  the  heat  was 
almoft  gone,  but  when  he  coughed  he  had  a confiderable  ex- 
pectoration, yet  it  was  eafy.  At  firft  what  he  fpit  was 
fmooth,  white,  and  thick,  but  afterwards  when  properly  di- 
gested it  refembled  pus.  The  urine  after  the  eleventh  day 
was  more  pure  than  before,  with  a rough  fediment.  On 
the  thirteenth  a pain  attacked  the  right  fide,  down  as  far  as 
the  hollow  of  the  hypogaftrium,  and  there  was  a Stoppage  of 
the  urine  which  was  taken  off  by  a decoCtion  of  cloves.  On 
the  fifteenth  the.  pain  returned.  On  the  Sixteenth  in  the 
night  there  was  great  pain  in  the  hypochondria,  which  be- 
gan  in  the  belly.  It  was  relieved  by  a potion  of  mercuria- 
lis.  The  heat  went  off  on  the  twentieth,  and  the  fpitting 
became  thicker.  He  was  much  better  on  the  fortieth. 

It  is  neceffary  to  difeharge  the  contents  of  the  vifeera, 
when  they  are  properly  concoffed,  on  the  fifth  day.  Down- 
wards when  you  fee  they  are  fit,  of  which  you  have  a fign 
in  freedom  from  anxiety,  and  from  pain  in  the  head ; in  the 
heat  becoming  milder,  and  a ceffation  of  fymptoms  after  an 
exacerbation.  A difeharge  upwards  muff  be  made  in  the  ex- 
acerbation itfelf.  For  the  humours  are  apt  to  be  raifed, 
when  the  patient  is  moft  anxious  and  diftreffed.  It  is  not 
proper  therefore  to  evacuate  by  ffool  in  the  beginning,  be- 
caufe  at  thofe  times  a fpontaneous  operation  is  to  be  prefer- 
red, and  delay  is  dangerous. 
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The  point  of  the  elbow  being  wounded  by  a fall,  a caries 
of  the  bone  fucceeded,  but  upon  digeftion,  a thin  fanies  was 
difcharged,  and  afterwards  was  fuppreffed.  This  happened 
to  Cleogeniscus,  and  Demarchus,  the  fon  of  Ac-lao- 
telis.  In  like  manner  fometimes  there  was  no  difcharge 
of  pus,  as  in  the  fon  of  Eschylus.  Where  there  was  a 
fuppuration,  ffiiverings  and  fever  attended. 

In  Alcmanus,  who  was  recovering  from  a pain  in  his 
kidneys,  from  blood  being  drawn  from  the  lower  extremi- 
ties, the  difeafe  took  to  the  liver,  and  great  pain  was  per- 
ceived about  the  heart,  by  which  the  breath  was  very  much 
heightened,  and  the  bowels  with  great  difficulty  difcharged 
a fmall  ftool  refembling  the  dung  of  goats.  He  had  no  great 
rehlelfhefs,  but  fometimes  a rigor  and  fever  attacked  him, 
with  fweat  and  vomiting.  During  the  violence  of  his  pain, 
a glyfter  of  fea-water  was  of  no  fervice,  but  he  was  relieved 
by  a decodtion  of  bran.  For  feven  days  he  had  an  averlion 
to  food,  but  drank  an  unmixed  emullion.  After  this  he 
took  the  juice  of  lentils,  and  then  a light  water  from  the 
wafhing  of  the  fhells.  Then  he  eat  fome  boiled  veal,  with 
maze,  of  which  he  took  a little,  and  in  procefs  of  time  he 
relifhed  fome  of  the  neck  of  beef,  and  fwine’s  feet.  The 
next  day  after,  he  drank  fome  water,  and  was  quiet,  and  co- 
vered himfelf  up.  For  the  pain  in  his  kidneys,  he  ufed  a 
glyffier  of  the  wild  cucumber. 

In  the  fon  of  Parmeniscus,  who  was  troubled  with  a 
deafnefs,  it  was  of  no  fervice  to  waffi  out  the  ear,  but  to 
purge  it  with  wool,  and  to  apply  either  limple  oil  or  neto- 
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pus,  to  walk  about,  to  rife  early  in  the  morning,  to  drink 
white  wine,  to  abftain  from  vegetables,  and  to  life  bread 
and  fhell  fifh  in  food  were  of  ufe.  In  the  wife  of  Aspa- 
sius,  who  had  great  pain  in  her  teeth  and  jaw;  caftor  and 
pepper  being  held  in  the  mouth,  and  frequently  walh’d  thro’ 
•it  were  of  fervice:  And  likewife  took  off  a ftrangury.  For  this 
likewife  a warm  fomentation  of  bread  with  rofes  may  be  ufed. 
Caftor  relieves  pains  in  the  head  which  arife  from  the  uterus. 
Affedtions  of  the  uterus  derive  their  origin  chiefly  from 
wind,  and  of  this  the  indications  are,  eructations,  noifes 
from  wind,  tumours  of  the  loins,  and  pains  about  the  kid- 
nies  and  hips.  For  this,  black  wine,  without  muff  is  of 
fervice,  or  a third  part  of  aroma,  with  two  of  flour  boiled  up 
in  perfumed  white  wine,  and  being  put  in  a cloth,  applied 
by  way  of  cataplafm  to  that  part  of  the  abdomen  where  the 
pains  of  the  uterus  chiefly  prefent. 

In  the  fon  of  Callimedon,  who  had  a tumour  in  his 
neck,  which  was  hard,  large,  immature  and  painful,  vene- 
fedtion  in  the  arm  was  of  fervice,  or  a cataplafm  of  lint- 
feed  burnt  macerated  in  white  wine  and  oil,  but  neither  too 
hot  nor  too  cold,  or  the  flour  of  fennigreek  in  an  emulflon 
of  barley  or  wheat.  Melisander  was  tormented  with 
great  pain  of  his  gums  and  a conflderable  fwelling.  He  was 
bled  in  the  arm,  and  Egyptian  allum  applied  from  the  begin- 
ning took  off  the  complaint.  A cholera  in  Eutyciiides 
brought  on  a diftenflon  of  the  nerves  of  the  legs,  with  a 
conflderable  evacuation  from  the  inteftines.  He  vomited 
for  three  days  and  nights  a quantity  of  pure  bile  of  a reddifh 
colour.  After  he  had  drunk  he  was  diftrefs’d  with  great 
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weaknefs  of  body  and  reftleflnefs.  He  could  retain  nothing 
in  his  ftomach,  not  even  the  juice  of  quinces.  He  had  a 
fuppreffion  of  urine  and  alfo  of  his  ftools.  He  brought  up 
by  vomiting  his  foeces  as  well  as  carried  them  down- 
wards. 

In  dropfical -cafes  it  is  neceflary  to  ufe  exercife,  to  fweat, 
to  eat  bread,  not  to  drink  much,  to  wafh  the  head  with 
much  hot  or  rather  warm  water,  to  ufe  white  wine,  but  not 
much  deep. 

A catarrh  feized  upon  Calligines  in  his  twentieth  year. 
He  had  a good  deal  of  cough,  and  he  fpit  with  fome  dif- 
ficulty, but  nothing  remained  behind.  It  continued  for 
four  years,  and  from  the  beginning  he  had  fome  flight  heats. 
Hellebore  was  of  no  fervice  to  him,  but  he  was  relieved  by 
thefe  things  : Food  taken  in  fmall  quantity  at  a time,  a 
compreflure  of  the  body,  the  eating  of  bread  and  the  drink- 
ing of  black  wine,  uflng  any  food  which  he  was  willing  to 
take,  and  an  abftinence  from  acrid,  fait,  fat  diet,  with  the 
juice  of  fylphius  and  crude  vegetables ; and  laftly  by  much 
exercife.  A milk  diet  was  no  ufe,  but  pure  fefamum  taken 
crude  in  the  meafure  of  about  two  ounces,  with  a light 
wine  was  of  fervice. 

In  Timocharis  during  the  Winter  there  was  a defluxion, 
particularly  upon  the  nofe,  and  when  he  ufed  any  venereal 
enjoyment,  every  thing  was  dried  up.  This  was  fucceeded 
by  laflitude,  heat  and  heavinefs  of  the  head,  and  a fweat 
which  firfl:  broke  out  in  that  part,  but  afterwards  diffufed 

itfelf

itfelf  over  the  whole  body.  He  was  fubjedt  to  fweat  whilfl; 
he  was  in  health.  He  recover’d  on  the  third  day.  The 
Ton  of  Cleomenes  during  the  Winter  began  to  be  affedted 
with  an  averfion  to  food,  but  without  any  fever  ; and  he 
threw  up  his  food  and  fome  phlegm  by  vomiting,  this  in- 
appetence continued  for  two  months. 

A Cook  became  gibbous  in  his  fpine  after  a phrenfy,  and 
no  purgative  medicine  relieved  him  ; but  black  wine  and 
bread  for  his  food,  abftinence  from  the  bath,  moderate 
anointing,  and  fridtion  without  much  heat,  or  very  warm 
fomentations  were  his  remedies. 

In  thofe  who  had  conftant  defluxions  upon  the  eyes  ; if 
a digefted  matter  flowed  from  the  nofe  they  were  relieved. 

In  pregnant  women  whofe  pains  were  induced  by  a fall 
or  convulflons,  or  a blow;  in  three  days  it  would  be  known 
whether  or  no  an  abortion  would  happen.  The  wife  of 
Te  simus  thirty  days  after  conception,  having  taken  of  her 
own  accord  a medicine  to  procure  an  abortion,  was  attack’d 
with  pain,  which  was  fucceeded  by  a vomiting  of  pallid, 
porraceous  and  black  bile.  After  drinking  fomething  on 
the  third  day,  (he  was  feized  with  convulflons  and  bit  her 
tongue.  On  the  fourth  I was  called  to  her,  and  I found 
her  tongue  black  and  very  much  dwelled,  and  the  white  of 
her  eyes  become  red.  She  could  not  fleep,  and  in  the  night 
(he  died. 
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Pythocles  gave  water  and  milk  mixed  with  it  to  his 
patients,  and  they  recovered.  In  the  cafe  of  kibed  heels  it 
is  neceffary  to  fcarify  them,  and  to  warm  them,  and  to 
bathe  the  feet  in  water,  and  warm  them  by  the  fire. 

Lentils  and  fweet  apples  and  vegetables  are  hurtful  to  the 
eyes.  In  pains  of  the  loins  or  hips,  or  legs,  from  fatigue, 
it  is  requifite  to  wafh  them  with  fea-water  and  vinegar,  and 
to  foment  them  with  it  with  a fponge,  and  wrap  them  up 
in  warm  wool.  Origanum  being  exhibited  in  Opthalmias, 
and  diforders  of  the  teeth  is  injurious. 

A girl  who  fell  from  a fteep  place  was  affedted  with  a 
lofs  of  her  voice  and  a reftlefinefs  all  over  her  body.  She 
vomited  in  the  night,  and  a quantity  of  blood  flowed  from 
her  left  ear,  on  which  fhe  fell.  It  was  with  difficulty  that 
the  drank  fome  emulfion,  fhe  had  a ftrangulation  and  a quick 
refpiration  like  that  of  a perfon  when  dying.  The  veins 
of  her  forehead  were  very  much  diftended,  fhe  lay  in  a 
fupine  poflure,  and  her  feet  were  warm.  She  had  a good 
deal  of  fever,  fometimes  violent,  and  her  mind  was  much 
diflurbed.  On  the  feventh  day  her  voice  was  reftored,  fhe 
grew  a little  warm  and  recovered.  Nisander  during  the 
Summer  had  a violent  pain  in  his  fhoulder,  which  pro- 
ceeded from  an  abfcefs.  He  was  relieved  by  bathing  his 
whole  body  and  particularly  his  fhoulder  in  the  fea,  and 
drinking  for  three  days  whilfl  he  was  in  the  water,  an  equal 
mixture  of  white  wine  and  water,  and  voiding  his  urine  in 
the  fea. 
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A Fuller  in  Syrus  became  phrenitic.  After  a burning  he 
had  a trembling  in  his  legs,  and  his  body  appeared  as  if  it 
had  been  bitten  with  gnats.  His  eyes  were  large,  his  motion 
was  contracted,  his  voice  was  broken  yet  clear,  his  urine 
unmixed  and  without  any  fediment : His  bowels  were  moved 
hy  Thapfia,  and  probably  on  that  account,  on  the  eighteenth 
day  his  fever  went  off  and  difappeared  without  any  fweat. 

In  Nicoxenus  likewife  in  Olynthus,  on  the  feventh 
day  the  difeafe  feem’d  to  go  off  without  any  fweat.  He  took 
gruels,  fome  wine,  and  grapes  dried  in  the  fun.  I was 
call’d  to  fee  him  on  the  feventeenth  day.  He  was  then  in 
a burning  heat  and  his  tongue  was  quite  dry,  but  his  exter- 
nal heat  otherwife  did  not  feem  very  violent.  His  body 
feem’d  as  it  were  melted  away  with  weaknefs,  his  voice  was 
broken  fo  that  one  could  hardly  hear  him,  yet  clear.  His 
temples  were  fallen  in,  his  eyes  hollow,  his  feet  foft,  tho* 
warm,  and  he  had  a didenfion  of  the  fpleen.  He  repeated 
a glider  and  leapt  up  from  the  bed.  In  the  night  however 
he  had  a dool,  but  it  was  hard,  fmall  and  mixed  with  fome 
blood.  I imagine  it  came  from  the  glider.  His  urine  was 
uniform  and  Alining.  He  lay  chiefly  on  his  back,  and  his 
legs  were  drawn  up  as  if  they  were  contracted ; he  dept 
none,  and  about  the  tenth  day  the  heat  was  allayed.  His 
drink  was  water  with  grain  mixed  in  it,  and  likewife  the 
juice  of  apples  and  pomegranates  cold  ; and  a wadiing  of 
burnt  lentils  with  meal  boiled,  taken  alfo  cold  in  a light 
gruel.  He  recovered.

In  fome  Fullers,  tubercles  hard  and  without  pain  arofe  in 
the  groin,  and  likewife  about  the  pubis  and  neck,  of  a 
limilar  magnitude.  A fever  confined  them  to  the  fourteenth 
day,  and  a cough  before  they  broke.  About  the  third  or 
fourth  month  the  belly  became  colliquative,  and  heats  fuc- 
ceeded,  the  tongue  was  dry,  there  was  great  third:,  the 
ftools  were  ill  conditioned  and  they  died. 

A colic  is  contracted  from  the  eating  of  flefh,  efpecially 
of  crude  pork  and  peafe,  the  drinking  of  perfumed  wine  to 
excefs,  from  infolation,  from  food  made  of  fifhes  fpume, 
or  crabs  or  lobfters,  or  crude  vegetables,  or  onions  and  leeks. 
Alfo  from  boiled  lettuces  and  cabbage,  and  docks,  and 
fweet  cakes  made  up  with  honey,  and  from  apples  and 
cucumbers,  and  melons,  and  wine  mixed  with  milk,  and 
beans  and  frefh  barley-meal.  Thefe  choleric  affeCtions,  arife 
chiefly  in  the  fummer,  when  intermittent  fevers  likewife 
prevail,  and  thofe  attended  with  rigors.  Thefe  fometimes 
are  of  a bad  kind  and  degenerate  into  the  more  violent.  It 
is  neceflary  however  to  guard  againfl:  them;  and  their  ten- 
dency is  indicated  on  the  fifth,  feventh  and  ninth  days,  but 
it  is  advifeable  to  watch  them  even  till  the  fourteenth. 

Pherecydes  after  the  winter,  was  attacked  one  night 
with  a pain  in  his  fide,  to  which  he  had  before  been  fubjeCt. 
It  however  went  off  and  he  dined.  And  upon  its  going  off 
he  had  a fhivering.  He  had  a fever  in  the  night;  was  free 
from  pain,  and  was  tormented  with  a dry  cough.  His  urine 
was  not  voided  in  large  quantity,  but  had  a copious  Pedi- 
ment, and  in  the  beginning  was  ramentofe,  light  and  fepa- 
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rate.  After  four  days  the  turbid  parts  fublided,  and  the 
reft  had  no  didindt  colour,  but  had  a fediment,  yet  there 
was  nothing  which  adhered  to  the  veflel  when  it  grew  cold. 
On  the  third  day  he  had  a fpontaneous  evacuation  by  dool. 
On  the  fourth  upon  exhibiting  a fuppofitory,  he  had  a der- 
coraceous  and  bilious  difcharge,  and  it  was  very  loofe.  He 
had  no  deep  in  the  night,  but  he  repofed  himfelf  a little  in 
the  day.  He  had  no  great  third ; but  on  the  fourth  in  the 
night,  a gentle  moidure  diffufed  itfelf  over  his  forehead 
and  the  ikin  of  his  whole  body.  The  fever  was  only  evident 
to  the  touch  by  this  moidure,  and  the  pulfe  was  very  ob- 
fcure  in  the  forehead.  But  a certain  weight  about  the  veins 
affedted  him  when  he  turned  much  or  had  dools.  After  a 
fhort  time  he  became  free  from  pain,  but  was  redlefs  from, 
the  drd,  and  vomited  a little.  On  the  feventh  day  after  a 
fuppofitory,  he  had  three  dools,  bilious  and  natural,  but 
loofe  and  of  a pale  colour.  He  was  now  a little  delirious, 
find  a flight  fweat  broke  out  upon  his  forehead.  He  alfo 
drew  the  bed-clothes  over  his  face,  and  turned  his  eyes 
about  as  if  he  looked  at  fomething  but  in  vain,  and  then 
fhut  them  again  and  threw  od'  the  clothes.  On  the  ninth, 
a fweat  broke  out  in  the  beginning  of  the  morning  upon 
his  bread,  and  continued  till  his  death.  The  fever  alfo  was 
retained  as  well  as  delirium.  The  fweat  was  principally 
upon  his  forehead,  and  was  fevere  and  of  a white  colour. 
The  Ikin  under  the  hairs  in  fome  particular  parts  was  as  it 
were  pundtured.  The  right  hypochondrium  was  elevated, 
and  he  had  fome  bilious  dools.  On  the  eighth  pudules 
like  gnat  bites  appeared,  and  before  his  death,  he  threw  up 
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by  cough  fome  concreted  matter  involved  in  white  phlegm. 
He  alfo  fpit  in  fmall  quantity  a white  milky  fubflance. 

After  fupper  a man  had  a fhivering  in  his  deep.  He  arofe 
the  next  morning  with  a heavy  pain  in  his  head.  Tie  had 
another  fhivering,  vomited  and  dill  complained  of  his  head. 
In  the  night  it  went  off,  and  continued  off  till  the  middle  of 
the  next  day  : But  after  that  he  had  another  fhivering  and 
the  night  was  very  troublefome.  The  next  day  he  was 
attacked  with  a fmart  fever  and  a fharp  pain  of  the  head. 
He  vomited  a great  deal  of  porraceous  bile,  and  all  his 
fymptoms  vanifhed.  In  the  night  he  dept,  and  the  next 
morning  was  cold,  but  a fmall  fweat  with  a general  moifture 
broke  out  over  his  whole  body.  By  the  hand  an  elevation 
of  the  fpleen  might  be  perceived,  which  was  void  of  pain 
and  went  away  almofl  immediately.  In  the  night  he  could 
not  deep.  At  the  time  of  the  market  he  had  an  exacerbation 
of  his  fever,  with  great  anxiety  and  a beclouded  vertigo,  an 
inverdon  of  the  inteftines,  pain  of  the  head,  porraceous 
vomiting,  and  alfo  of  a light  glutinous  phlegm.  At  fun  fet 
all  thefe  fymptoms  ceafed,  and  there  was  a fweat  of  the 
head  and  neck.  After  the  vomiting  he  had  fome  natural, 
bilious  and  moift  floods,  neither  black  nor  didreffing.  That 
night  and  the  next  day  he  was  very  moderate,  but  the  night 
after  he  could  not  deep.  A vomiting  in  the  fame  manner 
attacked  him  the  next  morning  and  held  him  all  day,  but 
it  was  not  attended  with  anxiety.  The  pain  in  his  head 
ceafed  after  fweating,  and  in  the  evening  every  thing  went 
away.  On  the  ninth  he  did  not  vomit  but  grew  rather 
warm.  In  other  refpefts  he  did  not  feern  to  have  any  fever, 
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The  veins  of  his  temples  beat,  he  was  free  from  pain,  but 
he  had  a condant  third.  On  that  ninth  day  when  he  arofe 
to  go  to  dool,  he  had  a deliquium.  He  evacuated  after  a 
fuppofitory,  fome  black  dringy  matter  mixed  with  bile,  and 
afterwards'  fomething  of  a natural  colour.  His  voice  then 
became  broken.  He  was  very  heavy  when  he  was  turned, 
his  eyes  were  hollow,  and  the  fkin  of  his  forehead  was  very 
tenfe,  but  he  breathed  eafily,  was  compofed,  turned  himfelf 
towards  the  wall  of  the  room,  required  his  bed  to  be  very 
loft,  was  bent  in  his  podure  and  quiet.  His  tongue  was 
fiightly  white.  On  the  tenth  day  and  after,  his  urine  had  a 
reddilh  circle  in  it,  in  the  middle  of  which  was  a fmall 
white  fubdance.  On  the  twelfth,  after  a fuppofitory  he  had 
a limilar  difcharge  as  before  of  fome  ftringy  bilious  ftools. 
After  this  he  fainted  away,  and  then  his  mouth  became  dry 
and  was  frequently  walked,  and  unlefs  the  water  was  quite 
cold  he  faid  it  was  warm  : He  took  what  was  made  cold 
with  ice.  After  this  his  third;  went  off.  He  condantly 
threw  off  the  bed-clothes  from  his  bread.  He  had  a fmall 
fire  but  at  a great  didance,  and  his  cheeks  grew  red.  Then 
his  fpeech  became  inarticulate.  And  afterwards  he  grew 
warm  for  one  or  two  days,  and  his  fever  ceafed. 

In  Androthalus  there  was  a defed  in  the  voice,  igno- 
rance of  what  paffed,  and  delirium.  Thefe  fymptoms  how- 
ever ceafed,  and  he  lived  many  years ; but  he  was  fubjed  to 
frequent  returns.  The  tongue  during  the  whole  time  con- 
tinued dry,  and  he  could  not  fpeak  unlefs  his  mouth  were 
often  walhed  out.  He  was  alfo  fubjed  to  a bitter  tade  in  the 
mouth  ; and  fometimes  to  a pain  about  the  pit  of  the  domach, 
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which  was  generally  taken  off  by  bleeding.  He  ufed  water 
and  emulflon.  fie  drank  a potion  of  black  hellebore,  but 
his  ffools  were  bilious  yet  in  fmall  quantity.  At  laft  during 
the  Winter  he  fell  fick  and  was  deprived  of  his  reafon.  His 
tongue  was  affedted  with  the  fame  circumfcances  as  before. 
The  heat  of  his  body  was  light,  his  tongue  was  difcoloured, 
his  voice  like  one  in  a peripneumony,  he  threw  the  bed- 
clothes from  off  his  breaft,  ordered  himfelf  to  be  lifted  up 
as  if  he  intended  to  make  water , could  not  fpeak  at  all  dif- 
tinddy,  and  was  quite  delirious.  They  took  him  out  of 
bed,  but  he  died  in  the  night,  after  being  confined  only  about 
two  or  three  days. 

It  happened  to  Nicanor  that  when  he  went  to  a feaft 
he  was  diftreffed  with  the  found  of  the  trumpets,  fo  that 
when  they  began  to  blow  he  was  fearful  all  over,  and  could 
not  contain  himfelf  as  he  laid.  This  happened  however 
chiefly  in  the  night,  for  in  the  day  time  he  was  not  much 
affedted.  It  continued  upon  him  for  fome  time. 

Phoenix  was  affedted  in  his  right  eye  with  the  blazing 
of  objedts  before  it,  and  after  a fhort  time  a fevere  pain  arofe 
in  the  right  temple,  and  afterwards  over  the  whole  head 
and  neck.  The  back  part  of  the  head  was  fwelled  even  to  the 
vertebrae,  and  the  larger  mufcles  of  the  neck  were  turgid  and 
hard,  and  if  he  attempted  to  move  his  head  or  open  his 
teeth  he  could  not,  they  were  fo  much  conftridted.  If  any 
vomiting  occurred,  the  abovementioned  pains  relaxed  and  be- 
came lighter.  Phlebotomy  was  here  of  fervice,  and  hellebore 
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moved  the  humours,  net  excepting  thofe  which  were  of  a 
putrid  nature. 

Ti  mocles  who  was  with  the  laft  perfon,  feemed  to  have 
a cloudinefs  before  his  light,  and  a kind  of  diffolution  of  his 
body.  Nor  could  he  go  near  a precipice  or  pafs  over  a 
bridge  or  a deep  ditch,  as  he  faid,  but  chofe  rather  to  pafs 
through  it,  fearing  left  he  Ihould  fall  into  it,  and  that  fonie- 
times  had  happened  to  him. 

In  Parmeniscus  there  was  alfo  great  diftrefs  of  mind, 
in  fo  much  that  he  wilhed  to  deprive  himfelf  of  life.  But 
fometimes  he  was  very  chearful.  In  Olynthus  once  dur- 
ing the  autumn  he  was  deprived  of  his  voice,  and  was  con- 
fined to  his  bed.  He  was  quiet,  but  if  he  attempted  to 
ipeak,  or  if  he  uttered  any  thing  he  was  again  immediately 
deprived  of  his  fpeech.  He  fometimes  flept  and  fometimes 
was  watchful,  and  had  a kind  of  filent  reftleffnefs  of  his 
body  and  anxiety.  He  moved  his  hands  towards  the  pree- 
cordia  as  if  he  perceived  pain  there  : Sometimes  he  turn’d 
himfelf  away  and  then  lay  quiet.  He  had  however  a con- 
ftant  fever  upon  him,  and  difficulty  of  breathing.  At 
length,  he  faid  that  he  knew  the  perfons  who  came  to  fee 
him ; but  fometimes  for  a whole  day  and  night,  he  would 
not  take  any  liquid  which  was  offered  him.  At  other  times 
he  would  drink  all  that  the  veffel  contained.  His  urine  was 
thick  like  that  of  a cow.  About  the  fourteenth  day  his 
difeafe  went  off. 
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The  maid  fervant  of  Conon,  after  a pain  in  the  head 
with  which  it  began,  became  delirious.  She  was  very  cla- 
morous, roared  much,  and  was  very  feldom  quiet.  On  the 
fortieth  day  fhe  died;  but  for  fome  days  before  her  death, 
her  voice  deferted  her  and  fhe  was  much  convulfed. 

In  the  fame  manner,  and  in  the  fame  number  of  days, 
the  man  fervant  of  Timochares  died  of  a melancholy  af- 
fection. 

The  fon  of  Nicolaus  after  hard  drinking  in  the  Winter 
had  a fhivering.  In  the  night  a fever  came  on,  and  the  next 
day  he  vomited  fome  bile,  unmixed  and  in  fmall  quantity. 
On  the  third  when  the  market  was  full,  a fweat  broke  out 
over  his  whole  body,  and  afterwards  went  off,  and  was 
fucceeded  by  a great  heat.  In  the  middle  of  the  night  he 
had  a rigor,  and  a fmart  fever,  and  the  next  day  at  the  fame 
hour  as  before,  he  fweated,  afterwards  grew  hot  and  had  the 
£ame  kind  of  vomiting.  On  this  fourth  day,  after  drinking 
a potion  of  mercurialis,  he  had  fome  ftools  of  a proper  co- 
lour, but  loofe ; they  were  likewife  oily  and  fpongy,  not 
unlike  the  juice  of  the  mercurialis  itfelf.  The  urine  was  not 
in  large  quantity  and  without  any  fediment,  but  had  fome 
fmall  fubftances  flying  about  in  it.  There  were  pains  in  the 
left  hypochondria  and  loins.  He  thought  that  from  the  vo- 
miting he  could  breathe  more  eafily,  but  yet  he  feemed  to 
a kind  of  double  refpiration.  His  tongue  was  white,  and  have 
had  upon  the  right  edge  a concretion  like  lupins.  His  third: 
was  but  trifling*  and  he  was  watchful  but  fenflble.  On  the 
iixth  day  his  right  eye  appeared  to  be  enlarged,  and  on  the 
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feventh  he  died.  Before  his  death  his  abdomen  fwelled  con- 
fiderably,  and  after  that  period  his  lower  and  pofterior  parts 
were  covered  with  red  fpots. 

A fever  feized  upon  Meton  after  the  fetting  of  the  Plei- 
ades, and  he  had  a pain  of  the  right  fide  up  as  high  as  the 
clavicle,  which  was  fo  violent  that  he  could  not  reft.  It 
was  alfo  externally  inflamed.  His  ftools  were  plentiful  and 
bilious.  In  about  three  days  the  pain  went  off,  but  the 
heat  continued  till  the  feventh  or  the  ninth.  He  had  a 
cough  and  his  fpitting  was  of  a bilious  kind,  but  not  in  any 
quantity,  and  what  he  expectorated  with  his  cough  was 
pituitous.  He  took  his  food  readily  and  feem’d  to  be  reco- 
vered. But  for  fome  time  he  was  troubled  with  light 
heats,  and  gentle  fweats  arofe  in  the  night.  During  the 
heats  his  breath  was  much  thicker,  he  had  a rednefs  in  his 
cheeks,  a dull  pain  in  his  fide,  and  under  the  axilla  and 
about  the  fhoulder,  but  the  cough  was  gone.  A medicine 
brought  a quantity  of  bile  upwards  from  his  ftomach.  And 
on  the  third  day  after,  he  brought  up  a quantity  of  pus. 
This  was  the  fortieth  day  from  the  beginning  of  the  dif- 
eafe.  He  was  clear  from  all  his  other  complaints  in  five 
and  thirty  days  and  recovered. 

The  wife  of  Theotimus  in  a femitertian  was  feized 
with  anxiety  and  vomiting,  and  at  the  fame  time  a fhivering 
in  the  beginning  of  the  fever,  and  thirft,  and  as  it  proceeded, 
an  immoderate  heat  came  on.  Having  drunk  fome  emulfion 
and  rejected  it  by  vomiting,  the  anxiety  and  heat  were  ap- 
peafed,  and  after  that  fhe  took  fome  of  the  juice  of  pome- 
granates. In 
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In  the  fitter  of  Diopetheus  in  a femitertian,  a pain  in 
the  pit  of  the  ftomach  attacked  her  during  the  accefs,  and 
continued  the  whole  day.  The  fame  pain  occurred  in  feveral 
others,  efpecially  at  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades,  but  they  fel- 
dorn  happened  to  men.  Under  Ardturus,  the  wife  of  Apq- 
motus  in  a femitertian,  about  the  time  of  acceflion  had  a 
violent  pain  in  the  pit  of  the  flomach,  and  a vomiting,  and 
at  the  fame  time  a kind  of  flrangulation  of  the  uterus,  and 
pains  in  the  back.  After  thefe  came  on,  the  pain  of  the 
flomach  ceafed. 

The  mother  of  Terpida  in  Doriscus,  mifcarried  in  her 
fifth  month  of  twins  from  a fall.  Another  time  fhe  was 
faved  by  a certain  veil;.  Another,  file  mifcarried  in  about 
forty  days.  But  afterwards  flue  completed  her  pregnancy. 
About  the  ninth  year  after,  fhe  was  attacked  with  violent 
pains  in  her  belly,  which  continued  for  fome  time.  They 
feemed  to  arife  from  the  neck  and  fpine,  and  refted  chiefly 
upon  the  abdomen  and  groin ; and  when  they  arofe  from  the 
right  knee  they  flill  continued  upon  the  fame  places.  When 
the  pains  were  in  the  belly  the  bowels  were  inflated,  and 
when  they  ceafed,  the  pain  was  urgent  at  the  pit  of  the 
lhomach,  but  there  was  no  flrangulation  of  the  uterus. 
There  was  coldnefs  all  over  the  body  as  if  water  had  been 
thrown  upon  it.  At  the  time  when  the  pains  were  violent, 
there  were  alfo  flying  pains  all  over  the  body,  but  milder 
than  thofe  which  were  original.  Garlic,  filphium  and  all 
other  acrid  things  were  of  no  fervice,  nor  were  fweet  or  acid 
things,  nor  white  wine,  but  black  was,  as  well  as  the  bath 
ufed  feldom.  From  the  beginning  there  was  alfo  a violent 
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vomiting,  and  a rejection  of  food.  At  the  time  of  the  pains 
the  menfes  never  appeared. 

The  wife  of  Cleomenes  whilft  the  weft  wind  blew, 
from  a naufea  and  laffitude  was  feized  with  a pain  in  her  left 
fide,  beginning  in  the  neck  and  fhoulder.  With  this  there 
was  a fever,  and  a fhivering  and  a fweat.  The  fever  never 
went  off  from  the  beginning,  but  continued.  The  pain  was 
violent,  fhe  had  a cough,  and  the  expedtoration  was  bloody, 
of  a pallid  hue,  and  in  large  quantity ; and  the  cough  ceafed 
as  well  as  the  pain  and  the  fpitting,  but  a flight  heat  re- 
mained. 

The  wife  of  Epicharmus,  before  delivery,  had  a dyfen- 
tery,  attended  with  pain  ; and  the  ftools  were  bloody  and 
mucous.  When  fhe  was  delivered  fhe  grew  well. 

The  wife  of  Polemarchus  who  was  fubjedt  to  pains  in 
her  limbs,  was  attacked  with  a fevere  pain  in  her  hip,  after  an 
obftrudtion  of  her  menftrual  difcharge.  After  drinking  fome 
of  the  juice  of  beet-root,  her  voice  was  intercepted  at  noon 
and  in  the  night.  She  afterwards  heard  and  was  fenfible, 
and  pointed  with  her  hand  that  her  pain  was  in  her  hip. 

The  fifter  of  Licinius  who  had  acquired  the  age  of 
puberty,  was  feized  with  a vomiting,  and  for  forty  days 
threw  up  every  thing  which  fhe  took  down  into  her  ftomach. 
She  was  devoid  of  fever,  but  had  erudtations  of  bloody 
matter.  There  appeared  to  be  a ftrangulation  of  the  mouth 
of  the  ftomach,  which  induced  a conftridtion.  Caftor,  fefeli, 
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and  the  juice  of  pomegranates  were  given,  and  every  thing 
ceafed ; but  a trifling  pain  continued  about  the  hollows  of 
the  fides,  for  which  fhe  took  the  juice  of  fome  bulbous 
roots,  and  warm  milk  with  wine  of  the  auftere  kind,  and  a 
bread  in  fmall  quantity  mixed  with  a potion  of  oil. 

The  daughter  of  Pausanias,  after  eating  fome  crude 
mufhrooms  was  feized  with  great  anxiety,  a fenfe  of  fuffo- 
cation,  and  a pain  in  the  flomach.  She  was  relieved  by 
drinking  an  emulflon,  taking  a vomit,  and  the  ufe  of  the 
warm  bath.  Whilfl  fhe  was  in  the  bath  fhe  threw  up  the 
mufhroom,  and  when  the  other  fymptoms  went  off  fhe  had 
a confiderable  fweat. 

Epicharmus  about  the  fetting  of  the  Pleiades  had  a pain 
in  his  fhoulder,  and  violent  torture  in  his  arm.  Befides 
this,  he  had  a confiderable  anxiety,  frequent  vomitings, 
and  a demand  for  much  water  to  drink. 

In  the  fon  of  Euphranor  puflules  like  the  bites  of  gnats 
broke  out. 

After  the  weft  wind  in  the  Autumn  there  were  many 
ftorms.  In  the  dog  days  the  heat  was  intenfe,  and  the 
winds  were  warm.  The  fevers  which  prevailed  were  at- 
tended with  fweats,  and  a glow  of  heat  which  fucceeded. 
There  occurred  many  tubercles  behind  the  ears,  and  coughs 
likewife  broke  out  about  the  ninth  day  in  old  women.  In 
a young  perfon  who  was  the  fon  of  a damfel,  there  was 
befides  a fwelling  of  the  fpleen,  and  at  the  fame  time  a 
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loofenefs  of  the  belly.  In  the  foil  of  Ctesiphon,  under 
Arcturus  about  the  feventb  day  they  came  to  fuppuration. 
In  the  foil  of  Er at yllus  after  they  had  once  arifen  they 
difappeared  from  behind  both  ears.  There  was  no  fweat, 
and  the  tongue  was  chopped  from  drynefs. 

The  Ornithiae  or  North  Winds  blew  much  in  the  Springy 
and  were  very  cold,  and  fnow  fell  whiift  the  weather  was 
tranquil.  After  the  Equinox  the  South  Winds  blew,  but 
often  fhifting  to  the  North.  There  was  much  rain,  and 
coughs  became  epidemic,  efpecially  in  children.  Many  had 
fwellings  of  the  ears  like  Satyrs.  The  Winter  before  this 
had  been  very  ftormy,  with  much  fnow  and  fhowers  from 
the  northern  quarter. 

In  the  male  child  of  Timonax  whiift  it  was  about  two 
months  old,  eruptions  broke  out  upon  its  legs,  thighs, 
loins,  and  abdomen,  and  there  were  fome  tumours  which 
were  of  a reddifh  colour.  When  thefe  were  deftroyed,  con- 
vulfions  and  epileptic  fits  arofe.  He  was  without  any  fever 
for  many  days,  but  at  laft  he  died. 

It  happened  in  the  fon  of  Polemarchus  that  there  was 
a fuppuration  and  fpitting,  but  afterwards  confiderable  heats 
arofe,  he  became  dropfical,  his  fpleen  fwell’d,  and  he  was 
afthmatic  when  he  attempted  to  walk  up  hill.  He  was 
alfo  weak  and  thirfly,  and  fometimes  had  an  averfion  to 
food.  A dry  cough  diflreffed  him  for  a long  time,  and  un- 
lefs  his  belly  was  loofe  he  was  fwell’d  up,  his  breath  was 
very  fhort,  and  he  had  a flrong  fenfe  of  fuffocation.  At  laft 
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a catarrh  and  cough  came  on  attended  with  fpitting.  The 
expectoration  was  thick,  pallid,  and  purulent,  with  a violent 
fever.  This  feemed  to  go  off,  the  cough  became  milder, 
and  the  fpitting  more  pure.  But  the  fever  returned  again 
with  equal  violence,  the  breathing  became  thick,  and  he 
died.  Before  this  however  he  had  a rigour  in  his  feet,  and 
a coldnefs  afterwards  over  his  whole  body.  The  refpiration 
alfo  was  very  much  contracted,  the  urine  was  fuppreffed, 
the  extremities  were  cold,  and  he  died  quite  fenfible  on  the 
third  day  after  the  return. 

The  boy  of  Thynus  in  an  ardent  fever  was  quite  ema- 
ciated with  want,  and  had  a copious  difcharge  of  bile  from 
the  inteftines.  He  was  fainty,  fweated  much,  and  was  cold 
all  over  his  body,  his  voice  deferted  him  both  night  and 
day.  He  took  fome  gruel  or  ptifan,  was  entirely  fenfible, 
and  his  breathing  was  quite  free. 

The  boy  of  Epicharmus  after  walking  about  and  drink- 
ing much,  was  affeCted  with  a fenfe  of  fullnefs  or  crudity. 
But  on  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  anxiety  arofe,  and 
having  drunk  fome  Water  with  vinegar  and  fait,  he  threw 
up  a quantity  of  phlegm  by  vomiting,  and  afterwards  was 
attacked  with  a rigour.  He  bathed  himfelf  whilft  a fever 
was  upon  him,  and  after  that  felt  a great  pain  in  his  bread:. 
On  the  third  day  he  had  a coma  which  held  him  for  fome 
fmall  time,  he  was  delirious,  his  fever  was  violent,  and  the 
whole  difeafe  very  fevere.  On  the  fourth  being  quite  watch^ 
ful  he  died. 
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Ariston  had  an  ulcer  on  the  great  toe,  attended  with 
fever  and  a difficulty  in  fpeaking.  The  gangrene  proceeded 
as  high  as  his  knee,  and  he  died.  The  ulcer  was  black, 
dry,  and  offenfive.  One  who  had  a carcinoma  in  the  fauces, 
recovered  from  the  adtual  cautery  which  we  advifed. 

Polyphantus  in  Abdera  was  troubled  with  a pain  in 
his  head  in  a violent  fever.  His  urine  was  light  and  in  large 
quantity,  with  a fediment  thick  and  turbid.  When  the 
pain  in  his  head  did  not  feem  likely  to  ceafe,  a fternutatory 
was  exhibited  on  the  tenth  day.  But  after  this  a violent 
pain  feized  upon  his  neck,  and  his  urine  was  of  a reddiffi 
colour,  turbid,  and  like  that  of  cattle.  His  difeafe  after 
this  took  the  form  of  a phrenfy,  his  mind  was  much  dis- 
turbed, and  he  died  in  violent  convudfions. 

In  the  fame  manner  the  maid  fervant  of  Evalcis,  when 
fhe  had  voided  thick  urine  for  a long  time,  and  was  affeded 
with  pains  in  her  head,  was  feized  with  a phrenfy  and  very 
much  troubled  with  convulfions,  of  which  fhe  died.  The 
thick  and  turbid  urine  is  almoft  a certain  fign  of  head-ach, 
convulfions  and  death. 

One  of  Hallicarnassus  who  was  upon  a vifit  in  the 
houfe  of  Xantippe,  was  troubled  with  a pain,  which 
was  far  from  moderate  in  his  ears  and  head  during  the  Win- 
ter. He  was  about  fifty  years  of  age.  A vein  was  opened 
near  Mnesimachus.  The  head  being  evacuated  and  cooled 
was  injured  by  thefe  things  j for  no  pus  was  difcharged. 
He  died  pherenitic,  and  his  urine  was  thick. 
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In  Caron  the  fon  of  Metrodorus  from  a pain  in  his 
tooth  had  a fpacelus  in  his  jaw,  and  a difagreeable  quantity 
of  flefh  which  grew  up  into  his  gums.  A moderate  fuppu- 
ration  fucceeded,  and  the  molares  and  part  of  the  jaw  dropt 
off.  Anaxenor  at  Abdera,  had  a fwelling  of  the  fpleen, 
and  the  parts  about  it  were  vitiated  in  their  colour.  A pain 
however,  as  it  happened,  arofe  about  the  left  thigh,  and 
the  fwelling  foon  vanished.  Not  many  days  after  in  the 
parts  furrounding  the  fpleen,  puflules  appeared  called  Epy- 
nictides,  which  were  hard,  painful,  and  red.  About  the 
fourth  day  an  ardent  fever  arofe,  and  during  its  courfe  every 
thing  contracted  a lividity,  and  feem’d  to  grow  putrid.  He 
died  juft  after  he  had  had  an  evacuation  by  ftool,  whilft  he 
was  quite  fenlible. 

CLONiGUs'in  Abdera  had  a pain  in  his  kidneys,  and 
pifled  blood,  tho’  in  fmall  quantify  at  a time  with  great  dif- 
ficulty, and  his  bowels  were  affeCted  with  a dyfentery.  In 
the  morning  goats  milk  was  given  him,  with  a fifth  part  of 
water,  fo  that  the  whole  made  three  pints.  In  the  evening 
he  took  with  baked  bread  fome  beet  and  cucumber,  and  thin 
wine ; alfo  fome  melon.  From  this  kind  of  food,  his  in- 
ternal difcharge  was  flopped,  and  his  urine  became  more 
pure.  He  perfevered  in  his  milk  diet,  till  the  natural  flate 
of  his  urine  was  reflored. 

In  a woman  at  Abdera,  a cancer  arofe  in  the  breafl,  and 
it  was  of  that  kind  that  difcharged  a bloody  fames  at  the 
nipple.  The  flux  was  intercepted,  and  fhe  died. 
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In  the  fon  of  Dinius  at  Abdera,  the  navel  was  moder- 
ately cut,  and  a fmall  fiftula  was  left  behind,  and  Sometimes 
a worm  crept  out  from  it,  and  there  was  alfo  a difcharge  of 
bile  when  he  was  feverifh  as  well  as  vomiting  likewife. 
The  inteftines  fell  into  the  finus,  and  feemed  to  be  cor- 
roded by  it,  and  afterwards  were  broke.  This  would  not 
Suffer  to  be  healed  by  reafon  of  her  cough. 

The  fon  of  Python  in  Pela  aimed  immediately  was 
feized  with  a fever,  with  a great  propensity  to  deep.  He 
had  alfo  a conliderable  coma,  and  a defedt  in  his  voice,  his 
bowels  were  condridted  during  the  whole  time.  From  a 
fuppodtory  made  with  gall,  he  had  a free  evacuation,  and 
his  Symptoms  remitted.  But  foon  after  the  belly  fwelled 
again,  and  the  fever  was  increafed,  and  the  fame  kind  of 
doling  prevailed.  Whild  things  were  in  this  Hate  a medi- 
cine was  given  with  cardamoms  and  wild  cucumber,  and 
peplus,  and  immediately  there  was  a difcharge  of  bile,  and 
then  the  coma  went  off,  the  fever  grew  milder,  and  all  the 
Symptoms  were  relieved  : And  on  the  fourteenth  day  every 
thing  was  determined  by  a crids. 

Philistis  the  wife  of  Heraclis  began  to  have  a fever, 
which  was  violent,  and  had  a rednefs  of  the  face  from  no 
evident  caufe.  In  a few  days  after  (lie  was  attacked  with  a 
rigor,  but  did  not  grow  warm  after  it.  But  convullions 
came  on  in  her  lingers  and  toes,  and  after  that  a heat  arofe. 
She  voided  urine  which  had  fomething  fwimming  in  it3, 
cloudy  but  Separated.  She  dept  in  the  night.  On  the  Second 
day  Ihe  had  another  rigor,  and  die  was  warmer  this  day  than 
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the  day  before,  but  had  lefs  of  the  fluffing,  and  the  con- 
vulfions  were  more  moderate.  The  urine  was  the  fame. 
She  flept  in  the  night,  but  was  at  times  watchful,  tho’  fhe 
perceived  nothing  peculiarly  to  diftrefs  her.  On  the  third  day 
fhe  voided  fome  high-coloured  urine,  and  which  had  a fedi- 
ment.  At  the  fame  time  as  the  preceding  day  (lie  was  at- 
tacked with  a rigor,  and  the  fever  was  very  fmart.  A 
fweat  during  the  night  was  diffufed  over  the  whole  body. 
In  the  evening  the  colour  of  her  fkin  was  like  one  in  a jaun- 
dice, but  fhe  flept  in  the  night  and  fweated  (as  was  obferved.) 
On  the  fourth,  blood  flowed  from  the  noftrils  in  proper 
quantity,  and  the  menfes  flowed  at  their  regular  time,  yet 
in  fmall  proportion.  But  again  at  the  fame  hour  as  before, 
a fmall  fever  came  on,  with  fome  aggravation.  The  urine 
was  thickened  with  fubftances  filling  it  up,  the  belly  was 
quite  coftive  unlefs  when  opened  by  a fuppofitory.  In  the 
night  fhe  flept.  On  the  fifth  the  fever  was  much  milder. 
In  the  evening  there  was  a fweat  and  a flow  of  the  menfes, 
and  file  flept  in  the  night.  On  the  fixth  fhe  voided  much 
thick  urine  with  the  fame  fubftances  as  before,  with  a fmall 
quantity  of  difcoloured  fediment.  About  the  middle  of  the 
day  fhe  had  a rigor,  was  a little  warm,  and  had  an  univer- 
fal  fweat.  On  the  feventh  fhe  grew  again  warm,  bore 
every  thing  eafily,  fweated  over  her  whole  body,  had  her 
urine  of  a good  colour,  and  a complete  critical  termination, 

Eudemus  was  affedted  with  a pain  in  his  fpleen,  and  was 
advifed  by  his  Phyficians  to  eat  heartily,  and  drink  a fmall 
quantity  of  thin  wine,  and  walk  much  about.  Therefore 
he  made  no  alteration  in  his  diet.  Fie  was  bled,  he  took 
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food,  and  drink  in  fmall  quantity,  his  exercife  was  gradually 
increaled,  he  drank  fome  light  black  wine,  and  recovered. 

In  the  fiege  of  Datus,  Tychon  received  a wound  in 
his  bread  from  a catapulta,  and  a fhort  time  after  was  at- 
tacked with  a coughing  and  much  uneafinefs.  It  appeared 
to  me,  that  when  the  Phyiician  extracted  the  wood,  he  left 
part  of  the  iron  behind  in  the  diaphragm.  When  he  was 
diftrefied  with  pain  in  the  evening,  a clyfter  was  given,  and 
fomething  to  move  his  belly.  The  firfi:  night  was  how- 
ever very  troublefome,  but  the  next  morning  he  appeared 
to  his  Phyiician  and  others  to  be  much  better ; for  he  was 
quiet.  It  was  predidted  however  that  a fpafm  would  come 
on  which  would  carry  him  off.  The  next  night  he  was 
very  much  dilturbed  and  watchful,  and  lay  chiefly  upon 
his  belly.  On  the  third  day  he  was  attacked  with  convul- 
lions,  and  about  noon  he  died. 

An  Eunuch  after  hunting  and  running  about  was  feized 
with  a dropfy. 

One  who  lived  near  the  fountain  of  Euaclis  had  a fwel- 
ling  in  his  groin,  occalioned  by  riding  for  fix  years,  with 
pain  in  his  hip  and  joints.  One  who  had  a confumption 
with  a foft  pain  in  his  fide,  died  upon  the  feventh  day. 
For  thofe  who  fpit  crude  matter,  fait  with  honey  may  be  of 
fervice.  Impure  fornication  is  a cure  for  the  dyfentery. 

The  daughter  of  Leonidas  met  with  fomething  difagree- 
able  to  her  natural  difpofition.  Her  averfion  at  lad  occa- 
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fioned  anger,  but  from  this  (he  became  reconciled.  The 
Phyfician  not  undemanding  the  caufe  fhe  died. 

The  fon  of  Philotimus,  who  was  arrived  at  puberty, 
came  to  me  in  Jechina,  having  the  bone  of  his  fkull  not 
properly  dreffed.  For  no  attention  was  paid  to  what  was 
out  of  fight. 
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NOTES  and  OBSERVATIONS 


H E great  fund  of  obfervation  in  thefe  books  of  Hippocrates, 


particularly  in  the  firft  and  third,  hath  made  them  objedts  of 
confiderable  attention  to  every  practitioner,  who  wifhes  to  engage  in 
the  profefllon  with  the  moll  enlarged  ideas : And  many  Commenta- 
ries nay  exprefs  Treatifes  have  been  written  to  explain  them.  Thefe 
have  enabled  me  to  give  a more  accurate  Tranflation,  than  otherwife 
I fhould  have  been  able  to  have  done ; and  to  afcertain  at  the  fame 
time  the  precife  meaning  of  the  Author.  I could  not  avoid  obferv- 
ing  however,  many  deficiencies  in  all  the  writers  which  I have  con- 
fulted.  Some  have  erred  in  the  Latin  tranflations  which  they  have 
given  us,  preferring  elegance  of  language  to  the  real  interpretation, 
which  fometimes  is  to  be  conveyed  ia  a vulgar  and  barbarous  ex- 
prefiion.  Others  have  contented  themfelves  with  a mere  commentary, 
or  enlarging  the  verbage  of  their  author,  rather  than  illuftrating  his 
meaning  by  apt  allufions  or  judicious  illuftrations.  Others  indeed, 
as  Dr.  Friend  and  Dr.  Glass,  &c.  have  gone  upon  a much  better 
plan,  by  determining  the  propriety  of  the  practice  of  Hippocrates, 
and  accommodating  it  to  experience  and  to  reafon.  But  flill  their 
commentary  is  too  much  feparated  from  the  author,  and  for  want  of 
having  him  always  before  you,  the  judgment  of  the  reader  is  in  fome 
meafure  deprived  of  its  proper  exercife.  Upon  thefe  accounts,  I have 
thought  that  a more  connected  body  of  Notes  joined  immediately  to 
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a faithful  Tranflation  of  this  ufeful  work,  would  anfwer  every  purpofe 
which  might  be  required  ; would  convey  the  fentiments  of  this  excellent 
Phyfician,  and  at  the  fame  time  confirm  his  afiertions  by  the  prac- 
tice and  the  bed  theories  of  the  moderns.  Thefe  too  will,  I am  per- 
fuaded,  give  fome  infight  into  the  nature  of  the  cure  of  thofe  diforders 
which  feem,  tho’  unjuftly  I think,  to  have  been  negledted. 

The  fil'd  book  is  rather  more  correft  than  any  other,  and  it  may  be 
allowed  to  be  a pattern  for  writings  of  this  kind.  It  gives  a fydematic 
account,  as  far  as  could  be  obtained  from  cafual  obfervation,  of  the 
feveral  varieties  of  the  different  feafons  as  they  occurred,  the  direction 
and  force  of  the  winds,  the  date  of  the  atmofphere,  and  the  general 
circumdances  of  the  weather,  for  three  didindt  feafons.  To  thefe  is 
conjoined  an  account  of  Difeafes,  and  a number  of  fymptoms  with 
which  they  were  accompanied.  The  fird  was  a mild  feafon,  both  in 
Summer  and  Winter-,  the  lecond  and  third,  cold  in  Winter,  and 
the  fird  of  thefe  only  moderately  warm  in  Summer,  whild  the  other 
was  intenfely  hot.  The  difeafes  in  the  fird  feafon  appear  to  correfpond 
to  it,  but  whether  this  is  condantly  the  cafe  will  be  the  fubjedl  of  an 
after  enquiry.  Confumptions  however  particularly  prevailed,  but 
they  are  defcribed  to  have  originated  in  fome  former  feafon  which 
was  remarkably  cold.  In  the  fecond  feafon  diforders  were  more 
violent,  and  fevers  partook  more  of  the  continual  kind,  altho’  every 
variety  almod  occurred  and  many  difagreeable  fymptoms  arofe,  which 
terminated  fatally.  The  third  feafon  from  a hard  Winter  occafioned 
at  fird  many  inflammatory  complaints,  but  afterwards  during  the 
heats  of  the  Summer,  fevers  of  the  remitting  kind.  This  book  after- 
wards gives  an  account  of  fome  diagnodics  which  are  necelfary  to 
be  known  in  the  management  of  acute  Difeafes,  and  indeed  without 
fuch  diagnodics,  which  every  Phyfician  is  obliged  to  make  in  his 
own  mind,  we  can  never  engage  in  the  cure  of  difeafes  with  any 
fatisfa&ion  or  certainty.  After  this  occur  a number  of  cafes  of  fevers, 
which  are  drawn  up  in  a very  maderly  manner,  and  tho’  many  of 
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them  ended  fatally,  yet  the  judgment  of  Hippocrates  is  by  no 
means  to  be  impeached.  Thefe  might  probably  be  feledt  cafes,  in 
which  he  was  willing  to  demonftrate  the  powers  of  nature  in  the  pro* 
grefs  of  a difeafe,  and  this  I fliould  be  apt  to  think  was  the  real  ftate 
of  the  cafe-,  becaufe  he  does  not  reprefent  them  in  his  general  defcrip- 
tion  to  be  equally  fatal  in  proportion  to  the  numbers.  Hippocrates 
is  peculiarly  characterized  by  Ms  modefty,  and  many  inftances  might 
be  produced,  where  he  feems  more  defirous  to  regifter  his  errors  than 
his  fame.  And  in  difeafes  of  this  kind,  where  more  depends  upon 
judgment  in  the  ufe  of  means  to  relieve,  than  in  any  peculiar  re- 
medies, an  accurate  regifter  of  every  occurrence  is  all  that  a wife 
practitioner  would  wifh  to  have  exhibited.  And  perhaps  more  affift- 
ances  may  be  gained  from  fuch  cafes  which  have  a fatal  termination, 
than  from  others  which  are  attended  with  fuccefs.  For  here  is  feen  all 
that  is  to  be  feared  •,  the  mind  is  prepared  to  guard  againft  every 
event,  and  the  judgment  is  preferved  quite  clear  to  prevent  or  in- 
terrupt them. 

Page  1,  In  the  Autumn.]  Though  there  be  a great  obfcurity  in 
the  times  of  the  year  alluded  to  by  Hippocrates,  yet  as  he  wifhes  to 
appropriate  particular  diforders  to  the  feveral  feafons  as  they  occur,  as 
well  as  to  defcribe  fome  peculiar  circumftances  which  are  only  contin- 
gent to  thefe  feafons,  it  may  fatisfy  our  curiofity  to  know  to  what  months 
the  feveral  feafons  are  to  be  affixed.  And  indeed  they  are  fuch  as  cor- 
refpond  to  our  common  ideas  of  the  great  diviftons  of  the  year.  His 
Winter  is  November,  December,  January ; his  Spring,  February, 
March,  April;  his  Summer,  May,  June,  July;  and  his  Autumn, 
Auguft,  September,  October.  We  ffiould  be  much  miftaken,  how- 
ever, perhaps  if  in  a more  northern  climate  we  ffiould  expedl  the  fame 
diforders  to  occur,  exadtly  at  the  time  in  which  he  has  reprefented 
them.  And  tho’  he  may  have  been  right  in  his  divifion,  yet  we  muft 
attend  to  fome  better  ftandard.  The  beft  method  of  determining  the 
feafons,  efpecially  by  fuch  a divifion  of  them  as  can  be  of  any  ufe  in  the 
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practice  of  phyfic,  is  from  the  thermometer,  in  which  the  mercury 
generally  preferves  an  equable  tenor  thro’  all  the  revolutions  of 
the  Sun.  From  the  moft  accurate  obfervations  with  this  inftrument, 
by  a variety  of  obfervers  in  different  parts  of  this  kingdom,  it  hath 
been  found  that  Auguft  is  the  hotteft  month  in  the  year,  and  January 
the  coldeft;  that  September  correfponds  with  May,  Odtober  with 
April,  and  November  with  March.  This  determines  the  Spring  and 
Autumn.  The  heat  of  Summer  is  commonly  progreffive  thro’  June 
aqd  July,  tho’  often  it  is  nearly  equal  and  fometimes  fuperior  to 
that  of  Ausuft:  but  the  Winter  cold  is  balanced,  December  and 
February  which  form  that  feafon,  nearly  correfponding  to  each 
other.  In  Fahrenheit’s  Thermometer  the  medium  heat  of  Summer 
is  fomewhere  between  60  and  70  degrees,  by  which  I mean  that  the 
medium  for  different  years  is  nearer  to  or  more  diftant  from  each  of 
thefe  points,  not  the  extremes  of  heat  and  cold.  The  medium  heat 
of  Spring  or  Autumn  is  about  50  degrees,  and  that  of  Winter 
fomewhere  between  30  and  40,  but  generally  neareft  to  the  latter. 
Autumn  is  rather  warmer  than  Spring,  and  Summer  is  of  longer 
duration  than  Winter,  gaining  a little  both  upon  the  preceding  and 
fubfequent  feafons.  Vkk  Philofophical  Tranfadtions  paffim  Flux- 
ham  de  aere,  &c. 

Page  1.  At  Thasus.]  Thasus  was  a fmall  I fland  in  the  modern 
Archipelago,  in  the  latitude  of  40,  longitude  42  Eaft.  From  the 
number  of  Epidemic  diforders  here  mentioned,  it  mult  have  been  of 
more  confequence  than  is  generally  imagined,  or  the  people  muft  have 
been  very  much  crouded  together.  We  fee  indeed  in  this  kingdom 
that  diforders  of  the  epidemic  kind  occur  where  inhabitants  are  very 
much  diffufed,  efpecially  in  marfhy  countries;  but  here  the  caufe  of 
the  fever  is  very  different,  arifing  from  the  putrid  miafmata  of  vege- 
table productions.  The  antients  however  lived  much  more  in  cities 
than  the  moderns,  efpecially  the  Englifh.  A cottager,  or  even  a 
farmer  dwelling  on  his  farm,  being  a fpecies  of  inhabitants  little 
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known  amongft  them,  till  the  times  of  the  greateft  refinement.  There 
is  little  occafion  to  enquire  minutely  into  the  nature  of  this  particular 
Ifland,  for  the  practice  of  Hippocrates  was  by  no  means  confined 
to  it.  It  feemed  to  be  univerfal  over  all  Thessaly  and  Thrace;  the 
neighbouring  provinces  of  Greece,  and  pofiibly  in  confultation 
throughout  all  that  country.  As  the  fame  kind  of  weather  generally 
extends  to  a great  diftance,  we  may  imagine  that  it  prevailed  here  to  a 
very  great  extent,  efpecially  as  his  account  is  fo  general.  We  may  con- 
clude then  tiiat  his  obfervations  relate  to  the  whole  of  Greece,  if 
not  to  the  greateft  part  of  Europe  at  that  time  of  day  •,  and  may  de- 
fcribe  with  allowances  for  fituation,  improvements,  &c.  all  which 
Phyficians  would  wifh  to  know,  to  diredt  them  in  the  cure  of  difor- 
ders  at  very  diftant  places. 

There  is  one  thing  more,  deferving  of  notice  in  this  place,  which  ia 
that  Greece  feems  at  this  time  to  have  been  in  a high  degree  of  civi- 
lization, and  that  the  food,  cloathing,  habitations,  & c.  of  the  inha- 
bitants were  in  as  high  luxury  as  at  prefent.  They  conftantly  fed 
upon  animal  food,  drank  wine,  cloathed  themfelves  warmly,  fuitable 
we  may  fuppofe  to  the  feafon,  and  lay  in  the  fame  kind  of  beds  as  we 
do  at  prefent.  There  may  be  then  a greater  refemblance  in  their  manners 
to  ours  than  we  can  imagine,  and  of  confequence  their  difeafes  muft 
have  been  fimilar,  and  if  ours  were  left  as  much  to  nature  we  fhould 
probably  fee  the  fame  eflfedts  produced.  Indeed  it  is  furprifing  what 
an  analogy  they  bear. 

Page  i.  Setting  of  the  Pleiades.]  Virgiliarum  occafus  Hyetnem 
inchoat,  quod  tempus  in  iij  Idus  Novembris  incidere  confuevit.

Page  2.  The  State  of  the  Air  then  being  upon  the  whole  dry.]  A 
dry  air  has  been  efteemed  whether  it  occurred  in  Summer  or  Winter 
to  be  the  moft  wholefome  of  any  other,  which  muft  depend  on  the 
cold  or  heat  not  being  extreme;  and  this  arifes  from  its  quality  of  diffi- 
pating  any  putrid  miafmata  which  may  arife,  and  its  giving  a freedom 
to  that  perfpiration  which  being  obftrudted  is  the  caufe  of  numberlefs 
difeafes.  Sir  John  Pringle  obferves  that  “ moifture  is  one  of  the  mod; 
frequent  caufes  of  ficknefs,  and  that  when  joined  with  cold,  it  occa- 
fioned  inflammatory  diforders.  And  in  another  place  he  fays,  <c  The 
too  great  drynefs  of  the  air  has  been  mentioned  by  authors  as  the 
caufe  of  epidemic  difeafes,  but  I imagine  without  any  reafon.”  Vid.

Page  2.  When  the  North  chiefly  prevailed.]  Sreviente  Gelu  graf- 
fabuntur  morbi  inflammatorii.  Wintringham  nol’ologicum  metho  - 
dicum,  p.  30. 

The  effects  of  the  air  on  the  human  conftitution,  according  to  its 
different  fenflble  qualities,  are  amply  and  judicioufly  difplayed  in  Hux- 
ham’s  Prolegomena  to  his  Treatife  de  aere  & morbis.  In  his  Differ- 
tation  on  Fevers  he  likewife  attributes  the  origin  of  inflammatory 
diforders  to  dry  North  winds,  which  by  merely  Conftridting  the  pores 
prevents  a free  perfpiration,  and  contributes  to  thicken  the  juices 
agreeably  to  the  Syftem  of  Boerhaave.  Huxham  on  Fevers,  p.  16B. 

Id.  Thefe  were  of  a milder  difpofition.]  That  a mild  feafon  of 
the  year  fliould  produce  difeafes  of  a flight  nature  feems  obvious  at 
firfl:  fight,  fo  few  of  the  caufes  which  create  difeafes  fubfi fling,  and 
the  conftitution  receiving  fo  few  ftiocks  from  external  circumftances. 
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There  may  be  however  fome  latent  caufes  which  may  lurk  under  tire 
moil  friendly  appearances,  and  produce  the  word  of  conlequences. 
We  naturally  expebt  cold  in  Winter  and  heat  in  Summer  ; we  prepare 
ourfelves  for  them,  and  a habit  is  formed  of  fubmitting  to  their  in- 
fluence. We  feel  therefore  a lafiltude  and  an  uncomfortable  fenfaticn 
for  want  of  them,  or  for  want  of  thofe  exercifes  which  are  enjoyed  in 
them.  Hence  many  complaints  which  do  not  depend  on  the  air,  but 
originate  in  the  human  conflitution,  or  the  predifpofing  caufes  which 
are  as  necefiary  to  promote  difeafe  as  any  other,  may  be  occafioned 
more  frequently  in  mild  than  in  fevere  feafons.  Nay  with  regard  to 
Winter,  as  frofts  and  fnow  are  great  enemies  to  putrifaftion,  where 
they  do  not  prevail,  thofe  diforders  which  arife  from  that  deleterious 
principle  may  be  expefted.  And  as  a proof  of  it,  this  Winter,  1779, 
which  has  been  remarkably  mild,  has  abounded  with  putrid  difor- 
ders, and  the  fmall  pox  has  raged  with  very  great  violence.  Cleg- 
horn  obferves  with  refpedl  to  Minorca,  “ that  the  changes  of  heat 
and  cold  are  neither  fo  fudden,  nor  fo  great  in  this  climate  as  in  many 
others •”  and  in  general  reprefents  the  ifland  for  the  greateft  part,  ex- 
cept in  the  Autumn,  when  they  have  fome  violent  rains,  but  for  a 
flrort  continuance,  as  enjoying  a very  gentle  difpofition  of  the  air, 
limilar  to  the  reft  of  the  fouth  of  Europe,  but  with  lefs  heat  on 
account  of  the  fea  breezes.  And  yet  when  he  comes  to  give  an  ac- 
count of  its  endemial  difeafes  he  fays,  p.  67,  “ With  refpedt  to  the 
the  Epidemicks  it  may  not  be  improper  to  obferve  in  general,  that 
acute  Fevers  are  more  frequent  here  than  in  England  ; that  they  are 
much  more  violent,  but  of  fhorter  duration,  &c.”  Vid.  Cleghorn’s 
Obfervations  on  Epidemical  Difeafes  in  Minorca,  from  1744  to 
1749- 

Page  2.  Tumours  behind  the  ears.]  Thefe  were  flight  inflam- 
mations in  the  parotid  glands,  fuch  as  might  occur  in  a dry  feafon, 
from  the  leaft  obftru&ion  to  perfpiration,  but  could  not  be  fuppofed 
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to  partake  of  the  nature  of  fcrophula,  the  common  difeafe  of  the 
glands ; for  which  vid.  Wharton’s  Adenographia,  chap.  xx. 

This  diforder  is  endemic  in  Switzerland.  It  is  according  to  the 
ingenious  Tissot  termed  in  French  Oreillons,  but  is  of  a very  flight 
nature,  invading  children  principally,  and  is  generally  cured  by  re- 
ftoring  the  perfpiration  with  the  application  of  a poultice,  avoiding  fielh 
meat  and  wine,  and  diluting  plentifully  with  fome  light  warm  liquid. 
This  Phyfician  fays  he  cured  himfelf  in  1754,  by  drinking  nothing 
but  baum  tea,  with  one  fourth  part  milk,  and  a little  bread.  Vid. 
Tissot  avis  au  Peuple,  chap.  vi. 

Page  2.  Dry  Coughs.]  Thefe  feemed  to  be  very  trifling.  Vid. 
C^l.  Aurel.  Lib.  ii.  cap.  viii. 

Id.  Inflammations  attended  with  pain  broke  out  in  one  or  both 
Teflicles.]  This  diforder  is  lb  much  connected  with  the  lues  venerea 
that  it  is  now  commonly  efteemed  a fymptom  of  that  difeafe.  That  it 
may  exift  however  without  fuch  a taint  appears  from  this  antient 
writer,  in  whofe  time  we  have  no  evidence  of  fuch  a diforder,  from 
its  being  an  epidemic  complaint,  and  from  its  connexion  with  dif- 
eafes  of  the  cheft,  which  may  be  fuppofed  to  be  truly  inflammatory. 
But  befides  this,  it  frequently  appears  without  any  venereal  fymptoms, 
and  where  there  is  not  the  lead  probability  of  its  being  contracted  by 
coition.  It  would  be  a fatal  miftake  therefore,  tho’  the  antiphlogiftic 
method  is  generally  purfued  where  it  is  derived  from  the  lues  if  in 
the  other,  the  fpecifks  for  that  difeafe  fhould  be  employed.  For  a 
more  particular  defcription  of  this  difeafe,  vid.

Id.  Who  were  now  afflidted  with  that  difeafe.]  The  Phthifis 
which  is  here  defcribed  feems  to  partake  of  the  fame  deleterious  nature 

with 
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with  that  which  prevails  now,  and  as  it  may  be  fuppofed,  prevailed 
ever  fince  the  days  of  this  firft  Phyfician.  It  may  not  be  amifs  how- 
ever to  compare  the  defcriptions  of  fome  other  writers,  with  what 
is  here  given  by  Hippocrates,  and  in  which  we  fhall  find  a confider- 
able  agreement.  We  fhould  take  notice  alfo  that  the  confumption 
here  defcribed  did  not  entirely  originate  in  the  feafon  ; and  all  thofe 
who  were  firft  afflidted  with  it  either  had  conftitutions  naturally  pre- 
difpofed  to  fuch  an  affedtion  ; were  confirmed  in  it  from  colds  con- 
tradted  in  a former  feafon,  which  he  reprefents  to  have  been  cold  and 
dry  with  a North  wind;  or  fell  into  it  from  the  relics  of  fome  previ- 
ous diforder.  I collected  fome  years  ago  a fet  of  aphoriftns  upon  the 
caufes,  fymptoms,  prognofticks,  and  method  of  cure  of  this  fatal 
difeafe,  and  to  this  I muft  refer  for  a general  idea.  As  little  however 
was  then  advanced  concerning  the  ratio  of  its  caufes  or  cure,  I hope  I 
fhall  be  excufed  for  fome  further  obfervations  on  this  part  of  the  fub- 
jedt.  The  great  connedtion  it  has  with  inflammatory  difeafes,  fimilar 
appearances  of  the  blood  when  fuffered  to  cool  in  the  open  air,  and 
its  yielding  in  fome  meafure  to  an  antiphlogiftic  regimen,  hath  almoft 
ranked  it  among  that  clafs.  And  tho’  fome  have  afcribed  it  in  their 
defcription  of  the  caufes  from  which  it  may  arife  to  acrimony,  and 
fometimes  to  putrifadtion,  yet  their  method  of  cure  has  been  accom- 
modated to  a ftate  of  inflammation  : And  I know  of  no  other  ufe  in 
arranging  difeafes  than  to  indicate  a means  of  relieving  them.  Thus 
Boerhaave,  “ Origo  deducitur  ab  omni  caufa  quae  valet  Sanguinem 
in  pulmonibus  ita  fiftere  ut  materiam  purulentam  abire  cogatur.” 
And  yet  in  his  method  of  cure  he  fays,  1 Vence  fedtione  larga,  tertio 
quoquedie  ad  quartam  ufque  vicem  repetita,  vel  donee  crufta  inflam- 
matoria  integre  difparuit.  And  tho’  he  intimates  this  as  the  cure  of 
the  Hsmoptoe,  which  he  imagines  to  precede  generally  a phthifis,  yet 
if  the  juices  which  he  fuppofes  to  be  the  caufes  of  the  rupture  were  in 
a corrupt  ftate  it  would  be  improper  to  bleed  to  the  excefs,  which  he  pre- 
scribes. But  his  commentator  Y.  Swieten  is  not  averfe  to  advance  that 
the  blood  at  fuch  a time  is  in  a ftate  of  inflammation,  or  at  leaft  that 
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fudi  a ft  ate  might  be  dreaded,  tho’  he  will  not  abfolutely  allow  the 
inflammatory  cruft  to  be  a mark  of  it. 

There  is  a great  confufion  in  all  writers  upon  this  part  of  the 
fubjed,  from  the  moft  antient  down  to  thofe  of  the  prefent  time, 
and  by  none  is  there  a proper  diftindion  marked  between  the 
ftate  of  inflammation,  if  there  be  any,  and  that  of  ulceration  or 
fuppuration,  which  generally  appears  upon  diftedion.  The  an- 
tients  derived  this  difeafe  from  the  congeftion  of  fome  foreign  mat- 
ter upon  the  veflels  of  the  lungs,  which  inflamed  and  fuppuratecl, 

and  was  called  tubercles. Vid.  Aphorifm.  de  Marafmo.  Thefe 

tubercles  indeed  are  found  upon  difledion,  but  how  thev  are  pro- 
duced, and  what  connedion  they  have  with  inflammation,  I think, 
hath  not  been  fufficiently  explained.  That  a ftate  of  inflammation 
doth  accompany  this  difeafe  in  its  firft  ftage  I am  perfuaded  is  often 
the  cafe,  and  that  an  ulceration  is  produced  in  confequence  of  it  is 
equally  evident.  That  tubercles  in  the  lungs  are  alfo  found  upon  dif- 
fedion  no  one  can  deny;  but  that  they  all  exift  as  caufes  and  effeds  up- 
on each  other  I think  may  be  difputed.  In  my  opinion  they  all  originate 
from  the  fame  caufe,  which  is  flmilar  to  what  produces  an  ulcer  of  the 
leg  or  any  topical  complaint  of  this  kind,  A certain  difpofition  of  the 
body,  whatever  it  be,  divides  the  coaguable  lymph,  by  an  increafe 
of  heat,  from  the  other  parts  of  the  blood  whenever  it  is  obliged  to 
fettle,  which  is  often  occafioned  by  being  driven  into  veflels  too  fmall  to 
tranfmit  it  any  further.  There  it  depofits  its  lymph  and  by  encreafing 
theadionof  the  veflels  occafions  all  the  diftrefs  of  inflammation,  and 
this  foon,  if  it  cannot  be  driven  back,  terminates  in  an  ulcer.  This  is 
the  common  progrefs  of  that  confumption  which  terminates  in  fuch  a 
complaint.  The  body  of  the  lungs  is  divided  into  very  minute  ramifica- 
tions between  the  bronchial  and  arterial  veflels.  It  is  the  latter  only 
which  are  capable  of  inflammation.  Should  the  lymph  be  driven  into 
the  bronchia  it  will  there  lie  as  a fluggilh  mafs,  and  fhould  the  arterial 
coats  thetnfelves  be  by  any  means  dilabled  from  occafioning  an  in- 
flammation. 
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ftammation,  the  fame  fluggifn  mafs  will  fubfift  in  them,  and  thus,  in 
time,  in  either  cafe,  thofe  compacted  bodies  be  created  which  we  call 
tubercles.  This  difeafe  is  thus  defcribed  by  Lommius,  one  of  the 
moll  accurate  delineators  of  difeafes : — “ Interdum  etiam  crudo  tu- 
“ berculo  pulmo  impeditur.  Initio  dolor  exilis  eft,  tufiis  ficca,  cum 
“ magna  infpiratione,  lubdifficilique  fpiritu,  calores  item  oriuntur, 
4‘  doiorefque  obfcuri  ante  & retro  hunt.  Fere  autem  eadem  hie  quae 
“ in  Afthmate  figna  apparent,  nifi  quod  crudum  tuberculutn  pulmonis 
“ fenfim  crefcit,  non  praegrefia  diftillationis  alicujus  nota,  quodque 
“ fub  hoc  ipfo  difficilis  refpiratio  fine  ullo  ftertore,  ac  fibilo  eft.  Si 
“ altius  intra  pulmonem  in  vitium  infedit,  pulfum  exhibet  varium, 
“ inaequalem,  intermittentem,  vel  etiam  intercifum,  qualis  in  Anti- 
te  patro  medico  fuit.  Turn  certe  non  fine  caufifa  (quia  vitium  levibus 
“ arteriis  inhserefeens  propius  ad  cor  accefiit)  animi  qusedam  defedtio, 
“ & palpitatio  cordis  incidere  confueverunt.  Itaque  mortiferum  efie 
“ id  malum,  ubi  ita  promovir,  folet.  Exfpedlari  autem  falus  poteft, 
“ fi  afperis  infidet  vitium  arteriis,  citoque  maturefeit,  & erumpit,  fi- 
<c  mulque  pure  excreato  univerfo,  pennitus  reficcatus,  quo  id  teneba- 
“ tur,  ventriculus  fine  ulcere  manet.  Quse  omnia  ni  fiant  interpofito 
“ fpatio,  confumptus  homo  perit.”  Mediein.  Obferv.  Lib.  ii.  p.  120. 

From  this  theory  too  we  may  explain  the  nature  of  the  inflam- 
mable cruft,  which  is  found  to  exift  during  every  ftate  of  a con- 
l'umpfion.  It  is  no  more  than  the  fame  fubftance  exhibited  to  the  eye 
which  is  the  real  caufe  of  the  complaint,  but  may  or  may  not  be  con- 
nected with  inflammation,  as  circumstances  occur.  It  can  by  no 
means  be  its  neceflary  appendage,  and  Mr.  Hewson  hath  evidently 
Ihewn  that  it  is  always  created  in  the  weakeft  ftate  of  an  animal,  viz. 
whilft  he  is  dying. — Vid.  Hewson  on  the  Blood.  I have  feen,  upon 
difledtion,  the  whole  ramifications  of  the  pulmonary  artery  exhibited 
by  this  fubftance  in  a very  beautiful  manner,  fimilar  to  what  is 
fometimes  fpit  up  by  the  patient,  or  to  what  is  feen  in  Polypi  of  the 
Heart.  Vid.  Tulpii  Obferv.  Medic.  Lib.  i.  cap.  xiii.  Warren  on 
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the  Bronchial  Polypus.  Med.  Tranf.  Vol.  i.  p.  407.  This  may  lead 
perhaps  to  fome  improvements  to  be  hoped  at  leaft  in  the  method  of 
cure.  In  a late  converfation  with  one  of  the  moft  eminent  of  the 
faculty,  (Sir  John  Pringle)  he  informed  me  that  he  found  one 
of  the  beft  medicines  in  the  recent  ftage  of  this  difeafe  to  be  the 
crude  mercury  extinguifhed  by  conf.  rofar.  and  taken  to  the  quan- 
tity of  five  grains  every  night.  This  he  obferved  too  he  had  often  feen 
remove  the  fize  from  the  furface  of  the  blood*  Every  pradtitioner 
knows  what  an  influence  quickfilver  hath  in  diflblving  every  part  of 
this  fluid,  and  therefore  muft  contribute  to  remove  any  obftrubtion 
which  depends  upon  that  fubftance.  This  medicine  may  a£t  likewile 
as  all  mercurials  do  in  the  cafe  of  obftinate  ulcers  in  other  parts  of 
the  body. 

From  the  foregoing  we  may  deduce  the  following  obfervations:  1; 
That  a confumption  may  exift  without  inflammation,  and  then  tuber- 
cles may  be  created.  2.  That  where  there  is  an  inflammation  an  ulcer 
arifes  as  well  as  tubercles.  3.  That  the  beft  method  of  cure,  if  it  can 
be  effected,  is  by  diflblving  the  tubercles.  4.  That  blood-letting  is 
only  of  ule  where  there  is  an  inflammation,  and  in  that  ftate  only. 

Page  3.  Acrimonious  defluxion.]  “ In  the  advanced  ftate  of  a con- 
fumption, fays  Sir  John  Pringle,  we  may  diftinguifti  two  forts  of 
coughs,  one  caufed  by  the  ulcers,  and  the  other  by  a thin  rheum  fall- 
ing upon  the  fauces  and  trachea-,  which  parts  being  then  deprived  of 
their  mucus  become  fenfible  of  any  irritation : and  this  laft  is  perhaps 
the  moft  painful  and  teazing  to  the  patient.  It  can  only  be  palliated 
by  incraflants,  and  for  that  purpofe  I have  commonly  ufed  the  con- 
ferve  of  rofes  and  opium.”  It  is  fubjoined,  that  the  ill  eflfeds  of  the 
latter  may  be  corredted  by  fquills. — Vid.  Pringle’s  Obfervations  on 
theDifeafes  of  the  Army,  part  iii.  ch.  3. 
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Page  3.  Never  leaving  them  altogether.]  Febris  hedtica  hie  nun- 
quam  intermittit  fed  quidem  remittit,  at  duas  aut  tres  horas  poft 
paftum  ingravefeit.  Cranen  Lumen  medicum,  cap  48.  p.  219. — The 
hedtic  feverwhich  attends  confumptions  is  quite  anomalous  with  regard 
to  the  times  of  accefs  and  re-mi  ffion;  this  is  owing  to  its  dependance 
on  the  abforption  of  pus,  which  is  occafioned  more  or  lefs  frequently 
in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  the  ulceration  which  the  lungs  fuftain. 

Id.  The  nature  of  a femi-tertian.]  May  not  this  be  owing  to  dif- 
ferent caufes  ? The  more  violent  to  abforption,  which  would  be  every 
other  day,  and  the  other  to  the  food?  The  body  in  a ftate  of  decay 
always  becomes  highly  irritable,  and  a fever  is  brought  on  from  the 
mod;  trifling  external  circumftances,  but  efpecially  from  food  which  is 
always  found  to  affedt  confumptive  perfons. — Yid.  alfo  Barry  on  Di- 
geftion,  p.  340. 

Id.  Sweats  were  conftant.]  Sudor  nodturnus  ingens. — Boerha- 
ave  Aphorifm.  § 1206.  II  leur  furvient  aufli  des  fueurs  exceffives.— » 
Lieutand  Med.  Pratique,  p.  259,  8vo. 

Id.  Stools  bilious,  &c.]  Diarrhoea  flava,  foetida,  purulenta, 
cadaverofa,  frequens,  tenefmodes.— Boerhaave  Aphorifm.  § 1206. 

Id.  Urine  was  thin  and  crude.]  Urina  phthificorum  licet  brunna 
& fufea,  ad  hydrometriam  levior  tamen  femper  eft  illis  fanorum  aut  aliis 
morbis  ad  fedtorum. — Com.  lit.  Nor.  a Kleinii  interp.  clin.  p.  233. 

Page  4.  There  were  many  fevers  conftant.]  I have  preferred  the 
word  conftant  here  to  that  of  continual,  becaufe  by  many  pathological 
writers  the  latter  is  oppofed  to  remittents,  whilft  the  former  not  being 
u fed  before  may  include  them*  and  indeed  the  fever  here  alluded  to, 
and  moft  of  thofe  mentioned  by  Hippocrates  are  of  the  remitting  kind. 
This  will  be  more  accurately  examined  hereafter  when  we  come  to 
conflder  the  nature  of  fevers  in  general, 
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Page  4.  Were  not  affected  as  in  common.]  I will  not  be  pofitive  that 
I have  here  reprefented  exaCtly  the  fenfe  of  the  author.  Thefe  con- 
fumptions  feem  to  be  brought  in  in  an  aukward  manner.  Valesius 
feems  to  think  that  the  uncommon  nature  of  the  confumption  is  ac- 
counted for  by  the  fentence  afterwards,  that  they  had  but  fhort  ri- 
gours and  a flight  perfpiration.  I am  rather  of  opinion  that  the  fen: 
tence  fhould  Hand  by  itfelf  as  I have  given  it,  and  that  the  account  of 
the  fick  not  being  affected  as  in  common,  refers  to  the  former  defcrip- 
tion  which  he  had  given  of  this  difeafe.  Galen,  who  favors  my  opi- 
nion, imagines  there  is  fome  error  in  the  text,  and  that  this  fentence 
hath  crept  in  from  the  margin. — Vid.  Galeni  comment,  in  epid.  lib.  i. 
in  op  Hrppoc.  & Galeni  Charterio  tom.  ix.  & Valesii  comm,  in 
Hippoc.  p.  5. 

Id.  Type  of  a Tertian.]  By  the  type  or  manner  of  a Tertian, 
feems  to  mean  here  that  the  fever  only  remitted,  and  that  the  exacer- 
bations came  on  every  other  day.  Hippocrates  is,  in  general,  how- 
ever, more  accurate,  and  if  this  had  been  intended,  would  undoubtedly 
have  omitted  the  vague  and  uncertain  accefiions.  I would  beg  leave 
to  conjecture  therefore  that  what  he  means  is,  that  the  fever  which  was 
at  firft  remittent  with  vague  and  uncertain  accefiions,  became  after- 
wards a Tertian,  and  this  will  account  for  the  great  difficulty  of  the 
crifis  in  fome,  the  little  danger  with  which  they  were  attended,  and  their 
conftant  tendency  to  relapfe. 

Id.  None  died  but  fuch  as  were  affeCled  with  confumption.]  How 
could  this  be  if  the  confumptions  were  flight,  according  to  the  opi- 
nion of  Valesius?— -Vid.  Galen,  ut  fupra.

Page  5.  Tempeftas  brumalis  anni  1715,  admodum  fuit  frigi- 
da,  larga  nivis  copia  & extremo  gelu  conjuaCta,  Wintringham 
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Nofologicum  commentarium  in  urbi  Eboracensi.  This  beins  a 
fimilar  conftitution  to  that  which  is  defcribcd  in  the  text,  I have  here 
quoted  it,  and  fhall  afterwards  compare  with  it  the  fymptoms  of  the 
difeafes  which  prevailed.  Dr.  Sims  has  given  a fimilar  but  much  better 
account  of  epidemical  diforders  in  the  county  of  Tyrone,  in  Ireland  ; 
he  fays,  “ During  the  firft  two  months  of  the  year  1766  there  was 
fcarcely  any  rains,  froft  moftly  predominating,  with  Eaft  and  Nor- 
therly winds,  and  on  the  12th  of  February  a moft  extraordinary  quan- 
tity of  fnow  fell” — Sims’s  Obfervations  on  Epidemic  Diforders,  p.  13, 

Page  5.  In  good  health.]  “ The  beginning  of  the  year  17  66  was  like 
the  former,  very  healthful ; few  inflammatory  difeafes  appearing, 
tho’  the  legitimate  offspring  of  the  feafon.” — Sims,  p.  20. 

“ Soeviente  gelu  graflfabuntur  morbi  inflammatorii.  Sanguis  in  hu- 
jufmodi  morbis  plurimum  fuit  inflammatus  & pellicula  craffa  obdudus, 
neque  fine  larga  ejus  miflione  eaque  pluries  repetita  levabantur  aegri.”

Page  5.  Defluxions  on  the  eyes.]  Waldschmiedt  Inft.  Medicin.lib. 
ij.  cap.  iv.  p.  53.  Huxham  de  aere  paflim  in  the  cold  feafons,.  St. 
Ives  on  the  eyes,  book  ij.  ch.  iij.  Ballonii  Epidem.  lib.  i.  p.  63. 
“ Soldiers  (fays  Sir  John  Pringle)  are  fubjed  to  an  ophthalmia  or  in- 
“ flammation  of  the  eyes  from  winter  colds,  &c.  The  (lighter  cafes 
“ may  be  cured  without  bleeding;  but  if  any  degree  of  fever  be  joined, 
“ or  the  inflammation  be  confiderable,  this  evacuation  ought  not  to  be 
“ omitted.  The  greater  inflammations  are  not  to  be  cured  without  large 
“ bleedings,  unlefs  we  can  make  a derivation  from  the  part  affeded  with- 
“ out  draining  the  whole  body:  for  this  purpofe  blifters  are  ufually  ap- 
“ plied  behind  the  ears,  efpecially  if  they  are  continued  for  two  or  three 
“ days,  and  if  the  fores  be  afterwards  kept  running.  But  what  I have 
!*  obferved  to  be  more  efficacious,  and  lefs  generally  pradifed,  is  bleed- 
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44  ing  by  leeches,  where  two  or  more  are  applied  to  the  lower  part  of  the 
“ orbit,  or  near  the  external  angle  of  the  eye,  and  the  wounds  allowed 
■“  to  ooze  till  they  ftop  of  themfelves.  Wherefore,  in  all  greater  inflam- 

mations,  after  bleeding  in  the  arm  or  jugular,  I have  ufed  this  me- 
“ thod,  repeating  it  oftener  than  once  if  there  were  occafion.’ — Prin- 
gle’s Obfervations  on  the  Difeafes  of  the  Army,  part  iii.  chap.  2. 
.likewife  vid.  Nic.  Piso  Be  cognofc.  &curand.  morb.  lib.  i.  p.  192.  . 

Page  7.  About  fummer  and  autumn.]  Here  follows  a catalogue  of 
difeafes  which  occurred  in  this  feafon,  and  which  are  well  deferving  of 
notice.  The  inflammatory  difeafes  which  arofe  now,  we  may  fuppofe, 
from  having  no  defcription  of  them,  to  have  been  of  a trifling  nature : 
Notwithftanding  the  conltitution  of  the  air  was  fufficient  to  have 
produced  them.  The  feeds  of  difeafe  however  were  fown  in  the 
body,  and  tho’  they  were  not  powerful  enough  to  exert  themfelves  in 
the  form  of  inflammation,  yet  when  the  relaxing  Hate  of  Summer 
took  place,  they  began  to  fhew  themfelves,  tho’  in  a different  fliape. 
Hippocrates  himfelf  hath  built  an  aphoriirn  nearly  upon  this  foun- 
dation. It  is  the  eleventh  of  the  third  book,  where  he  fays,  “ that  if 
the  Winter  be  dry  and  cold,  and  the  Spring  rainy  with  a foutherly 
wind,  there  is  a necefiity  for  acute  fevers,  ophthalmias,  and  dyfente- 
ries,  efpecially  to  women  and  men  of  a moift  nature.”  There  is  fome 
little  difference  between  the  feafon  defcribed  in  this  aphorifm,  and 
what  we  are  upon  in  the  text.  The  Winter  here  was  not  fo  dry,  and 
the  Spring  was  much  more  fo.  The  caufes  therefore  do  not  feem  to 
operate  in  fo  powerful  a manner,  but  ftill  the  fame  diforders  are  pro- 
duced, and  particularly  thofe  of  the  bowels  and  the  urinary  paffages. 
But  let  us  hear  the  opinion  of  the  moderns  in  this  cafe.  Our  Syden- 
ham, the  modern  Hippocrates,  as  he  is  juflly  called,  obferves, 
that  the  Dyfentery  generally  appears  in  Autumn,  but  that  it  may 
come  on  fooner  if  the  date  of  the  air  fhould  difpofe  to  it,  it  may  feize 
a few,  fays  he,  at  any  other  time,  and  abundance  at  the  beginning  of 
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Spring,  or  perhaps  earlier,  if  warm  weather  immediately  fucceeds  a 
fevere  froft,  terminated  by  a fudden  thaw.  Thus  it  happened  in 
thofe  years  wherein  the  Dyfentery  proved  very  epidemic.”  Syden- 
ham’s works  by  Swan,  p.  15 1. 

Sir  John  Pringle,  tho’  he  attributes  the  true  Dyfentery,  which 
indeed  is  a fomewhat  different  difeafe  from  what  is  mentioned  here, 
to  great  heat  and  putrifadtion,  and  was  moft  common  in  warm  Sum- 
mers, yet  he  obferves,  “ I do  not  advance  this  as  a rule  that  will  hold 
univerfally  ; for  that  epidemic  which  raged  at  Nimiguen  in  Au- 
tumn 1736,  came  after  a Summer  that  was  indeed  warm,  but  to  no 
extraordinary  degree.”  Pringle’s  Obfervations,  &c.  part  iii.  ch.  6. 

In  the  epidemic  conflitution  quoted  from  Wintringham,  where 
the  inflammatory  diforders  took  place,  a mention  is  made  of  thofe  of 
the  bowels,  tho’  in  a very  general  manner.  He  fubjoins  however 
a note,  in  which  he  has  the  following  firiking  pafiage: — “ Quseritur 
itaque  an  fubitanea  humorum  rarefadtio,  a diminuto  atmofphasrae  & 
audio  calore  in  gelu  folutione  produdta,  horum  effedtuum  non  fuit 
primaria  caufa  ?”  Vid.  Wintringham  Nofolog.  Comment,  p.  32. 
In  the  fame  place  he  likewife  mentions  diforders  of  the  urethra,  under 
the  name  of  urinas  difficultatibus. 

And  Dr.  Sims,  where  but  few  inflammatory  difeafes  arofe,  obferves 
thus:  “ In  July  a bilious  colic  began  to  rage,  which  as  Auguft  ad- 
vanced was  joined  by  the  cholera  morbus  and  afterwards  by  the  illiac 
paflion.” — Sims  on  Epidemical  Diforders,  p.  20. 

Page  7.  Never  intermitted.]  Although  this  defcription  of  an  in- 
termittent fever,  of  which  a tertian  is  afpecies,  may  appear  extraordi- 
nary, yet  nature  affords  the  diflindtion  very  evidentlv,  although  we 
have  not  adopted  the  proper  name.  The  celebrated  Cleghorn,  in  his 
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account  of  the  difeafes  of  Minorca,  who  has  inveftigated  this  matter 
with  the  greateft  accuracy,  calls  them,  though  I can’t  think  very  proper- 
5,4  ly,  continual  tertians,  where  the  paroxyfm  and  their  intervals  are  lefs 
“ perceptible,  though  the  violence  of  the  fymptoms  is  fomewhat  abated 
“ on  the  alternate  days-,”  and  “ double  tertians  where  that  interval  is 
“ moft  confiderable  which  follows  the  fevere  fit.”  This  laft  very  much 
refembles  what  is  given  in  the  text,  and  fuch  an  one  Hippocrates 
meant,  but  did  not  know  how  to  diftinguifh  it  from  a femi-tertian. 
There  is  a very  confiderable  refemblance  between  the  fevers  here  de- 
fcribed  and  that  of  Cleghorn,  and  as  the  ifland  of  Minorca  lies 
nearly  in  the  fame  latitude  with  that  of  Thasus,  and  is  expofed  in  the 
fame  manner  to  the  fea,  it  is  very  likely  that  the  endemial  difeafes  of 
both  places  may  be  fimilar,  other  circumftances  concurring  to  occafion 
them  I (hall  therefore  feled  fome  of  thofe  pafiages  from  this  author, 
in  which  the  refemblance  and  difilmilitude  is  moft  apparent. 

Page  7.  Manner  of  a Tertian.]  <c  The  moft  part  of  thefe  fevers 
make  their  firft  appearance  in  the  ftiape  of  a true  fimple  or  double 
intermittent  Tertian.”  Cleghorn,  p.  150. 

Id.  Violent.]  “ It  is  much  more  common  to  meet  with  Tertians 
which  fet  out  furioufly,  with  fevere  fubintrant  double  paroxvfms,  fo 
that  for  fome  days  they  have  little  or  no  interval.

Was  of  no  fervice.]  “ It  denounces  danger  when  about 
this  time  of  the  difeafe,  the  paroxyfms  are  long  and  protradled,  or 
are  accompanied  with  an  obflinate  delirium,  an  intenle  coma,  great 
anxiety,  and  pain  in  the  loins,  or  about  the  upper  orifice  of  the  flo- 
mach ; when  the  patient  has  an  utter  averfion  to  food,  and  even  in 
the  intervals  is  fo  feeble,  and  attended  with  fuch  a fwimming  in  the 
head,  that  he  can  fcarcely  walk  about ; when  the  hypochondria  and 
epigaftrick  region  are  fwelled,  hard  and  painful  to  the  touch ; when 
numerous  blotches  like  the  flinging  of  nettles,  (exanthemata  in  the 
text  page  9)  frequently  break  out  on  the  fkin ; when  the  urine  con- 
tinues thin,  clear,  high  coloured,  or  covered  with  an  afh-coloured 
membrane  like  a cobweb ; and  laflly  it  denounces  danger,  when 
larger  evacuations  come  on  than  the  flrength  can  well  bear,  fuch  as 
vomiting,  purging,  bleeding  at  the  nofe,  colliquative  fweats,  or  the 
the  like.”  Cleghorn,  p.  157. 

Having  given  fuch  long  quotations  from  this  valuable  author  it 
may  feem  tedious  to  dwell  any  longer  on  this  fubjedt.  But  as  he  has 
bellowed  fifty  very  ufeful  pages  on  the  cure  of  this  difeafe,  I cannot 
avoid  giving  an  abridgment  of  the  method  he  purfued,  and  at  the 
fame  time  recommending  the  perufal  of  the  whole  to  the  medical 
reader.  He  begins  with  (hewing  the  treatment  of  the  patient  upon 
the  accefiion,  by  putting  him  to  bed  and  keeping  him  moderately 
warm,  but  without  drinking  any  thing  till  the  fweat  breaks  out.  He 
feems  to  recommend  cold  but  not  iced  water,  as  well  as  other  di- 
luters-,  and  in  the  interval  broths,  &c.  to  fupport  nature.  He  after- 
wards in  his  method  of  cure  recommends  bleeding  only  in  thofe  cafes 
where  the  fymptoms  which  indicate  it  feem  urgent.  The  fame  he 
obferves  with  regard  to  vomits,  and  prefers  purging  in  a gentle  man- 
ner. “ I give  a cathartic,  fays  he,  early  in  the  morning  of  that  day 
bn  which  the  fymptoms  were  moil  moderate;  haflening  the  operation 
with  glyflers  (if  occafion  requires)  fo  that  it  may  be  finifhed  before 
the  middle  of  the  day,  about  which  time  the  patient  commonly  grows 
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worfe.”  He  then  proceeds,  if  the  patient  be  not  remarkably  ftrong 
about  the  third  period,  and  very  favourable  fymptoms  appear,  to 
give  the  bark,  two  fcruples  or  a dram  of  it  in  powder  to  be  given 
every  two  or  three  hours,  or  every  hour  and  half,  fo  that  five  or  fix 
drachms  may  be  taken  before  next  day  at  noon.  This  is  repeated 
in  every  interval  ; and  he  fays  in  conclufion,  44  This  is  the  method  of 
ufing  the  cortex,  into  which  I at  length  fell,  after  trying  a great 
variety  of  others.  Sometimes  indeed  extreme  weaknefs  or  fome  for- 
midable fymptom,  obliged  me  to  have  recourfe  to  it  in  the  fecond 
period  of  the  fever,  but  I never  chofe  to  give  it  before  the  third,  nor 
to  delay  it  after  the  fourth  in  all  cafes  of  any  confequence,  provided 
there  was  a proper  interval  for  its  adminiftration.”  Vid.  Cleghorn 
on  the  epidemical  difeafes  of  Minorca,  from  page  170  to  page  218.

Page  10.  Not  to  do  harm.]  This  is  an  excellent  lefion  to  thofe 
bold  pradlitioners  who  are  willing  to  take  a very  remote  chance  of 
doing  fervice,  rather  than  prefcribe  in  the  more  regular  procefs  which 
if  it  cannot  do  good  will  not  occafion  an  injury  to  the  patient.  If 
indeed  the  cafe  were  of  that  kind,  that  would  admit  of  fome  defperate 
remedies,  without  fuftaining  an  irreparable  injury;  the  wifeft  prac- 
titioner would  adopt  them.  But  where  a certain  injury  is  procured 
by  the  remedy,  and  there  is  only  a chance,  and  that  a very  diftant 
one,  of  doing  good  ; I think  no  confcientious  man  will  venture  upon 
it,  Such  practice  is  making  phylic  a lottery  inftead  of  a fcience,  that 
may  be  in  a great  meafure  comprehended  within  the  bounds  of  the 
human  underftanding.

and  it  is  a great  pity  that  the  imaginations  of  men  have  ever  ventured 
to  fuppofe  them  different.  A difeafe  is  the  operation  of  certain  external 
caufes  upon  the  human  body,  with  a tendency  to  weaken  and  often 
to  deftroy  its  natural  powers  of  adtion.  The  Phyfician  who  obferves 
this  effedt,  in  confequence  of  deep  fludy  and  experience,  makes  ufe 
of  methods  to  divert  ir,  or  to  take  it  off.  And  we  may,  if  we  chufe, 
compare  this  to  a battle  or  a game,  or  any  other  adtion  in  which  great 
energies  are  to  be  exerted,  and  a conflant  attention  to  every  the 
minutefl  circumftance  to  be  kept  up.

Id.  Haemorrhage  from  the  nofe.]  The  ftory  of  Galen  upon  this 
fubjedt  is  fo  ftriking,  that  I hope  I fhall  be  excufed  for  giving  it,  as 
it  lets  in  a beautiful  light  the  reality  of  this  prognoftick,  which  is  of 
fo  much  confequence  in  the  pradtice  of  phyfic.  I fhall  give  it  as  it  is 
tranflated  by  Dr.  Barker,  in  his  Effay  on  the  agreement  between 
antient  and  modern  Phyficians,  p.  65. — “ A young  man  at  Rome  had 
been  ill  of  a fever  five  days,  and  notwithflanding  the  proper  time  for 
bleeding  was  then  over,  as  it  ought  to  have  been  done  on  the  fecond 
or  third  day,  or  at  the  lateft  on  the  fourth  j yet  as  it  did  not  feem  to 
be  forbidden,  either  by  the  feafon  of  the  year,  the  age  or  weaknefs  of 
the  patient,  or  by  his  way  of  life;  but  as  on  the  contrary  all  thefe 
circumftances  concurred  in  favour  of  ir,  his  Phyficians  agreed  to  open 
a vein.  But  after  having  diligently  weighed  within  myfelf  the  figns 
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which  Hippocrates  has  left  for  foretelling-  a haemorrhage,  I declared 
that  I thought  they  were  right  in  their  opinion  of  opening  a vein,  but 
if  they  would  wait  awhile,  Nature  herfelf  would  do  the  bufinefs  for  them 
by  throwing  off  the  load  with  which  floe  was  oppreffed.  The  other  Phy- 
ficians  flood  amazed  at  this.  In  the  mean  time  the  patient  flarted  up, 
as  if  he  was  going  to  jump  out  of  bed  ; and  being  afked  why  he  did 
fo  when  there  was  no  reafon  for  it,  he  replied,  that  he  was  afraid  left 
a red  ferpent,  which  he  faw  crawling  on  the  roof  of  the  bed,  fliould 
fall  down  upon  him,  and  was  willing  to  get  out  of  the  way.  The 
other  Phyficians  did  not  fufpedl  that  this  fymptom  portended  any 
future  efflux  of  blood,  but  as  for  myfelf  when  I had  confidered  the 
figns,  and  particularly  a rednefs,  which  I had  before  obferved  upon 
the  right  fide  of  the  nofe,  extending  to  the  cheek  ; and  which  was 
now  become  much  more  confpicuous,  I thought  it  an  evident  token 
that  there  fhortly  would  be  a haemorrhage  from  the  right  noftril, 
upon  which  I whifpered  one  of  the  fervants,  who  was  in  waiting,  to 
fetch  a veffel  to  catch  the  blood  in,  but  to  take  care  to  hide  it  under 
his  cloaths  when  he  came  in;  and  then  turning  about  to  the  Phyfi- 
cians, I told  them,  loud  enough  to  be  heard  by  them  all,  that  if  they 
would  wait  a little  longer  they  would  fee  a flux  of  blood  from  the 
patient’s  right  noftril.  They  laught  at  my  mentioning  the  right  nof- 
tril in  particular;  but  I replied  both  thefe  things  would  happen,  or 
that  neither  of  them  would.  For  by  the  rules  of  the  art  there  would 
not  only  be  a flux  of  blood,  but  that  flux  would  be  from  the  right 
noftril.  Upon  this  I ordered  the  man  who  had  got  the  veffel  to  keep 
his  eye  upon  the  patient,  and  to  catch  the  blood  as  foon  as  he  begun 
to  fee  it  fpout  forth.  I had  fcarce  done  fpeaking,  when  the  patient 
pulled  his  finger  from  his  noftril,  and  we  faw  it  covered  with  blood. 
The  fervant  ran  with  the  bafon;  the  company  fet  up  a fflout,  and  the 
Phyficians,  one  and  all,  flipt  out  of  the  way  as  fall  as  they  could. 
And  thus  art  triumph'd  over  ignorance , adds  Dr.  Barker.  The  patient 
loft  four  pound  and  a half  of  blood.”  Galen  de  Prasnotione  ad  Poft- 
humum,  cap.  xiii.  Edit.  Chart,  Tom.  viii.  page  850. 
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This  important  prognoflic,  and  which  is  fo  much  infilled  upon 
by  Hippocrates,  is  not  fo  well  known  amongfl  the  moderns,  either 
from  early  phlebotomy  or  other  means  which  are  at  prefent  ufed  to 
prevent  the  progrefs  of  a fever,  or  from  difeafes  being  lefs  inflamma- 
tory than  ufual.

Page  10.  Bile  and  phlegm.]  The  naufea  which  almoft  always  attends 
acute  difeafes,  and  which  produces  frequently  vomiting,  is  attended 
likewife  with  a pain  of  the  head,  and  they  both  proceed  from  the  fame 
fource,  a colledion  of  putrid  bile  in  the  flomach,  which  irritating  the 
tender  nerves  of  that  organ,  produces  not  only  a fenfation  in  the  part 
affeded,  but  often  in  more  diflant  ones,  and  efpecially  in  that  from 
which  all  fenfation  is  derived. — Vid.  Carol.  Piso.  fed.  n.  part  1.

Page  n.  From  this  to  the  riling  of  Ardturus.]  This  means,  mod 
probably,  the  month  of  Augud,  a month  which  is  generally  unhealthy, 
not  only  from  the  heat  of  the  atmofphere,  but  from  the  variety  of 
fruits  which  are  then  ripe,  and  in  which  mankind  are  too  apt  to  in- 
dulge to  excefs.  By  which  they  induce  the  diforders  which  thele 
bleffings  of  Providence  were  intended  to  prevent. — Vid.  for  Ardlurus 
Plinii  hid.  natur.  lib.  2.  cap.  xlvii.  lib.  18.  cap.  31.

Id.  This  difeafe  was  epidemic.]  Great  cold  appears  fometimes  to  be 
the  caufe  of  palfies,  and  upon  that  account  they  may  frequently  appear 
during  the  winter  feafon.  As  the  fubjedts  however  of  this  difeafe  are 
few,  when  compared  with  the  numbers  of  the  fick  of  other  didempers,  I 
fhould  think  this  exprefiion  mud  be  taken  in  a more  comprehenfive 
fenfe  than  is  commonly  allowed,  and  fo  as  to  take  in,  where  the  brain 
is  not  affedted,  contradlion  of  the  limbs  and  rheumatic  affedtions,  &c. 
or  elfe  it  mud  mean  that  this  diforder  prevailed  more  than  ufual.  That 
cold  however  may  produce  this  difeafe  will  appear  from  the  following

Page  12.  There  appears  therefore  to  have  been  a great  redundancy 
of  bilious  humour  in  the  blood.]  An  important  fubjeCt  leems  here  to 
prefent  itfelf,  viz.  how  far  a redundancy  of  bile  is  concerned  in  the 
production  of  acute  diforders.  That  it  frequently  appears  not  only  in 
bilious  vomitings,  but  in  the  difcoloratton  of  the  fkin,  is  evident,  and 
that  from  its  acrimony  exerting  itfelf  upon  that  organ,  from  which  we 
may  deduce  the  caufe  of  fevers,  it  may  be  the  fource  of  the  molt  vio- 
lent effeCts,  is  eafy  to  be  imagined.  It  is  equally  true  however  that  it 
may  be  produced  in  an  over  abundant  quantity,  and  yet  not  caufe 
a fever-,  but  may  be  carried  off  by  the  ufual  methods  of  evacuation  or 
create  colics  and  other  difeafes.  It  is  fometimes  produced  likewile,  I 
believe,  during  the  courfe  of  a fever,  from  fome  other  caufe,  and  then 
it  appears  as  an  effeCt.  In  order  then  that  this  fubftance  produce  an 
acute  difeafe  it  muft  either  be  endued  with  fome  other  qualities  than 
thofe  which  it  poffefTes  in  general,  or  a certain  fet  of  circumflances  in 
the  human  conftitution  mull  concur  for  this  purpofe.  I would  beg 
leave  to  quote  the  opinion  of  the  learned  Sir  John  Pringle  upon  this 
fubjeCt,  whofe  ideas  feem  to  be  fo  clear  that  no  perfon  can  poffibly 
miftake  his  meaning.  “ The  relaxation  of  the  fibres,  and  greater  ten- 
« dency  in  the  humours  to  putrify,  confequent  on  this  ftate  of  the 
“ atmofphere,  may  be  confidered  as  the  internal  and  predifpofing 
“ caufe  of  thefe  fevers;  for  a hot  and  moi  ft  air  unbraces  the  folids, 
“ refolves  the  blood,  and  obflruCts  perfpiration.”  Pringle’s  ob- 
fervations,  part  iii.  chap.  4.  § 4. 

The  ingenious  Macbride  obferves,  “ the  vellownefs  in  the  fkin  and 
“ whites  of  the  eyes,  together  with  the  bilious  vomiting,  fo  frequent 
“ in  the  commencement  of  remittent  fevers,  has  determined  fome 
“ writers  to  term  them  bilious  fevers,  from  the  fuppofed  exuberance 
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of  bile  ; but  it  appears  that  this  change  of  colour  is  owing  to  a pu- 
44  trefa&ive  refolution  of  the  blood,  difuniting  the  conftituent  parti- 
44  cles,  and  not  to  the  reforption  of  bile,  as  in  the  cafe  of  jaundice.” 
Macbride’s  Introduction,  part  ii.  book  1.  chap.  9.  page  356.  Vid. 
alfo  an  ingenious  treatife  on  the  bile  by  James  Maclurg,  M.  D. 
Other  phyficians  have  gone  further  in  incapacitating  the  bile  in  any  ftate 
from  being  able  to  produce  a fever,  as  well  as  any  other  humours  act- 
ing by  means  of  their  acrimony  on  the  conftitution.  4S  As  fever  has 
“ been  confidered,  (fays  the  learned  and  ingenious  Dr.  Cullen,)  as 
44  confiding  chiefly  in  an  increafcd  aCtion  of  the  heart  and  arteries,  phy- 
44  ficians  have  fuppofed,  that  certain  direCt  ftimulants  fitted  to  pro- 
s‘  duce  this  increafed  aCtion  are  the  remote  caufes  of  fevers.  In  many 
44  cafes,  however,  there  is  no  evidence  of  fuch  ftimulants  being  ap- 
44  plied  •,  and  in  the  cafes  in  which  they  are  applied  they  produce 
44  only  a temporary  frequency  of  the  pulfe,  which  cannot  be  confider- 
“ ed  as  a difeafe.” — Vid.  Cullen’s  firft  lines  of  the  practice  of  phy- 
fic,  chap.  iv.  § Ixxviij, 

Page  13.  Tranflation  of  humours.]  All  the  tranflators  and  com- 
mentators of  Hippocrates  which  I have  feen  univerfally  adopt  the 
term  of  abl'cefs,  which  commonly  in  Englilh  means  a fuppurating 
phlegmon,  whereas  the  true  meaning  is  a tranflation  of  that  humour 
which  was  fuppofed  to  conftitute  the  fever  to  fome  diftant  part,  and 
this,  tho’  generally  eiTeCted  by  an  abfcefs,  was  often  performed  othei*- 
wife,  as  by  any  natural  evacuation,  an  haemorrhage,  eruptions,  &c.

Page  14,  Whether  becaufe  the  urine  was  watry  or  no.]  It  appears 
evident  that  Hippocrates  was  not  accurate  in  his  account  of  this  dif- 
eafe, viz.  dyfentery,  and  therefore  this  fymptom  might  accompany 
only  a diarrhoea,  in  which  a great  diflolution  of  the  humours  prevailed, 
and  of  which  difeafe  this  is  a fymptom  * but  the  contrary  that  of  a dy- 
fentery 
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fentery,  as  given  by  Hippocrates  himfelf,  viz.  Decneri  hift. 
dyfent.  cap.  1,  § 29.  pag.  17.  Boerhaave  § 722.  Van  Swieten 
comment,  vol.  2,  p.  395.

Page  14.  And  of  thefe  many  phrenfies.]  We  fee  fo  few  truly  inflam- 
matory fevers  where  there  is  no  topical  inflammation  that  it  would  be 
difficult  to  diftinguifh  from  the  fymptoms  here  defcribed,  whether  the 
inflammation  of  the  brain  which  we  now  call  a phrenfy  was  here 
meant  or  not,  delirium  occurring  in  almoft  every  fever  and  every  in- 
flammation to  which  the  human  conftitution  is  fubjedt.  Sir  John 
Pringle  fays  “ the  phrenitis  or  inflammation  of  the  brain,  confidered 
as  an  original  inflammation,  is  properly  a fummer  difeale,  when  they 
are  expofed  to  the  ardour  of  the  fun,  and  efpecially  whilft  afleep  and 
in  liquor;  but  a fymptomatic  phrenitis  or  delirium  is  one  of  the  mod 
general  inflammatory  fymptoms,  is  confined  to  no  feafon,  and  accedes 
indifferently  to  the  bilious,  malignant  or  inflammatory  fever.”  Prin- 
gle’s obfervations,  part  iii.  chap.  2.  § 1.  Macbride  obferves,  “ we 
are  not  to  confound  the  delirium,  which  is  a common  fymptom  in 
many  fevers,  with  the  original  inflammation  of  the  meninges,  which 
will  be  readily  diflinguifhed  by  obferving  that  in  the  phrenitis  the  deli- 
rium is  evident  and  violent  before  there  be  any  remarkable  degree  of 
fever,  whereas,  in  the  common  febrile  delirium,  the  difeafe  is  always 
of  fome  days  continuance  before  the  delirium  is  obfervable.” — Mac- 
bride’s  introdu&ion  to  the  practice  of  phyfic,  part  ii-  book  ii,  chap; 
5.  p.  432.  Dr.  Cullen,  after  recounting  the  fymptoms  of  a phren- 
fy, which  he  obferves  are  “ an  acute  pyrexia,  a violent  head  ach, 
a rednefs  of  the  face  and  eyes,  an  impatience  of  light  or  noife, 
a conftant  watching,  and  a delirium  impetuous  and  furious tells 
us  that  fome  nofologifts  have  thought  thefe  fymptoms  peculiar 
to  an  inflammation  of  the  membranes,  and  that  an  inflammation 
of  the  fubftance  of  the  brain  was  to  be  diflinguifhed  by  fome  degree  of 
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coma.  Cullen’s  firft  lines  of  the  pradice  of  phyfic,  book  ii.  cap. 
iv.  I have  made  thefe  quotations  to  fhew  that  this  fever  of  EIippo- 
crates  was  not  a true  phrenfy,  but  an  inflammatory  fever  attended 
with  this  as  a fymptom,  and  muft  be  treated  as  fuch. — Vid.  alfo 
Boerhaave  aphorifm.  § 738. and  771.

Page  15.  A hsernorrhage  from  the  nofe.]  The  termination'  of 
thefe  acute  diforders  is  here  very  diftindtly  pointed  out,  and  is  an  ob- 
ject worthy  of  great  attention.  The  hrft  is  not  fo  common  as  amongfb 
the  antients,  poffibly  owing  to  our  endeavours  to  put  a flop,  if  poffi- 
ble,  to  the  fever  in  the  beginning,  and  then  by  promoting  fome  eva- 
cuation or  other  which  draws  off  from  that  turgefcency  of  the  humours 
which  produces  thiseffeft.  Whatever  be  the  proximate  caufe  of  fever, 
a change,  no  doubt,  is  produced  in  the  circulating  juices,  bv  which 
they  become  more  acrimonious  than  ufual,  and  upon  this  account  are 
difpofed  to  throw  themfelves  out  through  fome  excretory  vefTel,  or  to 
force  a way  through  thofe  which  are  mod  liable  to  rupture.  But  the 
fame  effect  may  be  produced  from  an  affedtion  of  the  folids,  likewife, 
as  when  they  are  influenced  by  a fpafmodic  conftridtion  of  their  coats  j 
upon  that  being  removed  the  liquor  which  circulated  with  difficulty 
having  overcome  all  impediments,  may  be  fuppofed  to  exceed  its  pro- 
per bounds,  and  thus  an  extraordinary  evacuation  becomes  a fign  that 
the  difeafe  is  removed. — Vid.  Prosp.  Alp.  de  prasfagiend.  vit.  & mort. 
lib.  vi.  cap.  xhj.  Waldschmiedt.  inft.  medicin.  lib.  iij.  cap.  v.  § 29.

Id.  A large  quantity  of  urine  in  which  there  was  a confiderable 
fediment.]  Here  a natural  excretion  is  concerned,  and  the  relaxation 
of  the  veffels  as  well  as  an  alteration  of  the  juices  is  evident  j and 
from  this  perhaps  better  than  any  other  fign,  the  putrid  nature  of  a 
difeafe  may  be  difcovered.  And  it  is  a pity  but  experiments  were

made  upon  the  different  kinds  of  urine,  with  fuch  a view,  rather 
than  merely  making  it  the  fubjedt  of  obfervation  upon  the  old  idea 
of  concodtion,  &c.

Page  15.  Bilious  evacuation  of  the  inteftines.]  In  almofl  all  fevers 
a large  quantity  of  bile  is  produced,  and  is  pent  up  by  the  general 
conftridtion  which  prevails  when  that  is  taken  off  it  will  be  necef- 
farily  fucceeded  by  a purgation  of  the  inteftines,  and  fometimes  of 
pure  bile.  In  warm  climates  where  this  fubftance  eafily  putrifies,  a 
very  dangerous  fever  is  produced,  and  there  the  evacuation  is  rather 
a fign  of  the  general  diffolution  of  the  humours  than  a fymptom  of 
relief.

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SECTION  III. 

Page  1 8.  Didinguifh  difeafes.]  The  occurrences  belonging  to 
difeafes  which  are  all  here  jumbled  together  under  the  idea  of  diag- 
noftic,  from  the  general  meaning  of  that  word,  which  fignifies  any 
communications  of  knowledge,  may  and  have  been  by  modern  phyfi- 
ologids,  divided,  as  all  other  fails,  into  pad,  prefent,  and  future. 
The  pad  are  the  remote  caufes  from  expofure  to  air,  from  diet, 
& c.  &c.  which  have  given  rife  to  the  difeafe,  but  do  not  exid  at  the 
time  when  the  patient  complains.  The  prefent  what  now-a-davs 
are  more  immediately  termed  diagnodics,  and  confid  of  thofe  fymp- 
toms  which  reign  during  every  period,  but  more  particularly  perhaps 
at  the  fird  onfet  of  the  dileafe,  fuch  as  fhiverings,  heat,  &c.  The 
future,  the  prognodicks,  or  thofe  events  which  may  occur  in  any 
period  of  the  difeafe  fubfequent  to  the  time,  when  the  obfervation  is 
made,  or  more  particularly  thofe  terminations  with  which  it  is  al- 
ways concluded.  For  a better  knowledge  of  thefe  didindtions  the 
reader  is  defired  to  confult  the  fydematic  writers,  fuch  as  Boerha- 
ave,  Hoffman,  Home,  Macbride,  and  Dr.  Cullen,  in  that  ever 
memorable  work  the  fird  lines  of  the  Practice  of  Phyfic.  Vid.  alfo 
Ballon  de  Offic.  Med.  in  Bonet.  Labyrinth.  Med.  Waldschmiedt 
Ind.  Med.  Rat.  Fernelii  op.  Med.  &c.  &c. 

Page  19.  Fevers  are  either  condantly  upon  Tick  perfons.J  The 
didindlion  of  fevers  according  to  their  duration,  hath  always  been 
adopted,  altho’ differences  have  been  fometimes  derived  from  other 
circumdances,  agreeably  to  the  reigning  theories  concerning  the 
proximate  caufe.  What  is  meant  by  being  condantly  upon  Tick  per- 
fons  is,  in  my  opinion,  that  from  the  firft  feizure  to  the  termination, 
the  patients  are  never  free  from  a greater  quicknefs  than  natural  in  the 
pulfe,  and  a greater  heat  upon  the  fkin,  with  fome  other  fymptoms 
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which  may  or  may  not  be  attendant  upon  the  difeafe,  as  head-ach, 
anxiety,  third,  &c.  It  can  never  mean  that  all  that  aggregate  of 
fymptoms  which  attack  a perfon  either  immediately  or  in  fucceffion 
for  the  firft  days,  never  leave  him.  For  the  very  firft  fymptom  with 
which  he  is  often  feized,  viz.  that  of  {hivering,  leaves  him  in  a few 
hours,  and  perhaps  never  troubles  him  afterwards.  A fever  is  fuch 
a complicated  difeafe,  and  confifts  of  fuch  a variety  of  fymptoms 
which  are  conftantly  fhifting,  and  are  of  a progreffive  nature,  and 
divided  into  fo  many  different  ftages ; that  nothing  can  be  more  op- 
pofite  to  it  than  the  idea  of  its  continence,  or  its  continuing  with  an 
equable  tenor,  for  feven,  fourteen,  twenty-one,  or  more  days.  Nay 
even  a pulfe  quicker  than  ordinary,  or  a fuperior  degree  of  heat,  I 
believe  never  lafts  any  thing  like  fo  long.  And  here  I would 
venture  to  conjecture,  whether  a fever  ever  lafts  more  than  twenty- 
four  hours,  or  from  the  time  of  its  acceffion  to  that  of  its  remiffion, 
or  rather  declining.  And  therefore  every  new  paroxyfin,  or  fit  of 
fever,  may  be  confidered  as  a new  difeafe  but  is  more  or  lefs  violent 
each  time,  as  it  finds  the  body  in  a worfe  or  better  ftate  to  conflict  with 
it.  If  thecaufes  operate  very  quickly,  chey  occafion  a remittent  fever; 
if  more  flowly  an  intermittent.  This  idea  indeed  differs  very  little 
from  Dr.  Cullen’s,  whofe  opinion  is,  “ that  every  fever  confifts  of 
“ repeated  paroxyfms,  and  differs  from  others  only  in  the  circ  urn  fiances 
“ and  repetition  of  the  paroxyfms.”  My  reafon  for  making  each  pa- 
roxyfm  a diftindt  fever,  is  derived  from  its  having  diftindt  caufes,  and 
not  any  peculiar  one  which  operates  previoufly  to  the  firfi  acceffion  of 
the  difeafe;  and  from  its  admitting  a kind  of  cure  adapted  to  thofe 
caufes  at  any  time  of  the  complaints  fubfifting. 

Much  hath  been  faid  of  late  concerning  the  proximate  caufe  of 
difeafes,  and  efpecially  of  fevers;  and  the  limits  between  that  and  the 
difeafe  itfelf  have  been  fo  narrow,  that  it  is  with  great  difficulty  we  can 
feparate  the  one  from  the  other.  The  diftindtion  however  is  founded 
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in  nature,  and  a change  no  doubt  is  induced  in  the  fyftem  which  can- 
not bewailed  a difeafe,  as  being  at  firft  devoid  entirely  of  fymptoms. 
A difeafe  on  the  contrary  confifts  of  an  aflfemblage  of  fymptoms.  It 
would  be  needlefs  here  to  enter  into  a confutation  of  Boerhaave  upon 
this  fubjedt,  who  fuppofed  it  to  be  a lentor  or  vifcidity  of  the  fluids. 
This  dodtrine  is  now  entirely  exploded,  along  with  the  dependance  of 
difeafes  at  all  on  the  circulating  juices.  The  prevailing  theory  is 
that  of  Dr.  Cullen,  which  is  formed  upon  the  opinion  that  the  folids 
are  primarily  affedled  in  all  difeafes,  and  that  when  they  are  conitridted 
by  means  of  cold,  &c.  they  induce  a fpafm  which  irritates  the  heart 
and  arteries  to  a quicker  adtion  than  ufual,  and  thus  creates  what  is 
called  a fever.  At  the  fame  time  a debility  in  the  fmall  veflels  is  re- 
quifite  to  effedlthis  fpafm,  and  a deficiency  of  the  nervous  energy  to 
produce  this  debility.  All  this  may  be  allowed,  but  no  provifion  is 
made  for  the  new  acceflion  of  fever  after  a remiflion.  According  to 
that  theory  it  appears  to  me  that  every  fever  fhould  be  finifhed  in 
the  firlt  paroxyfm,  and  the  caufes  being  prevented  it  would  entirely 
ceafe.  Whereas  we  fee  the  fever  by  molt  writers  confuting  of  a num- 
ber of  paroxyfms,  and  in  my  idea  continually  renewed.  Suppofe 
therefore  we  fhould  imagine  a repofitory,  as  we  may  call  it,  of  remote 
caufes  to  be  provided  for  the  effedts  which  are  produced,  and  fuffici- 
ent  to  promote  a fuccefiion  of  what  would  foon  be  terminated  by  a fin- 
ale accefs  of  the  difeafe.  If  cold  alone  could  produce  a fpafm  which 
Ihould  caufe  fuch  exertions  as  to  conftitute  a fever  •,  the  prevalence 
either  of  the  cold  or  fever  would  foon  make  a termination,  and  no 
new  fever  or  new  paroxyfm  would  arife,  unlefs  more  cold  were  ad- 
mitted. But  if  there  fhould  be  one  or  more  fubftances,  whofe  opera- 
tion would  preferve  a kind  of  a flux  as  nature  or  medicines  prevailed 
over  them  ; we  fee  the  caufe  would  not  entirely  be  deftroyed,  tho’  it 
might  be  confiderably  altered.  In  the  flomach  fuch  caufes  may  fubfift, 
and  from  the  natural  tendency  of  that  vifcus  when  impaired  to  prepare 
ftimulating  matters,  fuch  as  bile,  and  degenerated  food,  and  from 
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its  confent  with  the  external  furface  of  the  (kin  ; I think  it  may  be 
allowed  to  have  a great  fhare  in  affording,  if  it  doth  not  provide  all 
the  remote  caufes  by  which  a fpalm  can  be  produced. 

Page  20.  Thofe  fevers  which  have  exacerbations  on  the  equal 
days.]  The  dodtrine  of  critical  days  which  hath  fo  much  puzzled 
Philofophers  and  Phyficians,  is  built  upon  this  paffage  of  Hippo- 
crates, with  a variety  of  others  in  different  parts  of  his  works.  The 
authority  of  fo  great  a man  to  a fadt  which  confbantly  eludes  the 
obfervation  of  the  moft  attentive  pradtitioner,  hath  given  fcope  to  the 
imagination  of  mankind  to  account  for  it  in  a different  manner  than 
what  was  intended.  Some  have  even  been  bold  enough  to  deny  the 
validity  of  its  truth,  and  have  faid  that  Hippocrates  was  certainly 
miftaken.  Others  have  endeavoured  to  account  for  it  upon  the  prin- 
ciple of  religious  fuperftition  or  philofophical  myfticifm,  to  both 
or  either  of  which  Hippocrates  was  attached.  Others  on  the  con- 
trary, believing  too  implicitly  in  the  fadt  upon  account  of  its  autho- 
rity, have  invented  a variety  of  fyftems  to  elucidate  its  truth.  And 
indeed  Hippocrates  himfelf  could  not  avoid  adopting  a fyftem  upon 
the  principles  of  it.  Others  again  have  taken  the  moft  candid  and 
generous  manner  of  afcertaining  the  truth,  by  an  appeal  to  fadts  and 
conftant  obfervation  during  an  extenfive  pradtice.  Amongft  thefe  is 
the  illuftrious  De  Haen  of  Vienna,  who  difcovered  that  near 
two  thirds  of  the  number  of  fevers  he  examined  were  terminated 
on  fome  critical  day  or  other.  In  my  opinion  however,  every 
fadt  muft  ftand  as  a Angle  inftance  by  itfelf,  and  if  all  the  cafes  which 
he  had  examined  had  terminated  on  a critical  day  •,  he  could  not 
have  been  certain  that  the  next  two  hundred  would  not  have  termi- 
nated differently.  And  the  reafon  is,  that  tho’  fadts  in  themfelves 
are  ftubborn  things,  yet  they  cannot  influence  other  fadts,  unlefs  we 
have  fome  idea  of  the  caufes  from  which  they  proceed.  Where 
there  is  a fteady  and  uniform  alliance  between  a caufe  and  its  effedt, 
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we  may  determine  when  we  fee  the  caufe,  that  the  effed  will  follow. 
But  where  there  is  no  caufe  evident,  the  univerfality  of  fads  will 
determine  no  more  than  for  themfelves.  Moll  writers  have  now 
rejeded  the  ideas  of  a difeafe  depending  on  a morbific  matter, 
which  like  ale  in  a fermenting  vat  required  a certain  time  to  bring  it 
to  concodion  or  maturation.  Upon  that  principle  indeed,  the  critical 
days  might  have  been  fupported,  but  upon  the  theories  of  the  mo- 
derns they  muft  be  purely  accidental.  I do  not  however  difpute  the 
thority  of  Hippocrates,  he  might  have  been  more  fortunate  than 
even  Dr.  De  Haen,  but  one  inftance  to  the  contrary  was  enough  I 
think  to  overthrow  all  his  obfervations.  There  is  an  objedion  too 
I think  may  be  made  to  all  obfervations  of  this  kind,  I mean  pre- 
judice, and  I cannot  think  that  I affront  the  underftanding  of  the 
wifeft  man,  by  faying  that  he  is  under  the  influence  of  this  principle, 
whilft  human  nature  is  acknowledged  to  be  fallible.  A preconceived 
opinion  in  favour  of  thefe  days,  will  appear  to  any  one  at  firft  view 
to  miflead  our  judgment.  Suppofe  for  inftance  in  the  regular  reck- 
oning of  days,  that  a fever  terminated  on  the  thirteenth,  this  would 
no  doubt  be  a difappointment  to  the  obferver;  and  in  confequence  of 
it  he  would  feverely  queftion  the  patient,  whether  he  had  not  fome 
fmall  degree  of  complaint  on  the  day  before  the  reckoning  began  j 
and  it  would  be  ten  to  one,  as  the  acceffions  of  difeafes  are  very  vague 
and  the  memory  of  man  uncertain,  if  he  did  not  recoiled  fome  flight 
fymptoms  to  have  occurred,  and  this  would  determine  the  difeafe  to 
terminate  on  the  fourteenth,  which  was  all  that  was  wanted. 

But  let  us  fee  the  opinions  of  the  moderns  upon  this  fubjed.  We 
have  already  mentioned  De  Haen,  who  feems  much  to  favour  the  no- 
tion, and  cautions  againft  doing  any  thing  upon  thefe  days,  but  as  he 
was  a difciple  of  Boerhaave,  he  may  be  allowed  to  follow  his  mafter, 
and  account  for  it  by  his  theory.  Dr.  Macbride  is  very  modeft  in 
his  account  of  thefe  days,  as  well  as  Van  Swieten,  tho’  the  fcholar 
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and  commentator  of  Boerhaave,  yet  they  do  not  feem  either  of 
them  to  fall  in  with  the  idea.  Dr.  Cullen  however  fupports  it,  and 
this  both  out  of  regard  to  the  authority  of  Hippocrates,  and  from 
his  own  obfervation.  “ Our  own  obfervations,  he  fays,  amount  to 
“ this,  that  fevers  with  moderate  fymptoms,  generally  cafes  of  the 
“ lynocha,  frequently  terminate  in  nine  days,  or  fooner,  and  very 
“ conftantly  on  one  or  other  of  the  critical  days,  which  fall  within 
“ that  period  but  it  is  very  rare  in  this  climate,  that  cafes  of  either 
“ the  Typhus  or  Synochus  terminate  before  the  eleventh  day,  and 
“ when  they  do  terminate  on  this  day,  it  is  for  the  moft  part  fatally. 
“ When  they  are  protraded  beyond  this  time,  I have  very  conftantly 
“ found  that  their  terminations  were  upon  the  fourteenth,  feventeenth, 
“ or  twentieth  day.”  § 118. — I cannot  avoid  fubjoining  his  ingenious 
method  of  accounting  for  thefe  days : — “ From  the  univerfality  of 
<c  tertian  or  quartan  periods  in  intermittent  fevers,  we  cannot  doubt 
“ of  there  being  in  the  animal  oeconomy  a tendency  to  obferve  fuch 
“ periods,  and  the  critical  days  above  mentioned,  are  confiftent  with 
“ this  tendency  of  the  oeconomy,  as  all  of  them  mark  either  tertian  or 
“ quartan  periods.  Thefe  periods  however  are  not  promifeuoufly 
“ mixed,  but  occupy  conftantly  their  feveral  portions  in  the  progrefs 
“ of  the  difeafe;  fo  that  from  the  beginning  to  the  eleventh  day,  a 
“ tertian  period  takes  place,  and  from  the  eleventh  to  the  twentieth 
“ and  perhaps  longer,  a quartan  period  is  as  fteadily  obferved.” 

Ci  What  determines  the  periods  to  be  changed  about  the  eleventh 
“ day,  we  have  not  clearly  perceived  ■,  but  the  fad  is  certain,  for  there 
“ is  no  inftance  of  any  termination  on  the  thirteenth,  but  upon  the 
“ fourteenth,  feventeenth,  and  twentieth, which  mark  quartan  periods  ; 
“ there  are  forty-three  inftances  of  terminations.”  Cullen’s  firft  lines 
of  the  Pradice  of  Phyfic,  § 113  and  114.

Page  21.  All  his  fymptoms  were  aggravated.]  The  word  pa- 
roxyi’m  feems  here  to  be  defcribed  by  the  Greek  word  fignifying  all 
being  annexed.  I have  therefore  chofen  in  many  places  to  give  the 
periphrafis,  rather  than  the  word  itfelf,  which  is  now  received  under 
an  interpretation  rather  different,  fignifying  merely  the  fit  of  a difeafe 
which  intermits.  There  may  be  a doubt  however  in  thefe  remitting 
fevers,  concerning  its  proper  meaning,  i.  e.  whether  it  fignifies  an  in- 
creafe  of  thofe  fymptoms  with  which  the  fever  was  accompanied  the 
day  before  when  at  the  higheft,  or  only  of  thofe  with  which  it  was 
attended  on  the  fame  day,  or  during  the  time  of  remiflion.  I believe 
the  latter  is  the  true  bonification,  and  thus  correfponds  to  our  ideas  of 
an  exacerbation,  or  a frefh  accefiion  of  the  firft  fymptoms. 

Page  22.  Like  a perfon  calling  back,]  This  idea  of  refpiration 
is  not  difficult  to  conceive  by  thofe  who  have  attended  much  to  the 
lad  efforts  of  a dying  perfon.  It  is  however  deferving  attention,  as 
many  a miftake  has  arifen  for  want  of  a proper  diftindtion  of  fatal  and 
falutary  fymptoms  even  in  the  laft  periods  of  a difeafe.  Vid.  Boer- 
haave  Aph.  on  febrile  anxiety,  § 631.  Van  Swieten  Comment, 
vol.  ii.  p.  189.

Id.  Unmixed.]  This  term  fignifies  either  an  uniform  appear- 
ance of  the  ftool  in  which  no  other  matters  feem  mixed  but  the  foeces, 
or  it  may  fignify  the  contrary,  in  which  there  are  a great  variety  of 
matters,  but  not  properly  mixed  up  together,  fo  as  to  conflitute  a 
natural  difcharge  of  this  kind.  It  is  a term  applied  to  many  other 
fubjedts,  as  the  blood,  expectorations,  and  the  bile.  It  is  likewife 
applied  by  the  antients  and  this  writer  likewife  to  wine.  But  in  each 
of  thefe  the  prior  fignification  feems  to  be  the  moft  probable,  and  if 
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bile  be  looked  upon  as  neceffary  in  the  inteftinal  difcharge,  it  may- 
very  well  be  adopted  here.  Vid.  Ballon.  Defin.  Medic,  pag.  5. 

Page  23.  Small  red  and  round  puftules  like  IovQo*.]  In  Latin 
Varus.  The  true  meaning  oi:  this  word  is  a rough  or  hairy  elevation 
of  the  Ikin,  fuch  as  generally  appears  in  all  miliary  eruptions.  The 
varieties  of  thefe  miliary  fpots  attendant  on  fevers,  are  not  fufficiently 
marked  by  pathological  writers,  as  every  diftind  caufe  which  ope- 
rates on  the  conftitution  for  this  purpofe,  may  produce  a peculiar 
fpot  of  its  own.  Sauvage  has  indeed  given  us  fourteen  fpecies,  but 
thefe  are  nothing  equal  to  the  number  which  have  doubtlefs  appeared, 
and  tho’  they  may  have  been  excluded  from  any  medical  regifter,  yep 
may  not  have  efcaped  the  notice  of  practitioners.  I think  I have 
lately  feen  an  eruption  of  a peculiar  kind,  in  a fymptomatic  fever 
where  Goulard’s  preparations  of  lead  have  been  ufed  for  external 
ulcers.  The  fpot  is  of  a brownifh  red,  and  of  an  oblong  fhape. 
The  lymptoms  of  the  fever  are  in  general  violent,  and  great  defpon- 
dency  prevails.  None  of  thofe  whom  I have  feen  however,  have 
terminated  fatally.  The  method  puriued  has  been,  after  emptying 
the  bowels,  and  endeavouring  to  procure  a diaphorefis  by  antirno- 
nials,  &c.  to  fupport  the  vis  vitas  by  cordials  and  the  bark.  Vid.

Page  25.  Was  feized  with  a violent  fever.]  The  nature  and  caufe 
of  puerperal  fevers,  have  of  late  been  much  inveftigated  by  pra£ti» 
tioners  in  midwifery,  and  lome  improvements  have  been  attempted 
in  the  cure,  for  which  fee  the  refpeClive  Treatifes  of  White,  Kirk- 
land, and  Leake,  which  are  in  every  one’s  hands.  I would  beg 
leave  to  remark  that  I think  thefe  gentlemen  have  been  guilty  of  an 
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error,  in  endeavouring  to  attribute  the  fever  to  fome  fingle  caufe,  and 
not  allowing  it  to  arife  from  any  which  may  be  productive  of  fever. 
In  the  cafe  before  us  the  uterus  appears  to  be  in  a ftate  of  inflamma- 
tion, and  from  the  tender  fubftance  of  that  body,  and  its  fudden 
expofure  to  cold  after  delivery,  we  may  fuppoie  it  frequently  fubiedt 
to  that  complaint  but  we  are  not  to  infer  from  this,  that  a woman 
after  lying  in  can  have  no  other  fever  but  what  arifes  from  this  caufe. 
She  may  have  the  fever  of  the  feafon,  fhe  may  derive  a putrid  fever 
from  the  ftate  of  her  own  juices,  or  the  habit  of  her  body,  or  fhe  may 
contrad  luch  a difeafe  from  an  improper  treatment  during  her  con- 
finement. Where  therefore  an  inflammation  of  the  uterus  is  not  evi- 
dent, and  which  with  great  care,  during  the  time  of  parturition  fhould 
be  guarded  againft,  a general  mode  of  practice  fhould  be  adopted  the 
fame  as  in  a fever  at  any  other  time.  To  conclude  this  note  I 
fhall  give  the  fymptoms  of  an  inflammation  of  the  Uterus  from  that  ac- 
curate defcriber  of  difeafes,  Lommius.  ct  Vehemens  dolor  atque  pulfans 
“ locum  urget:  Ifque,  fi  anteriora  magis  afficiuntur,  ad  pubem  perve- 
64  nit,  & urinae  difficultatem  aliquam,  vel  ftillicidium  parit : Si  pofte- 
“ riora  magis  inflammantur,  alvus  cohibetur,  & dolor  lumbos  fatigat. 
“ Jam  fi  in  latere  plus  vitii  eft,  protinus  inguen  intenditur,  cruraque 
“ gravia  difficulter  moventur.  Sejnper  autem  acuta  febris  ineft,  & 
“ multus  capitis  dolor,  magifque  anteriore  ejus  parte,  & circa  radices 
“ oculorum.  Dolent  quoque  cum  diftentione  atque  gravitate  imus 
“ venter,  pubes,  coxae,  vicinaeque  his  id  genus  partes.  Lumbis 
“ etiam  multus  infeftus  ardor  eft.  Incipit  affici  ftomachus,  doiore- 
“ que  & naufea,  & fingultu  follicitari.  Ipfa  autem  fcemina  adeo 
« par um  commode  in  omnetn  partem  corporis  movetur,  ut  non  fe- 
“ dere,  non  furgere,  nifi  fumma  difficultate,  non  pedibus  ingredi

Page  29.  Having  wafhed  his  head.]  I have  frequently  found 
waffling  the  head  in  warm  water,  or  wrapping  it  up  in  warm  clothes, 
wrung  out  from  the  fame,  to  be  of  ufe  in  taking  off  the  delirium  or 
head-ach  which  fo  commonly  remains  after  a fever.  Dr.  Percival 
informs  me  he  has  found  fuch  exhibitions  of  great  fervice  in  the  he- 
micrania. 

Page  34.  Her  tongue  was  entirely  paralytic.]  Mrs.  W~ , of 

this  city,  aged  near  50,  was,  upon  a Sunday  afternoon,  juft  after  din- 
ner, attacked  with  a lofs  of  fpeech  and  fome  other  fymptoms  of  an  ap- 
proaching palfy,  though  at  the  fame  time  fhe  was  able,  with  an  af- 
fiftant,  to  walk  about  the  room.  Being  called  about  two  hours  after, 
I found  her  exceedingly  languid,  and  complaining  much  of  her  head, 
but  fhe  could  fpeak  a little  yet  with  great  difficulty.  I ordered  her  to 
be  put  to  bed,  and  to  take  regularly  a warm  cordial  draught ; file 
flept  well  in  the  night,  but  in  the  morning  her  fymptoms  became 
more  alarming,  and  from  the  reprefentation  of  the  people  about  her 
fhe  was  quite  infenfible,  and  had  loft  the  ufe  of  her  limbs.  Upon  be- 
ing called  again  very  early  in  the  morning,  I thought  the  paralytic 
fymptoms  gained  ground,  though  fhe  did  fpeak  a little  on  my  en- 
trance. Upon  this  a ftimulating  gargle  was  ordered,  and  an  eleduary 
with  muftard  feed,  with  a large  dofe  of  tind.  facr.  When  I faw  her 
again  about  noon,  fhe  was  confiderably  delirious,  and  had  a high  de- 
gree of  fever,  her  pulfe  being  very  quick,  but  low  and  fluttering.  A 
blifter  was  then  ordered  to  be  applied  between  her  fhoulders,  and  fome. 
fmall  dofes  of  tart,  emetic,  to  be  given.  She  could  move  her  tongue,  but 
not  fpeak  articulately.  The  tart,  emetic  had  very  little  effed,  but  the 
blifter  rofe.  The  cordials  were  renewed  at  night.  The  next  day  fhe 
was  confiderably  worfe,  and  could  take  nothing  down  ; other  blifters 
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were  then  applied  to  her  legs,  which  never  role.  The  next  day,  about  io 
A.  M.  Are  appeared  to  be  in  a dying  condition,  had  been  attacked  very 
frequently  with  convulfion  fits,  and  was  furrounded  by  her  friends  to  fee 
her  laft  gafp.  In  the  evening  however  fhe  was  ftill  alive,  and  I thought 
fire  was  not  fo  bad  as  file  appeared  to  the  by-ftanders •,  but  as  fire  could 
take  nothing  by  the  mouth,  I ordered  a ftrong  nervous  fiimulating  glyf- 
ter,  and  defired,  if  pofiible,  lbme  of  the  cordial  might  be  got  down  : 
After  the  glyfter  fhe  had  no  fits,  and  in  the  night  her  catamenia  began  to 
flow.  The  next  morning  fhe  was  much  better,  could  fpeak  a little,  and 
was  fenfible;  the  cordial  was  then  given  more  freely,  and  the  glyfter 
was  repeated:  She  then  grew  better  every  day,  though  fire  had  acon- 
ftant  watchfulnefs  for  two  or  three  days  and  nights:  This  was  relieved 
by  a decodion  of  the  bark  and  a flight  opiate.  In  the  courfe  of  the 
bark  fhe  recovered  entirely  in  about  a fortnight.  This  is  produced  as 
an  inftance  fimilar  to  that  in  the  text,  where  paralytic  fymptoms  will 
fometimes  attend  and  be  dependent  upon  a fever,  without  acknow- 
ledging any  other  caufe  than  what  produces  that  affeddon. 

Page  35.  The  menftrual  flux  appeared  at  the  fame  time.]  It  is 
not  yet  determined  how  far  this  evacuation  in  the  courfe  of  a fever  is 
prejudicial  or  advantageous.  In  the  cafe  before  us,  we  fee  a recovery 
where  it  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  the  difeafe,  and  in  fmall  quan- 
tity. The  ingenious  Waldschmeidt  has  difputed  this  point  with  the 
father  of  phyfic  : “ Si  menfes  (fays  he)  extra  ordinem  in  acutis  fluant 
magnum  portendunt  periculum.  Imo  ft  confueto  etiam  tempore 
erumpunt  ominofi  funt,  in  his  enim  regionibus  rarius  fluunt  critice. 
Hinc  fallit  experientia  Hippocratas  fcribentis,  quod  mulieri  quibus 
die  critico  menfes  eruperant  omnes  periculo  morbi  defundae  fint  & 
quod  nullam  ex  his  quibus  id  rede  contigit  mortuam  viderit.5’  Inft. 
med.  rat.  lib.  iii.  cap.  vii.  § 19,  p.  120.  I cannot  fee  how  this  evacu- 
ation can  be  confidered  as  critical  with  regard  to  the  fever.  I fhould 
rather  think  the  cafe  might  be  reverfed,  and  the  danger  to  arife  from 
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the  too  fudden  or  too  late  flow  of  it,  independent  of  the  fever.  A tem- 
porary fever  generally  attends  it.  Why  then  may  it  not  be  the  caufe 
of  one  which  is  more  violent  ? and  in  that  cafe  the  eruption  is  the  de- 
fcruftion  of  the  caufe  of  the  fever,  which  being  taken  away  muft  con- 
duce to  a recovery.  There  are  few  fevers  which  occur  in  women  which 
will  not  meet  with  this  difcharge  in  the  moll  regular  way;  if  therefore 
it  be  made  at  its  own  proper  period,  without  any  reference  to  the  crifis 
of  the  fever,  I fhould  imagine  it  would  be  a falutary  fign.  If  likewife 
it  occurred  before  it’s  ufual  time,  it  would  relieve  the  body  of  a load 
which  oppreflfed  it  and  might  be  the  remote  caufe  of  the  fever,  and 
thus,  if  it  did  not  weaken  too  much,  would  in  the  fame  manner  be  a 
flgn  of  fafety.  If  however  it  fhould  be  prolonged  beyond  the  natural 
courfe,  it  would  fhew  that  the  vis  vitae  were  much  debilitated,  and 
that  the  caufes  of  oppreflion  operated  very  powerfully,  and  molt  pro- 
bably had  produced  other  effects  which  would  not  be  relieved  even  by 
a flow  of  it  at  this  time,  which  in  that  cafe  would  be  a fign  of  dan- 
ger; not  however  becaufe  it  flowed,  but  becaufe  this  flow  was  imped- 
ed too  long.  If  however,  after  it  is  prolonged,  it  Ihould  flow  at  the 
crifis,  when  nature  makes  a vigorous  effort  by  every  evacuation  in  her 
power;  it  would  be  a fign  of  recovery,  as  every  difcharge  is  at  that 
time,  and  would  fhew  that  fhe  had  overcome  every  caufe  of  oppref- 
fion. 
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HIS  book,  which  confifts  of  fo  much  variety  cf  matter,  is  in 


volved  in  fuch  obfcurity  of  language,  and  has  fo  little  order 
and  connection  in  its  form,  hath  been,  upon  thele  accounts,  denied 
to  be  the  work  of  the  great  father  of  phyfic;  there  are  however  ftrong 
marks,  I would  beg  leave  to  obferve,  of  his  able  capacity  in  the  hints 
(for  they  can  hardly  be  called  by  another  name)  which  he  has  here 
given  us.  All  will  allow  that  the  original  memorandums  were  written  by 
Hippocrates,  but  infill  that  the  greateftpart  confifts  of  a commentary 
given  by  his  fon,  or  fome  other  perfons;  yet  as  the  whole  almoft  con- 
fills  of  broken  hints  and  irregular  obfervations,  the  whole  may  belong 
to  Hippocrates  or  none.  Such  loofe  obfervations  are  generally  writ- 
ten, though  by  the  greateft  mailers,  in  an  unequal  ftile,  which  is  the 
caufe  of  their  obfcurity.  And  the  genuinenefs  of  their  origin  mull  de- 
pend upon  the  external  circumftances  which  accompany  them,  and  their 
real  worth  which  entitles  them  to  a place  amongft  the  writings  of  the 
perfon  to  whom  they  are  attributed.  Upon  this  account  therefore  the 
good  fenfe  and  accurate  judgment  which  are  difplayed  in  this  book 
of  Hippocrates  will  entitle  it,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  firft  rank  a- 
mongft  his  lucubrations,  and  though  the  language  is  not  fo  perfe<5l  as 
could  be  wilhed : yet  whoever  will  take  the  trouble  to  read  it  with 
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care  will  find  many  things  well  deferving  his  attention,  even  in  this  en- 
lightened sera  of  the  fcience.  It  confids  of  fix  fedtions,  each  of  which 
is  replete  with  fome  new  matter  and  a great  variety  of  obfervations. 
The  firfi:  contains,  not  a defcription  of  the  weather,  but  a tolerable 
one  of  many  difeafes  which  occurred,  and  abounds  mod  with  diag- 
nodics  and  prognodics  of  feveral  fymptoms,  and  of  the  external  caufes 
from  which  they  may  proceed.  The  fecond  confids  of  a great  variety 
of  cafes  in  phyfic,  furgery  and  midwifery,  and  hath  likewife  fome  prog- 
nodics fimiiar  to  the  lad.  The  third  contains  a difcufiion  of  the  wea- 
ther at  Perinthus,  and  alfo  of  the  difeafes  which  reigned  there,  fome 
more  elaborate  cafes  than  in  the  lad,  and  likewife  fome  additional 
prognodics,  particularly  in  midwifery.  The  fourth  exhibits  a defcrip- 
tion of  the  blood  vefiels,  but  as  anatomy  was  then  in  a very  imperfedt 
date,  and  the  human  body  was  not  difledted  for  the  purpofes  of  ob- 
taining the  knowledge  of  the  art ; much  accuracy  cannot  be  expected 
from  this  account.  The  fifth  is  upon  a very  curious  fubjedt,  viz.  phv- 
fiognomy,  and  which,  tho’  very  undefervedly,  excluded  from  the  doc- 
trinal practice,  yet  I believe  every  acute  phyfician  makes  ufe  of  fome 
obfervations  of  this  kind  for  his  own  fatisfadtion  and  eafe.  There  are 
likewife  in  this  book  fome  methods  of  curepropofed,  and  the  compo- 
fition  of  fome  medicines,  befides  a variety  of  prognodics  of  what  may 
happen  in  a difeafe.  The  lad  is  upon  the  fame  fubjedt,  but  takes  a more 
philofophical  view  of  the  tempers  of  the  mind  alfo,  as  depending  on 
the  features  ; it  gives  us  alfo  a number  of  diagnodics,  prognodics  and 
methods  of  cure,  and  hints  at  feveral  very  curious  fubjedts  of  difcuf- 
fion,  and  which  we  are  forry  the  limits  of  this  work  will  not  enable  us 
diffidently  to  examine. 

Page  37.  In  Cranon.]  A town  of  Thessaly,  not  far  from  La- 
rissa. 

A fweat  broke  out  in  the  beginning.]  This  peculiar  obferva- 
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tion  marks  the  great  accuracy  of  Hippocrates,  and  though  it  ac- 
counts for  a remarkable  effect  of  the  moifture  of  the  air  in  relaxing  the 
fkin,  yet  it  is  not  fufficiently  taken  notice  of  by  writers.  Sweats  have 
been  confidered  as  the  efFedt  of  maturation  of  the  febrile  matter,  and 
therefore  have  never  been  allowed  to  be  falutary  but  at  the  end  of  a 
fever,  when  that  happens.  From  late  obfervations,  however,  a fweat 
produced  by  art,  which  is  fimilar  to  what  is  here  mentioned,  viz.  an 
external  caufe,  may  ever  be  of  ufe,  and  juftifies  the  modern  practice  of 
putting  as  fpeedy  a flop  to  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe  as  poffible  by  means 
of  this  evacuation.  “ Another  prevention,”  (after  mentioning  bleed- 
ing) fays  Sir  John  Pringle,  “ confifts  in  an  eafy  fweat;  for  which 
“ one  of  the  bell  medicines  is  a large  draught  of  warm  vinegar  whey 
tc  with  fome  fpirit  of  hartfhorn  at  bed  time.”-— Vid.  Pringle’s  Obfer- 
vations, part  iii.  chap.  1.  Dr.  Cullen,  in  defcribing  the  means  of 
cure  in  fever,  includes  “ thofe  which  determine  the  force  of  the  cir- 
culation to  the  extreme  velfels  on  the  furface  of  the  body,  and  by 
reftoring  the  tone  and  activity  of  thefe  veffeis  overcome  the  fpafm  on 
their  extremities.  Thefe  are  diluents,  neutral  falts,  fudorifics,  eme- 
tics.” Cullen’s  firft  lines  of  the  practice  of  phyfic,  book  i.  chap.  vi. 
fed.  1.  § 146  and  147.  Vid.  alfo  Macbride’s  introdudl.  to  the  prac- 
tice of  phyfic,  part  ii.  book  i.  chap.  11.  p.  306. 

Page  40.  Shews  a mutual  concert.]  The  correfpondence  between 
final  and  efficient  caules  is  no  where  more  evident  in  the  animal  con- 
ftitution  than  in  the  effects  alluded  to  in  this  obfervation.  And  fince 
the  ingenious  difcoveries  by  Dr.  Monro  of  the  lymphatic  fyltem, 
which  now  appears  to  conftitute  a double  circulation  in  the  body, 
they  may  be  very  eafily  accounted  for. 

Page  45.  An  eruption.]  Vid.  Tulpii  obf.  medic,  cap.  54, 
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Page  4 6.  In  a long  continued  lientery.]  That  ingenious  fyftema- 
tic  writer  M.  Sauvage,  has  given  us  five  fpecies  of  this  difeafe,  which 
is  uncommon,  and  has  been  taken  but  little  notice  of  by  medical 
writers.  Thofe  who  have  written  upon  it  have  confidered  it  as  very 
nearly  allied  to  a diarrhoea*,  and  Macbride  has  afierted,  that  it  rauft 
be  cured  by  the  fame  means.  In  deference  to  his  opinion,  however, 
I cannot  help  thinking  that  it  depends  upon  different  caufes,  is  more 
common  than  imagined,  and  is  to  be  cured  in  a different  manner.  It 
appears  to  me  a fymptom  of  total  indigeflion,  and  generally  accompa- 
nies this  complaint  *,  but,  as  it  is  attended  with  no  pain,  patients  at- 
tend in  fuch  cafes  to  more  urgent  fymptoms,  and  negledt  this,  of 
which,  perhaps,  they  are  infenfible.  The  cure  fhould  be  attempted 
by  acids,  the  cortex  Peruvianus,  flowers  of  zinc,  & c.  and  perhaps 
Bristol  or  Bath  water. — Vid.  Sauvace’s  nofolog.  method,  clafs  ix.

Page  47.  There  were  fome  perfons  who  were  affeded  with  fore 
throats.]  This  diforder  of  the  throat  and  fauces  feems  to  have  been 
purely  inflammatory,  and  of  that  kind  which  is  now  called  quinfyj 
a diforder  that  is  feldom  dangerous,  and  from  the  great  prevalence  of 
of  a malignant  difeafe  which  lately  attacked  thefe  parts,  is  but  little 
taken  notice  of. — Let  me  obferve  here,  however,  that  the  malignant 
fore  throat  fo  accurately  defcribed  by  Dr.  Fothergill,  as  it  might  be 
efteemed  the  diforder  of  a feafon,  now  feems  almofl:  to  be  worn  out, 
and  the  fore  throat,  which  at  prefent  prevails,  though  the  fauces  be 
covered  with  ulcers,  feems  to  correfpond  to  the  general  conflitution, 
and  is  malignant  or  mild  as  putrid  or  inflammatory  fevers  are  moft 
rife.  As  moft  fevers  however,  for  what  caufe  I know  not,  are  of  the 
mixed  kind  and  generally  mild,  fo  is  this  diforder  of  the  throat. — Vid. 
Sydenham  and  Grant  on  the  fevers  about  London.  From  this  too  a 
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caution  may  be  obferved  with  regard  tofollowingDr.  Fothergill’s  me- 
thod in  every  fore  throat  attended  with  ulcers.  Whenever  thefe  fymp- 
toms  appear  we  Ihould  confider  the  nature  of  the  fever  which  generally 
prevails,  as  well  as  the  conftitution  of  the  patient,  and  the  external  caufes 
to  which  he  has  been  expofed.  If  from  this  we  find  fymptoms  of  ma- 
lignancy are  evident,  Dr.  Fothergill’s  plan  is  a very  excellent  one;  if, 
however,  there  are  marks  of  inflammation  or  of  a fever  of  the  mixed 
kind,  it  is  to  be  avoided  like  poifon,  and  another  method  adapted  to 
thofe  complaints  mud  be  admitted.  Sydenham  fays,  “ It  is  well 
“ worth  obferving  that  the  quirify,  which  is  only  a fymptom  of  the  fta- 
“ tionary  fever  mud  be  treated  by  the  fame  method  which  the  fever 
“ demands.”  The  defcription  of  this  diforder  given  by  this  ufeful 
writer  very  much  correfponds  to  what  is  given  by  Hippocrates,  ex- 
cept in  the  paralytic  fymptoms,  and  his  prediction  of  greater  danger; 
and  his  method  of  cure  therefore  would  have  been  wifely  adopted.  It 
is  by  frequent  bleeding,  glyfters,  and  fometimes  by  a blifter  between 
the  fhoulders. — Vid.  Sydenham  by  Swan,  feet.  vi.  cap.  vij.  p.  287. 
Sir  John  Pringle  adds  to  this  method  of  cure,  “ A piece  of  flannel 
“ moiftened  with  two  parts  of  common  fweet  oil  and  one  of  fpirit  of 
“ hartfliorn,  applied  to  the  throat,  and  renewed  once  in  four  or  five 
“ hours ;”  and  ufes  the  following  gargle  by  way  of  injection,  “ thir- 
“ teen  ounces  of  barley  water  (or  fage  tea)  two  ounces  of  mel  rofe  and 
“ one  ounce  of  vinegar,  and  fometimes  afpoonful  of  muftard. — Prin- 
gle’s Obfervations  on  the  Difeafes  of  the  Army,  part  iii.  chap.  2.

Page  48.  Thofe  who  had  tumours  verging  towards  either  fide  fuf- 
fered  a paralytic  affection.]  This  fpecies  of  hemiplegia  is  not  taken 
notice  of  by  any  fy  Hematic  writers,  hence  we  may  conclude  it  is  not  a 
very  common  complaint.  Indeed  the  tumour  prefling  ftrongly  upon 
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the  nerves  might  produce  it ; but  in  molt  of  thefe  cafes  it  hath  a more 
violent  effedt,  and  brings  on  immediate  fuffocation.  Sauvage  has  a 
hemiplegia  apoftematodes,  but  he  derives  that  from  an  abfcefs  of  the 
brain. — Vid.  Sauvage’s  nofolog.  meth.  clafs  vi.  ord.  ,ii.  gen.  xviii. 
vol.  3,  8vo.  p.  360. 

Page  49.  Perinthus]  was  a town  of  Thrace.— Vid.  Plinii  hift.

Page  50.  Small  miliary  elevations  of  the  fkin  ] This  falutary  e- 
ruption  refembles,  in  fome  meafure,  the  effera  or  rafh  mentioned  by 
Cleghorn,  which  he  fays  fometimes  accompany  tertian  fevers,  and 
he  adds,  “ I took  care  to  make  as  liberal  evacuations  as  the  ftrength 
“ and  age  of  the  patient  would  permit,  and  proceeded  fpeedily  to  give 
<e  the  bark,  which  effectually  cures  both  them  and  the  fever. — Vid. 
Cleghorn  on  the  difeafes  of  Minorca,  chap.  iv.  p.  219.

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Among  the  moderns  it  is  defcribed  by  Linnaeus  thus:  “ Euphorbia 
peplus  umbella  trifida  : dichotoma,  in  volucellis  ovatis,  foliis  integer 
rimis  ob  ovatis  petiolatis. — Linn,  fyftem.  nat.  vol.  ii.  p.  1048.  It  is 
called  in  Engliffi  petty  fpurge.  Hudson’s  fior.  p.  182.  The  accurate 
Dr.  Lewis,  in  defcribing  its  virtues,  fays,  “ All  the  parts  of  this  plant 
are  extremely  acrid  irritating  cathartics*,  apt  to  inflame  the  mouth, 
fauces  and  ftomach;  operating  with  fo  great  violence,  that  fome  may 
perhaps  have  borne  their  operation  without  much  injury  to  the  confti- 
tution,  yet  common  prudence  forbids  their  ever  being  ventured  on. 
For  alleviating  inflammatory  fymptoms  produced  by  imprudently 
fwallowing  or  tailing  thefe  acrid  fubftances,  milk  plentifully  drank 
feems  the  moft  effedtual  remedy.” — Vid.  Lewis’s  Materia  Medica,  p.

Page  55.  Collections  of  matter.]  There  is  nothing  in  pathology 
more  difficult  to  account  for  than  thofe  calculous  concretions  which  are 
found  not  only  in  all  the  cavities  of  the  body,  but  in  every  part  thro’ 
which  the  blood  is  found  to  circulate,  nay,  and  in  the  minuted  veflels, 
and  upon  the  exterior  parts.  We  cannot  attribute  them  to  any  one 
particular  fubftance,  nor  to  any  difpofition  of  the  conftitution  which 
can  produce  them.  PIippocrates  in  this  place  derives  them  from  the 
fame  power  which  generates  the  bones.  We  are  not  certain,  howe- 
ver, with  regard  to  the  nature  of  offification,  and  from  the  lateft  dilco- 
veries  it  is  found  that  a feries  of  veflels  is  abfolutely  neceflfary  to  con- 
vey the  matter  of  which  the  bones  conflict  to  their  deftined  places. — 
Vid.  Monro’s  Olteology,  part  i.  Calculi  are  produced  in  a different 
manner,  and  feem  to  be  a feparation  of  the  conftituent  parts  of  fome 
peculiar  humours.  Whether,  however,  there  be  a peculiar  mode  of 
living  or  kind  of  food,  or  a peculiar  difpofition  of  the  conftitution, 
which  produces  all  or  any  of  them,  is  a very  great  uncertainty.  The 
{tones  of  the  gall-bladder  are  molt  probably  no  more  than  inflpiffated 
bile,  for  which  fee  Coe  on  biliary  concretions,  chap,  ii,  p,  78.  Thofe 
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of  the  urinary  bladder  may  confift,  in  the  fame  manner,  of  the  more 
folid  and  hardened  parts  of  the  urine,  and  both  may  be  owing  to  too 
great  a fluggifhnefs  of  thefe  ventricles  to  difcharge  their  contents. 
Chalk  ftones  in  the  gout  are  evidently  derived  from  weaknefs,  and 
perfons  of  impaired  ftomachs  and  bad  digeftions  are  very  fubjedt 
to  foulnefs  of  the  teeth,  which  is  a fecretion  of  a hard  and  ftony  mat- 
ter. So  that  it  is  very  likely  a partial  or  general  imbecility  of  the  fo- 
lida  viva  may  be  the  caufe  of  thofe  produdtions.  And  if  that  Ihouid 
be  the  cafe,  it  points  out  a method  of  cure  which  has  not  been  much 
adopted.

SECT.  V. 

PHYSIOGNOMY. 

^TPHIS  very  curious  fubjedt,  which  found  an  advocate  in  the  bread 
-*■  of  the  firft  phyfician,  hath  been  negledted,  if  not  abufed  and  vi- 
lified by  almod  all  his  fuccefiors.  It  hath  been  taken  up  indeed  in  a 
moral  light  by  many  who  have  afiumed  the  invedigation  of  the  human 
mind ; but  they  have  generally  been  men  of  fuch  powerful  imagina- 
tions as  to  carry  their  refearches  into  the  mod  vifionary  and  whimfical 
parts  of  the  fubjedt,  whild  they  have  negledted  tracing  thofe  great 
outlines  from  which  every  fcience  muft  derive  validity  and  force.  Of 
late  indeed  it  hath  been  canvafied  by  the  ingenious  Mr.  Lavater,  a 
native  of  Switzerland,  who  intends,  as  we  are  informed,  giving  a 
thorough  philofophical  difcufiion  of  it  in  all  its  parts,  as  far  as  relates 
to  expreffions  of  the  mind  j but  I am  not  certain  whether  he  defigns,  or 
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is  capable  indeed  of  defcribing  its  effects  upon  the  variety  of  difeafes 
to  which  mankind  are  fubjedt. 

That  the  features  of  the  face,  however,  as  well  as  the  whole  attitude 
of  the  body,  are  affedted  by  difeafes  no  one  will  deny  who  hath  ever 
attended  a fick  bed.  And  that  fuch  expreffions  are  conftant  to  thefe 
affedtions  I think  capable  of  a certain  demonftration,  and,  if  that  be 
the  cafe,  is  it  not  worth  while  to  attend  a little  more  than  we  generally 
do  to  this  mode  of  forming  a diagnoftic.  Indeed  every  pradtitioner, 
though  he  does  not  give  himfeif  the  trouble  to  defer! be  it  to  others, 
forms  in  his  own  bread;  a diftindtion  upon  this  ground,  and  accommo- 
dates his  mode  of  pradlice,  perhaps  more  than  he  is  willing  to  confefs, 
to  the  general  appearance  of  his  patient  from  time  to  time.  There  is 
no  neceffity,  however,  for  his  declining  fuch  knowledge,  for  it  may 
be  as  certain  as  any  other-,  and  though  it  may  feemingly  betray  a want 
of  attention,  yet  it  requires  an  equal  degree  of  exertion  of  the  human 
underftanding.  I do  not  pretend  to  didtate  upon  this  fcience,  which 
may  be  efteemed  quite  a vifionary  one-,  yet  I think  there  are  principles 
under  which  we  may  arrange  our  ideas  with  fome  degree  of  accuracy. 
All  difeafes  almoft  are  accompanied  with  anxiety,  with  pain,  and  with 
convulfion;  and  all  thefe,  it  will  be  allowed,  confiderably  alter  the 
features  of  the  face,  and  as  they  are  a kind  of  expreffion  of  paffion, 
they  may  be  juftly  faid  to  belong  to  this  fcience.  It  may  be  worth 
while  to  obferve  too  that  health  is  always  attended  with  a remarkable 
placidity  of  countenance,  and  the  fmalleft  deviation  from  a found  date, 
even  by  fatigue  or  heat,  gives  an  alteration  to  it,  which  is  pofitively 
and  didindtly  marked.  We  may  flrew  likewife  fome  of  thofe  difeafes 
which  belong  to  the  feveral  heads,  which  were  mentioned  above.  Thus 
to  the  fird,  viz.  anxiety,  may  be  appropriated  (i)  fevers,  in  which  a 
difference  is  to  be  perceived  between  the  turgid  and  fwollen  appearance 
in  the  inflammatory,  and  the  depreffed  and  fallen  one  of  the  putrid  and 
malignant.  (2.)  Confumptions  in  which  not  only  the  facies  Hippo- 
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cratica,  which  feems  to  be  produced  by  the  decay  of  flefh;  but  a 
continual  uneannefs  and  diffontent  which  fettles  upon  the  countenance, 
and  gives  a tone  to  all  the  expreffions,  is  evident  to  every  obferver. 
(3.)  Dropfies  and  jaundice,  and  other  diforders  which  are  accompani- 
ed with  liftleffnefs  and  inactivity,  have  thefe  effeCts  Itrongly  marked 
upon  the  features  of  the  face,  which  are  fimilar  to  what  may  be  obfer'ved 
in  pregnant  women.  (4.)  Fluxes  of  all  kinds  are  attended  with  a 
great  hollownefs  about  the  eyes,  and  a peculiar  expreffion  which  di- 
itinguifhes  the  dilorder. 

Under  the  head  of  pain,  which  no  one  will  refufe  altering  the  fea- 
tures either  in  mode  or  in  degree,  we  may  arrange  a variety  of  difor- 
ders, as  different  kinds  of  inflammation,  gout,  rheumatifm,  colics, 
ftone  and  gravel,  &c.  To  all  which  a peculiar  look  is  affixed,  which 
fometimes  will  point  even  to  the  place  where  it  is  feated.  In  almofl 
all  kinds  of  pain  the  lips  are  protruded,  the  teeth  clofed,  the  noftrils 
extended,  and  the  eyes  drawn  in.  In  the  cafes  of  fphacelus  a peculiar 
kind  of  placidity  takes  place,  but  different  from  that  in  health,  and 
yet  peculiar  to  the  effeCt  produced. 

Under  the  head  of  convulfion,  which  hath  a peculiar  effeCt  likewife, 
and  perhaps  ftronger  than  any  other,  on  the  features  of  the  face ; a 
variety  of  difeafes  depending  on  fpafmodic  contraction  may  be  arrang- 
ed; but  here  the  expreffion  does  not  feem  to  depend  fo  much  on  any 
affeCtion  of  the  mind  as  upon  the  natural  caft  which  the  features  take 
in  confequence  of  the  conftriCtion  of  the  peculiar  muffles  which  are 
affeCted.  But  as  the  fame  effeCt  is  univerfally  produced  in  the  fame 
complaint,  if  we  fhould  not  allow  it  to  arife  from  any  internal  caufe, 
yet  {till  it  is  equally  proper  to  form  a diagnoftic  by.  There  is  fome- 
thing,  however,  very  particular  in  the  immoderate  laughter  of  hyfte- 
rical  people,  and  is  deferving  a very  particular  enquiry.  I fhould 
think  it  depended,  as  all  other  affeCtions  of  this  kind,  on  a mental 

caufe,

caufe,  and  it  is  probably  an  effort  to  recover  from  that  violent  ftretch 
of  pain  which  is  fuftained  in  great  extremes  of  grief  and  lamentation. 
The  rifus  Cynicus  feems  indeed  lefs  dependent  on  the  mind,  and  is  a 
fixed  and  conftant  expreffion,  but  not  at  all  correfponding  to  the  paf- 
fion  which  would  give  rife  to  it  in  a (late  of  health.  I have  here 
fhewn  how  this  fcience  may  be  improved,  fo  far  as  to  become  a proper 
diagnoflic  in  cafes  of  difeafe,  and  though  I have  deviated  from  the 
plan  laid  down  in  the  text,  I hope  I fliall  be  excufed,  as  it  was  the 
only  place  where  I could  properly  introduce  my  fentiments.  The 
dodtrine  of  Hippocrates  feems  to  be  the  refult  of  accurate  obser- 
vations, but  it  would  be  difficult  to  explain  in  what  manner  fuch 
prognoftics  Should  take  place.  Indeed  they  feem  to  belong  more  par- 
ticularly to  the  temperaments,  the  knowledge  of  which  is  a very  diffi- 
cult part  of  the  pathology.  Their  difference,  including  at  the  fame  time 
the  variety  of  complexion,  hair,  &c.  feems  to  depend  on  the  relaxa- 
tion or  rigidity  of  the  folids,  and  upon  this  the  tendency  to  health  or 
to  difeafe,  as  in  a great  meafure,  the  vigour  or  debility  of  the  paflions, 
and  in  confequence  the  difeafes  and  expreffions  of  difeafes  dependent 
on  them. 
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npHIS  book,  from  the  accuracy  of  the  obfervations  and  the  valua- 
-*■  ble  cafes  it  contains,  hath  been  efteemed  by  pradbitioners  one  of 
the  firft  works  of  Hippocrates,  and  a confiderable  treafure  to  the 
medical  world.  It  abounds  with  fome  of  the  belt  cafes  of  fevers,  not 
only  from  epidemic,  but  from  regular  caufes;  and  although  there  is 
little  faid  with  regard  to  their  mode  of  cure,  and  fome  are  reprefented  to 
have  terminated  in  death;  yet  many  very  ufeful  practical  hints  may  be 
derived  from  them,  particularly  in  the  puerperal  cafes,  and  thofe 
which  were  determined  by  perfpiration,  that  natural  mode  of  folution 
which  it  hath  been  the  great  objedb  of  modern  pradbitioners  to  accom- 
plifh.  We  have  endeavoured  to  intimate,  both  from  our  own  obfer- 
vation  and  the  writings  of  fome  very  confiderable  phyficians,  how  this 
evacuation  is  beft  to  be  promoted,  and  how  confiftent  it  is  with  the 
prefent  moil  prevalent  theories. 

This  book  is  by  no  means  fo  corredb  in  its  form  as  the  firft,  and  it 
appears  to  me  as  if  much  of  it  were  loft,  for  in  the  firft  and  laft  parts 
there  are  a number  of  cafes  without  a conftitution  ; and  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  book  a conftitution,  and  a very  important  one  too, 
without  any  cafes  immediately  flowing  from  it.  It  is  divided  into 
three  fedbions,  the  firft  confifts  of  twelve  cafes  of  difeafe,  fome 
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fevers,  others  colics,  and  many  of  lying-in  women.  The  fecond  is  the 
hiftory  of  a peftilential  conftitution,  and  though  it  be  not  fo  elegant 
as  the  hiilory  of  the  plague  at  Athens  by  Thucidides,  which  occur- 
red much  about  this  time,  yet  it  will  anfwer  much  better  the  purpofes 
of  a phyfician,  fhouid  this  dreadful  difeafe  (which  may  God  prevent) 
ever  appear  amongft  us.  I have  in  the  notes  compared  this  account 
with  that  of  Sydenham  and  fome  fyftematic.  writers,  fuch  as  Diemer- 
broeck,  &c.  and  have  endeavoured  to  fhew  not  only  the  marks  by 
which  it  may  be  -known,  but  intimated,  with  reflect  indeed  to  the  ve- 
nerable name  of  Sydenham,  fome  modes  of  cure  differing  from  his,  but 
which  would  be  moil  likely  to  enfure  fuccefs.  The  third  feet  ion  con- 
fiils,  as  the  firft,  of  a number  of  cafes,  more  in  number,  but  not  of  fo 
great  variety;  though  there  occur  amongft  them  fome  inflammatory  and 
fome  malignant  or  putrid  fevers.  One  curious  cafe  occurs  here,  fimilar 
to  the  bilious  or  yellow  fever  of  the  East  and  West-  Indies  and  North- 
America.  In  thefe  regions,  as  fuch  a fever  fe.ldom  occurs,  the  long 
difeuffion  we  have  made  may  appear  ufelefs  ; but  as  it  is  not  improba- 
ble that  this  work  may,  fome  time  or  other,  pafs  into  thole  parts  of  the 
world,  we  have  given  this  account  for  the  benefit  of  praflitioners  there. 

Page  69.  During  the  whole  of  this  difeafe  the  deafnefs  continued.] 
Deatnefs  is  now  efteemed  a falutary  fign,  notwithftanding  Hippocra- 
tes, both  in  his  defcrip.tion  here  and  in  his  predictions  and  aphorifms, 
hath  determined  otherwifej  for  which  fee  the  49th  aphorifm  of  the  4th 
lection,  and  the  73d  of  the  7th,  and  the  ioth  fe&ion  of  the  firft 
book  of  his  predictions.  He  is,  however,  not  conftant  to  this  opini- 
on, as  may  be  feen  in  the  conftitution  defcribed  in  the  third  feet  ion  of 
the  2d  book  of  thefe  epidemics,  and  in  the  cafe  of  Herophon  in  the 
firft  book,  cafe  iii.  and  the  wife  of  Epicratus,  cafe  v.  and  feveral  o- 
thers,  as  we  fhall  fee  in  this  book.  Many  of  the  moderns  have  been  of 
the  fame  opinion.  The  learned  Dr.  Home  advances  in  his  prognofis 
concerning  nervous  fevers,  “ Ab  aliis  inter  bona  figna,  a me  experien- 
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“ tia  ita  teffante  inter  mala  habetur  furditas.”  Dr.  Huxham  has  ra- 
ther a more  favourable  opinion,  though  his  exception  feems  to  por- 
tend danger  in  general.  “'All  perfons  grow  deaf  and  fcupid  towards  the 
end  of  the  difeafe  (feme  extremely  deaf),  though  too  quick  and  appre- 
henfive  at  the  beginning,  infomuch  that  the  lead  node  or  light  greatly 
offended  them.  Where  the  deafnefs  ends  in  an  impofthume  of  the  ear 
it  is  generally  a good  fymptom,  and  fo  it  is  alfo  where  a parotis  fuppu- 
rates,  &c.” — Via,  Home’s  princip.  medic-in.  part  ii.  fedfc.  2.  § 9. 
Huxham  on  fevers,  chap.  vii.  page  79.  Galen  feemed  to  be  of  a 
different  opinion,  and,  in  his  commentary  on  this  cafe,  wifhes  to  ac- 
count for  it  by  a vicious  obftinacy  in  the  patient.  Vid.  likewife  Za- 
cut.  Lusitan.  hilt,  medic,  lib.  1.  dub.  40,  and  Prosp.  Alpin.  de 
prrefagiend.  vit.  & m-ort.  lib,  ij.  cap.  ix.  From  my  own  experience, 
I have  feen  few  inftances  terminate  fatally  where  this  fymptom  prevails, 
and  efpecially  when  it  comes  on  early  in  a difeafe.  And  I look  upon 
its  fafety  to  depend  upon  this,  that  it  is  a topical  inflammation  in  a 
part  which  is  not  concerned  in  the  vital  functions.  Sometimes  indeed 
it  may  be  communicated  from  the  membranes  which  furround  the 
brain,  and,  from  its  vicinity  to  that  organ  fo  effential  to  life,  muff  be 
attended  with  great  danger;  or  it  may  be  a fymptom  of  that  general 
weaknefs  which  attends  the  diffolution  of  all  our  faculties,

Page  75. I A II E uvula  was  diftended.]  This  feems  to  be  a fymp- 
-li-  tom  of  the  lore  throat,  probably  of  the  ulcerous  kind, 
of  which  this  woman  died.  In  relaxed  habits  this  fubltance  feems  to 
be  conftantly  affedfed  with  a diftillation  upon  it,  fo  that  difeafe  is  eafily 
communicated  to  it.  It  is  very  troublefome,  even  in  health,  and  for 
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which  many  perfons  have  fuffered  to  have  it  taken  off,  and  others  are 
obliged  conftantly  to  make  ufe  of  the  ftrongeft  aftringent  gargles.  The 
beft  cure,  however,  is  a perpetual  blifter. — Vid.  Etmuller.  oper.  vok 
i.  p.  325.  Cranen  lumen  medicum,  cap.  xlvi. 

tage  73.  She  died  of  this  angina.]  Sir  John  Pringle  obferves, 
“ the  inflammatory  angina  is  molt  frequent  and  dangerous  on  firft  en- 
campment. Its  tendency  to  bring  on  a fuffocation  requires  fpeedy  and 
large  bleedings,  purging  and  bliftering.”  Vid.  Pringle’s obfervations 
on  army  difeafes,  part  iii.  chap.  2.  § 3.  Vid.  alfo  notes  on  book  ii. 
of  thefe  epidemics,  p.  47. 

Page  76.  Violent  pain  of  the  inteftines.]  Such  cafes  as  thefe  oc- 
cur very  frequently  in  practice ; it  may  be  agreeable  therefore  to  take 
a view  of  the  modes  of  cure  which  are  eftablifhed  by  the  mod  eminent 
practitioners,  particularly  in  this  country.  In  the  firft  place  Syden- 
ham hath  given  us  an  account  of  this  difeafe.  It  is  not  neceffary, 
however,  to  enter  into  his  defcription  of  it,  fince,  I believe,  it  will  be 
univerfally  allowed  that  the  iliac,  paflion,  as  it  is  vulgarly  called,  is  de- 
pendent on  an  inflammation  of  the  inteftines,  and  not  an  inverfion  of 
their  periftaltic  motion,  and  as  the  three  indications  of  Sydenham,  (1) 
To  put  a ftop  to  the  inverted  motion  of  the  ftomach,  which  produces 
the  fame  in  the  inteftines.  (2.)  To  ftrengthen  the  inteftines.  (3.)  To 
free  the  ftomach  and  bowels  from  the  fharp  humours,  may  all  be 
anfwered  by  the  laft  •,  let  us  attend  to  his  practice.  I direCt,  fays  he,, 
a fcruple  of  fait  of  wormwood,  with  a fpoonful  of  lemon  juice,  to  be 
taken  morning  and  night,  and  in  the  intervals  give  fome  fpoonfuls  of 
mint  water  twice  every  hour.  (2.)  I direCt  a live  puppy  to  be  applied 
to  the  belly.  (3.)  Two  or  three  days  after  the  pain  and  vomiting  are 
gone  off,  I give  a dram  of  the  greater  pil.  cochiae  diffolved  in  mint  wa- 
ter.— Vid.  Sydenham  by  Swan,  feCt.  1.  chap.  4.  p.  45,  and  where 
this  practice  is  commented  upon  and  corrected  by  the  ingenious  tranf- 
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lator.  Sydenham  afterwards  adopted  a much  better  practice,  where 
he  prefcribes  bleeding  to  the  amount  of  ten  ounces,  and  gives  a large 
dofe  of  calomel  equal  to  a fcruple,  with  ten  grains  of  jalap,  and  a 
draught  with  twenty-four  drops  of  laudanum  to  keep  it  in  the  fto- 
mach.  The  praCtice  of  bleeding  is  not  however  approved  by  Huxham, 
unlefs  inflammatory  fymptoms  prevail  much.  This  judicious  practi- 
tioner begins  firft  with  a vomit  of  ipecacohan,  to  be  worked  by 
chicken  broth,  which  he  repeats  two  or  three  times ; he  then  pro- 
ceeds upon  purgative  medicines,  to  which  he  joins  an  opiate  to  take 
offthefpafm,  and  at  the  fame  time  he  procures  an  evacuation  from 
the  inteftines..  His  purgative  is  of  the  following  compofition  : — - 
R.  pil.coch.  min.  fcrup.  j.  calom.fcrup.  dimid.  laudan.  folid.  granum 
j.  ol.  caryoph.  gt.  j.  vel  rad.  jalap  letup,  un.  fpec.  diambr.  grana  viij.  ca- 
lom.  fcrup.  dimid.  fyr.  de  fp.  cerv.  q.  f.  m.  f.  bob  He  then  gives  an 
infuflon  of  fena  two  or  three  hours  after,  to  which  is  added  fome  oil  of 
olives,  if  the  ftomach  will  bear  it,  and  he  then  puts  a warm  fomenta- 
tion to  the  ribs.  This  difeafe,  however,  not  being  fo  inflammatory  as 
the  true  iliac  paflion,  may  admit  of  more  draftic  purges,  and  more 
time  is  given  for  their  exhibition.  The  method  purfued  in  a large 
hofpital  which  I have  attended  for  many  years,  and  where  the  origin 
of  the  difeafe  can  be  certainly  traced,  (a  large  lead-work  being  in  the 
fame  town,)  is  firfl:  to  give  an  emollient  glyfter,  and  if  that  doth  not 
bring  away  any  fasces,  a purgative  draught  with  an  infufion  of  fena 
and  Glauber’s  falts-,  the  patient  at  the  fame  time,  if  the  pains  con- 
tinue violent,  is  immers’d,  as  foon  as  poffible,  in  the  warm  bath;  after 
this  a medicine  which  is  as  naufeous  as  it  hath  here  been  found  ufeful, 
is  exhibited  and  perlilted  in  conftantly,  fo  as  to  procure  three  or  four 
ftools  in  a day  ’till  the  complaint  is  removed  : fometimes,  however,  a 
folution  of  caftor  oil  is  fubftituted  in  its  room.  The  medicine  confifts 
of  the  following  ingredients ; Conf.  anth.  unc.  un.  gum.  guaiac.  pulv. 
unc  dimid.  pulv.  jalap,  drachm,  un.  tereb*  venet.  drachmas  tres, 
pilfael  indie,  q.  f.  ut  f.  eleCt.  Vid.  Huxham  de  morbo  colico  damnon, 
pag,  25.  in  vol.  i.  de  aere,  &c.  Sir  John  Pringle  hath  much  im» 
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proved  upon  the  practice  of  Sydenham  by  frequent  bleeding,  or,  as 
himfelf  fays,  tc  largely  and  often,  as  long  as  the  violence  of  the  fymp- 
toms  laded,  or  whilft  the  ftrength  remained,  and  then  applying  a 
blifter  over  that  part  of  the  belly  which  was  affefted,  which  he  fup- 
pofes  to  adfc  as  an  antifpafmodic,  and  not  as  an  evacuant.  He  then 
opens  the  body  by  an  eleftuary  compofed  of  half  an  ounce  of  cledt. 
lenitiv.  two  drachms  of  flowers  of  fulphur,  and  one  drachm  of  cream 
of  tartar,  with  fome  fyrup.  But  of  late,  he  fays,  I have  kept  more  to 
the  ufe  of  the  fal  cathart.  amar.  Two  ounces  of  this  fait  being  dif- 
folved  in  a pint  of  water,  I give,  fays  he,  two  fpoonfuls  every  half 
hour,  or  one  at  fhorter  intervals,  as  long  as  the  patient’s  ftomach  will 
bear  it,  or  till  he  has  had  two  motions  f’  at  the  fame  time  a glyfter  is 
ordered  ; but  if  the  ftomach,  (he  goes  on)  “ be  fo  much  difordered  as 
to  throw  up  either  of  the  above  laxatives,  I then  join  fome  opium  to  a 
ftimulating  purge.”  After  procuring  ftools  laudanum  is  given  at  bed 
time,  and  the  laxative  to  keep  the  body  open. — Vid.  Pringle’s  obf.  p. 
iii.  ch.  ii.§  6.  A pretty  compendium  of  the  pradticein  this  complaint, 
is  given  us  likewife  by  Dr.  Lind  in  his  effay  on  the  difeafes  incidental 
to  hot  climates.  Befides  he  fays,  “ the  prefcriptions  formerly  given  for 
the  dry  belly  ach  a table  fpoonful  of  the  oleum  palmae  Chrifti  may  be 
fwallowed  every  hour,  until  a ftool  is  procured.  I am  informed  fome 
have  received  benefit  from  a mixture  of  equal  parts  of  fweet  oil,  lime 
juice  and  Holland’s  gin,  of  which  two  fpoonfuls  were  taken  every 
half  hour,  until  the  pains  were  abated  by  a plentiful  fweatj  though, 
after  all  the  principal  relief  in  this  (painful  difeafe  is  to  be  expefted 
from  perfifting  in  the  ufe  of  opium  in  clyfters,  and  in  embrocations 
on  the  parts  affefted,  until  the  pain  is  fomewhat  mitigated,  taking 
then  the  opportunity  of  adminiftring  cathartic  medicines  by  the  mouth 
to  procure  ftools,  whofe  operation  will  be  forwarded  by  the  warm 
bath.  Stools  being  obtained  by  thefe  means,  the  patient  muft  be  kept 
in  a lax  ftate  for  fome  time  afterwards  by  gum  pills  with  aloes.” — Vid. 
Lind  on  the  difeafes  of  hot  climates,  part  iii.  feft.  3.  Dr.  Warren 
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differs,  in  fome  meafure,  from  other  practitioners  by  giving  an  opiate 
firft,  and  repeating  it  every  two  hours,  after  having  emptied  the  fto- 
mach  with  a little  camomile  tea,  continuing  in  this  procefs  for  twenty- 
four  hours,  and  not  giving  purgatives  before  the  third  or  fourth  day, 
and  then  only  thofe  of  the  gentler  kind,  as  fal  cath.  amar,  &c  — -Vid. 
med.  tranf.  vol.  ii.  p.  75.  Vid.  alfo  for  the  caufes  of  a fimilar  com- 
plaint the  ingenious  papers  of  Sir  Geo.  Baker  in  the  firft  and  fecond 
volumes  of  thefe  tranfa&ions.  For  my  own  part,  when  the  difeafe  is 
recent  and  the  fymptoms  not  violent  I follow  a mode,  which  I think 
more  fimple  than  any  mentioned,  and  has  frequently  anfwered  every 
purpofe  I could  wifh.  This  has  been  by  a faline  draught,  with  about 
half  a fcruple  of  rhubarb,  repeated  as  the  cafe  fhall  require.  For  the 
fame  purpofe  vitriolated  tartar  and  fal  polychreft  in  the  dofe  of  a dram, 
may  be  ufed  either  by  themfelves  or  conjoined  with  rhubarb.  I 
have  alfo  ufed  alum  with  advantage,  agreeably  to  the  opinion  of  my 
ingenious  friend  Dr.  Percival,  of  Manchester.  Vid.  efiays  medi- 
cal and  experimental,  vol.  ii.  p.  1 14.  Vid.  alfo  Craanen  lumen  med. 
cap.  lxxv.  p.  343.  Etmuller  oper.  p.  326.  Boerhaav.  aph, 
§ 959,  &c.  vol.  i.  Van  Swiet.  com.  vol.  iii.  p.  159.  Kleins 
interp.  clin.  p.  150.

Page  79.  Thro’  the  whole  her  bowels  were  loofe.]  The  four  laft 
cafes  are  of  puerperal  women  j yet  the  difeafe  in  none  of  them  feems  to 
be  derived  from  any  accident  attendant  upon  their  particular  fituatiom 
They  all  laboured  under  a putrid  diarrhoea-,  but  as  no  account  is  given 
us  of  the  feafon  at  this  time,  we  know  not  whether  to  attribute  it  to  the 
ftate  of  the  atmofphere  or  any  other  caufe,  I lhould  imagine  the  caufe 
was  a mixed  one.  In  part  the  ftate  of  the  atmofphere  perhaps  in  the 
the  autumnal  feafon,  and  partly  the  peculiar  difpofition  of  fuch  women 
to  contract  putrid  difeafes^  and  indeed  a long  confinement  from  air,  and 
exercife,  and  the  frequent  indulgences  of  women  during  pregnancy,  the 
abforption  of  certain  humours,  fuch  as  the  lochia  and  the  milk  into 
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the  mafs  of  blood,  and  the  cordial  and  warm  treatment  too  generally 
praCtifed  after  delivery,  will  no  doubt  contribute  much  to  that  putrid 
diathefis  from  which  fuch  difeafes  originate.  It  is  no  wonder  then 
that  not  only  diarrhoeas,  but  even  petechial  fevers  fhould  abound  in 
fuch  perfons.  Another  caufe  too  may  be  an  obftinate  coftivenefs, 
which  generally  prevails  at  this  time,  and  this  points  out  a general  in- 
dication of  what  fhould  be  done,  both  whilft  pregnant,  immediately 
after  delivery,  and  during  the  whole  time  of  confinement,  viz.  to 
Iceep  the  belly  conftantly  open  by  gentle  cooling  purgatives. 

SECT.  III. 

A PESTILENTIAL  CONSTITUTION. 

Page  80.  \ LTHOUGH  peftilential  fevers  and  the  plague, 
which  is  the  molt  deleterious  of  them,  feem  to  be 
banifhed  from  this  nation,  a true  plague  not  having  appeared  fince 
the  year  1666,  and  malignant  fevers  having  of  late  very  much  de- 
creafed;  yet  we  have  no  right  to  fuppofe  that  we  fhall  never  be 
vifited  again  by  this  dreadful  evil.  There  can  be  no  doubt  but 
that  our  mode  of  living  fince  that  sera,  by  more  commodious  and 
better  ventilated  dwellings,  with  frequent  excurfions  into  the  coun- 
try; and  by  the  introduction  of  a profufion  of  vegetables  and  fruits 
into  our  diet,  may  have  rendered  the  air  lefs  obnoxious  to  thofe 
effluvias  which  are  the  remote  caufe  of  this  difeafe,  and  our  bodies 
lefs  fufceptible  to  be  infeCted  by  them.  But  as  the  caufes  of  all  dif- 
eafes operate  in  too  fecret  a manner  for  us  to  be  thoroughly  aware  of 
them,  as  many  may  occur  contrary  to  our  expectation,  and  are  fitu- 
ated  far  beyond  the  reach  of  our  power  and  fkill ; and  as  our  own 
careleffnefs  and  inattention  may  lay  us  open  to  infection  from  thofe 
■countries  where  it  ftill  rages,  we  ought  not  to  repofe  in  too  fatal  a fe- 
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curity  with  regard  to  this  difeafe,  and  every  phyfician  fliould  be  pre- 
pared to  meet  it  whenever  it  fhall  appear.  I do  not  wifh  to  alarm, 
but  it  cannot  be  amifs  to  lay  before  the  reader  in  this  place  where  a 
difeafe  of  fuch  a kind,  though  rather  (lighter  than  what  appeared  the 
lad  in  this  kingdom,  is  delcribed,  the  general  fymptoms  of  it,  efpecially 
as  from  its  feldom  occurrence  it  is  not  frequently  in  fyftematicwriters  : 
the  moft  particular  writer  is  Diemerbroeck,  who  gives  the  follow- 
ing catalogue  of  its  figns  and  fymptoms;  “ Febris,  jadtationes  corporis, 
fumma  anxietas,  aeftus  faepe  internus  magnus.  Dolores  capitis,  rarius 
acres,  faepius  gravativi;  terrores ; deliria,  convulfivi,  fubfultus,  & 
quad  leves  contradliones  membrorum:  in  aliis  continue  vigilise,  in  a- 
iiis  graves  fopores:  vifus  turbidus:  aurium  tinnitus  & in  nonnullis 
furditas.  Lingua  ficcitas  & rarius,  nigredo-  oris  & fudoris  graveo- 
lentia.  Syncope : pulfus  faepe  validus  & naturali  pene  fimilis,  inter- 
dum  debilis,  creber  & inaequalis  ac  in  nonnullis  intermittens.  Hae- 
moptoea  ; tufficula  ficca.  Sitis:  inappetentia:  oris  ventriculi  dolor: 
naufea  : vomitus:  fingultus.  Alvi  dejedtiones  crudae,  admodum  foe- 
tentes,  ut  plurimum  turbidte,  ac  irterdum  cum  vermibus  : diarrhoeas 
perniciocifiimae.  Urinae  multis  optimi  coloris  & fedimenti,  fanorum 
urinis  fimilis,  multis  igneae,  aliis  tenues  & crudae,  interdum  quoque 
turbidae;  nonnullis  etiam  unica  die  variae,  nempe  modo  bonae  & lau- 
dabiles,  modo  turbids  vel  igneae,  aliquibus  quoque  fanguineae.  In 
aliis  repentina  virium  dejedtio  & impotentia  ad  motum  abJpfo  morbi 
principio,  in  alliis  vires  robuflae  ufque  ad  mortem.  Calor  corporis  in 
aliis  acer  & vehemens,  in  aliis  tantum  naturalis.  Color  vultus  aliis 
pallidus,  aliis  eryfipelaceus,  plurimis  verb  fanorum  colori  non  mul- 
tum  abfimilis.  Maculae  purpurese,  nigrae,  violaceae,  vel  rubes, 
modo  paucae,  modo  plures,  modo  anguftae,  modo  latae,  at  fere  fem- 
per,  exadtae,  rotundae,  modo  in  una  corporis  parte,  modo  in  alia,  fae- 
pe  in  toto  corpore  apparentes.  Tumores  in  emundloriis  : carbunculi 
in  variis  corporis  partibus.”  Diemerbroek.  de  pefte,  lib.  i.  cap.  vii. 
The  following  is  taken  from  Sydenham  : “ The  plague  ufually  be- 
gins with  chillnefs  and  fhivering,  like  the  fit  of  an  intermittent;  foon

after  a violent  vomiting,  a painful  opprefiion  at  the  breaft,  and  a 
burning  fever,  accompanied  with  its  common  fymptoms,  fucceed, 
and  continue  ’till  the  difeafe  proves  mortal,  or  the  kindly  eruption  of 
a bubo  or  parotis,  difcharges  the  morbific  matter,  and  cures  the  pa- 
tient. Sometimes  the  difeafe,  though  rarely,  is  not  preceded  by  any 
perceptible  fever,  and  proves  fuddenly  mortal. — Swan’s  Sydenham, 
fedt.  ii.  chap,  u,  § 8.  To  thefe  fymptoms  the  benevolent  Hodges 
has  added  watching,  palpitation  of  the  heart,  bleeding  at  the  nofe, 
and  great  heat  about  the  praecordia. — Loimologia,  fedt.  v.  p.  87. 
We  have  already  mentioned  the  caufes  of  this  with  other  putrid  dif- 
eafes*,  with  regard  to  the  cure,  fhould  it  occur  again,  it  would  molt 
likely  meet  with  different  treatment  from  what  it  ever  knew*  and  from 
the  free  ufe  of  acids,  the  cort.  Peruv.  various  impregnations  of  fixed 
air,  together  with  occafionally  fuch  powerful  evacuants,  as  antimony, 
&c.  it  is  moft  probable  it  would  prove  lefs  fatal  than  under  the  weak- 
ening proceffes  of  bleeding  and  fweating  adopted  by  Sydenham,  or 
the  heating  alexipharmic  remedies  of  other  pradlitioners. — Vid.  Mar- 
ch. Ficin.  de  epidemiae  morbo.  Mead  and  Blackmore  on  the 
plague.  A colledtion  of  fcarce  papers  relating  to  the  laft  plague  in 
1665,  Lond.

Page  80.  The  year  being  moitt  and  foft.]  “ The  preceding  win- 
ter having  been  extremely  cold,  and  accompanied  with  a continued 
froft  ’till  the  fpring,  which  went  off  fuddenly  towards  the  end  of 
March.” — Sydenham  by  Swan,  fedt.  ii.  chap.  1.  § 1. 

Id.  But  before  the  fpring.]  “ Towards  the  middle  of  the  year 
the  plague  appeared.” — Sydenham  ut  fupra,  § 2. 

Id.  There  were  many  eryfipelaffes.]  “ In  my  opinion,  the  inflam- 
mation, which  the  Latins  call  ignis  facer,  and  we  St,  Anthony’s  fire 
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or  an  eryfipelas,  is  a good  deal  like  the  plague;  for  fkilful  phyficians 
efteem  it  a continued  fever,  arifing  from  the  corruption  and  inflamma- 
tion of  the  thinner  part  of  the  blood,  which  nature,  to  get  clear  of, 
throws  out  upon  fome  external  part  of  the  body,  where  a tumor,  or 
rather  a large  red  fpreading  fpot,  ufually  called  a rofe,  arifes  ; but  the 
fever  is  critically  terminated  in  a day  or  two  by  this  tumor  or  erup- 
tion, and  is  fometimes  accompanied  with  a pain  in  the  glands  of  the 
arm  pit  or  groin,  as  in  the  plague.” — Sydenham  ut  fupra,  § 13. 

Page  88.  The  time  and  the  form  of  exhibiting  diet.]  The  learned 
Dr.  Glass  has  bellowed  a whole  commentary  on  this  fubjeft,  as  Hip- 
pocrates before  had  given  us  a treatife.  I ftiall  tranfcribe  from  the 
former,  taken  indeed  from  the  latter,  the  method  of  making  ptifan, 
which  was  the  common  liquid  made  ufe  of  in  fevers,  and  was  thicker 
or  thinner  as  the  diforder  was  more  or  lefs  acute,  or  as  the  ftate  of  in- 
flammation more  or  lefs  prevailed.  “ They  took  the  beft  barley  clear- 
ed from  the  hulk,  and  boiled  it  flowly,  but  a pretty  while,  in  the 
fofteft  water.  The  barley,  perhaps,  was  added  in  fuch  quantity  as  to 
make  the  water,  after  fufficient  boiling,  of  the  confiftence  of  cream; 
whence  the  ftrained  liquor  had  the  name  of  the  cream  of  ptifan ; but 
when  it  was  not  ftrained,  they  called  it  ptifan,  and  fometimes  entire 
ptifan.” — Vid.  alfo  Barry  on  the  wines  of  the  antients,  ch.  xiii.  p.  38. 

Page  92;  Her  urine  was  black,  light  and  thin.]  The  laft  more 
properly  watry. 

Page  94.  In  Larissa.]  There  were  three  towns  in  antient  Greece 
of  this  name,  one  in  Crete,  one  in  Asia,  and  one  in  Thessaly;  the 
laft  is  certainly  the  place  meant  by  Hippocrates. — Vid.  Strabon. 
geograph,  lib.  i.  p.  671,  edit.  Amst. 
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Page  95.  Abdera.]  A city  of  Thrace,  peopled  from  Teos  in 
Ionia,  on  the  continent,  juft  oppofite  the  ifland  of  Thasus.  Hip. 
pocrates  feems  to  have  praCtifed  much  in  this  place. — Vid.  Strabon. 
geogr.  lib.  xiv.  p.  953.  edit.  Amst. 

Page  96.  A conftant  pain  of  the  right  fide.’]  The  practice  of  Sir 
John  Pringle  in  a pleurify,  of  which  this  feems  to  be  a faithful  hif- 
tory,  is  highly  to  be  commended.  “ With  thefe  cautions,  (fays  he) 
we  are  to  proceed  to  letting  blood  freely  for  the  firft  three  or  four  days 
of  the  diftemper;  but  if  in  that  time  the  fpitting  begins,  the  bleeding 
muft  either  be  wholly  omitted,  or  fo  moderated  as  to  relieve  the 
breath,  without  impairing  the  ftrength,  or  checking  the  expectoration. 
With  regard  to  the  quantity  and  repetitions  of  bleeding,  no  precife 
rules  can  be  given.  Sydenham  has  fpecified  forty  ounces  for  the 
quantity  men  may  at  a medium  lofe  in  a pleurify;  but  this,  in  our  cir- 
cumftances,  would  have  been  too  little  had  it  not  been  for  blifters, 
which  not  only  ffiortened  the  cure,  but  prevented  the  lofs  of  a great 
deal  of  blood.  A pleurify,  taken  in  the  beginning,  will  often  be 
cured  by  one  large  bleeding,  and  a blifter  laid  to  the  fide  affeCted. 
Not  only  during  the  height  of  the  inflammation,  but  throughout  the 
ftate  of  expectoration,  I give  the  patient,  from  hour  to  hour,  a fmall 
tea-cup  full  of  a peCtoral  infufion  warm  (viz.  an  ounce  of  Ample  oxy- 
mel,  added  to  a quart  of  dec.  peSor.)  and  once  in  five  or  fix  hours 
four  fpoonfuls  of  an  oily  mixture  ; but  when  the  expectoration  flags,  - I 
order  as  much  of  the  oxym . fcillit  as  the  patient  can  take  without  fick- 
nefs  or  purging,  or  four  fpoonfuls  of  a folution  of  gum  ammon.  I have 
likewife  obferved  good  effeCts  from  making  the  patient  breathe  over 
the  (team  of  hot  water.  In  the  courfe  of  expectoration  a vomit  has 
fometimes  contributed  to  difcharge  the  vifcid  phlegm.  Sometimes  o- 
piates  may  be  given,  but  with  caution,  for,  as  long  as  the  pulfe  is 
hard,  the  breathing  difficult,  or  when  watchfulnefs  is  owing  to  the  fe- 
ver, they  do  harm ; but  when  the  fever  is  over,  and  fleep  is  only  pre- 
vented 
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vented  by  a thin  rheum  falling  on  the  fauces  or  lungs,  opiates,  and 
efpecially  if  joined  to  lquills,  will  both  give  reib  and  promote  expecto- 
ration.”— Vid.  Pringle  on  the  difeales  of  the  army,  part  iii.  chap.  2. 
§ 5- 

Page  10  r.  Warm  fweat  after  it  over  the  whole  body.]  Here  are 
a number  of  cafes,  all  of  which  were  terminated  by  fweating,  the  mofc 
common  and  the  molt,  friendly  evacuation  which  can  occur,  as  it  is 
the  moft  perfeft  fign  of  that  conftriCtion  being  relolved  which  is  ever 
concomitant  to  all  kinds  of  fevers.  Whatever  theory,  or  whatever 
mode  of  praCtice  we  embrace,  we  loon  look  for  a termination  in  this 
way.  And,  as  Dr.  Glass  hath  judicioully  obferved,  all  thofe  patients 
of  Hippocrates  who  recovered,  except  three,  fweated.  This,  how- 
ever, was  conftantly  the  effeCt  of  nature,  and  we  have  no  reafon  from 
analogy  therefore  to  determine  that  a phyfician  hath  nothing  to  do  but 
to  force  this  evacuation,  whether  it  be  the  way  which  nature  points 
out  to  us  or  not.  Sweating  is  not  in  itfelf  the  effeCt  which  is  to  be 
defired  •,  but  it  is,  as  was  faid  before,  die  mod:  certain  mark  that  that 
effeCt  is  produced  by  which  the  fever  is  taken  off.  This  may  be  ex- 
plained without  any  idea  of  concoftion  •,  but,  as  it  generally  occurs  at 
the  termination  of  a fever,  and  accompanies  a very  friendly  fediment 
in  the  urine,  it  gave  rife  amongft  the  antients  to  that  idea  in  theory 
which  fo  much  milled  their  judgment.  Dr.  Glass  obferves,  “though 
plentiful  and  warm  fweats  appear  in  the  critical  days,  they  will  not, 
however,  entirely  remove  the  difeafe,  if  the  urine  is  not  concoCted,  at 
leaft  not  without  fome  other  affiftance.”  What  would  he  have  faid  to 
this  effeCt  at  any  time  of  the  difeafe  ? Or  in  the  beginning,  when  no 
figns  of  crifis  or  concoftion  can  be  admitted  ? Upon  this  fubjeCt, 
however,  let  us  attend  to  fome  others  among  the  moderns.  Sir  John 
Pringle  obferves,  that  the  cure  in  the  firft  ftage  of  the  jail  or  hofpital 
fever  depends  on  fweating,  and  in  the  fecond  Rage  he  recommends 
promoting  a diaphorefis,  by  the  milder  fudorifics  only;  though,  at 
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the  fame  time,  he  recommends  checking  what  is  too  profufe. — Vid. 
obfervations  on  army  difeafes,  part  iii.  ch.  7.  §5.  Dr.  Cullen,  whofe 
theory  of  fevers  we  have  already  examined,  in  his  account  of  the  cure 
under  this  indication  of  determining  to  the  furface  of  the  body  by  way 
of  taking  off  the  fpafmodic  conftridtion,  hath  examined  this  matter 
with  great  accuracy  and  attention,  and  hath  deduced  from  itthefe  con- 
fequences.  “ 1.  That  fweating  has  certainly  been  often  ufeful  in  pre- 
venting the  acceflion  of  fevers,  when  the  times  of  it  have  been  certainly 
forefeen,  and  a proper  conduft  employed.  2.  That,  even  after  fe- 
vers have  in  fome  meafure  come  on,  fweating  has  interrupted  their 
progrefs,  when  properly  employed,  either  at  the  very  beginning  of 
the  difeafe,  or  during  its  approach  and  gradual  formation.  3.  That, 
even  after  pyrexias  have  continued  for  fome  time,  fweating  has  been 
fuccefsfully  employed  in  curing  them.  4.  That  certain  fevers,  pro- 
duced by  a very  powerful  fedative  contagion,  have  been  generally 
treated  moft  fuccefsfully  by  fweating.”  He  then  gives  fome  rules  in 
order  to  produce  this  evacuation,  but  inlifts  on  the  moft  gentle  me- 
thods. The  next  means  of  determining  to  the  furface  is  by  vomiting, 
and  here  he  thus  concludes,  “ they  often  fhew  their  power  by  excit- 
ing fome  degree  of  fweat.” — Vid.  Cullen’s  firft  lines  of  the  pradlice  of 
phyfic,  chap.  vi.  fe<ft.  1.  § 16 1 and  173.  Macbride  recommends, 
in  his  method  of  treatment  of  the  fimple  continued  fever,  after  bleed- 
ing and  purging,  a paregoric  draught,  with  from  ten  to  fifteen  drops 
of  tinftur.  thebaic,  and  thirty  or  forty  drops  of  fpirit.  nitri  dulcis,  as  a 
means  of  taking  off  the  fpafmodic  conftridlion,”  and  then  fubjoins, 
iC  On  the  fucceeding  day,  if  it  Ihould  be  found  that  the  heat  and  op- 
preflion  continue,  the  fkin  remains  dry,  the  tongue  foul,  and  the  pa- 
tient has  had  but  a reftlefs  night,  we  mull  try,  if  poffible,  to  ftop  the 
progrels  of  the  fever,  by  giving  antimonials  in  fmall  dofes.”  That  is, 

in  my  idea,  to  procure  fome  evacuation,  moft  probably  a fweat. 

Macbride’s  introd.  part  ii.  book  i.  chap.  11,  page  306.  I have 
given  thefe  quotations  not  to  advife  too  the  promoting  a fweat,  but  to 
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fhew  that  thofe  means  which  are  ufed  to  aflift  nature  will,  in  imitation 
of  her,  generally  produce  this  effedt,  and  that  when  they  do  produce  it, 
at  any  time,  they  will  prove  falutary.  The  means  which  we  have  exhi- 
bited from  fuch  confiderable  writers  are  not  violent,  or  contradictory 
to  the  common  effedts  of  the  animal  conftitution  to  procure  relief  when 
oppreffed  by  the  caufes  of  difeafe  : and  antimonials  have  this  peculiar 
advantage  over  every  other  medicine,  that  though  they  generally  pro- 
duce a fweat,  yet  they  will  promote  any  other  evacuation,  fhould  the 
body  be  difpofed  more  readily  to  be  relieved  by  it.  We  have  then  a fet 
of  medicines  or  a method  of  remedy,  which  we  may  ufe  with  a profpect 
of  fuccefs  in  any  part  of  the  difeafe,  and  which  preclude  our  waiting 
for  a crifis,  or  watching  the  evacuations  which  nature  prompts  out  to 
us.  There  is  one  inconvenience,  however,  which  attends  this  method, 
efpecially  by  means  of  antimonials,  and  that  is  the  weaknefs  which  is 
induced  in  the  fyftem.  Where  nature  adts  by  herfelf  fhe  leaves  the 
body  adtive  and  vigorous,  and  reftored  to  perfedt  health;  but  where 
Ihe  is  affifted  by  foreign  powers,  altho’  an  immediate  affiftance  is  pro- 
cured, yet  the  body  is  deranged  and  weakened  by  it  in  proportion  to 
the  effedt  which  is  produced.  Hence  nothing  can  be  more  improper 
than  to  make  antimonials,  and  efpecially  James’s  powder,  a family 
medicine.  I think  I may  fay  of  this  laft  medicine,  that  it  has  cured 
more  fevers  and  ruined  rnbre  conftitutions  than  any  other  thing  which 
hath  ever  been  employed  for  thefe  purpofes ; but  wherever  we  ufe 
thefe  remedies,  we  fhould,  immediately  after  their  effedt,  adminifter 
fome  cordial,  or  the  cort.  Peruv.  to  fupport  the  body  under  the  debi- 
lity that  is  fuftained.  Whilft  there  is  any  degree  of  fever  I fhould  pre- 
fer the  cordials ; but,  where  that  is  ceafed,  the  bark  is  the  moft  laud- 
able medicine. 

Page  ioi.  He  became  jaundiced.]  This  is  one  of  the  worft  cafes 
defcribed  by  Hippocrates,  and  in  this  particular  differs  but  little 
from  the  yellow  or  bilious  fever  of  warm  climates,  of  which  the  belt 
and  moft  faithful  defcriptions  are  given  by  Dr.  Lind  in  his  effay  on 
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the  difeafes  incidental  to  warm  climates,  with  his  friend  Dr.  Bruce,  of 
Barbadoes,  quoted  in  the  notes,  part  iii.  chap.  i.  fedt.  i.  p.  231. 
And  likewife  Dr.  Chalmers,  of  Carolina,  under  the  head  of  putrid 
bilious  fever,  in  his  account  of  the  weather  and  difeafes  of  South  Ca- 
rolina, vol.  i.  p.  163.  I fhall  give  an  abftradt  of  the  method  of 
cure  from  all  thefe  gentlemen.  Dr.  Lind  begins  with  vomiting  and 
purging,  and  after  that  gives  antimonial  medicines  with  the  neutral 
falts,  ’till  a remiffion  is  produced,  and  then  he  adminifters  the  bark, 
and,  if  the  fymptoms  beome  violent,  applies  a blitter,  and  adds  to  the 
bark,  fnake-root  and  camphire.  Dr.  Bruce,  whofe  elegant  defcrip- 
tion  of  the  difeafe  does  him  great  honor,  begins  the  cure,  if  the  pulfe 
be  full,  with  venaefedlion  ; he  then  empties  the  ftomach  with  an  emetic 
and  fome  flight  purge  or  glyfter  if  the  bowels  be  conftridted,  and,  if 
the  ficknefs  fhould  prevail,  gives  a grain  or  two  of  extr.  theb.  About 
the  third  day,  when  the  ftrength  begins  to  fail,  he  adminifters  the 
bark,  but  reprobates  camphire;  at  the  fame  time  he  ufes  a flight  infufion 
of  the  fnake-root  with  elix.  vitriol,  and  fome  Madeira  wine,  and  en- 
deavours to  ftrengthen  the  ftomach  with  mint- water  and  tindt.  ftomach. 
equal  parts,  by  lpoonfuls  every  half  hour;  in  the  laft  ftage  of  the  dif- 
eafe he  gives  the  following  medicine. — Recipe,  Rad.  ferp.  drach.  du- 
as,  croci  Anglican,  femi  drachmam  infunde  in  aq.  bullient.  q.  s.  ad 
colat.  unc.  fex.  adde  vin.  Maderienfis  unc  quatuor,  tindt.  ftomach. 
unc.  duas.  m.  cap.  coch.  duo  vel  tria  fingulis  quibufque  horis.  Hinc 
pro  re  nata  addantur  confedt.  card,  vin  croceum.  camph.  tindt.  cort. 
Peruv.  Let  us  now  attend  to  Dr.  Chalmers  : — He  fays,  “ The  vo- 
mitings that  happen  on  their  own  accord  ought  to  be  promoted  with  re- 
peated draughts  of  warm  water:  if  the  belly  is  bound,  it  fhould  be 
cautioufly  loofened  with  manna  andfal  cathart.  diflolved  in  a weak  de- 
codtion  of  ferpentaria,  and,  as  an  opportunity  offers,  the  Peruvian 
bark  and  ferpentaria,  made  into  a decodtion,  fhould  be  freely  given  in 
the  remiflion  or  intermifllon.  But,  as  this  fever  ought  to  be  checked 
as  foon  as  pofiible,  though  the  patient  takes  two  or  three  fpoonfuls  of 
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this  decoftion  every  hour,  double  the  quantity  muft  iikewiic  be  injecied 
by  way  of  clyfters  every  fecond  hour  •,  and  whenever  the  patient  can 
bear  the  bark  in  fubfcance,  three  or  four  drachms  of  its  fine  powder 
fhould  be  added  to  fix  or  eight  ounces  of  the  mixture  ; but,  whichever 
way  this  decodlion  is  uled,  it  ought  to  be  made  warm  with  aroma- 
tic oils,  and  acidulated  with  alum  or  fpirit  of  vitriol.  When  the 
ftools  are  frequent,  watery  and  large,  they  ought  to  be  checked  imme- 
diately if  poffible  : for  this  purpofe  I commonly  diredled  a pretty  ftrong 
decoction  of  ferpentaria  and  cort.  quercus,  to  be  made  with  water-,  to 
fix  ounces  of  which  either  forty  drops  of  the  acid  fpirit  of  vitriol  or 
one  dram  of  alum,  and  ten  or  twelve  drops  of  laudanum  being  added, 
one  fpoonful  ot  the  mixture  was  ordered  to  be  given  every  half  hour 
’till  the  purging  abated:  however,  laudanum  is  by  no  means  to  be 
given  when  the  patient  is  greatly  exhaufted.  As  foon  as  the  idtericious 
colour  appears  the  mineral  acids  muft  be  ufed  morefreelv  ; fo  that  be- 
tween morning  and  evening  two  drams  of  alum  fhould  be  diffolved  in 
fo  much  of  the  decoftion  as  is  defigned  for  four  glyfcers,  and  one 
dram  ought  alfo  to  be  added  to  fix  ounces  of  the  mixture.  In  the  bi- 
lious fever  we  now  fpeak  of  the  ufe  of  wine  is  indifpenfably  neceffary^ 
red  Port-wine  therefore  may  be  given,  punch  and  other  fpirituous  and 
vinous  fermented  liquors  of  the  greateft  ftrength  ought  to  be  liberally 
allowed  in  thefe  cafes.” — Vid.  alfo  Warren  on  the  malignant  fever  of 
Barbadoes.  Hillary’s  difeafes  of  Barbadoes,  and  a letter  from  Dr. 
Linning  of  S.  Carolina  to  Dr.  Whytt  of  Edinburgh,  in  the  Edin- 
burgh phyf.  and  liter,  efiays,  vol.  ii.  p.370.  Pringle’s  obfervations 
on  the  difeafes  of  the  army,  partiii.  chap.  4.  § 4.  and  the  note  by  Dr. 
Huck. 
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HIS  book  is  neither  fo  fyflematic  nor  To  accurate  as  the  former. 


yet  it  abounds  with  many  judicious  obfervations,  and  alludes 
to  fome  extraordinary  cafes,  which,  if  they  had  been  given  at  length, 
Would  have  done  great  honour  to  the  author.  The  fame  obfervations 
may  be  made  here  as  in  the  prelude  to  the  fecond  book,  that  inaccu- 
racy will  not  deftroy  the  authority  with  which  it  is  handed  down  to  us. 
-Great  thoughts  are  often  comprifed  in  a very  fmall  compals  j nay,  a 
fingle  hint  is  the  mark  of  a genius  as  much  as  the  moft  accurate  and 
moft  elaborate  defcription.  Regularity  indeed  is  of  great  ufe  in  draw- 
in  o-  up  cafes  and  exhibiting  them  to  the  world ; but  there  are  fome 
particular  fymptoms  which  ought  particularly  to  be  pointed  out, 
and  many  a cafe  may  be  defcribed  with  the  greateft  pun&uality  and 
exa&nefs,  and  yet  the  moft  important  diagnoftic  fign  may  be  omitted, 
or  given  in  fuch  a manner  as  to  appear  of  little  confequence.  It  may 
be  thought  fufiscient  to  recount  every  thing  which  occurs  in  a difeafe  ; 
but  that  would  be  endlefs,  and  is  by  no  means  material.  What  are 
not  either  fymptoms  or  figns  need  never  be  told,  and  other  things 
may  tend  to  miflead.  There  are  fome  prognoftics  and  accounts  of 
feafons  likewife  in  this  book,  but  irregularly  difperfed  amongft  the 
cafes.  Many  of  the  cafes  likewife  are  chirurgical. 
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Page  107.  Accompanied  with  fever.]  There  is  nothing  more 
common  than  a fever  fupervening  the  too  fudden  healing  up  of  an  ul- 
cer, el'pecially  if  it  fhould  arife  from  a bad  habit  of  body.  Is  it  not 
furprifing  then  that  it  fhould  be  taken  fo  little  notice  of  by  fyflematic 
or  practical  writers  ? The  bed  method  of  preventing  is  by  a large 
iflfue  near  the  part  affeded. 

Page  no.  Worms  were  rejected  by  the  mouth.]  This  is  a very 
happy  circumftance  in  a fever.  I have  feen  it  frequently  ; and  though 
the  fymptoms  have  been  very  violent  previous  to  it,  yet  it  has  always 
been  attended  with  fuccefs. 

Page  hi.  Grew  feverifh.]  The  eminent  Mr.  Pott  obferves, 
“ that  fmall  wounds,  fuch  as  are  made  by  inftruments  or  bodies  which 
pierce  or  pundure  rather  than  cur,  are  in  general  more  apt  to  become 
inflamed,  and  to  give  trouble  than  thofe  which  are  larger,  and  in  this 
part  (the  head)  particularly,  are  fometimes  attended  with  fo  high  an 
inflammation,  and  with  fuch  fymptoms  as  alarm  both  patient  and  fur- 
geon.”  After  having  given  the  fymptoms  of  an  eryfipelas  with  great 
tumefadion  refembling  what  is  mentioned  in  the  text,  and  to  which 
he  fays  a bilious  habit  very  much  contributes  •,  he  proceeds  to  the 
cure  by  phlebotomy,  lenient  purges,  and  the  ufe  of  common  febri- 
fuge medicines.  Pott  on  the  nature  and  confequences  of  injuries  of 
the  head,  fed.  1.  page  13. 

Page  1 16.  Like  the  black  blood  of  the  cuttle-fifh.]  Sepia  ofiicin. 
Lin.  fyftem.  nat.  clafs.  vi.  ord.  2.  gen.  261.  fp.  2.  This  animal, 
which  is  rather  a worm  than  a fifh,  hath  the  property  of  fhining  in  the 
water  in  the  dark.  Forster’s  obfervations  on  his  voyage  round  the 
world,  p.  63, 
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Page  124.  Flour  and  myrrh.]  This  laft  fhould  have  been  tranf- 
lated  ointment.— -Vid.  note  to  page  141. 

Page  127.  Her  menfes  had  not  flowed  for  feven  years.]  Here  is 
an  infrance  of  a very  extraordinary  obflrudlion  to  that  evacuation 
which  is  thought  abfolutely  neceffary  to  the  female  conflitution,  and 
of  that  leucophlegmatia  which  is  generally  it’s  concomitant.  It  may 
be  worthy  of  enquiry  then  which  is  the  caufe,  and  which  is  the  effect 
of  each  of  thefe  circumftances,  or  whether  they  are  not  both  effedts 
flowing  from  the  fame  lource.  There  is  no  mention  however  made  of 
the  origin  of  this  complaint,  or  whether  the  catamenia  had  ever  flowed 
in  this  patient;  but  it  is  faid  that  after  fhe  recovered,  her  menfes  flow- 
ed, which  feems  to  infer  that  they  had  never  appeared  before,  and  of 
confequence  it  feems  as  if  they  were  interrupted  by  the  diforder.  At 
the  fame  time  there  is  no  realon  given  for  any  preternatural  obftruc- 
tion,  or  any  particular  caufe  afllgned  why  the  menfes  fhould  not  flow. 
This  evacuation  is  well  known  to  flow  moft  regularly  where  women  are 
otherwiie  in  the  moft  perfedt  health;  and  any  diforder  which  affedts 
the  general  habit,  always  tends  to  prevent  it:  it  appears,  however,  in 
itfelf  to  be  a fpecies  of  difeafe,  and  is  attended  with  fome  very  uncom- 
fortable fymptoms;  but,  like  a fever  or  a gout,  it  prevents  the  opera- 
tion of  many  remote  caufes,  and  therefore  keeps  off  the  accefs  of  many 
diforders  which  are  more  dreadful.  The  cafe  here  then  feems  to  be  that 
a cachexy  having  been  created,  the  animal  conflitution  was  diverted 
from  the  flow  of  the  menfes  by  a fuperior  diforder,  which  diforder  is 
the  objedt  of  our  attention. 

I have  mentioned  this  fo  particularly  to  warn  pradlitioners  againfl 
the  too  free  ufe  of  emmenagogues  in  fuch  cafes  *,  for  they  can  never 
cure  the  difeafe,  which  is  quite  independent  of  the  menflrual  obflruc- 
tion,  but  they  have  a great  tendency  to  deftroy  the  conflitution  and 
produce  diforders,  fuch  as  phthifes,  dropfies,  &c.  which  feldom  ad- 
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nit  of  a remedy.  Let  me  here  caution  too  the  over  anxious  mother, 
who  follicitous  for  the  health  and  honour  of  her  child,  by  the  admini- 
ftring  of  certain  medicines  of  a violent  and  heating  nature  at  a particu- 
lar time  of  life,  induces  a train  of  the  moft  uncomfortable  evils,  and 
procures  thediforders  flie  v/as  too  defirous  to  prevent.  Nay,  flie  may 
be  productive  of  worfe  confequenees,  and  contribute  to  that  female 
character  too  commonly  feen  in  the  fafhionable  world — an  unnatural 
mother  and  a defpifed  wife. — Vid.  the  amiable  Tissot’s  avis  au 
peuple,  chap.  xxvi.  § 360,  and  medical  confultations  by  Tho. 
Thompson,  M.  D.  phyfician  to  his  late  Royal  Highnefs  Frederic 
Prince  of  Wales. 

Page  128.  Mature  abfceffes.]  Vid.  Severin  de  abfceffuum  nat. 
recond.  lib.  i.  cap.  viii  and  x.  Waldschmiedt  inft.  med.  rat.  cap. 
v)j-  § 23.  ■;„ 

Id.  As  if  he  had  a dyfentery.]  The  caufes  of  a dyfentery  have 
been  much  difputed.  The  antients  attributed  it  to  an  ulcer  of  the  in- 
teftines,  to  which  opinion  Hippocrates  feems  to  lean  in  this  place, 
or  at  leaf;  that  fuch  an  ulceration  fometimes  accompanies  a dyfentery, 
and  requires  the  fame  method  of  cure.  Caelius  Aurelianus  calls  it 
“ Inteftinorum  rheumatifmus  cum  ulceratione.” — De  morbis  acutis  & 
chronicis,  lib.  iv.  cap.  vi.  Since  the  times  of  Sydenham,  who  per- 
ceived it  to  be  an  epidemic  difeafe,  it  hath  been  accounted  for  upon 
different  principles,  viz.  the  influence  of  putrid  miafmata,  &c.  Sir 
John  Pringle  hath  given  us  a very  elaborate  and  excellent  account  of 
this  difeafe,  and  hath  examined  the  nature  of  its  caufe  with  the  greateft 
accuracy  and  judgment-,  I would  wifli  therefore  to  refer  the  reader  to 
him  as  well  as  many  other  excellent  writers  on  this  fubjett.  I fhall 
take  the  opportunity,  however,  to  give  an  abridgment  of  his  method 
of  cure:  He  divides  the  difeafe  into  three  Hates,  according  to  its  dura- 
tion. In  the  firft  he  bleeds  in  proportion  to  the  fullnefs  of  blood  and 
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the  inflammatory  fymptoms  which  may  prevail ; and  in  the  evening  of 
the  .lame  day  he  gives  an  emetic  compofed  of  a fcruple  of  ipecacuanha 
and  two  grains  of  emetic  tartar.  The  next  day  he  gives  nothing  if 
the  ftools  are  large  and  bilious,  but  otherwife  a dofe  of  five  grains  of 
calomel  and  twenty-five  of  rhubarb,  and  at  night  an  opiate,  viz.  ten 
grains  of  pi),  faponac.  with  from  two  to  four  grains  of  ipecacuanha. 
“ If  the  two  firft  days  (fays  hd)  be  employed  in  the  manner  defcribed, 
I order  no  medicines  on  the  third,  unlefs  the  patient  (till  complains  of 
gripes,  in  which  cafe  he  takes  the  opiate  again  at  night.  But  on  the 
fourth  day,  if  any  confiderable  fymptoms  remain,  I diredt  the  ipeca- 
cuanha to  be  given  in  the  divided  dofes-,  or  if  that  medicine  has  been 
already  taken  with  little  effedt,  or  if  the  patient  fhews  great  averfion  to 
a drug  which  made  him  fick  before,  I repeat  the  purge  in  a larger 
dofe y that  night  and  fome  nights  following  I continue  the  opiate.” 
In  the  fecond  ftage  he  obferves,  tc  At  this  period  of  the  flux,  finding 
emollient  and  anodyne  glyfters  to  be  of  confiderable  benefit,  I have 
therefore  ufed  a decodtion  of  linfeed  or  of  ftarch,  or  fat  mutton  broth, 
from  four  to  eight  ounces,  according  as  a finaller  or  larger  quantity 
could!  be  retained.  If  the  motions  be  fo  frequent  that  the  patient  can- 
not keep  the  glyfters  for  any  confiderable  time,  I add  to  each  from  40 
to  60  drops  of  laudanum.  Next  to  the  opiates  I found  nothing  better 
for  allaying  the  fpafms  than  fomenting  the  belly  and  drinking  chamo- 
mile tea-,  when  the  pains  of  the  belly  were  too  fixed  to  yield  to  fomen- 
tations, they  were  relieved  by  a blifter  on  the  part  affedted,  and  fome- 
times  I have  applied  only  a common  plafter,  mixed  with  a fourth 
part  of  the  emplajlrum  epifpafticum.  As  to  medicines  of  that  clafs 
called  demulcents  I have  ufually  given  a pint  a day  of  the  following 
decodtion :

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When  the  flux  continues  ’till  the  ftrength  is  impaired,  and  when 
there  is  room  for  medicines,  I have  commonly  ufed  a decodtion  of 
the  bark  with  fnake-root,  adding  a few  drops  of  laudanum ; at  other 
times,  and  efpecially  when  the  pulfe  was  funk  and  the  patient  low,  I 
have  experienced  the  good  effedts  of  the  [following  decodtion,  of 
which,  when  {trained,  four  fpoonfuls  were  given  every  four  or  five 
hours.”

In  the  third  ftate  in  which  the  patient,  tho’  feemingly  convalefcent, 
is  kept  low  by  a tenefmus ; if  this  depended  on  fcybala,  he  ufed  Glau- 
ber’s fait;  but  as  it  is  often  owing  to  the  excoriating  of  the  redtum, 
the  cure,  in  that  cafe,  is  to  be  effedted  by  the  fofteft  diet  and  medi- 
cine, particularly  mutton  fuet,  prepared  according  to  the  following  re- 
ceipt: Take  two  ounces  of  frefh  fuet  and  a pint  of  new  milk;  fet 
them  over  a gentle  fire,  and  let  them  be  ftirred  ’till  they  boil;  then 
add  an  heaped  handful  of  (larch  finely  powdered,  and  mixing  it  well 
with  the  reft,  let  them  all  boil  together.  In  the  frequent  return  of 
the  purging  is  the  time  for  aftringents;  but  at  prefent  he  fays,  “ I 
truft  to  vomiting  and  to  a milk  diet  for  the  perfedt  cure.”  Of  the  ve- 
getable clafs  of  aftringents  he  prefers  the  bark  of  fimarouba  root. 
With  thefe  medicines,  a light  diet  of  grain,  fago  and  falep,  and  the 
Bristol  water,  or  any  other  hard  water,  without  any  fermented  li- 
quor, the  cure  may  be  attempted. — Vid.  Pringle’s  obfervations  on 
army  difeafes,  fedt.  iv.  chap.  iii.  page  15 1.

Page  129,  Would  not  affedt  the  gland.]  Severin.  de  abfcefs. 
recond.  natur,  lib.  i.  cap.  xxxii. 
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Page  130.  Glaftus.]  This  is  the  Englifh  woad,  which  is  made 
ufe  of  to  dye  purple,  or  what  by  the  dyers  is  called  orchil  blue.  The 
colour  here  alluded  to,  however,  is  that  of  the  frefh  herb,  which  is  a 
kind  of  greenifh  yellow.  This  herb  is  ranked  by  Linnaeus  among  the 
tetradynamia  filiquofa,  gen.  738,  and  is  denominated  Ifatis  tinftoria.

Page  132.  In  ,/Enos.]  This  is  probably  Mount  ^Enos,  in  the 
ifland  of  Cephallenia. — Vid.  Strabon.  geograph,  lib.  x.  p.  700, 
edit.  Amst. 
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THIS  book  contains  much  the  fame  kind  of  matter  as  the  lad:,  ex- 
cepting that  the  cafes  are  more  numerous  and  lefs  diftindt,  and 
the  prognollics  and  conftitutions  much  fewer.  The  fcene  of  practice 
feems  likewife  to  be  changed,  and  to  extend  almoft  all  over  Greece. 
It  may  be  conjectured  therefore  that  the  difeafes  happened  at  very  dif- 
tant  times,  and  this  might  be  the  regifter  of  obfervations  for  many  years. 
The  nature  of  the  cafes  likewife  feerrs  to  indicate  fomething  of  this 
kind,  as  they  are  more  of  them  chronic  than  acute  j perhaps  too,  many 
of  the  difeafes  might  be  what  Hippocrates  was  confulted  upon  by 
other  phyficians,  and  to  which  he  might  only  indicate  the  cure.  We 
fhall  do  little  more  in  the  notes  than  give  an  account  of  the  fituation 
of  the  places,  a circumitance  very  neceflary  to  be  known.  Nor  fhall 
we  make  any  remarks  upon  the  cafes,  unlefs  it  be  to  point  out  a me- 
thod of  cure  which,  though  often  praCtifed,  may  net  at  fird:  fight  be 
fo  obvious  to  general  obfervation. 

Page  137.  In  Elis.]  Elis  was  the  capital  city  of  Elea,  a region 
which  extended  along  the  weftern  fide  of  the  Peloponnesus.— -Vid. 
Strabon.  geograph,  lib.  viii,  p.  519,  edit.  Amst. 
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Id.  Butfeemed  to  be  dead.]  This  is  not  an  uncommon  affetion 
of  melancholy  perfons;  I have  feen  a cafe  where  an  old  man,  after  be- 
ing frightened  with  a dill  re  fling  llory,  and  from  too  much  attention 
to  the  terrifying  doctrines  of  religion,  became  gradually  affeted  in 
this  manner,  ’till  he  had  loll  all  power  both  of  fenle  and  motion,  and 
continued  in  that  Hate  for  above  a fortnight.  A very  fmall  quantity  of 
liquid  food  was  indeed  got  down,  but  nothing  could  be  attempted  by 
the  mouth  in  the  way  of  medicines;  verv  warm  llimulating  glylters, 
blillers,  &c.  however,  roufed  him,  and  he  lived  for  two  years  after  it 
quite  free  from  any  maniacal  complaint ; but  at  that  period  he  fell  in- 
to the  fame  way  again,  but  with  much  lefs  ftupor,  and  lingered  for 
about  a monthunder  it,  and  died. — Vid.  Wepferi  obferv.  medic, 
hill.  xl.  vol.  i.  p.  79.  Amat.  Lusitan.  curat,  medicin.  p.  405. 

Page  138.  Oeniad^s.]  This  was  a city  of  Acarnania,  on  the 
wellern  fhore  of  Greece. — Vid.  Strabon.  geograph,  lib.  x.  p.  705, 
edit.  Amst. 

Page  140.  The  body  covered  over  like  a leper.]  Since  the  intro- 
duction of  the  lues  venerea,  almoft  all  the  eruptions  we  fee  of  this 
kind  are  either  derived  from  that  difeafe  or  are  contaminated  with  its 
taint.  Mercurial  medicines  then,  which  are  generally  ufed  in  all  cafes, 
fhould  certainly  be  avoided,  could  we  be  certain,  as  in  the  cafe  before 
us,  that  Syphyllis  had  no  concern  with  it ; when  mixed  with  anti- 
mony, however,  in  the  form  of  Huxham’s  antimonial  tethiops,  they 
have  certainly  a good  effect.  I have  likewife  feen  fome  very  confidera- 
ble  cures  from  the  decoction  of  the  elm  bark,  efpecially  when  afiifted 
by  warm  bathing. 

Page  140.  He  went  to  Melos  to  the  warm  baths  there.]  Melos 
was  an  ifland  near  Crete,  and  abounds  with  fulphur,  alum  and  chalk, 
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it  was  probably  therefore  volcanic,  and  had  pits  of  warm  water.— V id. 
Pun.  hift.  nat.  lib.  35.  cap.  15.  Strabon.  geog.  lib.  x.  p.  74?. 

Page  141.  In  Ph^ris.]  Or  Ph^rea,  a city  of  Thessaey\ 
Strabon.  geog.  lib.  ix.  p.  666. 

Id.  Perfumed  peffaries]  Although  this  kind  of  medicine  is  en- 
tirely excluded  from  practice,  and  others  which  aft  folely  by  a mecha* 
nical  power  to  prevent  the  prolapfus  of  the  uterus,  of  which  the  belt 
are  thofe  compofed  of  the  elaftic  gum  brought  from  the  East-Indies, 
are  now  only  ufed;  it  may  fatisfy,  however,  the  curiofity  of  the  reader 
to  know  the  compofition  of  thefe  (ubftances  which  are  efteemed  of  fuch 
eminent  ufe  by  Hippocrates,  &c.  Oribasius  gives  the  following 
account  of  the  feveral  forts  which  were  ufed  by  the  antients,  and  the 
purpofes  to  which  they  were  applied  : “ Pefii  utero  foli  admoventur. 
Eorum  tres  funt  differentiae : alii  namque  molliunt,  adftringunt  alii, 
alii  denique  aperiunt.  Mollientibus  ad  uteri  inflammationes,  exulce- 
rationes,  perfriftiones,  ftrangulatus,  averfiones  & inflationes  utimur. 
Fiunt  ex  Cera  Tyrrhenica,  Cyprino,  Sufino,  pinguedine  anferis  aut 
gallinae,  butyro  infulfo,  refina  deufta,  medulla  cervina,  foenugraeco  & 
fimilibus.  Aperientes  utiles  funt,  quum  purgationem  fuppreffam  pro- 
vocare  volumus,  aut  conniventem  compreffamque  vulvam  emendare : 
hique  ex  melle,  Artemifia,  Di&amno,  brafticae  dulcis  radicis  fucco,  ru- 
ta  & fcammonea.  Adftringentium  ufus  contrarius  aperientibus-,  nam 
fluorem  muliebrem  cohibent,  & uterum  fufpenfum  contrahunt  & pro- 
lapfum  reprimunt.  Cceterum  materiam  adftringentium  fupra  com- 
prehendimus  quum  de  paftillis  loqueremur,  ut  alumen,  acaciam,  hy- 
pocyftidem,  thurem  Syriacum,  balauftium,  oenanthen,  gallas,  mali- 
corium,  myrtum.

Page  149.  A Mallean.]  Male  a was  the  fouthern  promontory  of 
Greece.

Page  150.  In  Omilus.]  Or  Myl^e  which  appears  by  the  map 
to  be  in  Thessaly,  above  Larissa. 

Page  152.  Salamis.]  Salamis  was  an  ifland  on  the  coaft  of  At- 
tica, in  which  there  was  a city  of  the  fame  name. — Vid.  Strabon. 
geogr.  lib.  ix.  p.  603. 

Page  153.  Euboea. J This  was  a large  ifland  on  the  eaftern  fide 
of  Greece,  ftretching  from  the  Sunian  promontory  to  the  coaft  of 
Thessaly,  oppofite  to  Boeotia  and  fome  part  of  Attica.  It  a- 
bounds  with  many  large  cities,  the  chief  of  which  was  Eretria,  and 
had  fome  warm  medicinal  waters:  it  was  alfo  fubjeft  to  earthquakes 
aud  hurricanes. — Vid.  Strabon.  geogr.  lib.  x.  p.  686.  Thucid.  lib. 
iij.  cap.  89.  Plin.  hift.  nat.  lib.  iv.  cap.  xii.  The  maps  of  antient 
Greece,  of  which  the  beft  are  in  Hampton’s  tranflation  of  Polybius, 
Blair’s  chronological  tables,  and  the  voyage  pittorefque  de  Greece. 
This  ifland  is  now  called  Negropont. 

Page  1 54.  Having  drunk  a catapotium.]  The  original  meaning 
of  this  word  muft  have  been  (when  applied  to  medicines)  any  thing 
taken  into  the  ftomach ; it  was  afterwards,  however,  confined  to  a 
particular  formula  fimilar  to  our  eleftaries,  and  which,  though  they 
can  hardly  be  faid  to  be  drunk,  yet  they  require  fome  liquid  to  wafli 
them  down.  Whether  Hippocrates,  however,  meant  a medicine  of 
that  form  is  uncertain.  I fhould  think,  however,  he  intended  what 
we  now  call  a deobftruent. — Vid.  Foesii.  cecon.  Hippocr.  ad  hunc 
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verbum  p.  195.  Scrib.  Larg.  p.  207.  Marcell.  p.  309,  Actu- 
ar.  p.  249.  in  medic,  art.  princip. 

Page  155.  In  Pythyus.]  There  was  a confiderable  town  of  this 
name  in  Colchis  ; but  whether  the  pradtice  of  Hippocrates  extended 
fo  far  is  uncertain,  unlefs  by  confultation.  As  this  part  of  Asia  how- 
ever was  fuppofed  to  be  peopled  from  Phthiotis  of  Greece,  which 
was  a part  of  Thessaly-,  there  might  be  fome  village  or  town  of  the 
fame  name  in  that  province. — -Vid.  Plin.  hift.  nat.  lib.  vi.  cap.  v. 
Strabon.  geograph,  lib.  ii.  page  758. 

Page  156.  Struck  by  her  on  the  head  with  the  palm  of  her  hand.] 
Though  the  caufe  herefeems  fo  exceedingly  flight,  yet  there  can  be  no 
doubt  of  a pretty  confiderable  contufion,  and  in  confequence  an  in- 
flammation moft  probably  of  the  dura  mater,  agreeably  to  the  opinion 
of  Mr.  Pott.  That  ufeful  writer  hath  pointed  out  a number  of  cafes 
fimilar  to  what  are  here  reprefented,  where  no  external  wound  was  to 
be  perceived;  and  the  plan  he  offers  to  us,  and  which  alone  fucceeded 
in  the  cure,  is  the  following,  viz.  “ to  endeavour  to  prevent  the  in- 
flammation of  the  dura  mater-,  or  that  being  negledted  or  found  im~ 
pradticable,  to  give  difcharge  to  the  fluid  collected  within  the  crani- 
um.” The  firft  is  to  be  accomplifhed  by  phlebotomy,  which  he  fays 
“ muft  be  made  ufe  of  immediately  and  freely;”  and  this  he  infills  on 
let  the  fymptoms  be  ever  fo  flight.  The  fecond  by  a perforation  of 
the  fkull  by  the  trephine,  which  he  looks  upon  as  abfolutely  neceffary, 
and  indeed  eives  fome  fatal  inllances  where  it  was  neglected : he  la- 
ments  that  it  feldom  happens  that  it  is  done  foon  enough.  He  then 
recommends,  if  neceffary,  the  repetition  of  it  till  the  matter  is  remov- 
ed ; at  the  fame  time  he  enjoins  the  perfilting  in  the  antiphlogiftic  regi- 
men, to  take  off  the  inflamed  flate  of  the  parts  under  the  fkull.  I 
fhould  think,  however,  this  laft  muft  be  done  with  fome  limitation ; 
for,  if  a fuppuration  fhould  have  taken  place,  which  I fuppofe  is  ge» 
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nerally  the  cafe,  that  plan  would  be  improper. — Vid.  Pott  on  injuries 
of  the  head,  fedt.  i,  p.  54. 

Page  158.  Macedon.]  Vid,  Strabon.  geograph,  lib.  vii.  p.

Page  159.  Delos.]  A well  known  ifland  in  the  Aegean  Sea.

Id.  Deafnefs  occurred.]  This  feems  to  be  an  affedtion  arifirig 
from  fome  unknown  caufe,  and  pofiibly  from  the  remedies  here  or- 
dered, it  was  apprehended  to  arife  from  a defedt  in  the  power 
of  fenfation,  or  what  would  now  be  called  a nervous  affedtion.  Vid.

Id.  Netopus.]  An  ointment  made  of  the  powerful  oils,  and 
ufed  in  uterine  obdrudtions  for  which  fee  the  treatife  of  Hippocrates 
de  natura  muliebri  in  a variety  of  paflfages.  It  is  fuppofed  in  this 
cafe  to  be  made  chiefly  of  the  oil  of  bitter  almonds.  Vid.  Foesii 
cecon.

Page  161.  Of  fervice  to  dropfical  perfons.]  The  great  defidera- 
ta  in  this  diforder,  which  is  perhaps  the  mod  fatal  of  any  to  which 
the  human  body  is  fubjedt-,  are  to  carry  off  the  ferous  humour  which  is 
colledted  in  the  cavities,  and  at  the  fame  time  to  repair  the  animal 
vigour  which  is  generally  much  impaired  by  the  relaxed  date  of  the 
fibres.  This  however  fuppofes  that  none  of  the  principal  fundtions 
are  injured,  for  in  that  cafe  nothing  but  palliatives  can  be  attempted. 
Were  we  poffefs’d  of  a certain  diuretic,  it  would  be  mod  advifeable 
to  carry  off  the  humour  by  the  urinary  fecretion,  but  as  that  is  not 
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yet  difcovered,  and  where  the  operation  of  the  paracentefis  is  not  ad- 
vifeable,  fweating  hath  been  had  recourfe  to,  agreeably  to  the  opi- 
nion of  Hippocrates,  with  fome  fuccefs.  It  is  neceftary  however  that 
exercife,  if  it  can  be  borne,  or  the  ufe  of  the  moll  powerful  Tonics, 
fhould  be  fuperadded.  For  the  purpofe  of  fweating,  hot  baths 
or  heated  rooms,  or  rather  furnaces,  have  been  recommended.  Vid. 
Boerhaave  aphorifm.  § 1248.  Van  Swieten  comment,  vol.  iv.  p. 
266.  For  the  fame  purpofe  Dr.  Munro  recommends  that  highly 
ufeful  medicine,  antimony  and  opium  mixed  together.  Vid.  Munro

Id.  Thin  white  wine.]  For  the  injudicious  ufe  of  wine  in  drop- 
fical  cafes,  vid.  Tulpii  obferv.  cap.  xxxv.  p.  150.  And  indeed  the 
indulgence  in  pleafant  liquors  mull  be  very  pernicious,  as  the  thirft 
is  generally  fo  powerful  as  to  prevent  all  kind  of  reftraint,  and  thus' 
even  if  the  diforder  Ihould  be  cured  by  medicines  at  the  fame  timer 
the  worft  of  habits  is  contracted,  and  the  feeds  lown  of  fome  equally 
dangerous  difeafe,  whilft  the  mind  loles  its  tone  and  all  its  faculties 
of  being  ufeful. 

Id.  Wines  perfumed  and  fweet.]  The  Bifhop  of  London  in  his 
notes  on  the  2 2d  verfe  of  the  fir  ft  chapter  hath  this  curious  remark, 
“ Wine  mixed  with  water.  An  image  ufed  for  the  adulteration  of 
wine  with  more  propriety  than  may  at  firft  appear,  if  what  Thevenot 
fays  of  the  people  of  the  Levant  of  later  times  was  true  of  them 
formerly,  he  fays,  “ they  never  mingle  water  with  their  wine  to 
drink,  but  drink  by  itfelf  what  water  they  think  proper  for  abating, 
the  ftrength  of  the  wine.”  Voyage,  part  ii.  lib.  ii.  chap.  10.  It  is 
remarkable  that  whereas  the  Greeks  and  Latins  by  mixt  wine,  al- 
ways underftood  wine  diluted  with  water ; the  Hebrews,  on  the 
contrary,  generally  mean  by  it,  wine  made  ftronger  and  more  inebri- 
ating by  the  addition  of  higher  and  more  powerful  ingredients,  fuch 
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as  honey,  fpices,  defrutum  (or  wine  infpififated  by  boiling  it  down  to 
two  thirds  or  one  half  of  the  quantity)  myrrh,  mandragora,  opiates, 
and  other  ftrong  drugs.  Such  were  the  exhilarating,  or  rather  ftupi- 
fying  ingredients  which  Helen  mixed  in  the  bowl  together  with 
the  wine,  for  her  guefts  opprefled  with  grief  to  raife  their  fpirits.

Page  163.  Opifthotonus.]  This  difeafe,  which  is  perhaps  the 
molt  purely  fpafmodic  of  any  which  we  know,  and  is  at  the  fame 
time  the  mod  dangerous  in  its  nature,  hath  not  met  with  that  atten- 
tion which  it  deferves.  The  belt  account  of  it  is  given  by  Dr.  Lio- 
nel Chalmers,  in  the  London  Medical  Obfervations  and  Inquiries, 
vol.  r,  page  87 ; and  by  the  two  Monro’s  in  the  Edinburgh  phyfi- 
cal  and  Literary  Effays,  vol.  3,  page  551.  The  former  ftrongly  re- 
commends opium  given  in  large  quantities  and  frequently  repeated  •, 
to  which  is  fubjoined  the  warm  bath. — The  others,  together  with 
opium,  or  without  it,  the  mercurial  ointment,  fo  as  to  raife  a faliva- 
tion.  There  is  an  advantage  in  the  defperate  nature  of  this  complaint, 
that  a number  of  things  may  be  tried  even  at  the  fame  time,  none  of 
them  therefore  flhould  be  negledted.  The  following  is  a plan  of  cure 
which  I would  propofe,  and  from  experience  in  fome  dangerous  cafes 
have  found  attended  with  fuccefs.  As  foon  as  the  patient  is  firft 
vifited,  and  when  he  finds  his  jaw  grow  a little  ftiff,  let  fome  blood 
be  taken  from  the  arm,  and  a fmart  purge  given  after  it,  or  a warm 
antifpafmodic  glifter.  After  the  operation  of  this,  let  him  take  half 
a drachm  of  Dover’s  powder,  and  be  put  into  a warm  bed,  where  a 
diaphorefis  fiiould,  if  pofiible,  be  promoted  by  a repetition  of  the  pow- 
der every  four,  fix,  or  eight  hours,  as  occafion  fhall  demand,  drink- 
ing fome  wine  whey  at  the  fame  time.  The  next  morning,  if  the 
fymptoms  fhould  increafe,  which  is  moft  probable,  or  even  if  there 
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feem  to  be  a difpofition  to  it  ; let  him  be  put  into  the  warm  bath,  and 
continue  there  as  long  as  he  is  able  to  bear  it.  This  too  may  be  re- 
peated in  the  evening. — When  he  comes  out  of  the  bath  he  fhould 
be  again  put  into  bed,  and  a draught  may  be  given  with  20  or  30 
drops  of  Tin£t.  Theb.  which  may  be  repeated  every  four  or  fix  hours, 
and  increafed  ten  drops  each  dofe  as  the  fymptoms  increafe,  or  whilft 
the  opifthotonus  is  fixed.  The  next  morning  after  the  bath  as  before, 
taking  care  all  along  that  he  be  not  coftive;  if  no  relaxation  is  pro- 
duced, a drachm  or  two  of  the  mercurial  ointment  lhould  be  rubbed 
in  upon  the  jaw  every  fix  hours,  and  the  opium  continued  as  before, 
Hill  increafing  the  dofe,  and  thefe  Ihould  be  perfifted  in  till  the  jaw 
begins  to  relax,  i.  e.  the  warm  bath,  the  opium,  and  the  ointment. 
When  the  relaxation  is  produced,  then  you  may  decreafe  the  dofe  of 
opium  and  the  times  of  rubbing  in  the  ointment,  as  well  as  omit  the 
warm  bath,  and  then  go  back  in  the  fame  manner  as  you  went  for- 
ward, till  a total  relaxation  enfues.  After  which  the  bark  may  be 
adminiftered  till  the  ftrength  is  entirely  repaired;  which  indeed  will 
be  fome  time,  as  there  is  no  diforder  which  more  weakens  and  de- 
ranges the  lyftem.  The  food,  however,  fhould  be  of  a nourifhing 
nature,  fuch  as  broths,  jellies,  &c.  and  if  the  patient  be  low,  a little 
wine  may  be  allowed. 
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HIS  Book  is  different  from  either  of  the  others,  as  it  hath 


much  fewer  cafes,  and  none  drawn  out  to  any  length,  but 
abounds  much  more  with  prognoftics  and  diagnoftics,  and  fome  of 
the  peculiar  fentiments  of  Hippocrates.  Sentiments  which  do  great 
honour  to  his  imagination,  but  which  perhaps  are  not  fo  well  founded 
as  fads  which  fell  under  his  own  obfervation,  and  which  he  had  too 
honefl  a heart  to  mifreprefent. — His  opinions,  however,  like  thofe  of 
every  other  writer,  are  only  an  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  one  man 
to  that  of  another.  And  if  in  this  enlightened  age  we  can  difcern  the 
fallacy  of  thofe  which  are  delivered  by  this  Father  of  Phyfic  ; we  are 
doing  injuftice  to  ourfelves  and  our  patients,  to  refped  his  authority 
in  oppofition  to  what  we  believe  to  be  true.  A falfe  theory  may  be 
the  means  of  difcovering  what  is  the  juft  one,  by  exciting  every  atten- 
tion to  the  foundations  upon  which  it  is  built,  and  the  principles  by 
which  it  is  raifed. — By  this  the  difcovery  of  error  will  help  to  amend 
it,  and  every  man  will  raife  in  his  own  bread  as  faithful  an  hypothefis 


as  poftible. 


Page  1 7 1.  A Pain  in  the  kidnies.]  The  complaint  in  the  kidnies 
here  defcribed,  feems  to  be  the  nephralgia  or  nephritic  colic  of 
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Zwingerus,  which  Sauvage  hath  made  a genus  of  difeafe,  vid. 
Sauvage’s  nofologia  methodica.  clafs  vii.  ord.  iv.  gen.  xxv.  Tom.  iv. 
p.  163.  octavo.  Lieutaud  obferves  “ les  urines  glaireufes,  &c.  font 
les  caufes  ordinaires  de  la  Colique  nephretique,  que  Fexces  dans  le 
boire  ou  le  manger,  ou  quelque  autre  faute  dans  le  regime,  mettent 
fouvent  en  jeu.  La  douleur  dans  tous  ces  cas  eft  ordinairement  aigue, 
intermittente  ou  continue,  avec  plus  ou  moins  de  remiftion  : on  la 
rapporte  aux  lombes  & quelquefois  a l’eftomac ; elle  s’  etend  jus 
qu’.a  l’aine,  a la  racine  de  la  verge,  & quelquefois  aux  tefticules  qui 
en  fouffrent  une  retraction  : on  a des  engourdiffemens  a la  cuille.  Les 
urines  s’  arretent  ou  coulent  en  tres  petite  quantite ; on  les  rend  fou- 
vent avec  douleur : elles  font  limpides  pendant  le  paroxyfme ; mais 
elies  deviennent  a la  fin  bourbeufes  & glaireufes,  ou  graveleufes.

I have  here  given 
dais  long  defcription  to  prevent  the  too  common  miftaking  this  dif- 
eafe  from  other  choleric  affections,  as  the  cure  muft  be  of  a very  dif- 
ferent kind.  The  fame  ingenious  writer  advifes  “dans  le  paroxyfme 
ou  fe  propofe  de  relacher,  d’adoucer  & de  calmer.  Les  faignees  n*y 
doivent  pas  etre  epargnees,  c’eft  dans  le  meme  vue  qu’on  fait  un  grand 
ufage  des  delayans  & des  adouciffans : tels  font  le  petit  lait ; l’eau  de 
poulet,  de  graine  de  lin,  de  riz  & de  fleur  de  mauve  ; l’huile  d’amande 
douce,  le  blanc  de  balcine,  les  emulfions  avec  la  graine  de  pavot  j 
le  firop  violat,  de  nenuphar,  &c.  Les  hypnotiques  font  ici  d’un  grand 
fecours  •,  tels  font  le  diacode,  les  gouttes  anodines,  les  pilules  de  cy- 
nogloffe,  le  firop  de  Karabe,  &c.  les  laxatifs  ne  doivent  etre  employes 
que  dans  la  remifiion.  Lorfque  la  fupprefilon  des  urines  qui  dure  depuis 
long  temps,  met  la  vie  du  malade  en  danger,  on  peut  avoir  recours  a 
Femetique.  II  faut  bannir  tous  les  diuretiques  pendant  le  parox- 
yfme, mais  on  peut  prevenir  le  retour  par  l’ufage  de  pareria  bra-

Pape  173.  Tears  in  acute  difeafes  of  a bad  kind.]  Thefe  pre- 
dictions from  the  appearance  of  the  eye,  and  the  affections  belonging 
to  this  organ,  are  very  valuable  and  highly  deferving  attention. 
They  are  more  fully  explained  and  wrought  up  into  a fyftem  in 
Prosp.  Alp.  de  prsefagiend.  vit  & mort.  Lib.  v.  cap.  vii. 

Page  174.  Oppofite  to  what  fhould  be  expected.]  It  was  the 
opinion  of  a very  eminent  Phyfician,  the  late  Dr.  Akenside,  that 
this  was  one  of  the  inoft  infallible  rules  in  phyfic,  and  fhould  there- 
fore ever  be  adopted  in  practice.  It  may  be  received  however  with 
fome  limitations  from  the  greater  danger  which  would  be  incurred  by 
curing  difeafes  in  this  mode,  rather  than  by  others  which  might  be 
pointed  out.  Diarrhaeas  fometimes,  require  fmart  purges  to  carry  off 
the  acrimonious  humours  which  occafion  them : -—And  in  obflinate 
vomitings  an  acrid  purge  would  only  add  fuel  to  the  fire,  and  in- 
creafe  the  fpafmodic  affection  of  the  ftomach.  Vid.  Mead  monita

Page  175.  Refpiration.]  The  figns  taken  from  the  refpiration 
are  of  confequence,  as  they  betoken  the  velocity  of  the  blood  whilfl  it 
paffes  thro’  the  lungs.  This  may  arife  from  a variety  of  caufes,  and 
the  lungs  themfelves  may  be  fo  affected  by  external  events,  as  to  be- 
come the  caufe  of  that  fpafmodic  conftriction  which  form  thefe  dif- 
ferences in  refpiration.

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Page  183.  Blood-letting  is  objected  to.]  In  this  book,  which 
feems  to  be  a faithful  record  of  the  author’s  experience,  we  find  this 
valuable  obfervation,  and  it  is  furprizing  that  it  hath  not  been  more 
attended  to,  and  that  the  lancet  hath  been  fo  univerfally  allowed  in 
all  ftages  of  pulmonary  complaints,  and  adopted  merely  as  a pallia- 
tive, and  perhaps  as  a preventive  of  their  cure.  Vid.  EBay  on  the 
propriety  of  blood-letting  in  confumptions. 

Page  183.  Slight  pain  in  his  right  fide.]  In  fuch  cafes  as  this, 
where  the  pain  in  the  fide  feems  to  arife  from  a rheumatic  affedtion, 
which  may  be  known  from  its  correfpondence  with  the  pains  in  the 
limbs,  I have  found  the  feneka  root  either  in  decodtion  in  the  dec. 
pedh  or  in  fubftance  in  the  form  of  pills,  to  be  of  confiderable 
fervice. 

Page  184:  A fit  of  the  afthma.]  The  complaints  of  this  woman 

were  probably  owing  to  a mal-conformation  of  the  thorax,  Vid. 
L’Acouchement  de  la  Motte,  lib.  i.  chap.  xix.  Obf.  xlvii. 

Id.  Thin  bilious  matter.]  The  ingenious  Mr.  White  of  Man- 
chester oblerves,  “ Gentle  vomits  may  be  adminiftered  with  fafety 
and  advantage  in  order  to  cleanfe  the  ftomach  when  neceflary,  and 
teas  made  of  bitter  antifeptic  herbs  may  be  drank  daily  : vegetable 
acids,  Colombo,  and  likewife  neutral  mixtures  taken  during  the  adi 
of  effervefcence,  which  are  all  antiputrefcents,  operate  to  the  fame 
end,  and  are  genenerally  of  great  fervice  in  vomitings,  occafioned  by 
a redundancy  of  acrid  putrid  bile.”  Vid.  White  on  the  management 
of  pregnant  and  lying-in  women. 

Page  186.  Nature  is  the  befit  Phyfician  in  difeafes.]  This  word, 
of  which  the  antients  were  fo  fond,  both  in  their  Mythology  and  Phi- 
lofophy,  could  not  efcape  the  notice  of  Hippocrates  when  he  de- 
parted from  fadt  and  obfervation,  and  launched  into  the  boundlefs 

and 
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and  uncertain  abyfs  of  theory  and  fpeculation.  He  could  not  avoid 
obferving  that  there  was  an  adding  principle  in  the  human  body  as  in 
other  parts  of  the  univerfe,  and  that  as  all  the  functions  in  a date  of 
health  depended  upon  it,  fo  in  ficknefs  the  refcoration  to  a found 
date  mud  be  owing  to  its  energy.  And  that  the  bufinefs  of  a Phy- 
fician was  to  affid  its  exertions  by  all  the  means  which  lay  in  his 
power.  This  feems  to  be  the  meaning  of  the  expredion  in  the  text. 
Nature,  the  original  power  of  adtion  in  the  animal  machine,  was  by 
difeafe  prevented  from  thofe  equable  motions  by  which  it  could  be 
fupported.  Her  endeavours,  tho’  fruitlefs,  therefore  formed  the 
indication  to  be  followed  in  the  cure.  The  Phydcian  by  the  power 
of  remedies  was  to  follow  her  didtates  ; and  thus  die  became  the 
original  diredlor,  and  the  phyfician  the  minider  to  her  orders.  As 
for  indance,  external  cold  induces  a fpafmodie  condridtion  upon  the 
furface  of  the  body.  Nature,  or  the  general  principle  of  adtion  in 
the  fydem  endeavours  to  refolve  this  condridtion,  as  oppodng  the 
equable  motions  fhe  was  fupporting.  Sometimes  this  may  be  effected 
by  herfelf,  but  not  always.  The  bufinefs  of  the  Phyfician  then  is 
to  give  an  additional  tone  or  vigour  to  the  animal  fibre  by  which  it 
may  be  accomplifhed.  When  a fh ip  is  launched  into  the  Ocean,  it 
is  fufficient  in  a general  way  to  let  loofe  all  the  beams  which  fupport 
her  and  fuffer  the  powers  of  gravitation  to  take  place.  Some 
little  interruption  however  will  often  prevent  this  effedt,  and  then 
the  afiidance  of  human  hands  and  powerful  machines  are  requifite 
for  the  purpofe.

Page  187.  To  turn  up  the  foil  of  the  earth.]  Or  rather  I be- 
lieve to  cnange  toe  dtuation  or  climate.  Vid.  Vales,  in  Hippocr.

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Page  1 8 8.  Ulcers  are  always  occafioned.]  Mr.  Bell  of  Edin- 
burgh, the  ingenious  author  of  a Treatife  on  this  fubjed,  hath  ren- 
dered the  cure  of  ulcers  much  more  fimple  than  heretofore.  This 
is  done  by  preventing  irritation  by  mild  drefiings,  the  prefervation 
of  a proper  degree  of  heat  in  the  part  by  poultices,  the  relieving 
pain  by  opiates,  the  corroding  the  habit  by  the  bark  given  in  large 
quantities,  and  promoting  a Cicatrix  by  ifiues  of  a confiderable 
fize  by  way  of  drain.  Vid.  Bell  on  the  theory  and  management  of 
ulcers,  page  192. 

Page  189.  The  Cyceon  may  be  of  fome  ufe.]  This  was  a potion 
made  generally  of  wine  and  honey,  and  fometimes  the  addition  of 
barley-meal,  cheefe  and  oil  as  deferibed  by  Athen^us.  Sometimes 
it  was  made  with  water  inftead  of  oil,  and  any  of  the  ingredients 
left  out  as  was  thought  bell,  and  fometimes  the  juices  of  various 
herbs  were  mixed  in  it.  Vid.  Foesii  Oecon.  Hippocrat.  p.  219. 
Athen.  Deipnofoph.  lib.  xi.  p.  496. 

Page  192.  Nydtalopiae  occurred.]  This  is  a diforder  in  which 
the  difeafed  perfons  fee  more  perfe&ly  in  the  night  time  than  by  day, 
owing  moft  probably  to  a greater  fenfibility  in  different  parts  of  the 
organ.  The  fame  name  is  given  however  by  fome  writers,  tho’  very 
improperly,  to  the  oppofite  affedion  where  the  patient  cannot  fee  at 
all  by  night,  a diforder  which  M.  Sauvage  fays  was  epidemical 
about  Montpelier  for  two  years.  This  diforder  is  called  by  that 
celebrated  fyilematic  writer  amblyopia  meridiana,  and  the  other  am- 
blyopia crepufcularis.

Page  200.  Tumours  left  upon  the  upper  eye-lid.]  Thefe  tu- 
mours are  of  various  kind,  either  as  they  arife  from  the  acrimony  of 
the  tears  when  they  foon  generate  into  fiftulas  lachrymales,  or  partial 

inflammations 
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inflammations  of  thefe  tender  parts  the  eye-lids,  or  encyfted  tumours 
which  are  filled  with  different  matter.  They  are  all  very  troublefome, 
and  admit  of  no  other  method  of  cure  but  that  of  excifion.  Vid.  St.

BOOK  the  SEVENTH. 


IN  this  iaft  Book  of  Epidemics  by  Hippocrates  are  to  be  found 
a number  of  very  valuable  and  ufeful  cafes  and  obfervations. 
And  as  the  fymptoms  ofdifeafe  are  more  particularly  delcribed,  efpe- 
cially  thofe  which  depend  on  external  appearances  than  in  any  other; 
as  the  Tick  man  is  placed  in  the  moll  appofite  point  of  view  that  could 
be  imagined ; and  the  elegance  of  language  is  not  fpared  to  embellilh 
the  fcene;  it  will  be  found  the  molt  amufing  if  not  the  moffc  inftruc- 
tive  part  of  the  work.  Perhaps  however  it  is  not  the  moft  regular 
or  fyftematic,  nor  are  the  cafes  fo  immediately  correfpondent  to  any 
particular  feafon  or  ftate  of  the  attnofphere.  From  the  minutenefs  of 
the  defcription  of  circumftances  which  are  probably  not  the  moft  im- 
portant ; this  Book  feems  to  contain  an  anfwer  to  the  directions  which 
were  given  in  the  Sixth,  where  an  attention  to  many  things  are  en- 
joined which  may  be  looked  upon  of  little  confequence.  There  are 
very  few  new  difeafes  to  be  found  in  it,  and  fome  have  been  already 
defcribed  in  the  former  ones.  Hence  the  obfervations  will  be  but  few, 
but  they  will  be  made  as  important  as  poffible.  The  reader’s  atten- 
tion too  will  be  relieved  in  a great  meafure  from  the  tedioufnefs  of 
which  it  is  to  be  feared,  he  has  had  too  much  reafon  to  complain.  Should 
thefe  ofervations  however  affift  him  in  his  pra&ice,  it  will  anfwer  all 
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the  end  which  was  defigned,  and  the  reft  mult  be  left  to  the  candour 
and  the  judgment  of  an  enlightened  and  ingenuous  mind. 

Page  207.  Were  reftrained  by  a decotftion  of  the  pomegranate.] 
This  is  a gentle  aftringent,  and  feldom  ufed  by  itfelf.  From  a flight 
acidity  of  the  auftere  kind,  which  is  evident  in  the  fruit  j it  hath  been 
thought  particularly  ufeful  in  putrid  bilious  fevers,  and  with  this  in- 
tention, it  might  have  been  exhibited  by  Hippocrates  in  the  text.

Page  207.  Cummin  feed.]  The  perfon  here  defcribed  was  fubjeit 
to  the  heart-burn,  which  arofe  probably  from  bile  which  was  thrown 
into  a ftate  of  fermentation  after  being  pent  up  in  the  bowels  by  the 
aftringent  before  mentioned.  Cummin  is  a powerful  carminative,  and 
probably  relieved  this  complaint  by  difpelling  the  wind.  Yid. 
Lewis’s  materia  medica,  p.  241. 

Page  208.  The  herb  fymphytum.]  This  plant  is  the  firft  fpecies 
of  the  170  gen.  of  Linnaeus,  under  the  title  of  fymphytum  officinale. 
In  Engliffi  called  comfrey.  It  is  flightly  aftringent,  and  endued  at  the 
fame  time  with  a mucilaginous  quality,  and  according  to  Dr.  Lewis 
fuperior  to  the  althea  in  this  refpedt.  It  is  likewife  efteemed  a vulne- 
rary, and  of  fervice  therefore  in  Haemoptoes,  &c.  but  is  feldom  now 
made  ufe  of  with  any  intention.  Yid  Lin.  fyftem.  nat.  p.  915. 
Lewis’s  materia  medica,  p.  224.  Dale,  pharmacologia,  p.  138, 
Schroder  pharm.  p.  696. 

Page  210.  Mercurialis.]  This  is  the  998  gen.  fpec.  2.  of  Lin- 
naeus, under  the  name  of  Mercurialis  annua,  in  Engliffi  French 
Mercury.  It  hath  of  late  been  feldom  ufed  but  in  glifters,  its  virtues 
are  gently  purgative.  It  hath  been  recommended  likewife  as  ftimu- 
lant  of  the  uterus.  Vid.  Dale,  pharmacologia,  p.  68.  Schroder. 
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pharmacop.  p.  626.  Lewis’s  materia  medica,  p.  373.  Lin.  fyftem. 
nat.  p.  1294. 

Page  2 10.  Beet  root.]  This  well  known  plant  is  likewile  an  opener 
of  the  belly,  when  taken  in  a large  quantity.  Its  virtues  may  alfo  be 
extra&ed  by  boiling  in  water.  Vid.  Lewis’s  materia  medica,  p. 

331- 

Page  234.  Formed  an  abfcefs.]  This  very  difagreeable  diforder 
hato  been  the  caufe  of  many  difputes  in  the  chirurgical  world,  and 
the  fears  of  mankind  dreading  an  operation  in  fo  tender  a part,  have 
given  fcope  to  the  inventions  of  the  faculty  to  difcover  fome  internal 
method  of  cure  or  remedy  by  which  the  lancet  may  be  avoided  5 but 
as  it  was  moft  probable,  whilft  it  continued  to  be  a local  difeafe,  the 
arts  of  men  have  failed  in  their  refearches,  whilft  many  a poor  creature 
hath  fallen  a facrifice  to  the  noftrum  of  fome  illiterate  Quack.  Mr. 
Pott  whofe  ingenuity  is  not  more  to  be  admired  than  his  humanity 
in  his  practice  in  this  complaint,  hath  placed  the  mode  of  cure  in  its 
proper  light,  and  by  attending  to  the  improvements  that  might  be 
made  in  the  incifion  hath  precluded  all  attention  to  internal  remedies, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  all  the  difagreeable  confequences  arifing  from 
delay.  This  method  is  by  fimple  incifion  and  light  dreflings ; but 
it  is  doing  injuftice  to  him  to  quote  any  part  of  his  Treatife,  the 
whole  of  which  is  fo  well  worthy  the  attention  of  a Surgeon.  I fhall 

only  juft  mention  therefore  one  obfervation  in  **  cafes  which  were  at 
firft  mere  fimple  abfcefies,  but  which  from  uncleanlinefs,  from  in- 
temperance, negligence,  and  diftempered  conflitutions,  become  fuch 
kind  of  fores  as  may  be  called  fiftulous.  In  thefe  the  art  of  Surgery 
is  undoubtedly  in  fome  meafure,  and  at  fome  time  necefiary  •,  but 
it  very  feldom  is  the  firft  or  principal  fountain  from  whence  relief  is 
to  be  fought : The  general  effects  of  intemperance,  debauchery,  and 
difeafes  of  the  habit,  are  firft  to  be  corrected  and  removed  before  for- 
gery can,  with  propriety,  or  with  reafonable  profpedt  of  advantage, 
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be  made  ufe  of.  If  the  patient  be  infedted  with  the  lues  venerea,  that 
rauft  firft  be  cured  ; if  he  be  anafarcous  or  leucophlegmatic,  that  in- 
difpofition  mud  be  corredted ; if  he  be  feverifh,  that  heat  mud  be 
calmed,  and  if  he  labour  under  any  of  the  general  ill  effedts  arifing 
from  foul  fkin,  dirty  cloathing,  unclean  and  unwholefome  lodging, 
&c.  producing  pallid  countenance,  undue  fecretions,  lofs  of  appe- 
tite, oedematous  legs,  intermittent  fevers,  &c.  the  date  of  blood, 
which  always  accompanies  fuch  complaints,  mud  be  amended  before 
furgery  can  be  adminidered  to  any  good  purpofe.  If  knife,  caudic, 
or  whatever  other  external  means  are  thought  proper  to  be  ufed,  be 
applied  before  fuch  general  evils  have  been  corredted,  they  will  do 
little  or  no  good ; and  may  do  much  mifchief.”  Vid.  Pott  on  the 
fidula  in  ano,  p.  105.  Mr.  Bell  agreeably  to  his  general  method  in 
what  he  calls  finuous  ulcers,  humbly  propofes  a new  fcheme,  where 
he  fays,  “ If  it  was  not  for  the  inconvenience  which  this  application 
would  in  that  fituation  always  occafion,  I have  no  fort  of  doubt  but 
the  feton  would  prove  a much  more  effedtual  remedy  in  cafes  of  fidula 
in  ano,  than  any  other  that  has  as  yet  been  employed.  In  fimilar 
cafes  of  this  kind  that  occur  in  the  perineum,  I have  known  it  ufed 
with  the  greated  advantage,”  Vid.  Bell  on  the  theory  and  manage- 
ment of  ulcers,  p,  211. 

Page  236.  Tubercles  about  the  gums.]  Although  I cannot  avoid 
agreeing  with  the  learned  Dr.  Lind  that  the  diforder  of  the  lpleen 
fo  often  mentioned  by  Hippocrates,  was  a different  difeafe  from  the 
fcurvy  fo  common  amongd  the  moderns  ^ yet  I mud  think  that  from 
this  paffage  he  was  acquainted  with  this  deleterious  difeafe  agreeably 
to  the  idea  of  this  author  himfelf,  who  in  defcribing  the  figns  of  it 
at  page  105,  obferves,  “ Their  gums  foon  after  become  itchy,  fwell, 
and  are  apt  to  bleed  upon  the  flighted  fridtion.  Upon  looking  into 
their  mouth,  their  gums  appear  of  an  unufual  livid  rednefs,  are  foft 
and  fpongy,  and  become  afterwards  extremely  putrid  and  fungous  j 
the  pathognomic  fign  perhaps  of  the  difeafe.”  I cannot  therefore

agree  with  him  in  the  following  paflage,  “ that  there  feems  no  occafion 
for  paying  a compliment  here  ; as  it  is  not  to  be  expected  he  fhould 
have  hinted  at,  much  lefs  have  defcribed  a difeafe  which  in  all  pro- 
bability he  never  faw  or  heard  of.”  We  are  much  obliged  to  this 
writer  for  his  ingenious  and  fyftematic  treatife  of  this  difeafe  in  which 
the  molt  judicious  treatment  is  prefcribed,  viz.  frefli  vegetables,  an- 
tifcorbutic  juices  and  antifeptics.  The  late  advantages  too  from  the 
infufion  of  malt,  &c.  and  the  confequences  of  great  care  and  atten- 
tion on  board  fhip  in  long  voyages,  cannot  be  too  much  commended.

This 
obfervation  hath  never  efcaped  the  eye  of  the  critic,  and  Hippocrates 
hath  either  been  condemned  for  this  paffage  by  the  ftri&er  moralifts, 
or  explained  away  by  thofe  who  are  more  moderate.  But  what  hath 
morals  to  do  with  the  precepts  of  a phyfician?  and  tho’  Hippocrates 
feems  far  from  being  an  encourager  of  vice,  yet  at  the  fame  time  he 
had  a very  high  regard  for  the  truth.  The  queftion  then  is  not  whe- 
ther Hippocrates  would  propofe  an  immoral  leffon,  but  whether  he 
would  give  a falfe  one.  In  many  parts  of  his  works,  and  in  thefe 
Epidemics  he  hath  advanced  that  a connexion  with  the  female  fex  is 
a cure  for  this  complaint.  The  fame  obfervation  in  every  refpeft  is 
made  here,  but  he  hath  either  been  betrayed  by  a degree  of  indelicacy 
natural  to  age  or  the  cuftom  of  the  times,  to  ufe  an  expreffion  to 
which  libertines  only  were  accuftomed.  Or  as  a guide  in  phyfic  it 
was  not  natural  to  fuppofe  that  thofe  who  had  made  a legal  connec- 
tion were  the  only  perfons  who  were  fubjeft  to  his  precepts.  It  was 
a general  rule,  and  which  poffibly  he  might  have  found  to  be  of  ufe, 
he  might  therefore  give  it  in  its  utmoft  latitude  to  thofe  who  wifhed 
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to  obey  it.  As  however  this  difeafe  in  fo  flight  a ftate  as  to  admit  of 
fuch  a remedy  may  be  found  more  eafily  to  be  overcome  in  an  inno- 
cent manner,  and  as  the  worft  of  confequences  may  enfue  from  obey- 
ing the  precept,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  one  will  fhelter  himfelf  under 
the  authority  of  this  great  phyfician,  to  follow  his  vicious  inclination 
rather  than  a regard  to  his  health,  his  conftitution,  and  the  virtuous 
feelings  of  his  mind.
